To His Honor THomas N. HART, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
present the following report of its condition for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1900, being the forty-eighth annual report. 
They present also the reports of the Librarian, of the Au- 
ditor, of various heads of departments, and of the Examin- 
ing Committee of Citizens. They ask for these the especial 
attention of all interested in the Library. There will be 
found in them much information relating to its manage- 
ment, the extent of its use, its increase by purchase and 
gifts, and the methods adopted to make its resources known 
and available, and also many details which it is inexpedient 
to incorporate in this general report. 

The Library suffered serious loss during the year by the 
resignation of the Librarian, Mr. Herbert Putnam, and by 
the death of Mr. Philip Henry Savage, the Clerk of the 
Corporation and Secretary of the Librarian. 

Mr. Putnam had been the Librarian since the opening of 
the present building. He was admirably fitted for the du-— 
ties of the office, and by his learning, his tact and his execu- 
tive ability he was rapidly perfecting an efficient system of 
administration, and greatly expanding the usefulness of the 
Library.

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He resigned his position on April 3, 1899, having been ap- 
pointed Librarian of the Library of Congress. 

Mr. Savage died on June 4, 1899. He was Secretary to 
the Librarian, and had recently been elected Clerk of the Cor- 
poration. His office brought him in immediate contact with 
the public. He discharged its duties with marked wisdom, 
and gave clear promise of future usefulness. 

Mr. James L. Whitney, long connected with the Library, 
and for many years at the head of the Catalogue Depart- 
ment, was appointed Acting Librarian on March 81, 1899, and 
Librarian on December 22, 1899. Mr. Otto Fleischner, Cus- 
todian of Special Libraries, was appointed Assistant Librarian 
on January 12, 1900. 

The deaths of two gentlemen occurred during the past 
year, who, although not connected at the time with the 
Library, deserve mention in this report. 

Hon. Frederick O. Prince died on June 6, 1899. He had 
but a short time previously resigned his office as a Trustee, a 
position which he had filled since 1888, having been in the 
latter years President of the Board. His urbanity, his deep 
interest in the Library and his faithful attention to his du- 
ties were conspicuous, and gave great value to his services. 

Mr. William W. Greenough died on June 17, 1899. He 
was chosen a Trustee in 1856, retiring in 1888. For twenty- 
two years he was President of the Board. Probably no one 
ever contributed so much time and devotion to the Library 
as he, and to no one is due a larger share of its success. His 
interest in it continued to his death. 

The vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Mayor 
Prince was filled by the appointment of Dr. Thomas Dwight. 
The Board was reorganized by the election of Mr. Solomon 
Lincoln as President, and Dr. James DeNormandie as Vice- 
President. Mr. Josiah H. Benton, Jr., was reappointed a 
Trustee to serve for five years from May 1, 1899. 

The financial condition of the Library for the a year is 
briefly exhibited as follows :

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In execution of a power vested in them by a statute of 
the Commonwealth, the Trustees in February, 1899, sold 
the old Library building on Boylston street for $850,000 
to the Executors and Trustees acting under the will of the 
late Frederick L. Ames. The proceeds were paid to the 
Board of Commissioners of the Sinking-Funds of Boston. 

The Trustees think it proper again to call attention to the 
fact that the income of the Library—never completely suffi- 
cient—continues to be diminished by two charges with which, 
as it seems to them, it should not be burdened. The annual 
expense of collecting fines imposed for the misuse of books, 
amounting to $1,500 or more, falls upon the general appro- 
priation, while the fines collected, amounting to $5,000 or 
more annually, are paid into the city treasury. 

It seems reasonable to ask that this sum, which in effect 
represents largely a deterioration in the value of the books, 
should be restored to the Library in order to replace this 
loss. 

In the second place the Library publishes during the year 
a considerable number of bulletins, catalogues and other pub- 
lications, which are of peculiar value in themselves, which 
attract widespread notice, and secure for the Library much 7 
deserved reputation and indirect pecuniary gain. Some of 
these publications are sold. The expense of preparing and 
printing them falls upon the appropriation for the Library, 
while all receipts from their sales are without deduction paid 
into the city treasury. 

In both cases it seems just that only the net receipts after 
deducting expenses should be paid into the city treasury. 

The changes in the Library building, completed during the 
preceding year have proved to be distinct improvements, 
have added greatly to the convenient administration of the 
Library, and have expedited the delivery of books. The 
building itself is carefully protected and maintained and 
suffers no deterioration, notwithstanding the great number 
of visitors and readers, but the books have suffered from con- 
stantly increasing use, augmented by the wear of transfer 
from the old building. A very considerable number need 
rebinding and are necessarily withdrawn from circulation. 
It is impossible for the Trustees to supply from their current 
income the money required for this purpose, and a large 
special appropriation is needed in the interest of true 
economy. 

The Trustees report as usual a constant growth of the 
Library and of its use. The number of card-holders has 
increased during the past year, but by reason of the com- 
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mencement of a new registration on February 1, 1899, it is 
impossible to make an accurate comparison with preceding 
years. 

The number of books has increased by the addition of 
80,506 volumes through purchase and gifts. The gifts of 
books during the past year have been larger and more valua- 
ble than usual. Of these and of other important gifts the 
Librarian’s report contains a detailed account. 

The Library system has been increased during the year by 
the addition of ten delivery and deposit stations. Applica- 
tions for farther extensions are constantly received, usually 
beyond the means at the command of the Trustees to grant. 

To exhibit the improvements and growth of the catalogues 
would require a more detailed statement than is here possible. 
The work is vast, and yet escapes the notice of the ordinary 
visitor. The usefulness of the Library depends upon it in 
large degree, and although the work is never done, a con- 
stant gain has been made, and the resources of the Library 
are more at command than ever before. 

The officials of the Library have constantly sought to 
improve its usefulness in various ways—for instance, 
through its publications, which are enumerated in the report 
of Mr. Swift, the editor, and by the frequent collection and 
exhibition in the Library of books and prints relating to 
subjects of immediate interest, or connected with the work 
of pupils in the public schools. 

A department of manuscripts has been established. The 
Library owns many valuable papers and documents which 
serve as the foundation of a valuable collection. |

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees: 


The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
31, 1900, is hereby respectfully submitted. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system has been increased during the year by 
the establishment of one delivery and deposit station (Sta- 
tion W), and two deliveries to city institutions. Deposits 
have been sent to one additional engine-house and to seven 
additional public schools. One delivery (that to the Han- 
cock School) has been discontinued. 

The Library system comprises : 

The Central Library, on Copley square. 

Ten branch libraries, with considerable permanent collec- 
tions of books. 

Five reading-rooms, all of them also delivery and deposit 
stations, and two, stations F (Mt. Bowdoin) and P (Broad- 
way Extension), having also independent permanent collec- 
tions of books. 

Fourteen delivery stations, all also deposit stations. 

Twenty-three engine-houses and one post-office (the Back 
Bay station). receiving books on deposit. 

Five public schools (two high and three grammar schools ) 
receiving deposits from the Central Library, and six schools 
with deposits from the branch libraries. 

Five institutions, receiving deposits. 

Two deliveries to officers of city institutions. 

A total, besides the Central-Library, of seventy-one agen- 
cles, as against sixty-one on February 1, 1899, and fifty-seven 
on February 1, 1898. 

Petitions have been received for additional Library agen- 
cies, but the funds at the disposal of the Trustees have not 
allowed the additional expense. Wards 1, 17 and 19 are 
districts which especially need delivery stations. 


THE LIBRARIAN. 


Mr. Herbert Putnam, chief officer of the Library, resigned 
his position April 8, 1899, to become the Librarian of Con- 
gress. | 7 
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Mr. Putnam came, four years before, at a critical time, to 
this Library. The new building had just been opened to the 
public, and the Library waited, with all its possibilities, to 
be set in motion. New departments were to be established 
and existing ones developed, and the entire institution put 
upon an enduring basis. To these ends his rare organizing 
and administrative powers were bent, with a success every- 
where manifest. 

Mr. Putnam’s associates here regret that their friend and 
chief can no longer be with them, and extend their best 
wishes to him in his new field of work. 

Mr. James L. Whitney, the Chief of the Catalogue Depart- 
ment, was appointed the Acting Librarian, March 31, 1899, 
and on December 22, was chosen the Librarian. On Janu- 
ary 12, 1900, Mr. Otto Fleischner, Custodian of Special 
Libraries, was appointed the Assistant Librarian. 


FINANCE. 


The receipts and payments of the Library during the year 
are given in detail in the statement of the Auditor (Appen- 
dix I. of this report). 


The estimated cost of maintaining the Library for the 
year, as submitted to the oa, government, on De-

Since the estimates were based on close calculations, item 
by item, of actual needs, the problem of saving this large sum 
was a serious one, and only accomplished with prejudice to 
the Library. 

By reason of vacancies in the offices of the Librarian and 
the Librarian’s Secretary, and other officials, the salary ac- 
count was reduced $6,513.63. The much needed allowance 
for the binding of books was reduced $10,692.26. Of the 
seriousness of this reduction, further mention is made later 
in this report. The reduction fell heaviest on books and 
periodicals, namely, about $13,000, and but for the reduction 
of salaries referred to above, the sum at the disposal of the 
Trustees for popular books would have been entirely inade- 
quate. 

The Library has not yet been able to adjust itself to the 
cutting off of its former income from rentals, and from the 
receipts from fines and sales of its publications. These 
amounts since 1898 have been turned into the general income 
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account of the city, and are no longer specially available for 
the use of the Library. No allowance has been made to the 
Library for the loss of these considerable sums. 


ENDOWMENTS. 


By the provisions of the will of the late Daniel Sharpe 
Ford, publisher of the Youth’s Companion, the sum of $6,000 
was bequeathed to the Boston Public Library. This bequest 
has not yet been received. ‘The endowments of the Library 
are the same as last year, namely, $220,150, the income 
from which can be used for the purchase of books, and 
$50,000, the income to be used for newspapers (Todd news- 
paper fund). ‘The income from the book funds is $9,385 a 
year, with the prospect of a decrease as lower rates of interest 
prevail. This sum is insufficient to purchase the books of 
permanent value needed by the Library. During the past 
year attention has been called in the Boston newspapers to 
the «‘ Needs of the Boston Public Library,” in the matter of 
increased endowment. These articles are deemed of especial 
significance, and are reprinted in the closing pages of this 
report.

It is to be observed further that the bulk of the above 
available balance is composed of funds applicable only to the 
purchase of books, and to a great extent of funds which 
must be reserved for the purchase of books of a very special 
character, e.g., the Charlotte Harris fun 
—restricted to the purchase of books published prior to 
1850.

BUILDINGS, EQUIPMENT, AND GENERAL 
ADMINISTRATION. 


The opening of the library year found the extensive “ im- 
provements upon the new Library building and the fittings 
thereof,” for which the City of Boston had provided the 
sum of $100,000, well-nigh finished. Under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Herbert Putnam, the Librarian, these changes 
had been wisely and economically carried out. They 
have given to the Library increased facilities for administra- 
tion, enlarged accommodations for readers, and much-needed 
additional machinery, administrative equipment and furniture. 
These are described at length in the last annual report. 


WorKS OF ART. 


Crawford’s statue of Beethoven, now the property of the 
Handel and Haydn Society, has been deposited in trust 
with the Trustees of this Library. It is placed in a niche 
in the entrance hall; it was formerly in the Boston Music 
Hall. 

A bronze bust of Wendell Phillips, by Milmore, has been 
given to the Library by Mr. A. Shuman, through the Wen- 
dell Phillips Memorial Association. 

Mr. Richard E. Brooks has been commissioned by the City 
of Boston to make a bronze memorial of the late Gen. 
Francis A. Walker. ‘The memorial is to have a place in the 
Library, and is to consist of a portrait bust, with a curved 
bronze background, set well into the granite wall of the ar- 
cade of the interior court. 

Other works of art are planned for the court-yard of the 
Library. 

Books RECEIVED. 


The books added to the Library during the year have been 
of a high grade. The representation of continental litera- 
ture (especially French literature) is particularly strong. 
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This is owing to the rare chance offered at the Montaiglon 
sale in May and June, 1899, to obtain the carefully selected 
books of a scholar, and at very reasonable rates. The collec- 
tion of Americana in the Library has been notably increased 
through purchases at auction sales. The same may be said 
of the departments of fine arts, geography, political economy 
and sociology, as well as other departments. 

The books added to the Library in 1899-1900, exclusive of 
transfers from one department to another, represent ad- 
ditions from four sources, namely: (1) Books purchased ; 
(2) books received by exchange; (8) books received by 
gift; (4) volumes made up from current periodicals and other 
unbound material, hitherto not counted as volumes. 

The additions to the Library, for the year, as distinguished 
from the number of books actually located and excluding 
mere transfers from one department to another, have been as

In cvaaetienny II.—V. the extent of the Library by 
years is shown, with a summary of the contents of the 
Library on January 31, 1900, the net increase of the several 
departments during the past ten years, and the classification 
of the books in the Central Library on January 31, 1900. 

On January 31, 1899, the number of volumes in the 
Central Library and branches was 716,050. On January 81, 
1900, as appears by the tables appended to this report, there 
were in all departments of the library 746,883 volumes. 
The increase for the year is therefore * 30,333 volumes.

*The number given above, 30,506, represents volumes added to the Library; the num- 
ber, 30,333, represents volumes that have been catalogued and placed on the shelves. 
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The expenditure for books and periodicals for the past 
year was $31,078.59 as against $34,935.10 in 1898. This 
does not include $1,970.58 expended from the income of the 
Todd fund for current newspapers, or $392.01 paid for 
books for Station P out of a special appropriation for that 
station, nor $1,001.23 paid by the Fellowes Atheneum for 
purchases made by the Central Library for the Roxbury 
Branch.

The heaviest expenditure for any one class of books has 
been for English prose fiction. This has cost $4,181.68, as 
against $4,992 in 1898, or nearly thirty per cent. of the 
total appropriation by the city for books. 

The sum of two hundred dollars was authorized to be ex- 
pended for Italian fiction, with a view of making as com- 
plete as possible the list on this subject shortly to be 
published. 

The largest collection of books purchased from the trust 
funds consisted of 1,290 volumes, obtained at the sale of the 
library of the late Anatole de Montaiglon, and represents 
an expenditure of $500. The books bought included arche- 
ology, history and general literature, especially relating to 
the literature of France and Italy in the Middle Ages and 
the Renaissance, including many metrical romances. Many 
of the volumes are autograph copies, and bear the annota- 
tions of M. de Montaiglon, a man of letters, well known as a 
professor in the Ecole des Chartes. This purchase, together 
with the gift (see Gifts) of Mr. Godfrey Michael Hyams, of 
one thousand dollars’ worth of books from the same sale (the 
selection and purchase made by the Library) was a notable 
addition to the scholarly resources of the Library. 
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The sum of $216.85 was expended at the sale of the 
Manson Historical Library, chiefly on local history and some 
first editions of American poetry for the Artz collection. 
In this sale was secured N. H. Brackenridge’s Battle of 
Bunker’s Hill, a dramatic piece of five acts in heroic measure. 
By a Gentleman of Maryland: Philadelphia, 1776.

CATALOGUE DEPARTMENT. 


The Chief of the Catalogue Department having been ap- 
pointed Acting Librarian, the department has been under 
Mr. Edward B. Hunt, Acting Chief Cataloguer, since March. 
From his report I select the following information.

The other 11,500 volumes of the 47,782 represent the seri- 
als added to the Central Library, and books for the branches. 

From these figures it appears that the number of volumes 
catalogued is slightly in advance of last year. The fall in 
the number of titles is due largely to the fact that many 
books, not fiction, transferred from the Fiction Stack to the 
other stacks (a change which is in steady progress) were 
duplicates, and did not therefore count as titles, although the 
labor of cataloguing them was greater than is required for 
new titles. 

The number of serials added during the year was 4,572 
an increase of 1,214 over the number in 1898-1899.

CO—OPERATIVE INDEX. 


For the Co-operative index of scientific periodicals there 
have been catalogued 506 titles. There have been received, 
headings written therefor and filed, 2,672 titles. 
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CARDS IN THE VARIOUS CATALOGUES. 


There have been printed, finished and filed in the various 
catalogues of the Library this year 168,500 cards, a gain over 
the highest number in any preceding year of over 32,000.

That is, the number is more than twice as large as in the old 
Library. This is due mainly to the establishment of special 
libraries, on the upper floor, each of which has an author and 
subject catalogue, in duplicate of the two general card cata- 
logues. In these special catalogues were placed last year 
45,320 cards, nearly thrice the usual number. ‘This is due 
to the increase of titles for the Statistical Department, and 
the printing of cards in the letters A and B of the Allen A. 
Brown Library of Music. 


FICTION CATALOGUE. 


More vigorous and continued work than heretofore is in 
progress on the Card Catalogue of fiction and books for the 
young in Stack Four. Lach title is compared with the book 
on the shelf and with the shelf list, and is then re-catalogued 
and printed. All books in this stack (which answers to the 
Lower Hall in the old Library building), which are not fiction 
are being transferred to the collection of similar books in the 
other stacks. During the month of January, 1900, nearly 500 
titles were put in order. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


The catalogues and other publications printed by the 
Library during the year are mentioned in the report of Mr. 
Swift, the Editor of the Library publications. 

A list of Italian fiction, and a supplementary one of Ger- 
man fiction, both prepared by Miss Mary H. Rollins, will be 
ready for the printer shortly. A new English fiction list, 
brought down to date, will probably be begun in the summer. 

The List of maps and views of Boston and Boston harbor, 
published in October, was begun by the late Mr. J. F. Car- 
ret, and after his death, continued by Mr. John Murdoch. 
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A supplementary list will be published for which considera- 
ble material has been collected. 

The Index to the pictures and plans of library buildings 
to be found in the Boston Public Library, compiled by Mr. 
Whitney, as asecond and enlarged edition, was printed in 
the Monthly Bulletin for August, 1899, and afterwards re- 
printed as a separate work. It has been found helpful to 
many persons who are planning library buildings. In con- 
nection with its preparation circulars were sent to libraries 
in this country and Europe, and a large collection of photo- 
graphs of library buildings has been secured. 


MUNICIPAL LECTURES. 


In connection with a course of municipal lectures, under- 
taken in the spring, the following lists were prepared by 
members of the Catalogue Department: (1) The Water 
supply of Boston (by Mr. Whitney); (2) Civic architecture, 
Baths and Gymnasia (by Miss Rollins); (8) Passenger 
transportation in Boston (by Mr. Chevaher). 


THE BATES HALL CARD CATALOGUE. 


The Examining Committee of the Library has made a 
recommendation in its report that the cards in the Public 
Catalogue in Bates Hall be trimmed to what is known as 
the present standard size, and that a single rod be substi- 
tuted for the wasteful and unwieldy double rod now in use. 

This change could be effected at an expense of perhaps 
$2,000 and the advantages would be many and great. This 
Library can never arrange an interchange of cards with other 
libraries, which might easily be desirable and economical, so 
long as it clings to the double rod. The trimming of the 
cards incidental to the adoption of the single rod, would 
be a great gain to the catalogue both in appearance and 
ease of use. The initial expense is indeed considerable, but 
the saving by the proposed plan in the time taken in putting 
away the cards and the saving in repairs will in a short 
time more than equal this sum. 


~ THE RECOMMENDATION OF BOOKS FOR PURCHASE. 


The research involved in the adequate looking up the 
titles of books to be recommended for purchase is so great 
that this work needs to be transferred from the Catalogue 
Department to a separate department. During the year, 
9,435 titles have been searched for in the catalogues. The 
preliminary work of reading the book notices of periodicals, 
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and of the search through sale catalogues and other lists is 
considerable. I wish to express my thanks to those who 
have been earnest in my support in this matter. 


EXPENSE. 


The salary account of the Catalogue Department has been 
$1,245.66 less than in the preceding year.

LIST ON ANTHROPOLOGY. 


The most significant happening was the publication of the 
Selected bibliography of the anthropology and ethnology of 
Europe, a volume of 160 pages, containing nearly two thou- 
sand titles. The material for this catalogue was gathered 
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by Professor William Z. Ripley, of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology ; its editing was under the charge of 

Mr. Swift, who has prepared a special report on the under- 
taking. 

The chief advantage gained by the Library, from the 
special lists it has published from time to time, has been 
from their serving as an account of stock of its own posses- 
sions, and an indication of its deficiencies. These deficien- 
cies the Library has made a point of supplying. That the 
Library is so strong as it is as an all-round collection of 
books is due especially to the zeal for collecting attendant 
upon the publication of its catalogues. This is true in 
regard to the Anthropology list. During its progress the 
Library made considerable purchases in the departments of 
anthropology and ethnology at the suggestion of Professor 
Ripley, and received large additions of similar material by 
eift from his correspondents in Europe. In consequence, 
as stated in the author’s Preface “A notable wealth of 
original material in this branch of science, concerning itself 
with the origins, the physical and cultural history of the 
white races of the earth, is here gathered for the use of 
American students. It is, I believe, a collection scarcely to 
be equalled in any single library in Europe.” 

There were printed 3,271 copies of the Anthropology list, 
all but about 500 copies of which have been disposed of by 
sale, gift and exchange. The Library is frequently in receipt 
of gifts made in return. 

_ The reception of the Bibliography has been cordial, and 
from the point of view of the Library such a combination of 
special knowledge and technical bibliographical skill is grati- 
fying. The Library encountered serious and unexpected 
obstacles in the production of this Bibliography, involving a 
labor and cost which, in the opinion of the Editor, were out of 
all proportion to the returns, and which throw grave doubts 
upon the wisdom of encouraging similar projects under 
similar conditions in the future. 


CO—OPERATION. 


This incident suggests the subject of co-operative work in 
this Library. How far has it been carried on since coming 
to the new Library building, and with what success? 

Finished Work. —'The only co-operative undertakings fin- 
ished are the Periodical list and the Anthropology list. 

The first, the List of periodicals currently received in the 
principal libraries of Boston and vicinity, was edited, printed 
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and paid for by this Library, the expense being about 
$2,500. } 

This list has proved itself a valuable help not only to the 
local libraries, but also to distant ones, which have made it 
the basis of similar co-operative work. It is worth all it 
cost. 

Unfinished Work — Scientific Books. — Considerable work 
has been done on a proposed catalogue of scientific books to 
be found in libraries near by, in comparison with our own 
collections. About one-fifth has been accomplished of what 
would be needed to make a co-operative catalogue of the 
scientific books in important libraries in and near Boston. An 
unknown additional expense will be necessary to bring the 
results of this comparison before the public in the form of a 
card catalogue, or in a printed volume, published as a whole 
or in sections. This catalogue will be of little use for 
students until completed, and that will be a long time hence, 
as but little progress is now being made by reason of the 
pressure of more important work. 

Index of Architectural Plates. — This Library, with others, 
has undertaken to prepare an index of architectural plates. 
Our own part has been done partially; but little or nothing 
has come from the other libraries. As a co-operative enter- 
prise it is a failure. 

Co-operative Index of Scientific Periodicals. — This Library, 
since January, 1898, has furnished its share of titles for an 
index of scientific periodicals, which, as prepared by five 
different libraries, is under the charge of the Publishing 
Section of the American Library Association. This catalogue 
numbers about ten thousand cards, and forms a special sec- 
tion in Bates Hall. 

Numerous co-operative schemes in catalogue work have 
been started by libraries and associations, but they are of but 
little value to this Library, for one reason because the cards 
used differ in size from our own, and they cannot be placed 
in the same drawers with them. This difficulty will be over- 
come, it is thought, as the result of experiments now in pro- 
gress. It is a question how far a catalogue so vast as the 
public card catalogue here can be enlarged by the insertion 
of titles of articles in periodicals, without causing confusion 
and irritation to readers. 


SHELF DEPARTMENT. 


The Shelf Department, since April 3, 1899, has been 
under the charge of Mr. William G. T. Roffe, as Acting 
Chief. His report is summarized below. 
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The number of new books placed on the shelves of the 
Central Library is as follows:

Transfers. — During the year 1,868 volumes, not fiction, 
were transferred from Stack 4 to the General Collection, 
671 from the General Collection to the Statistical Depart- 
ment, and 325 to the Newspaper Room. Many other 
removals have been made. 

Books Missing.— From the annual examination of the 
shelves it appears that the books missing from the stacks are 
fewer than in 1898 and much less than in 1895, the first 
year of the occupancy of the new building.

Large numbers of books recorded in the Annual Reports 
as missing, appear on the shelves from time to time; thus in 
1899, 372 were found; in 1898, 838. For years, stragglers 
find their way back, as, for example, a copy of the “« Memoirs 
of a Physician,” by Dumas, lost more than twenty years ago 
and found in a garret, was returned last summer. 

The percentage of missing books from the whole collec- 
tion is =|, of one per cent. The loss from the stacks and 
closed shelves is slight, less than might reasonably be ex- 
pected. The increase in the number of books missing from 
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those on deposit at the stations is owing to an unusual loss 
at one station which has now been checked. ‘Thirty-seven 
of the total number of volumes missing at the deposit 
stations have been paid for. ‘The loss from the Children’s 
Room is excessive. More than half of the missing books, 
however, will doubtless be returned; their money value is 
slight. Eighty volumes were taken from the Bates Hall 
Reference collection, — mostly handbooks and other books 
of small cost. From the open shelves of the Special Libra- 
ries but few books were taken without permission. The 
losses are not so serious as to make it worth while to abandon 
open shelves, or incur a heavy expense for stricter protection 
against depredations. At the branch libraries the books miss- 
ing from closed shelves number 49 volumes as against 58 
last year; from open shelves 357 volumes as against 488 last 
year. This seems satisfactory when it is considered that the 
open shelf system has been greatly extended the past year. 

Duplicates. —'To this department is also assigned the care 
of the collection of books in the duplicate rooms. ‘These 
number 22,029 bound volumes and about 32,745 unbound 
pamphlets. Work is in progress on these duplicates, with a 
view to their classification, with lists. 

The Shelf Department is burdened with more vexatious 
problems perhaps than any other branch of the Library ser- 
vice. With the additions of each year its task becomes more 
difficult. The examination of the shelves, which was once 
done ina month’s time (the Library being closed for that 
purpose), has increased until it takes the time of three per- 
sons nearly the entire year. 

Lack of Shelf Space for Books.— The most laborious 
work of the Shelf Department results from the constant 
shifting of books, in order to make room for new books or 
new departments. This shifting and compression is reach- - 
ing its limit, and radical measures will need to be taken 
soon to provide more shelf space. 

After careful measurements and _ calculations, some 
300,000 volumes have been moved during the year. Hardly 
one of these volumes occupies the same place on the shelves 
which it did a year ago, and this has caused inconvenience 
in the delivery of books. There is some book space un- 
- occupied on the Boylston street side of the Library, and 
more could be secured by putting a gallery on two sides 
of the lecture-room, with locked glazed cases on the walls 
of the first floor. 

Attention is called to the tables of statistics as found in 
Appendixes II.-IV. 
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THE BINDING OF BOOKS. 


A considerable expenditure of money is needed for the 
rebinding of books. This need is not a newly discovered 
one. As far back as 1878 the Trustees, alarmed at the rapid 
decay of bindings, employed Prof. Wolcott Gibbs of Harvard 
College to make an examination. He reported that the state 
of the bindings was due to atmospheric conditions insepar- 
able from insufficient ventilation. ‘The Library was then in 
the Boylston-street building, where, owing to architectural 
limitations, a remedy could not be found. 

The evil continued in an increasing ratio until, in 1891, 
the city government was asked for an extra appropriation of 
$6,000, but this sum was not given, and no sufficient relief 
came at that time or has come since. 

The same state of things confronts the Library to-day. On 
the shelves, in ever lengthening rows, may still be seen 
thousands of volumes with loosened leaves, broken backs, 
and cracked covers. 

Since the occupation of the new building the disintegra- 
tion of bindings from heat, dryness, or insufficient ventilation, 
has been lessened, but increased age and increased use seem 
to be equally fatal. 

In the estimates of the appropriation needed for the main- 
tenance of the Library for the year 1899, handed by the 
Trustees to the Mayor on December 17, 1898, the statement 
was made that “the binding of books is so greatly in arrears 
that in addition to the current work a special expenditure of 
at least $80,000 ought properly to be made.” ‘The regular 
estimates themselves assumed that of this amount at least 
$10,000 should be applied in 1899. 

The appropriation granted to the Library for that year was 
much less than the amount called for by the estimates, and 
among other reductions, one of $10,692.26 was therefore 
made in the amount to be spent for binding, as has already 
been stated. 

Impressed with the need of some action, the Trustees last 
October requested the Acting Librarian to make a special 
report on the needs of the Library in respect to binding, and 
have again called the attention of the city government to 
the subject. 

The sum remaining at the disposal of the Library has 
been used during the past year, as heretofore, mainly for the 
binding of books and periodicals currently received, for the 
rebinding of popular books worn out in the current use of 
the year, and for other miscellaneous work.

PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


The catalogue work of the Printing Department has been 
already mentioned.

The mechanical equipment of the department has been 
improved by the conversion of the two linotypes to ‘ two- 
letter’ machines, thus ensuring more varied and expeditious 
composition. The price of paper has advanced during the 
year. The Library was fortunate in having on hand a con- 
siderable supply, bought just before the advance. 

On consultation with the Catalogue Department, a desira- 
ble change has been made in the form of the catalogue card. 
The card remains of the same size as heretofore, and will 
work smoothly with the old cards; but the length of the 
lines of print is less, and the card may therefore be cut down 
when desirable to the size used in other libraries. The area 


* Exclusive of the rebinding of popular books whichis more conveniently done 
outside the Library. The expense for this work for 1899-1900 was $2,583.38. The 
ordinary repairs are attended to largely by the assistants in the stacks and at the 
branches and stations. 
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of print is so arranged as to permit the punching of a central 
hole for the customary single retaining rod without mutila- 
tion. ‘The new type chosen gives the emphasis of a blacker 
face and a more readable form to the catch-word and the 
shelf-number, and allows more matter than formerly to be 
put on each card. When the very desirable change to the 
single rod system of securing the cards in the cabinets shall 
have been brought about the extra space on the cards avail- 
able will allow an increase of 48 per vent. of matter on the 
card. An improvement has been effected in substituting 
print for manuscript in many of the headings of the cards. 

The output of the department does not vary in general 
character from that of former years. Of printing requisitions 
there were :

For the card catalogue there have been printed 20,454 
titles, or 153,500 cards, together with extra cards and Bulle- 
tin copy cards, which cannot readily be counted. This is an 
increase of 22,597 over last year, and of 60,500 over two 
years ago. 

DISPOSITION OF PUBLICATIONS. 


By the report of the Custodian of Stock it appears that 
the number of Library publications distributed by the depart- 
ment during the year was 78,291. Of the blank forms in 
use in the Library, including the charging slips, 2,079,432 
pieces were called for. 


REGISTRATION. 


In Appendix VI. are found the usual statistics prepared by 
the Chief of the Department of Registration, with a classifica- 
tion of users of the Library by sex, occupation and location ; 
also with an estimate of the percentage of card-holders in 
each ward of the city of the total population of such ward. 
Since these statistics are based on the population as shown 
by the census of 1895, they are only approximately correct. 

These percentages do not vary much from last year, ex- 
cept in the district where a new delivery station, W, has been 
established. 
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Every second year a new registration or a new numerical 
series is begun. The present registration began February 
1, 1899, and consequently, the number of card-holders ap- 
pears smaller than on January 31, 1899, the end of the pre- 
ceding two-year period. 

The tables giving the number of teachers and pupils in the 
public schools in comparison with the number of cards held 
by them, show that only one-third of the teachers and about 
two-fifths of the pupils entitled to cards have applied for 
them. 

The bonds of indemnity against loss or damage to books 
lent to non-resident students have been received from three 
additional schools and colleges. ‘The non-resident pupils of 
forty-six such institutions are now allowed to take books 
from the Library. 

Usk oF Books. 


In Appendix VII. is found a table giving the number of 
volumes taken for home use during the past year from each 
department of the Library, in comparison with the preceding 
year.

In the Boylston-street building both the books used at 
home and in the Library building were counted. Since the 
shelves have been thrown open to readers to so great an ex- 
tent in the Bates Hall, the Special Libraries, and the branches, 
the count of books used in the Library is only a partial one. 
The recorded hall use in the Central Library for the past 
year was 355,017 volumes, as against 340,596 volumes in 
1898. Noaccount is kept of the use of magazines and news- 
papers. 

Inter-Library Loans. — By the system of inter-library loans, 
309 volumes have been lent to other libraries this year, as 
against 224 volumes in 1898-99 and 135 in 1897-98. 


THE IssuE DEPARTMENT, CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


An important gain to the Library from the recent altera- 
tions in the building is in the increased space and facility 
provided for the issue of books. To the Issue Room the 
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Registration desk has been moved from a distant part of the 
building, and the system of pneumatic tubes has been im- 
proved and supplemented by an auxiliary system of tubes, 
operating by suction, instead of by pressure. The operation 
of these two systems has not been entirely satisfactory ; they 
often cause delays in the delivery of the slips, and need fre- 
quent repairs. The “pick-up carrier,’ which transports the 
slips between different points in the Delivery Room, has 
proved serviceable, as well as an object of interest to all 
students of Library appliances. The electric book-lift and 
the new service elevator have been of great value.

A method has been devised for estimating the percentage 
of fiction issued at the Library. This is done by means of 
cards of different colors. By this arrangement it is possible 
to classify to a certain extent the daily issue at the Central 
Library. 

BaTEs HALL. 

On the first day of the Library year Mr. Oscar A. Bier- 
stadt assumed the office of Custodian of Bates Hall, a posi- 
tion left vacant by the death of Mr. Arthur M. Knapp. For 
the service here Mr. Bierstadt brought qualifications gained 
from twenty-five years’ experience at the Astor Library. 

The removal of the works on the Fine Arts from the 
Reference shelves to their proper place in the Art Depart- 
ment has made space for an enlargement of the Reference 
collection in other much-needed directions. The books are 
being subjected to a careful revision to the end that the 
latest and best authorities may be presented. The new shelf 
numbers for these books, transferred from the general collec- 
tion, have been placed on the catalogue cards.

Collections of books on special or current topics have been 
placed on the shelves of the screens in Bates Hall, open to 
readers without formality. Among the subjects thus pre- 
sented have been Literature, Travels, Biography, History 
(the works in these four divisions being occasionally changed), 
Out-of-door books, Washington, Lincoln, the Boston Massacre, 
Concord and Lexington, the Battle of Bunker Hill, Christ- 
mas, the War with Spain, Dreyfus, Ruskin, the Transvaal, 
and also books on subjects discussed in the course of Munici- 
pal Lectures given last year. 

This is an application of the system of free access to the 
shelves so far as it is at present practicable in this Library. 
The Custodian states that these exhibitions have met with 
the growing approval of readers. At one time during the 
exhibition of books on the Transvaal no less than fifty vol- 
umes were taken for home reading. 

If space could be provided to enlarge these collections it 
would without doubt tend to raise the standard of taste in 
reading. | 

The seats at the tables in Bates Hall have been numbered, 
thus securing to the reader who has placed the number of 
his seat on his call slip a more sure, speedy, and quiet deliv- 
ery of books than had been possible hitherto. 


SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


From the appended report of the Custodian of the Special 
Libraries it will be seen that the use and influence of the 
collections forming this department of the Library are in- 
creasing from year to year. 

A notable event is the removal of the restrictions upon the 
Bowditch collection of mathematical and astronomical books, 
so that they can be used under certain conditions outside of 
the building. This result, welcome to many students, has 
been effected on consent obtained by the Trustees from the 
adult representatives of the givers of the collection and of 
the Bowditch fund, as well as from the President and Fel- 
lows of Harvard College. 


DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


Attention is called to the report of the Chief of the De- 
partment of Documents and Statistics, which is appended to 
this report. The statement of last year was a preliminary 
one, based on the experience of a few months. The test of 
the past year has shown the wisdom of the establishment of 
this department, and the certainty of its wide usefulness. 
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Especial attention is called to the arrangements made for 
procuring the more important state papers of Great Britain, 
France and Germany, as they are issued. 


THE CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. 


The main features of the work in the Children’s Depart- 
ment remain the same as for two years past. There has been 
a slight increase in the home use of books, while the refer- 
ence work with both teachers and children has materially in- 
creased. 

Children’s Reference Room.— One new feature of the 
work calls for special attention. ‘This is the addition of a 
second room, called the Children’s Reference Room, which 
provides space for the teachers and children to do their 
school work at the Library. The provision for this room 
has been liberal, — reference books, maps and pictures, with 
furniture of the size most comfortable to children. 

It has been interesting to notice the gradual growth of 
the use of this room. ‘The public were slow to under- 
stand its purpose, and seemed at first to think that it 
must be for some special purpose, which did not include 
them. ‘To introduce the room widely to the schools, and to 
assure the children that the space was set apart expressly 
for them, printed circulars were sent out in June, inviting 
both teachers and scholars to visit the room and see an 
exhibit of books, maps ang pictures relating to the battle of 
Bunker Hill. 

With the opening of the school year in the autumn the 
real work of the room began, and the results have been grat- 
ifying. Children come to take notes both for their daily 
lessons and for their compositions, and, having found their 
way, come repeatedly. 

The efforts of Mr. James Mahoney to have sets of books 
reserved for his pupils in the English High School and to 
have them do their work here, are to be commended. 

The experience of the past few months shows plainly the 
usefulness of such a reference room, and the need of making 
available for busy teachers the most serviceable aids in the 
different branches which they teach. Liberal as is the provi- 
sion it has made evident how much more is desirable. 

Exhibits of Pictures. —'There have been numerous exhib- 
its of pictures illustrating the studies of the children, 
especially the study of geography, to make real the charac- 
teristics, both natural and artificial, of the countries about 
which they study. The collection of illustrations which ac- 
company Chapman’s “ Manual of Bird Life for Teachers ”’ 
was exhibited in July and August. 
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The home use of the collection for the year was 66,268 
volumes, as against 64,665 for the year previous. 

Vacation Playgrounds. — Last summer, for the first time, 
books were sent from the Children’s Department to the Va- 
cation Playgrounds. Many of the books sent proving too 
advanced for the children, a special purchase was made of 
books for backward children. 

This brief statement, covering a part of the report of Mrs. 
Sheffield, the officer in charge, shows that the work going on 
in the Children’s Department promises good results. 


PATENTS. 


By the new allotment, the Patent Department was moved 
at the beginning of the Library year to the larger and more 
convenient rooms prepared for it in the western end of the 
building. There were 3,330 visitors as against 5,296 in 
1898. The number of volumes consulted was 47,460 as 
against 88,954 in 1898. This is thought to be the largest 
use which the Patent Collection ever had. It is hoped that 
arrangements may be made which will increase its use still 
further. ; 

The Library has received about 80,000 of the specifica- 
tions and drawings of American patents, to fill the gap 
between 1790 and 1869, for which it has had only the claims 
and small drawings. ‘The later volumes of the specifications 
and drawings of American patents are much delayed in 
reaching the Library. It may be necessary for the Library 
to incur the heavy expense of subscribing for the separate 
patents and have them come unbound, as fast as they are 
issued. 

The German numerical catalogue is in progress, and is 
helpful in looking up German patents. 

The following letter has been received, signed by twelve 
manufacturing companies of this city : 


Boston, Sept. 21, 1899. 


HonorABLE BoAarpD OF TRustTEES, Boston Pusric Liprary: 


GENTLEMEN, — The undersigned parties are engaged in occupa- 
tions occasioning frequent searches of the patents granted by the 
United States. 

In the rapid and efficient prosecution of such work the patents 
should be arranged according to their subject-matter; the pre- 
ferred way is that of the Patent Office at Washington. .. . 

The patents now in the Library are arranged chronologically, 
and hence the time required to look up any particular class of 
invention is so great that it is not attempted here, but such labor 
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is performed at Washington at great expense and only in urgent 
cases. 

The industries dependent on this information are of the great- 
est commercial importance, and ‘everything tending to render 
such information easy of access will further the development of 
the same. 

In view of the above showing of facts, we petition your 
Honorable Board to set apart a suitable place, and there arrange 
copies of all the patents of the United States for public inspec- 
tion, in the same manner as may be in vogue in the Patent Office 
at Washington.

In reply it may be said that an attempt has been made to 
carry out the suggestions of the above petitioners. The Com- 
missioner ot Patents and different Congressmen, who have 
interested themselves in the matter, have stated that it 
would probably be impossible to obtain the drawings and 
specifications asked for without paying for them, as an 
exception could not be made in favor of this Library. 

The cost would be not less than five thousand dollars. 
The Library is ready to carry out this most desirable scheme 
as soon as the necessary funds are provided. ‘This would 
have to be done through the generosity of friends of the 
_ Library. 

PERIODICALS. 


At the beginning of the year the periodicals were moved 
from the room now assigned to the Newspaper Department. 
They occupy the two adjacent rooms, which have less seat- 
ing capacity. As a consequence, the use of unbound 
periodicals is less than in 1898-99. The Newspaper Room 
being more accessible than the old room attracts many 
readers who formerly came to the Periodical Room. 

The use of bound volumes of periodicals has increased. 
Lists of magazine articles on current events are prepared, 
and these are much used, especially by those who are to par- 
ticipate in debates. 

NEWSPAPERS. 


The new Reading Room for newspapers was opened Feb- 
ruary 1, 1899, the first day of the Library year. Being on 
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the first floor, near the entrance of the building, it is much 
more convenient to readers than the old room, and its use is 
perhaps one-half greater. Large as is the space it com- 
mands it is insufficient for the accommodations required at 
the present time. At certain times, especially on Sunday, 
the room is much crowded. There is a card catalogue of 
the newspapers currently received, arranged alphabetically 
and by countries, and an index to the Boston “Transcript ” 
for 1900 is in progress. During any important event, such 
as the Spanish-American war, the South African war, and the 
Dreyfus trial, prominent newspapers are saved and bound in 
addition to those ordinarily preserved. 

The number of newspapers, including duplicates, in the 
Newspaper Room is 355. A list was printed in the Monthly 
Bulletin for January, 1900.

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MANUSCRIPTS. ° 


A Department of Manuscripts has been established and 
placed under the charge of the Chief of the Department of 
Documents and Statistics. 

In the Mather, Cotton and Hinckley papers of the Prince 
collection this Library has a foundation ‘for a creditable de- 
partment of manuscripts. To these treasures have been 
added from time to time, by gift or purchase, many interest- 
ing documents. Especially has this been the case during 
the past year. The family of William Lloyd Garrison has 
added to its already large gift, and has been active in obtain- 
ing from outside sources material which relates to the anti- 
slavery agitation in the United States. The Library now 
holds not only the entire correspondence of William Lloyd 
Garrison —a vety large collection in itself — but also has re- 
ceived similar collections from Miss Helen Weston, who gives 
the papers of her aunt, Maria W. Chapman; from Mr. Edward 
A. Phelps, who contributes his father’s papers; and from 
Miss Estlin, who sends many letters written by and to her 
father, John Bishop Estlin. The Phelps manuscripts have 
been listed on cards, and will soon be available for public 
use; and the Garrison collection is undergoing arrangement 
and listing to the same end. Many single manuscripts have 
been purchased during the year. 

Attention may here be called to the publication in the 
Monthly Bulletin of the more important inedited manuscripts 
owned by the Library. The Chief of the Manuscript Depart- 
ment, in connection with the Editor of the Bulletin, recom- 
mends for publication such matter as is to be so used, and 
this feature has already attracted attention and given to 
the Bulletin an additional element of permanent value. The 
policy will be continued so long as interest is shown, for 
there can never be a want of good material. A great advan- 
tage is derived from the printing of manuscripts, because it 
saves the handling of a manuscript itself, and thus ensures 
its preservation from loss, injury or destruction. The knowl- 
edge also that the Library possesses and makes public such 
treasures will attract further gifts. 


MAPS. 


Under the charge of Mr. John Murdoch more progress 
than heretofore has been made in arranging and cataloguing 
the maps. 

The bulk of the collection of maps is kept in large cabi- 
nets, with open, sliding shelves, the loose maps being enclosed 
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in large portfolios. The cabinets and shelves are numbered, 
and, as each individual map is catalogued, it is fairly easy 
to consult any particular map. Small folded maps in covers, 
atlases, etc., under folio size, are kept upon ordinary shelves, 
like books. 

For reference use in the Bates Hall reading-room a selec- 
tion of large atlases is kept in two special cases with hori- 
zontal shelves and reading desk tops. For the exhibition of 
large sheet maps there are two Jenkins revolving map racks, 
which have been found to be satisfactory. 

Wall maps are not to be kept rolled, but are to be cut up 
or folded to fit the portfolios. 


FICTION COMMITTEE. 


In this third year of its service the Fiction Committee has 
rendered valuable aid to the Library. The books read by 
the Committee number 467. From those receiving their 
approval there were bought and placed in the Central 
Library and branches 2,169 copies, as against 1,683 in 
1898-99 and 2,529 in 1897-98. The total expenditure 
for current fiction for the Central Library, branches and de- 
posit stations has been $1,861.68 as against $1,492.98 in 
1898-99, and $2,235.73 in 1897-98. 

The Chairman of the committee, Miss Mary Morison, 
being in Europe, Mrs. William L. Parker was appointed 
acting chairman. 

The functions of this committee are stated in the annual 
report for 1898-99. In a word, it does not select books, 
but gives such information in regard to them as will help 
the Library authorities to make a wise selection. 

For the Trustees to seek outside help in the choice of 
books is no new thing. The custom has existed in an 
inorganized way, almost from the foundation of the Library. 
Cards with blank forms have been furnished to readers, ask- 
ing them to recommend books for purchase and to give 
minute descriptions of such as are wanted. Many volumes 
have been added to the Library on such recommendations, 
and perhaps never so many as at the present time. 

While the Library gains much from the labors of the vol- 
unteer committee of readers of fiction, itis understood that 
their opinion receives revision at the hands of those who are 
in charge of the Library, and who are in close touch with 
readers here aud acquainted with existing conditions. 
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THE BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


The work of the Branch Department covers a wide field. 
It is outlined in a special report, found as an Appendix to 
this report. Few realize the number and importance of 
these sub-libraries, and that of books taken from the Library, 
for home use the Central Library furnishes only one-third, 
while nearly two-thirds come from these many outlying 
agencies. 

A revised map, showing the distribution of the branches 
and stations, is prefixed to this report. 


LECTURE HALL. 


On May 17, 1899, the Lecture Hall of the Library was 
opened. Advantage was taken of the gift to the Library, 
from the Westminster Committee on the Scott memorial, of a 
marble copy of the bust of Sir Walter Scott, by Chantrey, 
a first copy of which was placed by the committee in West- 
minster Abbey; and a formal unveiling preceded the ad- 
dresses on the opening of the hall. 

Mr. Solomon Lincoln, President of the Board of Trustees, 
presided. During the preliminary address, by Dr. James 
DeNormandie, the bust was unveiled by Mr. Fiske Warren, 
who with Mr. James Murray Kay, took charge of the Ameri- 
can subscriptions to the Westminster Memorial. 

An address on Scott was delivered by President Eliot of 
Harvard College. Other addresses on the influence of Scott, 
as well as on the opening of the Lecture Hall, and its 
significance as a supplement to the work of the Library were 
made by Mayor Quincy, Mr. A. Lawrence Lowell, Mr. 
Edward Robinson, and Hon. Charles Francis Adams. 

The hall has been used for sessions of the Massachusetts 
Library Club, and for numerous lectures. A course of 
lectures under the auspices of the Library is planned to 
begin in March, 1900. 

The strain upon the Library following the resignation 
of the Librarian and the death of the Librarian’s Secretary 
was very severe. I wish to thank the Board of Trustees for 
their kind consideration, and my associates for their hearty 
and generous co-operation.

To this must be added a collection of large plates 
of architectural subjects, mostly half-tones, 
published in book form, which are not bound, 
but are mounted in the same manner as photo- 
graphs, and used in place of photographs : 1,904 


Four hundred seventy-four photographs were purchased 
at an expenditure of $354.12. One thousand four hun- 
dred and seventeen photographs were received by gift; 
among these may be mentioned: Six hundred and fifty-seven 
photographs of pictures in the National Portrait Gallery, 
costing $124.55, contributed by Messrs. Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co., and Little, Brown & Co.; 600 photographs of 
French architecture included in the purchase of books and 
photographs from the Montaiglon sale, for which $1,000 was 
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given by Mr. Godfrey M. Hyams; 46 carbon photographs of 
Greek and Roman sculpture and architecture, purchased at 
a cost of $200, contributed by Mr. Augustus Hemenway. 


EXHIBITIONS. 


The regular exhibitions of photographs and other plates 
have been continued; besides the exhibitions in the Central 
Library all the branches and seven stations are now supplied 
with pictures. 

The facilities for the display of pictures have been en- 
larged, and other improvements were made in several of the 
branches and stations. A programme of the exhibitions for 
the season was printed in the Monthly Bulletin; a separate 
reprint of the programme was also sent to every teacher in 
the city through the office of the Superintendent of Schools. 

In addition to the regular exhibitions, the following special 
exhibitions were held: During February and March, in con- 
nection with lectures by J. F. Hopkins to teachers in the 
public schools, there were exhibitions of photographs and 
colored plates of Egyptian sculpture and decoration, Greek 
sculpture, architecture, and ornament, the architecture and . 
sculpture of ancient Rome, Byzantine and Saracenic archi- 
tecture, Romanesque and Gothic architecture, Renaissance 
sculpture. 

Other special exhibitions were: Photographs of the 
Acropolis at Athens, to illustrate a lecture by Prof. H. Lang- 
ford Warren, under the auspices of the Unity Art Club; 
collection of valentines, loaned by Mr. Frank House Baer of 
Cleveland ; collection of photographs and books on the Indus- 
trial arts of Japan, in connection with a lecture on that sub- 
ject given by Prof. E. 8. Morse, under the auspices of the 
Unity Art Club; illustrations of English cathedrals; plates, 
illustrating various industrial arts: wood-carving, pottery, 
lace, bookbinding, etc., in connection with the Arts and Crafts 
exhibition ; photographs of the English school of painting ; 
photographs of mural decorations in America; photographs 
of the work of Velasquez, on the anniversary of his birthday, 
June 5, 1599; photographs of the Civil war; plates of in- 
dustrial arts from the Spitzer collection, purchased at the 
Montaiglon sale; photographs of paintings in the National 
Portrait Gallery ; photographs of paintings by Van Dyck on 
the anniversary of his birthday; collection of plates and 
books in connection with the state exhibition of public 
school drawings; photographs of American Indians and 
views of the West; pictures, selected from various periodi- 
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cals of Admiral Dewey, the Battle of Manila, the home- 
ward voyage of the “ Olympia,” etc. ; photographs illustrating 
monastic architecture, in connection with the lectures by 
Prof. Richard A. Rice, of Williams College, in the Lowell 
Institute course.

CIRCULATION OF PICTURES. 


Process pictures, 200 portfolios, averaging 25 pictures in 
each, were circulated: to public schools, 105; private 
schools, 18; clubs, 40; private classes, 39. 


USE OF SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The use of these libraries, especially the Barton-Ticknor 
libraries and the map collection, has increased considerably. 

Exhibitions of books were arranged in the show-cases of 
the Fine Arts Department, as follows: On March 2-15 a col- 
lection of books relating to the Boston Massacre; April 3, 
Shakespeare’s library (a collection of books from the Barton 
Library, with additions from the Harvard College Library, 
in connection with a meeting held in the Barton room by the 
Cambridge Shakespeare Association and the Boston Shakes- 
peare Club, with a lecture by W. J. Rolfe of Cambridge) ; 
April 17, broadsides and books relating to the battles of 
Lexington and Concord; May 13-June 20, books and por- 
traits of Sir Walter Scott, in connection with the presenta- 
tion of the Chantrey bust of Scott to the Library ; Sept. 15 
— Oct. 28, books and tracts on the early church history of 
New England, in connection with the meeting of the Con- 
gregational council; Dec. 18—Jan. 29, books relating to 
early American history, in connection with the meeting of 
the American Historical Association. 


ALLEN A. Brown LIBRARY OF MUSIC. 


The use of this library is steadily increasing, and it is 
evident that the attendance will materially increase when a 
complete catalogue of the collection is available. As in 
former years the music played at the Symphony and other 
concerts, with the collateral literature, is laid out each week

for free use. All the new accessions of books on music 
are now placed for a certain period in this library. Over 
300 works were purchased for this collection by Mr. Brown ; 
among the more valuable and interesting are the following 
full scores: Carmen, by Bizet; The Martyrs, by Donizetti; 
Le Juif errant, by Halévy; La Fée aux Roses, by Halévy; 
L’ Africaine, by Meyerbeer; Le Prophéte, by Meyerbeer ; 
Guntram, by R. Strauss; Godolwa, by Tinel. Also a set of 
the sacred compositions of Lorenzo Perosi, and 40 sym- 
phonies of Haydn in manuscript (copied by Deldevez), 
which brings the number of Haydn symphonies in the 
Library up to 87. 
CATALOGUES. 


The cataloguing in the Fine Arts Department is confined 
for the present to the photographs and _ half-tones of 
paintings ; these are classified, lettered and catalogued as 
far as received. Renaissance sculpture is also catalogued, 
but sculpture in general is only classified and lettered. 
Architecture is classified and lettered, but the time to cata- 
logue the plates in this section has been lacking. 

Printed lists were issued as follows: Programme of exhi- 
bitions at the Central Library, branches and stations, pub- 
lished in the November Bulletin, and separate reprints sent 
to teachers ; List of mural decorations in the United States, 
published in the Bulletin for May; List of books on 
monastic architecture, published in connection with the 
lectures by Professor Rice in the Lowell Institute course ; 
List of books on the industrial arts, printed in the syllabus 
of lectures to teachers by J. F. Hopkins. 

In the Barton Library a subject index was made to 
«« Shakespeariana,’’ 10 volumes; and an index made to 15 
volumes of Shakespeare illustrations in the collection. 

In the Allen A. Brown Library 9,756 printed cards were 
added; 4,587 were copied and filed; these, with 7,637 cards 
already filed, bring the number of cards in the catalogue of 
this library to 21,960. An index of subjects relating to 
music and musicians, contained in periodicals, has been 
copied from Poole’s Index; about 1,100 cards are on file. 
The old index to the volumes of magazine articles in the 
collection is kept up.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 
To the Librarian : 


I have the honor to submit a report on the operations of 
the Statistical Department during the past year. 

Special attention has been given to developing the principal 
lines of the collections of the department, as proposed in my 
last report. The success attained has been unequal, but on 
the whole very gratifying, and it may with truth be asserted 
that outside of libraries devoted to a special subject, few can 
make as strong a showing on matters of social interest and 
performance. The long series of government publications 
on statistical matters have received special attention, and 
the more important sets have been completed, bound and 
placed on the shelves. It is still possible, and desirable, to 
extend the number of these issues, and much remains to be 
done before the most important subjects treated have been 
covered in a satisfactory manner. The bulk of official publi- 
cations is without limit; but I question whether it is not 
better to confine the first attempts to the securing of a good 
working collection of the principal and more representative 
series, and to leave for a future day, and as opportunity offers, 
the purchase of what is affected with a more local or limited 
value, however interesting. Any record of human activity 
possesses value, but the range of value is great. To serve 
the public to the full is the highest ambition of the depart- 
ment, and the method must be adapted to the means afforded, 
in themselves limited. I have sought to restrict the Statis- 
tical library to such studies as may be regarded typical, and 
therefore to be studied for the method; and to such as have 
been recognized as valuable in themselves, as embodying 
some record of experience made after the definite and 
acceptable rules of statistical science. 

If this limitation is justifiable, it can be justified only by 
its results. Timeliness is an element of some weight, and 
naturally exerts much influence upon the current reading of 
the general public. The questions of to-day are before the 
public eye, and the mere progress of events possesses an 
interest apart from an explanation of the cause or a forecast 
of the future. It isnot to be denied that most of the really 
good work on current problems is printed in periodicals or in 
the form of special monographs on a single subject. To 
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overlook the political and sociological journals would be to 
neglect the best source of general information and the most 
intelligent treatment of tendencies and influences. The 
organs of a social movement express in a better form the in- 
tentions of the leaders and the scope of the agitation than 
could any outside critic, whether friendly or hostile. The 
journals issued from a socialist, a charitable, or a_ trade- 
unionist society speak with greater certainty on the end of 
_the organization than could any other exponent. The nearer 
one approaches to these social movements the better is the 
understanding of their extent and influence, of their strength 
and weakness. With this in mind I have extended the 
number of such organs taken in this department, and plan to 
extend still further the list in the coming year. In a pure 
democracy the beliefs and wishes of the people can never be 
without interest and suggestiveness. 

While thus feeding the desire for information on current 
events and questions, for information obtained fresh from 
the first sources, a second element is in the long run of 
greater importance. Provision must be made for a full 
understanding of the causes of events and problems, and the 
material must be at hand for an explanation of the existence 
of a policy or accomplished fact. The sociological activity 
of the world is too rapid and too crowded with keen interest 
and fluctuating elements to endure an immediate record or 
crystallization in statistics or philosophical explanation. Pre- 
diction, always dangerous, is particularly so when applied to 
economic tendencies. The claims of those who planned the 
Suez Canal were looked upon as dreams at the time; yet the 
financial results have fully justified the claims; the current. 
of commerce with the East has been essentially modified, and 
the political results have been such as to confound equally 
the hopes and fears of the statesmen of Europe. The returns 
of vessels passing through the canal each year since it was 
opened express only one of the influences exerted by the con- 
struction of the water-way; the tolls collected are indicative 
of earning capacity; but no figures can convey the multiple 
and immense forces brought into commerce and politics by 
the thread of water connecting the Mediterranean with the 
Indian Ocean. ‘To measure them, geography and history must 
be applied, and only with the best endeavor a partial under- 
standing must result. The student could use figures but 
little in seeking to describe the effect of the construction of 
the Suez Canal; but certain figures would be necessary, and 
it is such as are of importance that the Statistical Department. 
should possess. Within limits the official returns of shipping 
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are valuable, and their value can be greatly enhanced by 
connecting them with the returns of the movement of 
merchandise in foreign commerce, with special reference to 
the use of the canal. It would almost appear as if the trade 
of the world must be examined before the canal can be prop- 
erly measured as an economic factor. 

Much has been written and published on this subject, and 
much of what appears in print is next to valueless. The po- 
litical or interested statistician has wrought much injury by 
building up confident predictions on faulty premises, and 
using them until they become asserted facts. Time may be 
counted upon to test these assertions and send them into ob- 
livion; but while they are in whole or in part accepted they 
should be subject to some discriminating criticism. In ap- 
plying this criticism the selection of what is of permanent 
value becomes important, and it is such a selection that I have 
attempted to make in bringing together the collections under 
the charge of this department. In time there will be readily 
available the material fora history of a movement, the records 
of its success or failure, and the general theory which may 
be evolved from its conditions. Only in this way can this 
department become the ‘Sociological laboratory ” intended — 
by its foundation. 

How far these ideas as to the Statistical Department have 
been carried into practice can be appreciated only by the 
student who uses its collections. Its isolated situation, and 
its complete separation from the general collection and from 
periodical literature on politics and economics, are against a 
complete fulfilment of its aims. Yet a list of certain acces- 
sions made in the last year will be serviceable in showing 
how the department is building up a collection worthy of the 
subject. Only examples under each class are given, and the 
division of class is the very general one outlined in my first 
report :

Finding the collection of the journals and debates of the 
State constitutional conventions incomplete, I have obtained 
the wanting volumes by exchange and purchase, adding sixty 
volumes to what was already in the Library ; about as many 
more volumes must be obtained before the series will be 
complete. 

To give in detail the growth of the Statistical Depart- 
ment would be to describe the economic conditions of the 
world. The wave of prosperity and extraordinary activity 
now apparently at its height has made itself felt in every 
branch of commerce and industry, and the mere recording of 
this activity has produced a mass of statistical issues that re- 
quires selection and general sifting. It has been at times 
difficult to make this selection in a manner proper to meet 
future contingencies. The sugar interests, whether of cane 
or beet, in the United States have some immediate interest 
to every consumer of that necessary article; but the condi- 
tions attending the growth, transport, manufacture and dis- 
tribution of the immense quantity needed to meet our home 
consumption, involves a study of places and policies which 
seem at first thought to have no connection with the sub- 
ject. The contest between cane and beet products, the 
sugar bounty policies of continental Europe, the acts of tar- 
iff, whether avowedly prohibitive, as in Europe, or merely 
protective or compensatory, as in the United States or Brit- 
ish India, the situation of sugar colonies or protectorates, 
like the Hawaiian and Philippine islands, or the British 
West Indies, are a few of the matters to be determined be- 
fore a proper understanding of the true relations of the 
sugar question can be comprehended, and lead the investi- 
gator far into the field of economic and political science. 

Another example is to be found in the iron and steel in- 
dustry. Within the memory of the present generation the 
United States was practically dependent upon foreign sup- 
plies of the better grades of iron and _ steel, and its domestic 
production was inadequate to meet the home demand. The 
extraordinary growth which has placed the United States at 
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the head of the iron and steel producing nations involves a 
story which is more like a fairy tale than a serious narra- 
tion —a product of the imagination and not of actual con- 
ditions. Yet the factors leading to this growth are so many 
that a literature would be required to explain them, and in 
their present most active state they have not yet run their 
course so far as to permit a full appreciation of their extent 
and momentum. Geographical and geological considera- 
tions have had weight, and the extraordinary invention and 
application of labor-saving devices must be weighed; the 
combination of capitals and the concentration of industry, 
with all its numberless connected industries and feeders, 
have their value; and hardly one of these questions could 
be appreciated by itself. As soon as the industry goes 
abroad for its ore, or exports its finished or partly finished 
products, the wide domain of the iron markets of the world 
is opened to the investigator, a subject of sufficient impor- 
tance to monopolize his attention. 

Turning to a question of State policy, that of taxation 
certainly stands among the first in importance. War taxes 
are open to a fair attack from those who claim to be bur- 
dened beyond their deserts, and the ever-increasing demand 
for revenue from State and local governments offers an ever 
present problem of making old taxes more remunerative or 
discovering new sources of revenue. ‘The experiments made 
by the national government in stamp taxes, and that of New 
York in a franchise tax, of novelty only from the new condi- 
tions in which it is applied, call for a full understanding on 
the part of every man who contributes to the income of na- 
tion, State or city. It is not enough to be familiar with the 
terms of the laws under which these taxes are imposed and 
collected ; the theory or intention controlling the selection 
of the specific form of tax, and the results of experience in 
other times and places of similar duties, are essential. With- 
out such intelligent study of the past and present there is 
danger that taxes may be class taxes, bearing unequally on 
the taxpayers and prove wasteful in taking more from the 
people than is returned to them in public benefit. 

These examples show how extensive a collection must be 
gathered in this department if it is to cover with reasonable 
fullness and clarity the subjects coming under its charge. 
The mere statistics of production, transport and sale are the 
raw materials to be wrought upon. All statistics are not re- 
liable, and even true returns may be so arranged and com- 
bined as to produce distorted and misleading results. The 
care of selection must be exercised from the start, and the 
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need for such care is the greater as each of the great indus- 
tries has its special or trade journals, often established to 
maintain a special policy or to advocate a single and inter- 
ested aspect of the questions. Official returns are slow in 
compilation, and may not be published until long after the 
events and conditions they describe have been modified be- 
yond recognition or completely changed. On current issues 
of the trade papers and on occasional reports, like those of 
the consular service, must the investigator depend, and a 
general index of such issues as are valuable should be main- 
tained for the guidance of the public. 

_ The statistics themselves require some general explanation 
as to cause and tendencies shown by them, and I cannot but 
look upon this branch of the Statistical Department as its 
most useful and necessary function; and yet the one which 
calls for the greatest delicacy and judgment. It would be 
out of the question to undertake to instruct the investigator, 
or even to express what could be little else than an indi- 
vidual opinion on the matter to be investigated. There is 
not the same opportunity for absolute opinion as appertains 
to a question of natural science, or the authenticity of a medal 
or any other definite object, where only one condition can be 
correct. To serve as a propaganda for any opinion or view 
of an economic or political problem would be entirely out of 
place; and the objects of the department and purposes of 
the student are best consulted by maintaining an absolutely 
neutral attitude, and this is best attained by a judicious 
selection of authorities covering every important phase of a 
public question. 

As an example, may be named the colonial policy pursued 
by various nations in various parts of the world. There 
could hardly be a greater diversity of actual treatment than 
is shown in the conduct pursued towards-their colonies and 
dependencies by the United Kingdom, France and Germany. 
From absolute control of all acts, to a full and unrestricted 
enjoyment of self-government; from commercial monopolies 
to absolute free trade; and from military dependencies to 
indefinite protectorates of shadowy rights and duties, the 
range presents every possible phase of relation between a 
strong and powerful state and a weak and floating contingent. 
The events of the last few years, in which European powers 
have vied with one another in their pursuit of unclaimed 
portions of the earth’s surface, and in which the United 
States has assumed the colonial dependencies of Spain, 
enforce the necessity for a proper study of the question of 
colonization and management of dependencies. A number 
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of works, principally by French and. German writers, on 
those subjects have been obtained, and from the series of 
English and German colonial reports may be gathered a 
record of failure and achievement pregnant with important 
lessons to existing conditions. A full set of the tariff orders 
and the reports presented to the Departments of War and 
the Treasury by special commissioners sent to Cuba and 
Puerto Rico. are on file, as well as such material on the 
Philippines as could be obtained. I would notice the gift to 
the Library of a set in seventeen volumes of the “ Records of 
the Cape Colony,” ‘“* Records of South Eastern Africa,” and 
“ Précis of the Archives of the Cape of Good Hope,” ob- 
tained through the courtesy of the Colonial Secretary at 
Cape Town. In those different studies or records of 
colonial enterprise may be found a treatment of every phase 
of colonial policy. It is not any one experiment or instance 
which can be pointed out to the inquirer as pertinent to his 
object; he is given access to all, and prepares his own 
opinion of what is just or expedient. 

The experiment of obtaining public documents of general 
interest, on general instructions to agents, has more than 
justified its trial. In place of waiting some months and 
resorting to specific orders a general instruction was pre- 
pared for an agent in each country, covering subjects that 
might be of interest to readers in this country. ‘This 
assured the prompt sending of important State papers, and 
as the experiment developed the instiuctions were modified 
and made more definite, while leaving still a wide scope to 
the discretion and initiative of the agent. The promptness 
and certainty of receiving these papers have been recognized, 
and, in a number of instances have proved of high utility. 
Among the notable examples where ‘the documents were 
received almost by the first mail after issue and went at 
once into circulation, without waiting for the usual cata- 
loguing and placing on the shelves, may be mentioned : 

1. Spanish diplomatic documents (Red Books) contain- 
ing the papers on the war and the negotiation to the peace. 

2. Important English reports, such as, that on the Indian 
famine, the South African Republic, the Indian currency 
question, Local taxation, China negotiations, Land legisla- 
tion in Ceylon. 

3. <A series of the White Books of Germany, nineteen in 
number, the acts of the Reichstag, proceedings of labor con- 
gresses, and the issues of the various states of Germany on 
Commerce and Industry. The pamphlets on Samoa have 
proved to be of special and timely interest. 
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A policy of great liberality has been pursued in this 
matter. Not only were the more important Blue Books 
kept in Bates Hall, but on three occasions they were loaned 
to assist in the conduct of university debates on the questions 
involved. The only condition imposed was a safe and 
prompt return, and in no instance was the document away 
from the library more than twenty-four hours. 

Having many duplicates I have opened exchange accounts 
with different libraries and institutions, and have sent out 
lists of duplicates from which selections have been made. 
Corresponding lists have been received from these libraries, 
and in this way some two thousand books and pamphlets 
have heen placed where they were wanted, and due returns 
obtained. In time the system may be developed and a 
regular course of exchanges instituted; but a part of the 
labor may be performed by other divisions of the Library to 
secure a prompt examination of lists and a careful deter- 
mination of needs. The number of pieces sent out on 
exchange account from this department in the last year 
was 2,510. 

The growth of the Statistical Department in volumes is 
seen by comparing the figures given for the two years, 1898- 
1899 and 1899-1900. In the former year the number of 
volumes on political economy was 7,217; in 1899-1900 it 
was 7,080. The number of volumes in the Statistical De- 
partment was 343 in 1898-1899 and 3,382 in 1899-1900, 
of which less than 1,000 was by transfers from the stacks. 

The experiment of open shelves has been in the main suc- 
cessful, and the knowledge that special collections can be 
found accessible has proved an attraction to those who wish 
to pursue special investigation. As these collections become 
more complete, and a better acquaintance with their contents 
is acquired, more space will be needed for students. The 
collection turned in from the American Statistical Associa- 
tion is being rapidly absorbed and made accessible to the 
public. What is already on the shelves has proved an at- 
traction to students in school and university, and the con- 
sultation of commercial returns is frequent and growing in 
estimation.

EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT. 


SERVICE OF THE BRANCHES AND STATIONS FROM THE 
CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The Daily Issue. — The delivery of books from the Central 
Library in response to the daily applications from the 
branches and stations, which amounted in 1898-99 to 86,541 
volumes, is this year 94,808 volumes. The increase of the 
daily issue is thus substantial, though not so great as I re- 
ported a year ago. But owing to the greater number of 
applications (cards), 149,705 as against 126,980 in 1898- 
99, and the more insistent demand for current fiction, it has 
been necessary to employ every possible device to secure this 
increase. For our resources do not grow in proportion to 
the applications. From an investigation made for some weeks, 
not long ago, it was found that 34 per cent. of the unsuccess- 
ful cards called for five popular books. With regard to a 
considerable proportion of the serious books also, applica- 
tions mass themselves along certain lines, and are greater in 
number than a year ago, while we have no more copies than 
then. When Greek history is being studied, twenty-five or 
fifty teachers and pupils may be sending at one time for 
Holm’s History of Greece, of which we have only one copy for 
free circulation. 

To provide as fully as possible for these difficulties, sys- 
tematic double or triple scrutiny is given to the slips, and 
none goes back to the applicant until all possibilities have 
been exhausted. In addition, we have now our own copies 
of certain books, which circulate only through the Branch 
Division. The deposit collection also is drawn upon regularly 
for the work of the daily issue. Various other devices are 
made use of. 

Though it is not of great importance in itself that we 
should fail to supply a certain reader with “ Richard Carvel,”’ 
yet the continued disappointment of a reader, by which he 
may be altogether estranged from the Library, is not wholly 
a trivial thing; and it seems to me to be necessarily a matter 
of more regret that we should disappoint an applicant from 
Station A, seven miles away, than a trequenter of the Central 
Library ; since the former has but one chance a day, while the 
latter is on the spot, and may try many times, and choose 
from many other books. ‘Therefore, though economy and 
good judgment forbid the multiplication of copies beyond a 
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certain limit, I would nevertheless recommend still greater 
liberality, especially in the case of the few leading books. 

I reported last year the adoption of a postal card, by which 
a borrower at a branch or station could be notified of the 
result of his application to the Central Library, thus being 
saved unnecessary calls. Of these cards about 450 have 
been sold this year. To complete the system a private 
mailing card has been adopted, by which a borrower can 
ask fora Central Library book without visiting the branch 
or station through which he apples. When the book arrives 
he calls or sends, and has it charged on his card. With 
these forms in use the hardships of borrowers at a distance 
from any Library agency will be a little lessened. 

Deposit Work. — Deposits are now regularly supphed by 
the Central Library to 53 places, last year to48. There have 
been sent out 22,501 volumes; a gain of 4,123 volumes, or: 
22 per cent., over the year 1898-99. Eighty-six special de- 
posits, with a total of 8838 volumes, have been sent to the 
branches and stations for the use of schools and clubs. 

The deposit collection consists of 10,416 volumes, as 
against 7,988 January 31,1899. Itis not as strong as it 
should be, especially in books for the young. 


WoRK WITH SCHOOLS (INCLUDING WoRK THROUGH THE 
BRANCHES). 


Special effort has been made this year in the direction of 
work with the public schools. Our methods are still in an 
experimental stage, but what has been accomplished may be 
summed up as follows: 

1. The deposits directly to schools have been increased 
in number. We still supply the four schools reported a 
year ago, and have added seven more. We have also be- 
gun to furnish such deposits from the branches, and six of 
the schools are so supplied. This method serves the double 
purpose of bringing the scholars and teachers into closer re- 
lations with the neighboring branch, and of sparing the Cen- 
tral Library collections of books. It is a part of the system 
that the regular Library card shall be used in the schools, 
and a monthly report of circulation made. More schools 
would be taken on if we had more books, and if the pres- 
sure of the school work on the teachers was not already so 

reat. 
R 2. Books have been reserved for the use of schools, at the 
branches and stations, on 177 separate occasions, to the 
number of 2,674 volumes. ‘This is the first year of systematic 
work in this way. ‘The reserves are asked for on a printed 
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form signed by a teacher, the subject and length of time for 
which the books are wanted being given. If the branch 
cannot furnish all the books recourse is had to the Central 
Library. In the case of most of the stations the books 
necessarily come from the Central Library. Books are 
either used at the branch or station, or taken home for very 
limited periods. It is plain that the system.is of value in 
bringing school children to use the local Library agencies in- 
telligently and seriously. | 

3. A small set of catalogues of the Central Library (7 
volumes, has been placed in those schools which have asked 
for it. Thirty schools have been supplied in the last three 
months. These catalogues enable teachers who wish to do 
so to assist their pupils in the choice of books. In one 
school at least the work has been systematized, a librarian 
appointed, and slips sent in bulk to the nearest station, at 
regular intervals. Development may be possible in this 
direction. 

4. The custodians of the branches have done much syste- 
matic personal work in visiting the neighboring schools. 
They have made written reports. Registrations have been 
taken in several schools, and particularly in the evening 
schools. During the summer vacation special attention was 
given at the branches to interesting the school children. 

From numerous letters and personal interviews, and from 
the testimony of the custodians, I am assured that while 
many teachers are apathetic, a certain proportion really 
values the opportunities afforded by the Library, and that if 
we have done no more, friendly relations have been appre- 
ciably strengthened. 

The Library has kept in touch with the important work of 
the Children’s Room and Children’s Reference Room at the 
Central Library. A similar equipment to that of the Chil- 
dren’s Reference Room is needed at the branches. 

A delivery to schools remote from any branch would be a 
valuable method of service, if it were not for the obstacle of 
expense in transportation. With a large delivery the 
amount of time required from the teacher in charge is 
another obstacle. It was on account of the latter difficulty 
that the delivery at the Hancock School, North End, was 
discontinued, after more than two years of successful opera- 
tion. The circulation had risen to nearly 7,000 volumes 
yearly. In furnishing deposits to schools the item of transpor- 
tation is a trifling one ; usually the master sends for the books 
to the nearest branch orstation. The amount of work and time 
involved for the teacher is a very real difficulty, but not so 
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great as in the case of a delivery. Direct deposits, then, in 
addition to a specialized use of the branches and stations, 
seem at present to be our most practicable line of operation. 
The enlargement of the scope of the pupils’ cards issued to 
children under twelve years of age, to include all books that 
may properly be read by children, will probably increase the 
number of children using the branches and stations, and 
bring various benefits with very few accompanying evils. 


BRANCHES. 


Reclassification. — The reclassification of the branches on 
a common system, which was begun in June, 1898, has pro- 
ceeded this year with the following results : 

At six of the branches the work is finished, at two it is 
nearly finished, while at the remaining two good progress 
has been made. ‘The card catalogues are progressing every- 
where, though they have not kept pace with the reclassifi- 
cation in all cases, and are not yet complete except at the 
Brighton, West End and West Roxbury Branches. Un- 
serviceable books have been selected and transferred to the 
Central Library to the number of 3,057 volumes. 

The labor of the reclassification is so severe that it prevents 
some other undertakings at the branches. But the results 
are wholly satisfactory. The books are more accessible in 
every way. Under the new system every shelf contains 
books on the same subject arranged in alphabetical order, 
while every shelf list is a brief classed catalogue. This def- 
initeness is a very real aid to the intelligent use of the 
books. 

The reclassification is an advance towards uniformity in 
the collections of books, and, as was said last year, it will 
eventually make possible a comprehensive printed finding 
list which could be used at any branch, and which would be 
a measure of economy, since instead of ten printed catalogues 
we should have one. 

The union shelf list and card catalogue at the Central 
Library simplify the work of administration of the collec- 
tions. ‘The shelf list now represents six branches and con- 
siderable portions of others. It is easy to see from it how 
well the branches are supplied, and its use in the recommen- 
dation of books is growing in importance. 

Branch Finding List.— Although there is no comprehen- 
sive printed list, common to all the branches, an annual 
union finding list is printed. ‘The second of these lists ap- 
peared in April, 1899. 

Open Shelves. — Some extension of the system of open 
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shelves was mentioned in my last report, with especial ref- 
erence to the Brighton Branch. This year certain altera- 
tions in the interior of the Dorchester and Jamaica Plain 
Branches were undertaken, which have made possible free 
access to the shelves, and at South End and South Boston 
several other alcoves have been thrown open. Our experi- 
ence seems to prove that the quality of the use of books is 
improved by open shelves, but not the amount of recorded 
use. Serious books get a handling and reading when they 
would not have been asked for if not seen, but since books 
are chosen more intelligently, fewer are taken home ata ven- 
ture and exchanged in a few days for others. ‘There is also 
more reading at the branch, and less at home. Owing to the 
construction of the book rooms and to certain other limita- 
tions, all that can be done at Charlestown, East Boston, Rox- 
bury and West End is to admit freely to the shelves for 
special purposes, upon application, to increase the number 
of books shelved outside the counter, and to change such 
books frequently. 

Circulation. —'Though the total circulation of the Branch 
System shows a gain of 6,179 volumes over last year, and 
the stations a gain of 24,643 volumes, the branches them- 
selves have fallen off in circulation 3 per cent. The total 
is 638,804 volumes, as against 660,171 in 1898-99. West 
End has gained largely, and West Roxbury a little. 

It may be confidently said that this has been a year of 
hard labor on the part of the custodians,— more so than 
former years. ‘They feel, therefore, that other things than 
the home use circulation should be taken into account in 
estimating what has been accomplished at the branches ; 
such things, for example, as reference work, the work with 
schools, and the reclassification. Work in these directions 
has increased, but much of this labor is necessarily unre- 
corded. 

Sunday Opening. —The Sunday opening of the Charles- 
town, East Boston and South Boston Branches proved so 
satisfactory last vear that they were again opened for the 
season beginning November 1 last. 

Books. —New books bought for the ‘branches number 
4,447 volumes as against 4,222 in 1898-99. Of these, 1,394 
volumes were current fiction. The replacements were 1,672 
volumes as against 1,122 last year. 

The following are the statistics of books condemned, as 


compared with former years:

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Periodicals. — As I reported last year, a revision of the 
periodical list was made with a view to a uniform list this 
year. Such a list has now been adopted consisting of 45 
titles, with additional copies of certain magazines. Roxbury 
and West End have also supplementary lists. 

A uniform list of the periodicals to be bound for the 
branches has also been prepared. 

Pictures. — ‘There has been an improved schedule of picture 
exhibitions, arranged by the Assistant Librarian, and the 
facilities for hanging the pictures sent from the Central 
Library to the branches have been improved. 

Repairs and Improvements. — At Dorchester and Jamaica 
Plain alterations in the interior have been made to allow 
free access to the shelves. Fire extinguishers have been 
supplied to all the branches, and to the three reading rooms, 
A, F and P. These are inspected regularly by the Fire De- 
partment. At Brighton re-arrangements have been possible 
by which separate rooms for children and adults have been 
provided. At several other branches reading rooms have 
been set apart more definitely for adults, and so placarded. 
Such rooms would be very desirable in all the branches. 

Expenditures. —The total expense of the branches is 
slightly less than that of 1898-99, — $47,646 as against 
$47,788.55. 


DELIVERY STATIONS AND OTHER AGENCIES. 


_ Stations — Enlargement and Improvement.—In May last 
the transfer of the Hancock School delivery to the Industrial 
School, North Bennet street, was made; in July, the deposit 
feature was added; and in November the school was made a 
regular station, with a daily delivery, under the name Station 
W, Industrial School Delivery Station. The Trustees of the 
Industrial School have kindly furnished attractive quarters 
for the station, and service as well, and the work of the 
Library goes on in co-operation with that of the school. The 
delivery at the Hancock School was for girls only, but Sta- 
tion W is of course open to boys and adults. The circulation 
for eight months has been 5,586 volumes, which, added to 
the Hancock School circulation before May 31, makes 9,199 
volumes as against 6,851 volumes for the Hancock School in 
1898-99. And there has been no decrease, but a large gain 
for the West End Branch, in the neighboring ward. The 
North End, to the needs of which my report of last year 
called attention, is thus provided for. There are now three 
stations, S, U and W, where the Library is relieved of a part 
of the burden of expense through co-operation, and it is to be 
noted that this method has so far proved satisfactory. 
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Stations J and M have been removed, the latter under new 
management, to buildings very near their former location. 
Portfolios of pictures have been sent for the first time to the 
reading rooms F and P, and to Station W. New facilities 
for hanging pictures have been provided at several stations ; 
111 volumes have been given to Station U, and 218 to Sta- 
tion S. 

Deposits have been enlarged at the stations so far as the 
resources of the deposit collection have allowed. To Station 
E a deposit has been sent from the Dorchester Branch. An 
increase in the use of reference books is reported from the 
reading rooms. 

The delivery of books from certain branches to neighbor- 
ing stations not having proved profitable has been discontin- 
ued. In these cases various efforts were used to persuade 
people to send applications to the branch; but it has been 
evident for a long time that they prefer to send to the Cen- 
tral Library. On routes where the Library wagons run a 
small delivery from a branch to a station may be worth while ; 
otherwise, not. 

Circulation. — The total circulation of the delivery stations, 
engine-houses, schools and institutions is 289,515 volumes as 
against 264,672 in 1898-99, a gain of 9.3 per cent. The 
gain in the circulation from the Central Library is 10.8 per 
cent. All but five stations have gained, and all but one 
station show a gain either on their direct circulation, or on 
that from the Central Library. Station U, the Ward Nine 
Delivery Station, near the Cathedral, was established in De- 
cember, 1898. Its circulation for the year has been 18,045 
volumes. It has probably drawn a little from the circulation 
of the South End Branch and of Station P, but to a consid- 
erable extent it has supphed new demands. Station R has 
gained over 3,000 volumes this year, and now has the largest 
circulation that any shop station has ever had, 24,834 vol- 
umes. Two reading rooms, D and F, with a small circula- 
tion, which fell off last year, show an increase this year. 

Sunday Opening. — Stations P and S have again been 
open on Sunday, with good results. 

Service. — There have been no important changes in the 
personnel of the service at the stations. Three shop stations 
have been transferred to other custodians. ‘Though the 
character of the service which we get at shop stations is not 
always of the highest, yet some of these stations have done 
excellent work this year. 

Meetings of custodians of service stations, which were 
begun last year, are now held monthly at the Central Library,

and have proved useful. For the further acquaintance of 
the custodians with Library methods, an arrangement has 
been made by which the custodian of a station serves occa- 
sionally for an afternoon in a neighboring branch, her place 
being taken by an employee of the branch. 

Expenditures. — The cost of the stations, including engine- 
houses and schools, is $12,594.58 as against $12,024.13 last 
year. ‘The expenses have not increased in proportion to the 
circulation, since there is a gain in circulation of 24,643 vol- 
umes this year. 

Other Agencies. — One new engine-house has been added 
this year and two new deliveries, one to the officers of the 
Long Island Almshouse, the other to those of the House of 
Reformation. 

Deposits of books have been sent to the Vacation Schools, 
to the Municipal Camp at Long Island, and to Deer Island 
for the use of the boys from the House of Reformation who 
were quartered there. 


BRANCH DIVISION — CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


Distribution of Periodicals. — The periodicals not needed 
for binding at the Central Library and branches are sorted 
and sent monthly to the penal, the pauper, the insane and 
other institutions of the city ; 13,057 copies have been sent 
out during the year. 

Shelf-Reading. —'There is a yearly shelf-reading at the 
stations; 387 volumes missing at the shop stations were paid 
for this year. 

The shelf-reading at the Central Library showed but one 
volume missing from the deposit shelves.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
FOR 1899. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 


The Examining Committee submit the following report : 

At the first meeting the committee was organized by the 
choice of Charles Allen as chairman and James C. Davis as 
secretary. Later, the resignation of Judge Henry N. Sheldon 
as a member of the committee was received. Sub-com- 
mittees were appointed as follows:

The following suggestions are founded on reports by these 
sub-committees, and upon the discussions and votes at a well- 
attended meeting of the Examining Committee: 
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We wish to emphasize the need of better accommoda- 
tions for the Branch Library in Charlestown. This need is 
familiar to the Trustees, but there is now a favorable oppor- 
tunity to buy at a low price a church which is well situated, 
and well adapted to be fitted up for a library. If this can be 
done, it would, as we understand, meet the wishes of the 
residents of Charlestown, and open the way for relieving all 
existing wants and difficulties there at a moderate cost. 

The needs of the East Boston Branch continue unabated, 
and they are very marked, but at present we are unable to 
suggest any mode of relief which would be adequate and 
inexpensive and generally acceptable to the residents of East 
Boston. 

New delivery stations are desirable in Wards 1 and 17. 
‘There is also a need, in the West Roxbury Branch, of more 
room, which can be had at moderate expense. 

In respect to the card catalogues, the Committee, while 
recognizing that the catalogues already are unusually good, 
recommends - the substitution of a single rod, locked at the 
front of the drawer, for the present double rods locked at the 
back; the trimming down of the cards to a uniform size; 
the subdivision of subjects in the Bates Hall catalogue, by 
placing in all the drawers legibly printed guide-cards of a 
different color from the other cards, serving the purpose of 
an index; a revision of the titles contained in the printed 
Index, supplements and Barton catalogue, with a view to 
making the Bates Hall catalogue a complete presentation of 
the whole contents of the Library, catalogued in uniform 
style; the pushing of the work of transferring titles other 
than fiction from stack four, the old Lower Hall collection, to 
the Bates Hall stack, and the removal as far as possible of 
all manuscript cards from the catalogue. 

The staff of assistants in this department has been hardly 
sufficient to keep up the current work. 

At present, the money received from fines and for books 
lost is paid over to the city. It seems to the Committee that 
it would be better if the Library should receive these sums 
directly, thus enabling it to cover the cost of collecting fines, 
which is considerable, and of immediately replacing the 
volumes lost. The appropriation for the purchase of new 
books is inadequate, and in order to keep the Library up to 
the desired standard the appropriation should be increased 
by at least $10,000. The accounts of the Library are well 
kept, and those in charge of them are entitled to commenda- 
tion. The practice set forth, in the last report of the 
Trustees, of keeping the expenses within the available 
means, is also to be noted and commended.

An erroneous impression prevails to some extent that the 
appropriations made by the city government are sufficient 
for all the purposes of the Library. ‘There is, however,. 
always an opportunity to make good use of more money, 
and it is much to be hoped that this will be borne in mind 
by liberal persons, and that substantial gifts and bequests of 
money will become more frequent. ‘The legacy recently left 
by the late Mr. Daniel 8. Ford will be welcomed with grate- 
ful appreciation on the part of all lovers of the Library. 

The Committee has found nothing to criticise in the man- 
ner of carrying on the Central Library. Books are now 
delivered to borrowers and readers in much less time than 
formerly ; the attendants are obliging and efficient; the use 
of the Library has increased, and, so far as we know, good 
order has uniformly prevailed in all the rooms. This last. 
feature is especially noteworthy on Sunday evening. One of 
our number (Rev. Dr. Donald) is able to speak with knowl-- 
edge on this point, having made very many visits to the 
Library on that evening. It is a matter alike of congratula- 
tion and of pride that we now have so well-ordered a library, 
the management of which at once attracts the attention and 
elicits the commendation of intelligent visitors, both domestic 
and foreign. 

We are satisfied that the Trustees acted wisely in the 
appointment of Mr. Whitney as Librarian.

TRUSTEES FOR FORTY-EIGHT YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board from 
1852 to 1864; George Ticknor in 1865; William W. Greenough, 
Esq., from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 1888, to May 12, 
1888, Prof. Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. Abbott, Esq., 
May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. Prince, October 
8, 1895, to May 8, 1899; Hon. Solomon Lincoln, since May 12, 
Tove. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and five citi- 
zens at large till 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to con- 
sist of one alderman, two common councilmen and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless reélected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended city charter, the 
representation of the city government upon the Board, by an 
_alderman and a councilman, was abolished, leaving the Board as 
at present, consisting of five citizens at large appointed by the 
Mayor.

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APPENDIX XII. 


NEEDS OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


During the past year attention has been called to the need of 
increased endowments for the Boston Public Library. Two 
editorials from Boston newspapers are here reprinted : 


‘¢ Bostonians are proverbially generous in supporting their 
great public institutions. For this reason our city stands fore- 
most as a centre of learning, education and art. A simple state- 
ment of the fact that one of these institutions stands greatly in 
need of funds to carry on its work in the degree that its rank de- 
mands should, therefore, be sufticient to call forth a commensu- 
rate response. ‘There seems to be a general impression that our 
Public Library is amply provided by endowment and annual 
appropriations with the means to assure its due development 
along any lines of usefulness that it has to follow. ‘This impres- 
sion is doubtless due to the gifts continually made by numerous 
benefactors, testifying to a more widespread interest in its wel- 
fare than is shown for any other public institution. The gifts, 
however, consist mainly of books and other additions to its 
collections, many of them of great value. In gifts of money the 
Public Library is the least favored of all the great institutions of 
learning, art, and education in the New England metropolis. 
The total of the endowments received since the foundation of the 
library, nearly a half-century ago, amounts to only $270,000. Of 
that sum only the income of $220,000 is available for the pur- 
chase of books. And, with the decreased earning power of 
money, this income is steadily diminishing. 

‘¢ Such an endowment is small in comparison with the amounts 
heaped upon Harvard University, the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and the Museum of Fine Arts in the same period. 
In importance, magnitude, and value of its work, the Public 
Library holds a rank that places it on a par with a great univer- 
sity. It stands as the foremost institution of its kind in the 
world. It is not only essential to its own well-being, but to the 
interests of Boston as_a city, that this rank should be maintained. 
But, unfortunately, the library is so hampered by the lack of 
funds for the purpose, that, on its scholarly side, it is relatively 
losing rank. Now that attention is called to this condition in the 
annual report of the library trustees, just out, Boston public 
spirit should not allow this loss to continue. 

‘* Many of our men of wealth are in the habit of looking about 
them to see what public institutions may best become objects for 
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beneficence in the way either of bequests or of gifts while living. 
It cannot be said to be exactly a fashion in the way of bequests, 
but there is a sort of routine commonly followed in such matters, 
so that benefactions of the kind are apt to be apportioned among 
certain groups of institutions. For a long time the Institute of 
Technology was overlooked, but it has now become well established 
as an object of generosity. Until recently the Museum of Fine 
Arts was comparatively poor in endowments, but it is now one of 
the richest of our institutions. There is no reason why the Public 
Library should not be given a place in the same list. 

‘‘ An institution of the kind necessarily must grow, and it 
must develop in manifold directions. ‘The Museum of Fine Arts, 
by reason of the funds at its command, has become the leading 
institution of its kind in the world, in respect to certain of its 
departments. And lately it has been enabled to appear in the 
art markets of Europe in competition with the greatest museums 
of the old world, making in the past year or so the most important 
acquisitions in the way of classical antiquities anywhere achieved. 
In the same way, if adequately endowed, the Public Library 
might appear in the world’s book markets and take its pick of the 
literary treasures that are constantly appearing on sale — treas- 
ures the possession of which are essential to the scholarly rank of 
the institution. It should be remembered that the scholarly rank 
of the library is one of the important factors that make Boston 
a favorite among American cities for the most desirable class of 
persons seeking an attractive place of residence. 

‘¢ The prosperity of various leading public institutions has been 
actively enhanced by the practice, on the part of their friends, of 
‘passing around the hat’ to obtain needed funds. It might be a 
good idea for influential friends of the Public Library to take 
organized action in a similar way.”— From The Boston Herald 
of August 10, 1899. 


‘¢ Tt is beginning to be asked by those entrusted with directing 
the upward career of the Boston Public Library whether some- 
thing cannot be done to get more money for buying new books. 
The number and size of the cash gifts to the institution since the 
new building went into use has been so inconsiderable, especially 
from our own citizens, that we wonder if there is not some public 
misapprehension as to the financial situation. Can it be that 
Boston people have been misled by appearances to suppose that 
because the library lives in a fine house it has a large income ? 

‘*It is farthest from the thoughts of any one concerned for the 
library to belittle the benefactions which have descended upon it 
so generously and faithfully during these five years from friends 
who have known its needs. Again and again upon the records, 
often anonymously, stand presents of books, manuscripts, cash 
for books, cash for photographs, and such like contributions, 
made at times when the representative of the institution was 
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obliged to go out begging for a little money that the library 
might hold up its head among endowed competitors in auction 
sales. These are the friends of the library when it has no other 
private friends, and it would be graceless thanks indeed to ignore 
or depreciate what they are doing. But the mere fact that it is 
found necessary to call upon such precarious sources of revenue 
to keep the collection even respectably near the forefront shows 
how wretchedly poor the establishment is. 

‘¢ Tf anybody supposes the trustees have no other official care 
but to sit in their luxurious room and count money, he would 
better read the history of the new building. It was put up wholly 
by appropriation of the city. After it was nominally finished, 
it was found that some changes had to be made, and the city 
went into its pocket again. There was no endowment fund that 
might be drawn upon. 

‘¢ Nor has the city made any attempt or any pretense of doing 
more than pay running. expenses and buy the more popular books 
of which the library has made a specialty. The income from 
trust funds which can be spent for books is only $9,000, which is 
steadily decreasing, as the city of Boston bonds in which these 
funds are invested are replaced with bonds bearing a lower rate 
of interest, and last year the miscellaneous cash gifts already 
mentioned amounted to only about $4,000 more. It is out of 
$18,000 per annum that the librarian is expected to maintain 
his collection in its traditional position as a great storehouse con- 
taining all the important books there are. Is he doing it? 

‘¢ Mr. Herbert Putnam, in his report submitted after retiring 
from the librarianship, said he was not. He wrote: ‘On the 
popular side (he library is developing nominally. On the scholarly 
side it is not developing in proper proportion. On this side the 
library is relatively losing rank. It will not, cannot, regain this 
rank, until the citizens of Boston come to its aid with further 
endowment.’ 

‘¢ How does the library stand among libraries in this matter? 
Philadelphia spends this year $51,000 for books. Buffalo, with 
a population probably less than 300,000, spends $20,000. De- 
troit and Cleveland, with still less population, spend $8,000 to 
$10,000, quite out of proportion to our own estimate, while little 
Minneapolis, with perhaps 175,000 people, spends this year $12,350 
in books for its public library. Not one of these cities, excepting 
Philadelphia, approaches Boston either in population or in wealth 
and business solidity. Is it possible that when our men of means 
are made aware of the humiliating position into which our once 
proudly boasted ‘ greatest’ library seems in danger of falling, 
they will long permit the catalogue to show gap after gap in the 
realms of science, history, art and literature?” — Hrom the 
Boston Daily Advertiser of November 20, 1899.

Among many improvements made by the lessees of the 
markets without expense to the city, was the construction 
of the permanent awning of iron and glass around Faneuil 
Hall Market two years ago. It has given satisfaction to all 
who frequent the market, and is an improvement in the 
appearance of the building, doing away with the canvas 
2wnings which were frequently needing repairs. This change 
has so commended itself to the lessees of the market-house 
under Faneuil Hall that, under authority granted by the City 
Government of 1899, they have contracted for and have 
now in course of construction an awning similar to that 
placed around Faneuil Hall Market. When completed it 
will be in keeping with and add greatly to the appearance of 
the building. When these awnings are completed there will 
be about eighty feet covering the entrances to the market, 
and to Faneuil Hall on the easterly and westerly ends, the 
expense of which should be incurred by the city, as it would 
be a benefit to those who may use Faneuil Hall. 

_ There is some work needed on the porches and doors lead- 
ing into the market, which are in bad condition and should 
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be renewed, which work I am informed can be done at small 
expense. 

In the building, as reconstructed, arrangements were made 
for a women’s toilet room, which I am informed is completed 
and ready for use. As the city is required to provide such 
accommodations in buildings where women are employed it 
would be advisable to arrange for the use of the apartments 
on account of the large number of women employed in the 
markets at the present time. Provisions should also be 
made for some proper person to be in attendance during the 
hours in which the hall is open to the public. 

The Electrical Construction Division has just completed 
the rewiring of the basement of New Faneuil Hall Market 
in the latest methods. ‘This work was made necessary on 
account of the bad condition in which the Wire Department 
found the wires which were placed there in 1889, and were 
obliged to condemn as unsafe for further use. The side- 
walks around Faneuil Hall, which are cared for by the Public 
Buildings Department, are in bad condition, and should be 
relaid with a concrete base, to prevent their being constantly 
undermined by rats, which cause much trouble and expense. 
The toilet rooms in the basement of Faneuil Hall Market 
should be renovated, and new and improved sanitary arrange- 
ments substituted for those now in use. ‘The ventilation of 
these apartments is poor, and as they are used by nearly a 
thousand persons, the best sanitary arrangements should be 
adopted. 

The constant digging of the streets around the markets for 
the laying of new water and gas mains, sewers, cold storage 
systems, etc., has left them in bad condition, and they 
should be repaved in the same manner as Commercial and 
State streets. 

There are many repairs needed on the buildings, such as 
new floors, storm doors, bulkhead doors leading to base- 
ments, windows, etc., which are a part of the repairs made 
at the expense of the city, but owing to a lack of funds in 
the Public Buildings Department have been obliged to wait 
until a more favorable time. 

It would be proper at the beginning of the year to set 
aside such a sum as might be estimated to be necessary for 
these ordinary repairs on the market buildings, to be used as 
the occasion may require. Under present conditions it fre- 
quently happens that when repairs are needed there is no 
money for them, and they remain undone to the injury of 
the property, or have to be made by the lessees at their own 
expense. 
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The inspection of provisions has been carefully attended 
to, and the public protected against the sale of unwholesome 
provisions. ‘The work of the Inspector of Provisions, under 
the Board of Health, during Thanksgiving season, in con- 
demning on arrival large quantities of poultry which was 
received in bad condition, was of great value in preventing 
it from being exposed for sale. During the year I have 
condemned and destroyed as unfit for food, 2,110 pounds 
poultry, 873 pounds fish, 93 pounds veal, 210 pounds 
mutton. Large quantities of fruit and vegetables have been 
sent to the dumping scow. 

In view of the regulations of the Sanitary Division, which 
require dealers to deliver all their refuse to the dumping 
scow at their own expense, the fee now charged for the privi- 
lege of dumping the same should be abolished. 

The Police assigned for duty at the markets have made 
arrests for the following offences, viz.: Larceny 35, drunk- 
enness 37, removing refuse from barrels 21, assault and _bat- 
tery 8, larceny of team and contents 3, cruelty to animals 3, 
rape 2, receiving stolen goods 2, forgery, breaking and enter- 
ing, stopping team on crossing, and leaving team unattended 
1 each; total arrests, 115.

DEAR Srr,—In accordance with chapter 3, section 22, 
of the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Music Commis- 
sioners respectfully presents its second annual report, cover- 

ing the work of the department for the year ending January 
31, 1900. 


ORGANIZATION, ETC. 


At the meeting of the department, held May 4, 1899, the 
Board organized as follows: 


John A. O’Shea, Chairman, for the year ending April 30, 
1900; Alfred P. DeVoto, Vice-Chairman, for the year ending 
April 30, 1900. } 

By vote of the Commissioners, Mr. Michael J. Dwyer was 
elected secretary of the department at a salary of $1,600, for 
the year ending April 80, 1900. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year, February 1, 1899, the 
members of the Commission, with their terms of office, were 
as follows:

At the expiration of Mr. DeVoto’s term of office, that 
gentleman was reappointed by Mayor Quincy to serve on 
the Commission for the term of five years ending April 30, 
1904. 

The Board suffered a great loss during the year through 
the resignation of Mr. Carl Zerrahn, its first chairman, who 
felt compelled to retire from the work of the department in 
May, 1899, on account of inability to attend the regular 
meetings of the Board. 


WoRK OF THE YEAR. 


It was hoped by the Commissioners that they would have 
been able during the second year of their official existence to 
develop the work of the Music Department along broader 
lines and more extensive plans than was possible when the 
Commission was first created. To this end the sum of 
$15,000 was asked for in their estimate of what the appro- 
priation for the year should be. As the appropriation was 
fixed at $10,000, the department was obliged to forego sev- 
eral projected developments of work already in hand, and 
some others contemplated for the benefit of the department 
and the public, but impossible to carry out for lack of funds. 
Among the former were an increase in the number of musi- 
cians forming the Municipal Band, a greater number of open- 
air concerts during the summer season, and an extension of the 
number and character of the winter entertainments provided 
for the public in various sections of the city. Among the 
latter were the forming of a permanent musical library, to be 
owned by the city for the convenience of the Municipal Band, 
the providing of proper seating facilities around the band- 
stand on Boston Common and Marine park, and the employ- 
ment of the organ purchased by the city from the Mechanics 
Charitable Association, in a series of free organ recitals for 
the purpose of familiarizing the public with the best class of 
compositions for that instrument. The sum of $2,000 was 
voted to this department in the annual Loan Appropriation 
for the purchase and repair of the above instrument, and that 
amount has been used by the Board as intended. In De- 
cember, 1899, the organ was removed ftom Mechanics Hall 
to the only available city building, at the Commissioners’ 
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choice, the ward-room at the corner of Vine and Dudley 
streets, Mount Pleasant District. It has there been set up 
and repaired to the extent of the amount appropriated, and 
it is hoped by the Commissioners that they may be able to 
make use of it, according to the plan above outlined, during 
the coming year. 

With the amount at their disposal the Commissioners have 
done their utmost for the entertainment of the public during 
the year, always keeping in mind a high standard in the 
class of music offered, in accordance with the educational 
and artistic ends aimed at in this department’s creation. The 
Municipal Band of thirty-seven musicians was organized 
for the year, and placed under the competent conductorship 
of Mr. Emil Mollenhauer, through whose sound taste in 
selecting and earnest efforts in rehearsing the programmes 
offered, the work of the band during the season was very 
successful, and met with the most cordial appreciation on 
the part of the public. 

For the winter concerts, given by the permission of the 
School Committee in different school halls, the Municipal 
Quartet was organized, and continued the series of chamber 
concerts inaugurated the preceding year. The members of 
the quartet were Messrs. Carl Pierce, leader and first violin; 
Vincent Akeroyd, second violin; William Jennewein, viola; 
Leo Van Vliet, ’cello. Mr. James T. Whelan was appointed 
accompanist. At each of the chamber concerts a competent 
vocalist was engaged.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


The Commissioners desire to emphasize the views and 
recommendations made by them in their first annual report, 
and to urge upon the city authorities the great good that can 
be done through this department for the musical advance- 
ment of the people of Boston, and for the future of the city 
as a musical centre. A glance at the place music holds in 
the life of the people of European cities, and the liberal sums 
employed by municipal authorities there for the cultivation 
of a good popular taste in music, will prove how far behind 
our American cities are in this respect. The chief object in 
the creation of the Music Commission as a feature of Boston’s 
municipal government was to foster proper musical ideals 
among the masses by presenting to them in various classes of 
public entertainments the best forms of musical composition. 
To carry out this idea a liberal dealing with the department 
on the part of the municipal authorities is necessary, and the 
Commissioners urge the appropriation of a larger sum every 
year until an adequate sum is allotted for this purpose. This 
would enable the department to grow from year to year in 
usefulness to the local public and to the musical reputation 
of Boston among American cities. Our city is already the 
objective point of great numbers of students from all parts of 
the country who find here opportunities for musical advance- 
ment not found elsewhere. The Commissioners feel that 
this fact should be employed to a worthy municipal purpose 
through their department, by their being made able, through 
the means placed at their disposal, to undertake more ambi- 
tious things, for the musical credit of the city as well as for 
the entertainment of its people. It would redound greatly 
to the glory of Boston as an artistic centre if it could help 
the progress of American musical composition by offering 
facilities for the hearing of the works of American composers, 
and thus stimulating and encouraging native talent to good 
original work. With a generous appropriation to work with, 
this department could undoubtedly accomplish much for the 
musical improvement of Boston, which the present limited 
allowance renders impossible.

THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


Beginning in April of last year, an effort has been made 
to secure more detailed information about the persons who 
seek-shelter at the Wayfarers’ Lodge. In the tables below 
are presented some of the important facts gleaned through 
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this inquiry. Although the resulting statistics are based 
upon the personal statements of the individuals concerned, 
which were not verified in any way, their general accuracy is - 
not open to serious doubts. Few could have a real motive 
in trying to conceal the truth, and there was very little dis- 
position to evade the questions asked. 

The total number of individuals represented in the tables 
is 7,287. As the whole number of lodgers during the ten 
months involved was 12,543, it is evident that 5,306 indi- 
viduals were housed more than one night, that is to say, about 
fifty-eight per cent. sought shelter but once. 

More than-one half of the lodgers were American born. 
Of the foreign born, the Irish outnumber those from all other 
countries combined, which is natural considering their pro- 
portion to the foreign born population of the State. 

With comparatively few exceptions the lodgers come from 
neighboring cities and towns, those from distant places out- 
side the Commonwealth being in a decided minority. Appar- 
ently by far the greater number reach Boston in honest search 
of employment. Some, of course, come to spend their earn- 
ines, and do it so effectually that at last they find themselves 
penniless and without shelter. 

Sixty-three per cent. were under forty years of age, the 
largest percentage for any single age period being for that of 
twenty-five to twenty-nine. This comparative youthfulness 
of the majority points strongly to the fact, which is corroborated 
by other evidence, that few of them can justly be suspected of 
pronounced vagrancy. ‘The full-fledged vagrant is generally 
of maturer age, — forty and upwards. 

As might be expected, the unskilled workmen among the 
lodgers outnumber those who have a definite occupation 
requiring some training and skill, but by no means in the gen- 
erally accepted proportion. Having excluded all the occupa- 
tions in which anyone may engage without special training 
for it, we still find that more than thirty-nine per cent. of the 
persons in question are to be classed as skilled workmen; that 
is, aS having a definite trade. The largest single occupation 
represented is that of shoe manufacture in its various forms. 
Painters, printers, weavers, ironworkers, etc., were also 
numerous. The colored lodgers were almost without excep- 
tion found to be unskilled workers. 

Considering the fact that most of the lodgers are young 
men, it is not surprising to find nearly ninety-five per cent. of 
them described as able-bodied, especially when it is remem- 
bered that so many of them belong to the class of skilled 
workers. 
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So far as the statistics go, they seem to indicate that the 
Waytfarers’ Lodge is a place of shelter for men who, on the 
whole, are fairly deserving, but who, for various reasons, 
chiefly for lack of employment, are temporarily embarrassed. 
A longer period of inquiry and more detailed knowledge 
are required, however, before definite conclusions can be 
reached.

RETURN OF GooD TIMEs. 


All the statistics this year reflect the improved conditions 
of business and the better conditions of labor. The number 
of new cases calling for assistance during the year was 290 
less than during the previous year, a decrease of more than 
thirty-four per cent. 

The whole number of families aided during the year was 
2,863 as against a total number of 5,394 families aided in the 
previous year, a falling off of fifteen per cent. this year. The 
expenses of the department were very materially reduced, 
owing to the lessened. demands for assistance, the amount 
saved in groceries and coal alone being nearly five thousand 
dollars. There was also a marked decrease in the number 
lodged in the City Temporary Home and in the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge. It looks as if an era of good times had succeeded the 
long period of depression. 


EXPENSES OF DEPARTMENT. 


We are happy to record the fact that the amount of our 
drafts upon the City Treasurer was less by $2,660.61 than last 
year, and that the net cost of our department to the city was 
$2,030.97 less. The amount collected by us for the care of

State and town paupers in the City Hospital, and by us turned 
over to the Trustees of the City Hospital was $46,828.09. 


PARIS EXPOSITION. 


At the request of the authorities in charge of the prepara- 
tion of exhibits for the Paris Exposition we furnished full 
tabulated details of our work, accompanied by suitable 
photographs of both the outside and inside of the Charity 
Building, the Temporary Home for Women and Children 
and the Wayfarers’ Lodge and Wood Yard. ‘These are to 
be shown at Paris in connection with the Social and 
Economic Department. 


CARE OF REAL ESTATE. 


Early in the year Mr. Charles U. Cotting, who: has had 
charge of the real estate coming to us under the will of 
David Sears since we received it many years ago, sent in his 
resignation. It was accepted and all the real estate belonging 
to the Board, including a part of the Lucy Bullman Fund 
and the Stevens Fund, was placed in charge of our treasurer, 
acting under instructions of a committee of the Board. 


DEATH OF DR. CAMPBELL. 


In June the Board met in special session to consider and 
act upon the death of their late associate Dr. Isaac T. 
Campbell. 

Dr. Campbell had been a member of the Board in con- 
tinuous service since 1873, twenty-six years, the longest term 
of service of which we have record. He had also served as a 
member of the elective board previous to the re-organization 
in 1864. His long service was marked by an earnest wish 
to benefit the poor and an intelligent effort to improve their 
condition. Always polite and genial in his intercourse with 
the other members of the Board, he was greatly liked and 
will be greatly missed.

RESIGNATION OF Dr. SHAW. 


Dr. Henry Shaw for so many years the settlement ,clerk 
and visitor for the Board tendered his resignation in Sep- 
tember owing to advancing years. It was accepted with re- 
gret at the loss of a useful and faithful officer. Mr. William 
H. Hardy was promoted to be settlement visitor.

INSTALLATION OF NEw BOILERS. 


The experts engaged to examine our steam boilers re- 
ported them unsafe, and new boilers were at once put 
in at a cost of nearly $1,600. The old boilers had been 
in use for more than thirty years, and were thoroughly worn 
out. 

RESIGNATION OF Dr. GERRY. 

Late in the year our agent in West Roxbury, Dr. E. Pea- 
body Gerry, resigned his position, having been elected an 
alderman of the City of Boston at the December election. He 
had served as agent most faithfully for nearly twenty-five 

ears. 

4 Mr. John A Elliott was selected as agent in his place from 
the Civil Service list. 


Trust FUNDS. 


The tota] amount of the trust funds in our charge as a cor- 
poration is now $720,226.72. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pember- 
ton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt and the Goodnow funds is 264, seventeen less than on 
February 1, 1899. During the year thirty have died, five 
have gone into homes for aged women, three have with- 
drawn, one has gone to an asylum for the insane, and in 
five cases we have stopped the pensions which we had been 
giving. Twenty-seven new names have been added. 

We have paid during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $6,267.45 for the board of children, conformably 
to the terms of that trust. 

For the details of the various funds held by us, showing 
receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1899, see the 
tabulated statement herewith submitted. At the end of this 
report will be found extracts from the wills establishing these 
trusts. 

FINANCIAL STATISTICS.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVER- 
SEERS OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the city of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, 
“A Citizen of Boston,’ Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. 
Hunt, George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and William 
B. Spooner. The most important, however, of the bequests 
was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given 
to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at 
the discretion of the Overseers in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and KHducation Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “ poor and de- 
cayed householders of the town of Boston, not under fifty 
years of age, persons of good character, and reduced by the 
acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other 
vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and 
instruction of poor orpbans and deserted children of the 
town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “ to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called”; interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers. 
of the Poor.” 

Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
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sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
providence of God are or shall be reduced and obliged to 
take shelter in the almshouse, after having lived reputably ; 
the Overseers of the Poor to be judges as to the persons, 
but always giving the preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity.—C onsists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the city of Boston, in accordance with the will of Lucy 
Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
city of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council approved by the 
Mayor, January 4, 1878, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity. —Is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended ‘in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in sucha manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.”’ 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861: “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distribu- 
ting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor ~ 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor or needy shall 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 
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Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest or 
income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said fes- 
tive meals on said holidays, may be expended by said Select- 
men for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of said Brighton 
in such manner as said Selectmen shall judge best and most 
conducive to the comfort and happiness of such paupers. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants.., 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the city of Boston 
and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance and support of the poor, 
sick and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the goy- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will ) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows ), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute. —“ The income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
residents of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a city of Boston note.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. THomas N. HART, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, — The Board has the honor herewith to submit this 
report for the financial year of 1899-1900. Full details of 
the work of the department during the year will be found in 
the accompanying report of its superintendent. 

It may be well to state again briefly the motives which 
have actuated the Commission in the construction and im- 
provement of the parks in its charge. The desire and aim 
of the Commission is, first, to make the parks as valuable as 
possible to the whole community and not to any special class ; 
and, second, so to construct and finish them that the cost of 
maintenance, which in any case will be large can be reduced 
to the smallest possible limit. ‘The Commission believes 
that the greatest enjoyment by the greatest number of per- 
sons will be obtained by retaining, as far as it is practicable 
to do so, a natural and rural character to our parks, espe- 
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cially in the larger parks like Leverett, Jamaica and Franklin. 
Such parks are valuable in proportion as they are capable of 
_ bringing the country into the city, and in furnishing to the 
crowded dwellers of the tenement districts an opportunity, 
unobtainable for them in any other way, to enjoy real rural 
and sylvan sights. To accomplish this all evidence of the 
surrounding city must be shut out as far as practicable from 
the inside of the park, and it cannot be too often repeated 
that parks are for the benefit of the many who use them, and 
not especially for the benefit of the comparatively few who 
live on their borders and desire to look into them. The Com- 
mission believes that the rural character of the parks can 
only be obtained by protecting their boundaries with continu- 
ous masses of foliage, and that its first duty is to protect all 
such border plantations and encourage their growth in every 
practical way. 

The Commission is laboring to make the parks natural in 
appearance and simple in detail, and it believes that no un- 
necessary buildings, walks or drives should be allowed to 
interfere with the simplicity of design and the rural character 
of the parks in its charge. 

The suppression of unnecessary walks, drives and build- 
ings, increasing naturalness, reduces the cost of maintenance, 
and economy of maintenance is also secured by planting 
every tree and shrub in the best possible way, and by furnish- 
ing them with an abundant supply of good soil. The Com- 
mission endeavors in its selection of material for park plant- 
ing to use only such species as have shown themselves abso- 
lutely hardy in this region, and such plants only as harmonize 
in association. Hardiness and fitness are found in the 
greatest degree in the native plants of any region, and for 
this reason the Commission in planning its plantations con- 
fines itself largely to the trees, shrubs and herbaceous plants 
which grow naturally in New England. 

The necessity of acquiring more land for playgrounds in 
different parts of the city becomes every year more evident. 
The most crowded parts of the city are either entirely unsup- 
plied with proper breathing spaces or are very inadequately 
provided with playgrounds, and it is the opinion of the Com- 
mission, after a long and careful study of the subject from 
every point of view, that wise municipal economy would 
authorize the expenditure of another million dollars during 
the next two, three or four years in securing additional play- 
grounds in areas of from one to six acres both in the crowded 
and in the outlying districts of the city. 

- Under the Playground Act, being chapter 412 of the Acts 
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of 1898, the following playgrounds have been taken: Colum- 
bus avenue, 4.9 acres; Ashmont, 2.2 acres; North End, a 
small addition to the Prince-street playground, 1,426 feet ; 
Savin Hill, 18.6 acres; Roslindale, 3.7 acres; Forest Hills, 
10.3 acres; being a total of 39.6 acres. 

Under chapter 274 of the Acts of 1899, placing in this 
department the custody, care and control of all lands owned 
by the City of Boston about Chestnut Hill Reservoir, 
authority was given to this Board to take additional lands 
and $150,000 was provided for that purpose. Under this 
authority, for the purpose of protecting our parkway and 
other lands of the City, nearly five acres were taken by us, 
making the whole area under the control of the Board 
about forty-two acres.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To CHARLES E. STRATTON, LABAN PRATT AND JAMES M. 
PRENDERGAST, Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit a report of the work 
performed, under the direction of your Board, in this depart- 
ment during the year 1899: 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


The most important work of the past year throughout the 
park system, has been that of planting and preparing ground 
for planting. Work was continued in Franklin Park on the 
bordering belts, much material for these strips being obtained 
from the thinning out of the plantations made two years ago, 
which were planted thickly for the mutual protection of the 
trees and shrubs. These plantations now are nearly com- 
pleted ; little remains to be done excepting the filling up of a 
gap here and there, the ground for which has been prepared 
in readiness for planting when the season opens. 

In the preparation of ground for planting much care has 
been given. Where a sufficient depth of soil was found the 
ground was well ploughed and subsoil ploughed, the operation 
being repeated two or three times, until the soil was reduced to 
a mellow, friable condition. Where the depth of soil was 
deemed too light for good tree growth, loam was added until a 
depth of about two feet was attained, the depth varying with 
the character of the subsoil. This careful preparation, although 
seemingly costly, is in the line of true economy, for, without a 
sufficiency of loam as a basis, luxuriance of growth cannot be 
attained. For example, such tracts as the Wilderness, Long 
Crouch Woods, Abbotswood and Searboro Hill, where the soil 
is thin and poor, are covered mostly with a growth of oaks of 
scrubby, starved appearance, which will not improve as they 
grow older. The addition of twelve inches of loam to these 
areas would stimulate the growth of saplings, and produce 
woodlands, the luxuriance of which the next generation would 
appreciate. Such treatment, at the present price of loam, 
would cost about eleven hundred dollars per acre, but it 
means the difference between a woodland of weak, starved 
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growth, and one of trees of individually fine proportions and 
beauty. A portion of the woodlands has had from six to 
ten inches of loam applied, the results of which will soon be 
apparent. The places selected were Abbotswood, School- 
master Hill, the rocky boundary of Walnut avenue, and a few 
smaller areas where clumps of timber have established them- 
selves on rocky knolls in the meadows. It is much to be 
hoped that this work can be continued until all requirements 
of this nature are furnished, as loam is the foundation of fine 
tree growth. 

On the street line and outer boundaries of the park, sub- 
stantial walls have been built of seam-faced Quincy granite. 
These walls are three feet six inches high, and two feet in 
thickness, and form a very handsome and dignified fence for 
the protection of the park, preventing indiscriminate tramp- 
ing over the borders, to the destruction of the adjoining 
plantations. Openings are provided to give easy and con- 
venient access to the paths in the park. The planting behind 
these walls of trailing vines and pendulous shrubs will be 
completed in the spring. When grapes, bitter-sweets and 
Virginia creepers, beneath a canopy of shrubs, partly cover 
the walls, the effect to passers on the street will be pleasing. 

Tree pruning was continued until the fall of the leaf, 
when the work of thinning out saplings was begun in the old 
woodlands. 

The grounds that for the past three years have been used 
‘as nurseries will be cleared of stock in the spring, and graded 
and planted in harmony with the adjacent landscapes. ‘The 
ground is of a fine, rolling character, which gives an oppor- 
tunity to form some charming, grassy slopes, receding from 
the drive to a background of timber, which will add very 
much to the beauty of that part of the park. New grounds 
have been prepared for nurseries in West Roxbury Parkway, 
Franklin Field and at Chestnut Hill Reservoir. Consider- 
able young stock was planted in them last spring, and 
preparation has been made to continue the work this year. 
The stock will include hickories, maples and twenty thou- 
sand seedling oaks of various species, besides a variety of 
other trees and shrubs. Large sowings have also been made 
for future use of the seeds of many kinds of trees and 
shrubs. 

The drainage of Nazingdale was completed during the past 
season, with the exception of a little more tile drainage that 
may be necessary in spots. The work was not fully carried 
out according to plan, in the expectation that the main pipe: 
and a few lateral pipes thrown out into the wet places, 
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together with the cutting off of the open brook, would 
render further draining unnecessary. 

Work on the Glade was continued, and was completed 
early in the summer. The small pond opposite Elm Hill 
avenue was retained for the use of the children of the neigh- 
borhood, who enjoy playing around its shores and sailing 
little boats on its surface. The swale running southeast 
from this is now being tile-drained into the pond in the hope 
that it may thus be kept supphed. 

A cluster of administration buildings have been erected, 
comprising storerooms, carpenter and paint shops, machine 
shop, blacksmith shop, carriage-house, and sheds for wagons, 
carts, steam-rollers and other machinery. The buildings 
are of brick with slate roofs, and one steam-boiler heats 
the whole plant, including the harness-rooms of the stable built 
last season. A gas engine is now being set up to operate 
saws, grindstones, lathes, drills, etc., which will greatly facili- 
tate and economize the work of the department. 

The retaining wall of the administration yard is fast near- 
ing completion. For the construction of this wall the 
department has made use of a large quantity of rocks and 
boulders gathered from the lawn surfaces throughout the 
park. The work yet to be done here is the surfacing of 
the yards and the completion of the service roads. 

On Morton street boundary a swampy piece of ground 
was filled with the excavated material from the yards. A 
double purpose was thereby served, thus enabling the depart- 
ment to screen its administration buildings from view, while 
forming from the swamp a very good piece of open ground. 
Next to the street will be planted a screen belt of timber, 
and a space will still remain which could, if needed, be ad- 
vantageously used for a playground. 


THE ARBORETUM. 


The filling for the drive across the valley in the new line 
of Bussey street was completed last summer, and the drive 
connection leading to the South street entrance finished. <A 
walk eight feet wide was constructed also on the slope below 
the drive, extending entirely around the hill. The work of 
grading the slopes and filling the depression outside the Fair- 
view street entrance was likewise completed. Wrought-iron 
gates of handsome design have been erected at the South and 
Fairview street entrances. 

The work of construction on the Peters’ Hill extension to 
the Arboretum now may be said to be completed and ready 
for the planter. 
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Walls have been built on the Walter street and Centre 
street boundaries, and on the south boundary, parallel with 
Mendum street, between the Walter street cemetery and the 
railroad. 


West RoxBuRy PARKWAY. 


Grading of the central driveway was commenced last fall 
on the part lying between Anawan avenue and Washington 
street, and was continued until the approach of winter. The 
grading of the sub-bed.of the road was then finished to within 
eight hundred feet of Washington street. Through the 
lower or eastern end of the Parkway, between the Arboretum 
at the Walter street gate and Weld street, a bridle path was 
opened for rough country riding by simply clearing an open- 
ing through the brush twenty feet wide and Toye danger- 
ous stones and stumps. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


The work of grading at Pine Bank was continued and 
completed last summer. The notable features of the work 
were the cutting away of the neck on which the old stable 
stood and the lowering of the high bank along the Perkins 
street side. This allowed of the shortening of the long flight 
of steps at the corner entrance. A path was constructed 
from the steps to the Commissioners’ office, and a new road 
built from the office to Jamaicaway. 

Preparation has been made for a plantation of hemlocks on 
the Perkins street slope, while around the ridge of the plateau 
pines will be planted in the spring, the ground for these and 
for the other proposed planting being in readiness. 

The space between the path and high-water mark on the 
shores of the pond around the slope of Pine Bank was ex- 
cavated and filled with loam, to further carry out the plan of 
softening the water-edge by planting. The present wide 
expanse of gravelly shore affords little relief to the eye of 
the pedestrian; a few trees planted at intervals on this strip 
will in time give much needed shade to the path. 

At Pond street, filling from excavations on the bridle path, 
nearby, has been deposited in the pond in front of the retain- 
ing wall, forming a sloping beach. By removing the top of 
the wall and lowering the grade of the walk, room has been 
made for a loam border, and the shore at this point has been 
restored to a resemblance of its natural condition. Without 
doubt, within two years after the completion of this work, 
the circuit of Jamaica Pond will prove one of the most attract- 
ive walks in the park system. 
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LEVERETT PARK. 


It was deemed advisable by your Board to fill up the chain 
of small artificial ponds in Leverett Park that had been made 
some years ago, at the request of the Boston Society of Nat- 
ural History, for the exhibition of aquatic animals and plants, 
but which had never been used for this purpose. The reason 
for their existence being gone, they seemed out of keeping 
with the surroundings. ‘The chance to create a very fine 
glade effect by levelling up the ponds and regrading part of 
the open space was very apparent, and the change was made 
at little cost. By removing a short stretch of walk, bridle- 
path and shrub border, the lawn was lengthened to the drive, 
and a very pretty view opened of a hollow glade extending 
back to an abruptly rising, timber-clad hillside. 

Both in Leverett Park and at Ward’s Pond, several paths 
which were paralleling other paths or needlessly cutting up 
the ground into small strips were taken up, thus allowing of 
a broader and simpler treatment of the planting. A large 
quantity of loam was used for these changes in getting the 
ground into readiness. On the north slope at Ward’s Pond 
the ground was prepared to plant with rhododendrons; and 
the edge of the pond, to a point eight feet down the slope, 
below the water mark, was loamed for water-lilies and other 
aquatic plants. 

The above work was commenced at Leverett Park and 
Ward’s Pond in the spring, but on account of the pressure 
of other work, was discontinued until the fall. 


THE FENS. 


The rearrangement of the plantations in the Fens was con- 
tinued during the past season. ‘Trees, misshapen or ruined 
from overcrowding were removed, and numbers of a coarse, 
short-lived willow were cut down which never could be effect- 
ive as a feature of Fens landscape beauty, and which probably 
were planted merely to serve as protection for the better 
trees intended to remain permanently. Pines and Norway 
spruces also had been set out freely, evidently with the same 
intent, but, like the willows, they too had mutilated or en- 
tirely ruined the trees they were intended to protect. Shrubs, 
quite properly, had been planted thickly, but had not been 
thinned out when they commenced to mingle their branches 
with each other. ‘The result was a tangled mass of trees, 
shrubbery and herbaceous plants, without apparent design or 
character, and in need of drastic measures for correction; in 
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places the damage done was so great that a complete clearing 
of the ground was necessary. Any trees or shrubbery found 
to be of value were retained, and a general replanting made. 
This work has been prosecuted during the past two seasons, 
and covers a large part of the Fens area. ‘The trees and 
shrubs have been planted thickly to allow of a greater variety 
from which to select, from time to time,as thinning out is 
needed, those most fitting to remain. This method gives 
quicker effects, besides providing shelter and protection ; it 
also furnishes stock of the best quality for planting elsewhere. 

The condition of the flow from Stony brook into the Fens 
through Commissioners’ channel, becomes worse every year. 
The subject of diverting this drainage and sewage from the 
Fens is one calling for earnest effort. 

The improvement of Charlesgate was undertaken during 
the past season, a contract having been let for the construc- 
tion of a sea-wall across the opening, in line with the Beacon 
street wall, and the construction of gate-chambers for regu- 
lating the water conditions of the Fens and Stony brook 
channel. The work is well underway. It is expected the 
contract for the above work, and the filling, will be com- 
pleted by June 1, 1900, when the site will be ready for the 
construction of the conduits and the superstructures. 


THE PARKWAYS. 


During the season, an addition of two and one-half feet in 
width was made to the tree-border on the Riverway, between 
Brookline avenue and a point about 500 feet south of Hunt- 
ington avenue. An excavation of about three feet in depth, 
with enlargements opposite each tree, was made in the path 
alongside of the border, and was filled with loam. The loam 
bed is now, exclusive of the larger additions at each tree, 
seven feet six inches wide, and three feet deep. While this 
may serve for present requirements of tree growth, in seven 
or eight years further additions of loam will be needed to 
insure full development. 

Throughout the Fens the filling is of sharp, porous gravel, 
and permits of the free leaching of plant food from the too- 
thin covering of loam above. The tree-borders on either 
side of the Parkway have the further disadvantage of being 
simply trenches, excavated in the gravel, and filled with 
loam, and are subject to absorption of moisture and nutritive 
properties from three sides. While trees may exist under 
such conditions, they cannot flourish. Whenever the roots 
of the trees reach the gravelly boundaries of their loam beds, 
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stunted growth commences, and the trees become weakened 
and more subject to the attacks of disease and insects. The 
only remedy is to add loam rich in plant food. This con- 
dition exists in many places along the parkways, besides in 
the Hens, and, unless corrected in the manner indicated, will 
prevent the development of an avenue of trees, except of 
a broken, uneven, and inferior character. 

In the spring of the past season, we planted two lines of 
Gingko trees (Salisburia Adiantifolia), for the Street De- 
partment, on Tonawanda street. They made a fairly good 
growth during the summer, and have stood the winter very 
well. If this experiment is successful it will result in add- 
ing a useful and beautiful tree to our streets; it is without 
an insect enemy, so far as I know, it grows freely, and its 
foliage is open and lightsome, not shading the ground below 
as densely as the maple. 

A border, seven feet six inches wide by three feet deep, 
extending from the Fenway, near Boylston street, to the 
turn of the path into the Wilderness, in Franklin Park, 
has been dug in the bridle-path, and filled with loam. The 
total lenyth of this border has been planted with trees and 
shrubbery, to form a canopy of shade with the trees on the 
opposite side of the road, as well as to shade the bridle-path. 
The planting of shrubs in this strip serves to relieve the 
glare of the combined width of bridle-path and. driveway ; it 
gives, also, a little seclusion to equestrians, as well as pro- 
tection to the young and newly planted trees. When the 
trees become large the shrubbery will have served its pur- 
pose, and will cease to flourish. It can then be replaced by 
alawn. The greater part of the trees and shubbery used in 
the work were from Franklin Park and the Arborway, 
obtained in thinning out the plantations made there, two and 
three years ago. 

A cinder path was laid on the east side of the Riverway, 
extending from Brookline avenue to Huntington avenue. 
This path is now quite popular with pedestrians, on Sundays, 
a large portion of whom seem to prefer the bustle and life 
of the drive, rather than the quiet of the path below, by the 
brookside. Cinder paths were laid also on both sides of the 
Arborway, between Centre and Pond streets. 


Ort EXPERIMENT. 


During the past season, under your instructions, an experi- 
ment was made with crude petroleum for laying dust on the 
driveways. A section of Jamaicaway about eight hundred 
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feet long was sprinkled with the oil, about six galions per 
linear foot being used. At the time of its application the 
roadway was hard, clean, and smooth; the first effect seemed 
to be a slight disintegration of the surface, small pieces of 
macadam being loosened from their bond, which the wear of 
traffic crushed into powder ; this became permeated with the 
oil, and formed a cushion on the surface of the road, very 
elastic and pleasant to drive upon. ‘The treatment resulted 
in the abatement of dust for a period of two months on that 
part of the road subjected to it. 

At the rate paid for the oil the cost was two cents per 
linear foot, or $105.60 per mile of road, forty feet wide, per 
barrel lots. It is possible that the cost could be much re- 
duced were purchases made by car-load lots. The cost of 
watering per mile for the same period would be about two 
hundred dollars per mile. This comparison, however, does 
not cover the ground, as under the oil treatment the dust 
was laid perfectly for a period of over two months, night and 
day, while under ordinary sprinkling with water, even under 
the most careful management, there are times when the dust 
cannot be controlled. 

One serious objection to the adoption of the oil treatment 
for laying dust on our parkways is the rank odor of the ma- 
terial; after the lapse of six or eight weeks it was still very 
offensive and the source of much complaint. 

Apart from the above objection the experiment demon- 
strated the fact that dust can be more effectually laid by the 
oil treatment than by water sprinkling, and at less than half 
the cost. 

To prevent disintegration of the surface, on first applica- 
tion to a hard, clean road, it might be well to spread a 
cushion of shghtly loamy sand as a matrix for the oil. 


CHARLESBANK. 


The gymnasium in this popular resort for young people 
has had a successful season; the interest in class and athletic 
work is evidently increasing. A very interesting public ex- 
hibition was given during the summer, before a large number 
of people. The work done was of a high standard; the 
class work of the young men and children being especially 
noticeable for precision and grace. 

Classes were held as usual each day, one in the afternoon 
for school children, and another in the evening for young 
men. In theintervals of class work general exercise is per- 
mitted; all work being conducted under the supervision and 
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direction of Mr. John W. Bowler, the Superintendent in 
charge of the gymnasium. 

The wisdom of the experiment of opening the mounds to 
women and young children is shown more and more each 
season ; the lawns are opened alternately to afford alternate 
periods of rest and use toeach. ‘The trees with which they 
are covered, although small, yet afford considerable shade, 
which is fully appreciated by those who cover the lawns 
from the dense population of the neighborhood. 

To increase the lawn area an unnecessary walk on the 
mound parallel to and distant eight feet from the river prome- 
nade has been taken up, and the opening filled with loam in 
readiness for seeding in the spring. A large quantity of 
tree holes have been prepared for planting, and shrubbery 
scattered over the mounds has been collected and planted, with 
contributions from Franklin Park, on theCharles street boun- 
dary, to thicken the leafy screen and give greater seclusion 
to those using the mounds. 

The women’s gymnasium was conducted as usual by the 
Massachusetts Emergency and Hygiene Association, whose 
report will be found elsewhere. | 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


The planting of Wood Island Park was nearly completed 
in the spring; the trees and shrubbery are making ‘a good 
growth, in spite of the bleak situation, and bid fair to give 
shade on the hillsides within three or four years. ‘The last 
of the stored loam piles have been distributed, and the last of 
the grounds intended for plantations have been ploughed, and 
are in readiness for spring planting. Various parts of the 
plantations have been tile-drained, and the cricket ground 
has been enlarged, giving increased facilities for the game, 
which in East Boston is very popular. A very flourishing 
club makes Wood Island its headquarters. 

The gymnasium continued its work, classes for women and 
children being conducted by Miss Maud Wessel two after- 
noons and evenings of each week, durmg a part of the sea- 
son; the usual classes for men and boys, with the other work 
of the gymnasium, being directed by Instructor James R. 
Walsh. 

Wood Island is a delightful recreation ground, and very 
popular with the people of East Boston; on account, how- 
ever, of its isolation it is not used nearly as much as it might 
be. A walk of three-fourths of a mile, or over, between the 
street cars and the beach, including a dangerous railroad 
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crossing, is a formidable task to women, more especially when 
encumbered with the care of children. Were the railroad- 
crossing problems at Bennington street satisfactorily solved, 
street car facilities might be extended to the park, and its 
benefits brought nearer to the public. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTs. 


_ At Charlestown Heights an iron picket fence was erected 
on the retaining wall on the St. Martin street side, and the 
border on that side was loamed and prepared for planting. 
The sand courts and the small lawn were in constant use by 
the little folks; the grass was much worn, but no serious 
damage was done to trees or shrubbery. 


MARINE PARK. 


The grounds surrounding the “ Natural History Pools,” 
prepared the previous season, were planted in the spring; 
several species of trees were used — experience will show 
which would best be retained for permanent trees. The 
borders between the walk and driveway were also planted 
with Norway maples, for shade to the walk and drive. The 
board walk extending from the Farragut monument to the 
Castle Island bridge was taken up, and a cinder, macadam 
path laid down in its place, a loam border, seven feet wide 
and three feet deep, being made between the walk and the 
drive, for shade trees. 

A handsome building was erected on the new boat landing, 
to serve as a ticket office and shelter for those using the 
pleasure boats, one line of which ran to Castle Island, another 
to Squantum, and one to North End Beach. Row boats and 
sail boats were also kept for hire. The transfer of this 
business to the new landing will allow of the removal of the 
old temporary landing which now disfigures Pleasure Bay. 

The North End Beach band stand, being inconveniently 
placed there, was removed to Marine Park for Sunday con- 
certs, which were largely attended. 

The popularity of this delightful sea-side place is greater 
every year; it is convenient of access, has good bathing and 
boating facilities, a well-managed refectory, and charming 
views of the harbor life and scenery. 

The Strandway sea-wall, and the sub-grading of the drive- 
way and ornamental grounds were completed the past season, 
and about one thousand yards of loam were purchased and 
spread on the latter, for use when they are laid out. <A pipe 
rail fence is now being erected on the coping of the sea-wall, 
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on the open dock grounds, at and adjacent to the boat land- 
ing. 

Early in the season, Castle Island was again placed in 
charge of the Park Department by the United States Gov- 
ernment. . 

DORCHESTER PARK. 


Stone walls of seam-faced granite have been built at Dor- 
chester Park on the Adams street and the Dorchester avenue 
boundaries. A gang of five tree pruners worked the greater 
part of the season cutting out dead branches and stumps; 
another season will be required to finish this important work. 
Ground behind the Dorchester avenue wall has been prepared 
for planting. 


Copp’s Hitt TERRACES. 


The iron fences and wall crestings were built here the past 
season and have been a great protection to the trees and 
shrubbery, which will now have a chance to grow and give 
shade to the flagged spaces that are so popular with the 
children. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 
FRANKLIN FIELD. 
(Area 77 acres.) 


On account of the construction of a drain on Chapman 
avenue by the Sewer Department, we were unable to draw off 
the water from Franklin Field until very late in the spring, and 
the sod had been completely destroyed thereby. ‘The dryness 
of the spring and summer prevented the growth of the seed 
sown, and though the old dead turf held the surface together 
until late, it is to be feared that it will be loose and soft this 
season, until the newly seeded grass gets strength. 

A much needed improvement is that of surfacing the field 
with loam to fill up the holes and other depressions which 
are appearing over a large area, probably caused by the de- 
composition of the tussocks thrown together when the field 
was originally graded. 


CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 6 acres.) 


Dorchester avenue and Park street. A shelter and sani- 
tary building has just been completed here, which will be 
opened for use early the coming season. The low ground 
has been filled nearly to grade, and loaming for tree planting 
has been partially done on the boundaries. 
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NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 18 acres.) 


Neponset avenue. The only work of improvement con- 
sisted of fillmg over the drained portion, and enlarging and 
damming the area available for the skating, which has been 
enjoyed by large numbers. 


BILLINGS FIELD. 


(Area 11 acres.) 


LaGrange street, near Centre street, West Roxbury. The 
filling received the previous season was levelled and the 
ground drained, forming a very good playground. A little 
more filling is needed, as are alsoshelter and sanitary build- 
ings. 


NORTH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 14 acres.) 


Western avenue and North Harvard street. No work of 
construction was done on this playground. About three 
acres have been levelled, which fills the present requirements 
for a playground ; a plan of drainage for the remainder of the 
ground is now being prepared. Shelter and sanitary build- 
ings are needed. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 
(Area Lf acres.) 


Corner Main and Alford streets. The filling of this 
ground is proceeding rapidly, and bids fair to be completed 
the coming season. Arrangements have been made to clear 
off all the buildings now on the grounds. Sufficient space 
for present needs has been levelled, and kept in condition 
forgames. An iron picket fence in now under contract for 
Alford street boundary line. 


MYSTIC PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 2 1-4 acres.) 


Chelsea street and Mystic river, Charlestown. “An ex- 
panded metal” fence was built along the river front, and an 
iron picket fence on the Scott court boundary line. A sani- 
tary and shelter building is needed here. 
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FIRST—STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 5 acres.) 


First and M streets. No construction work was done here. 
The grounds are in good condition for playing ball, and the 
track is well patronized for bicycle contests. Fencing and 
sanitary buildings are needed. 


' FELLOWS-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 5-4 acre.) 


An iron picket fence now encloses this useful little play- 
ground, and fixed benches have been constructed around its 
sides; shade trees will be planted next spring in the loam 
beds prepared last year. <A sanitary building and shelter are 
needed. Sand-boxes, or pits, would be an acceptable addi- 
tion for the little folks. 


NORTH—END PLAYGROUND. 
(Area 1-4 acre.) 


Prince and North Bennet streets. This is the smallest, 
and the most used playground for its size in the depart- 
ment. A small addition to its area was made. A corner 
here might be laid out in sand-pits, with good advantage. 


ROGERS PARK. 
(Area 7 acres.) 


Foster and Lake streets, Brighton. This newly acquired 
playground contains apiece of ornamental ground, at the 
upper end, the trees of which have been thinned and pruned. 
On the lower end the ground has just been tile-drained and 
will, when graded, form a very useful Ripert Sanitary 
accommodations and fencing are needed.

Columbus Avenue Playground, 4.9 acres, Columbus 
avenue and Camden streets.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Mr. J. A. PETTIGREW,

DEAR Sir, —I herewith submit the engineer’s report for 


the year ending January 31, 1900: 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Gutters repaved : 20 square yards. 
Granite frames and iron gratings placed = 

around trees in sidewalk . : 14 square yards.

THE FENS.

September 18, 1899, a contract was made with William L. 
Miller for building a sea-wall and gate-chamber at Charles- 
gate, and filling between the wall and Beacon street. This 
wall when completed will close the opening in the old sea- 
wall at this place. 

The gate-chamber will contain ninety linear feet of tide- 
gates, seven and one-half feet high; these will furnish suffi- 
cient outlet into Charles river to prevent the water in the 
Fens pond from rising above the danger line during the most 
severe freshets in Stony brook. The chamber will also be 
provided with two four-foot by five-foot iron, hydraulic gates 
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for emptying the Fens pond, and two outlets for foul water 
channels from Stony brook. The whole chamber will be 
covered with a floor of steel I-beams and Portland cement 
concrete. ‘The walls of the chamber are arranged to form 
the foundations of a proposed low ornamental superstructure. 
Until a conduit is built from the gate-chamber across Beacon 
street, or to the present water-way under it, it will be neces- 
sary to leave an open ditch between Beacon street and 
the gate-chamber to take the flow from the Fens pond. 

The automatic gate put in last year at the Riverway gate- 
house has done excellent service in preventing the water in 
the Fens from becoming foul; but the sewers connected with 
Stony brook frequently overflow, and the grease from the 
sewage thus turned into the Fens is being continually de- 
posited on the shores of the pond. In summer the flow of 
the brook is so small that the water in the lower part of 
Commissioners’ channel becomes stagnant, and often very 
foul, before it is forced into the Fens by the occasional rains. 
The amount stored in Commissioners’ channel when the 
water in the Fens is at elevation 8, its normal height, is 
about 600,000 cubic feet, which is equivalent to two acres of 
water seven feet deep. 

To prevent the water in Commissioners’ channel from be- 
coming stagnant, and to prevent any of the dry-weather flow

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 23, 1900. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — We herewith submit to you a brief statement of 
the ninth year of our superintendence at Charlesbank. 

Though the numbers were less than those of last year, owing 
to the attractions of new gymnasiums opened elsewhere, our rec- 
ord of healthful and athletic results attained is better than at any 
other time, as the gymnastic work is now more seriously under- 
taken with a view to health rather than to fun. There have been 
four weekly classes for women and three for children, including 
the Baby Class, which had a daily average of twenty-six; and 
one day fifty-four were in the class. Evidently babies are the 
leisure class at Charlesbank. Though there were thus fourteen 
classes working in the gymnasium proper, in addition to the free 
individual exercise that was carried on, not a single accident 
occurred. 

Some of the happiest hours of the children are spent in their 
so-called Kindergarten classes, where they make picture-puzzles, 
paper pin-wheels, prick, sew, string or fold papers, and learn 
their letters and numerals and how to tell time. Toy watches 
were the prizes that brought about this last result. Then there 
was a Doll’s Dressmaking Class, in which the dolls ordered 
bloomers and jumpers for themselves rather than party dresses. 
Best of all twice a week came the hurdy-gurdy man and the chil- 
dren danced, such extra privileges being paid for by friends. 

On rainy days the Lodge was filled with children reading 
books and magazines, gathered through the kind efforts of the 
Superintendent, making scrap-books for the babies, and doing all 


. the mildly improving things which a happy mother supervises in a 


happy nursery. Itis in this way that Charlesbank helps to make 
happiness the road to good health and morals. 

The spray baths continue to be used to advantage by the 
women and children after their exercise in the gymnasium, but 
not to so large an extent as before swimming tanks and beach 
bath-houses abounded. When the whole building can be heated 
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in winter, so that the evening classes can have the benefits of 
quick spray baths after their class work, it will be a great boon 
to the girls. The winter evening classes, under Miss Cutler, are 
large and very satisfactory, with an average attendance of sixty- 
five. 

As Superintendent, Miss Cutler has been untiring in her wise 
energy ; but we regret to report that owing to her marriage Miss 
Mary A. Mahoney has resigned. She has been the faithful, tact- 
ful, efficient assistant superintendent ever since Charlesbank 
opened.

STATUTES OF THE COMMONWEALTH RELATING TO 
PUBLIC PARKS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


[ Stat. 1899. — Chap. 274. | 


An ACT TO PLACE THE CHESTNUT HILL RESERVOIR GROUNDS 
UNDER THE CUSTODY OF THE BOARD OF PARK COMMISSION— 
ERS OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Section 1. The board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston shall have the custody, care, and control of all lands 
owned by the city of Boston in the territory bounded east by 
Chestnut Hill avenue, south by the boundary line between the 
town of Brookline and the city of Boston, west by the boundary 
line between the city of Newton and the city of Boston, and 
north by Commonwealth avenue and South street; may take by 
purchase or otherwise such other lands within said boundary not 
owned by the Commonwealth, as said board with the approval of 
the mayor may deem desirable for park purposes; and may 
assume the custody, care, and control of all lands within said 
boundary now owned by the Commonwealth which the metro- 
politan water board and said board of park commissioners of the 
city of Boston, with the approval of the mayor, may deem desir- 
able for said purposes. Said board of park commissioners shall 
have the same powers over any lands placed or taken under the 
custody, care and control of said board by authority of this act, 
as if said lands had been taken by said board by the exercise of 
the right of eminent domain, given by chapter one hundred and 
eighty-five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto. 

Sect. 2. The treasurer of said city, to pay the expenses in- 
curred in the taking of any lands under authority of this act, may 
from time to time, at the request of said board, approved by the 
mayor, issue bonds of said city to a total amount not exceeding 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 
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Sect. 3. Said board of park commissioners when authorized 
by the city council may sell any lands owned by the city, within 
the boundaries aforesaid, on such terms as said board with the 
approval of the mayor may deem proper, and shall use the pro- 
ceeds thereof in payment for any lands taken for park purposes 
under this act. 

Srecr. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An ACT RELATIVE TO THE SYSTEM OF PLAYGROUNDS FOR THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Section 1. Section one of chapter four hundred and twelve 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight is 
hereby amended by striking out the whole of said section and 
inserting in place thereof the following : 

Seotion 1. The board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston, for the purpose of establishing a comprehensive system 
of playgrounds to meet the wants of the different parts of said 
city, is hereby authorized to take by purchase or otherwise, with 
the approval of the mayor of said city, land for playgrounds in 
different locations, not exceeding twenty in number, as they may 
deem best adapted for the purpose; provided, however, that not 
more than two hundred thousand dollars shall be expended in 
any one year for said purpose. 

Sect. 2. The provisions of sections four to six, inclusive, of 
chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five, shall apply to all lands taken 
by said board under authority of this act. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Str, — The Pauper Institutions Trustees herewith present 
their report for the financial year ending January 31, 1900. 

Organization. —-This department remained constituted as 
stated in the second annual report until May 1, 1899, when 
the terms of Mrs. Sarah E. Fallon and Miss Frances R. Morse 
having expired, Mr. Henry Dobbins was appointed for the 
term of five years to fill the vacancy made by the retirement 
of Mrs. Fallon, and Miss Morse was reappointed for the term of 
five years. At the same time the department was organized, 
according to law, for the year 1899-1900, by the choice of 
Professor William T. Sedgwick as Chairman and Mrs. Alice 
N. Lincolnas Secretary. During the absence of the Chairman 
in the summer, Dr. William H. Grainger served as Acting 
Chairman, 

The resignation from the Board of Professor William T. 
Sedgwick having been accepted by the Mayor on December 
6, 1899, Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln was elected as Chairman, 
and Mr. Walter Hunnewell was elected as Secretary. Mayor 
(Juincy appointed Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln to serve as trustee 
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until May, 1, 1902, and Mr. Ubert K. Pettingill to serve as 
trustee until May 1, 1901. 

Changes in the Staff of Officers at Long Island. — Mr. 
Arthur T. Hopkins was appointed Superintendent May 6, to 
fill the vacancy made by the resignation of Dr. Lowell F. 
Wentworth. 

Financial and Population Summary. — The entire amount 
expended by this department during the year was $17 8,430.45 
Of this amount, $97,497.09 was on account of the 
Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island; $13,924.50 on 
account of the Almshouse for Women and Aged Couples at 
Charlestown; $3,487.50 on account of office expense ; 
$653.56 for support of paupers in institutions outside of 
the city of Boston ; $5,500 on account of the steamer ‘“ John 
Howard ;” $699.42 on account of the Randidge excursions 
and Municipal Camp for boys; $4,000 for Telephone Cable, 
$4,563.04 on account of Salt-water Fire System; $48,105.54 
on account of Construction of Buildings. 

The amount collected during the year for board of inmates 
and sale of old materials was $2,850.42 on account of Alms- 
house and Hospital at Long Island, and $521.08 on account 
of Almshouse at Charlestown. 

The cost per week of maintaining each inmate at Long 
Island was $2.77, being an increase of 21 cents per week over 
last year. 

The cost per week of maintaining each inmate at the 
Charlestown Almshouse was $2.71, being an increase of 21 
cents per week over last year. 

The increase in per capita cost in both almshouses is 
acounted for by the increased cost of supplies during the 
past year, and by the decrease in population. Most of the 
items of expense for maintenance are changed very little by 
a slight increase or decrease in population ; consequently, the 
per capita cost will always be increased by a reduction in 
population, and lessened by an increase in population. 

The average daily population in the Boston Almshouses 
during the past year was 753, which is 60 less than the year 
previous; this being the lowest point reached in twelve 
years. 

The average daily population in Boston’s Almshouses in 
1888 was 948. This was the year following the removal of 
paupers from Deer Island and Austin Farm to Long Island 
and Rainsford Island, which was the first radical step toward 
a better classification of paupers. 

In the growth of large cities we expect to see a pro rata 
increase in the dependent classes occupying our public 
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institutions; and, according to the growth of Boston during 
the past twelve years, since 1888, we should have a natural 
increase in almshouse population of 241. Instead of this 
increase we have a reduction of 195. Adding together the 
reduction in population, 195, and what would have been the 
natural increase in almshouse population, 241, we have a 
real reduction of 456 for the twelve years, 1888-1899 
inclusive. 

While there may have been various causes that have con- 
tributed to this decrease, the principal reason for it is un- 
doubtedly improved methods of administration, and the more 
complete separation of the pauper, criminal and insane classes, 
which was begun under a former administration. 

An increased expenditure for maintaining the Almshouse 
and Hospital at Long Island is very much needed, so we are 
asking each year for a larger appropriation. Connected with 
this institution is a hospital that was intended and is used 
for the chronic and incurable cases of the city of Boston. 
This hospital had an average daily population during the 
year of 229. It is the only one of its kind maintained by 
the City of Boston, and its standard should be raised to 
compare favorably with other hospitals of the same character. 
While we do not expect that it would ever cost as much to 
maintain this hospital as the City Hospital, we do believe that 
it should approach it in standard of hospital work. In this 
case, our per capita cost in the hospital should be increased 
about $2.50 per week ; this would mean a total increase per 
year of about $30,000. At present it is expected that the cost 
will be kept down to an almshouse basis. This idea should 
be abandoned, and the hospital gradually brought up to a 
proper hospital standard; a separate appropriation should 
be granted for it, and kept distinct from the Almshouse. 
Until this is done the hospital will suffer from its association 
with the Almshouse, and the Almshouse will on the surface 
appear to be too expensively conducted. 

Addition to Hospital and Nurses’ Home. — We have asked 
for a special appropriation of $35,000 with which to build 
an isolated wing to the hospital for phthisical and specific 
contagious cases, to contain eight small wards of ten beds 
each. The hospital is overcrowded, there being more pa- 
tients than should be accommodated in this building. 
Among them are at present about 80 patients having phthisi- 
cal and specific diseases, who should be removed. ‘The pro- 
posed isolated wing for these cases is a necessity, and we 
trust that our request for an appropriation to meet the need 
will be granted. 
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The time has arrived when we are compelled to ask for 
an appropriation of $22,200 to build and equip a Nurses’ 
Home. 

Since May one of the two cottages has been occupied by 
the night nurses, under the charge of the Night Superintend- 
ent of Nurses. This gives them opportunity for sounder 
sleep and fuller rest during the day than is possible in the 
hospital itself, and is one step toward the Nurses’ Home, for 
which we ask a special appropriation. 

It is a generally accepted fact that, when possible, nurses 
should be housed apart from the hospital, not only in the 
interest of their own health,- but also in the interest of good 
nursing. To be a good nurse, mind and body should be 
kept at a high level of health, and this is promoted by a 
separate home, apart from hospital sights, sounds and atmos- 
phere. The patience, fortitude and endurance required for 
the day-by-day care of these helpless bed-ridden patients is 
very great, and cannot readily be measured by the visitor to - 
the hospital, who walks through the wards, and, in spite of 
seeing many sick people, takes away an impression that 
among them are many who might be called comfortably 
sick, and who, at all events, are not in immediate, acute 
pain. 

The details of this nursing are exhausting. The para- 
lyzed patients require much lifting, and some of them need 
constant attention. ‘The number of phthisical patients and 
of those suffering from specific disease adds a risk of con- 
tagion, only to be averted by unremitting care on the part of 
the nurses. 

All this should be offset for our nurses by fortifying them, 
so far as possible, by thorough rest when off duty, and by 
ensuring them nourishing and varied food, and in every pos- 
sible way giving them a happy home atmosphere in which to 
work. 

Training School. — The Training School is an important 
part of the hospital administration. The first class of nurses 
who have taken the present two-year course graduated on the 
12th of June.* 

The graduation exercises were held in the chapel, where 
the diplomas were given, and interesting addresses were 
made by the Chairman of the Board, Professor William T. 
Sedgwick; Dr. Abner Post, Chairman of the Visiting Medi- 
eal Staff; Dr. E. W. Taylor, Secretary of the Staff; Mr. E. 
C. Marshall, Penal Institutions Commissioner, and others.

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The school affords certain special advantages which 
should be recognized. Beside opportunity for experience in 
the nursing of chronic and helpless patients there are in the 
hospital each year a number of confinement cases, and some 
cases of abdominal surgery. The nurses have, also, the ad- 
vantage of bedside lectures from physicians and surgeons of 
the visiting medical staff. 

Power-house. — Contracts were made during the year for 
a power-house at Long Island, with Woodbury & Leighton, 
for the erection of the building; Cleghorn-Eglee Company, for 
the steam mains, piping, etc.; E. Hodge & Co., for the boilers. 
The Electrical Construction Division of the Public Buildings 
Department of the city was given charge of the installation 
of the electrical plant, and the Repairs Division of the same 
department was given charge of the plumbing work. The 
appropriation for the power-house is $70,000, and we have 
made contracts for work up to this amount. Our original 
request for a loan for this building was $94,800. Having 
received but $70,000, we have been obliged to omit one wing 
of the building and a considerable part of the equipment 
that we consider necessary for an efficient power plant. We 
ean do without the additional wing for a time, but we 
earnestly request that our department be provided with the 
funds necessary to equip the new power-house as originally 
planned. We need $10,080 for this purpose, to cover the 
expense of putting in two boilers, new laundry machinery, 
and additions to the heating system in the hospital. 

The power-plant building is completed, and we have steam 
on two boilers, but we cannot make all the new steam main 
connections until warm weather, as we shall be obliged to 
shut down the plant while the transfer is being made from 
the old power plant to the new one. When the new plant is 
in full operation we shall have greatly improved conditions 
in our heating, lighting, and ventilation, also in our laundry 
and bakery, as we have planned to install these in the new 
power building. We shall also have protection against fire 
that we have never had before. While the power-house has 
been building we have extended and improved our system 
of inside piping for fire service, and have laid outside piping 
and hydrants for a salt-water fire system, to be operated 
from the new power plant. 

The lack of fire protection has always been serious. 
While we have been planning for a better system we have 
improved what means we have had for extinguishing fires, 
and at the same time we have, through our superintend- 
ent, organized the employees of the institution into a fire 
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brigade, each with well-defined duties. Several tests made 
after drilling have convinced us that our employees are well 
prepared for a fire emergency. 

We must emphasize one important need of the institu- 
tion. We would recommend that a lberal appropriation be 
made soon, to enable us to put the buildings in good con- 
dition, and thus check the rapid deterioration that has been 
going on ever since the buildings were erected. The ex- 
posed situation of our buildings on an island subjects them 
to unusual damage by storms. Most of our buildings are 
of light construction, plastered on the outside. The storms 
always do great damage, and we are put to large expense 
each year for unusual repairs. Our appropriation for cur- 
rent expenses has been always reduced to an amount that 
forbids our keeping the buildings in our charge in proper 
repair, and they are rapidly deteriorating. 

Cable. — During the storm of February 13th the telephone 
cable from Deer Island to Long Island was broken by a ship’s 
anchor. On March 27th a search was made to determine 
the amount of damage done, and it was discovered that the 
cable was ruined. It was then deemed impracticable to lay 
a new cable in the old location, on account of the liability of 
the same accident happening in the future. It was decided 
to lay the new one from Moon Island to Long Island, where 
it would not be in the course of the ships passing in and out 
of the harbor. An appropriation of $4,000 was granted for 
this purpose. ‘The new cable was laid, and telephonic com- 
munication resumed June 27th, Long Island having been 
without telephonic communication with the city for more 
than four months. 

Steamer “John Howard.” — On October 2d the steamer 
‘¢ John Howard” was transferred from the Penal Institutions 
Department to this department. It seemed advisable to do 
this, as Long Island requires more service from the boat than 
the other departments that have institutions in the harbor. 

In addition to its use as a fire-boat, the steamer “ John 
Howard” is used to take to and from Boston the heads 
of the departments in charge of the island institutions, the 
Long Island medical staff, also the superintendents, the 
clergymen and the’volunteer helpers who assist in the relig- 
ious services held at the various islands each Sunday. Since 
the boat is a fire-boat, and Long Island is the most central 
location in the harbor, it is therefore the natural place for 
this boat to make its berth. 

During August the buildings at Rainsford Island caught 
fire. ‘Twice the ‘John Howard” was sent over from Long 
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Island with extra fire apparatus. With it went a number of 
employees from our institution, who rendered such valuable 
assistance that the fire was held in check until a fire-boat 
came from the city, when the combined efforts of the two 
fire-boats and the Rainsford and Long Island forces extin- 
guished the fire and saved the Rainsford Island buildings 
from complete destruction. 7 

The transportation of inmates and supplies to Long Island 
is by the steamer “J. P. Bradlee.” We are glad of the 
concurrence of the Penal Commissioner, who has charge of 
the steamer, in our opinion that there should be a matron to 
care for the sick persons, old and young, who are often sent 
to one or the other island. Among those who go to Long 
Island there are old people, helpless from chronic illness or 
old age, men and women acutely ill or disabled by recent 
accident, and some younger women and girls especially in 
need of care. 

It happens not infrequently that a person, brought from a 
hospital by a nurse who must at once return to her hospital 
work, has had to wait alone in a small room on the boat for 
one or two hours. ‘The officers of the “ Bradlee ” have often 
given kind attention to such patients, but their own work 
must come first, and there should be on the boat some well- 
qualified woman whose duty it is to give the necessary nurs- 
ing and attention. Lacking this, patients have often arrived 
at the hospital at Long Island in a condition of great physical 
discomfort and neryous exhaustion, partly in consequence of 
the lonely voyage without needed care. 

Coal-shed on Wharf. — At present our coal is stored without 
any covering on an open wharf, known as the back wharf. 
This causes us considerable loss. The coal blows or washes 
away, and as the wharf is situated at a distance from the 
buildings on the island, small boats, in passing, have free 
opportunity to help themselves at our expense. This wharf 
is badly out ofrepair, and we need $4,500 to put it in safe 
condition, and to build a covered coal-shed for the protection 
of our coal supply. 

Our front wharf should be extended farther out into the 
harbor, in order to afford a safe landing for the city boats at 
all tides. As it is now there are times when it is not safe 
to land at this wharf on account of the danger of getting 
aground. 

Ice Crop. — The facilities at Long Island for gathering ice 
have, up to the preseut time, been insufficient for the needs 
of the institution. Our small reservoir has not a large 
enough area to supply us with ice at one cutting, and our 
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winters are not cold enough to insure more than this. 
During this year we have extended the water main to a low 
piece of land, and have under construction an ice pond that 
will afford us an area sufficient to get all the ice for our 
needs at one cutting, and thus do away with the necessity of 
buying ice for a part of the year. 

Charlestown Almshouse.— During the year the plumbing 
throughout this institution has been thoroughly overhauled, 
modern open fixtures have been put in to replace old and 
unsuitable ones, some new fixtures have been added, and 
the lavatories have been rearranged. 

A much-needed improvement in the Charlestown Alms- 
house is the building of fire escapes. At present there is 
no means of escape for the inmates in case of fire, except by 
way of the common stairways. ‘These stairways are made 
of wood, and are so located in the centre of the building as 
to make them practically useless in case of fire. We have 
had sketches made for fire-proof stairways enclosed in brick 
walls that would cost $4,000, and we trust that our request 
for a special loan for this purpose will be granted. 

Municipal Camp for Boys and Randidge Hxcursions. --- 
Permission was given for the season by the Trustees, on 
request of His Honor the Mayor, for the use of Long Island 
West Head for the Municipal Camp for Boys, and for the 
use of a part of the island near the Head for the Randidge 
Picnic Excursions for Children. This is the second season 
that the Head has been used for the camp, and the third 
season that the Randidge excursions have been made. 

The camp and the excursions were conducted by Mr. E.C. 
Marshall, Penal Institutions Commissioner, who was assisted 
in the management of the Municipal Camp by an advisory 
committee appointed by the Mayor. ° 

During the summer season 16,105 children were given a 
day’s outing on Long Island, including a luncheon and facili- 
ties for games and bathing. 

The camp was carried on for eight weeks, and 1,164 boys 
were given one week’s outing. 

Vagraney.— It has been the purpose of this Board to 
require the able-bodied inmates of the almshouse to perform a 
full day’s work, thus discouraging them from using the alms- 
house as a comfortable resort. We have also made it more 
difficult for the vagrant class to gain admission to the institu- 
tion. Inthe report of the Board of Visitors to the Public 
Institutions made to the Mayor of Boston in 1894 (Docu- 
ment 94, 1894) is the following sentence: “ Therefore, in 
the opinion of this Board, the first thing to be done is to 
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separate able-bodied paupers from those who are necessarily 
dependent, placing the former in a work-house department.” 
We believe that during this year the result which this rec- 
ommendation aimed to secure has been reached in a different 
way by the enforcement of the existing laws against vagrancy, 
to the exclusion from the almshouse of a number of the 
vagrant and “rounder” classes,* and their commitment, in 
many cases voluntary, to the State Farm, under chapter 443 
of the statutes of 1898, on an indeterminate sentence, with a 
maximum of two years; and of a smaller number to the 
House of Correction at Deer Island on four and six months 
sentences. We believe that these commitments will serve a 
double purpose — the prison discipline and enforced work, 
where all are workers, may rouse a young man into self- 
support, while the almshouse will be kept free from a turbulent 
and disorderly element. 

In comparatively few cases, less than one-half, do we know 
anything of the early history of the man or woman now known 
as a “rounder.” Where we do know anything of their early 
life there is evidence in many cases of an unfortunate and 
neglected childhood, indicated by such entries as the fol- 
lowing : — 


“« Parents intemperate.” 

“Father died in insane asylum; mother many times in 
almshouse.” 

“Father died when son was seven years old; rate a 
drunkard, married second husband.” 

« Parents both died in almshouse.”’ 

“ Mother intemperate, with a penal record ; was buried by 
the city. Brother also has penal and almshouse record.” 


If we were to try to determine the principal and contrib- 
utory causes of pauperism we should in many instances 
place first, “ bad association and surroundings in childhood,” 
and in other instances, “ hereditary inclination toward in- 
temperance ” or “immorality.” That intemperance in adult 
life follows such conditions in childhood is natural. 

Among 58 persons of this group, 52 are recorded as in- 
temperate; and could -we trace back all their histories we 
should expect to find that many of them lead back to an un- 
fortunate and neglected childhood, as do the larger part of 
those whose histories are known to us. There could not be 
a stronger plea for wise nd foreseeing care of neglected and 
dependent children than is given in these records of unhappy 
lives. 

The evidences of a broken home-life are usually followed by

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indications that all schooling stopped early, and that no trade 
was learned; the men whose childhood was passed in such 
homes now appearing as laborers, or, in fewer cases, team- 
sters, or other irregular workers. Among 22 men whose 
parents were either intemperate or had a penal record or were 
aided by out-door or in-door relief, 14 count themselves as 
laborers, 8 as teamsters, while 5 are recorded as shoemaker, 
hostler, roofer, lather, and pedler. Each inquiry pushed 
to its furthest limit gives reason for compassionate personal 
judgment of the present career of the persons involved, and 
as urgent reason for dealing firmly with their weakness; 
most of all, for putting forth every effort to save from such 
lives the children now growing up. 

Occupation. — Among both men and women in the alms- 
house are many who fulfil certain small duties faithfully day 
by day, with the pride in their fulfilment that belongs to good 
work. One man takes charge of the reading-room, and dis- 
tributes and gathers up the magazines. He has also covered 
many paper-covered volumes with a flexible denim cover, de- 
vised by himself. Other men have done excellent clerical 
work, such as supplementary book catalogues, lists of lectures 
given in the Training School, etc. Among the women patients 
in the hospital are several who do very fine sewing, and there 
are also many there and in the Women’s Building who can 
knit or crochet lace. There is so much satisfaction and pride 
taken in the work done by each inmate who is able to work 
at all that it is the earnest desire of the Trustees to find for 
each person able to sit up, some light handiwork which can 
be taken up or dropped at will and as strength allows. The 
making of rag rugs by the women has employed some who 
are unable to sew regularly, and has been, on the whole, a 
pleasure ; but there would be more pleasure if it could be 
varied by some other work. 

Where the lives are of necessity so monotonous, itis good 
to have variety of employment, and to have a part of the 
time spent on work that appeals to the sense of the beautiful. 
The work on rugs made from the new and _ bright-colored 
cuttings provided by the Superintendent has been more en- 
joyed than that spent in using up old material. During the 
autumn and winter of 1898 and the spring of 1899 a small 
number of men, some thirteen or fourteen in all, worked at 
simple basket-making one day in the week, taught by a young 
lady who has for years been a kind visitor to the almshouse. 
The women, on the same day, worked at fancy work, some 
being taught or guided, others exercising ability and neat- 
handedness that they already possessed. The materials for 
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the work were provided privately. Later, there was a small 
sale of the work, each person who contributed his or her 
work understanding that the proceeds were not to come back 
to individuals, but were to be used for the pleasure of the 
whole, after deducting a certain proportion for new material. 
With these proceeds, were bought for the men a music-box, 
which is placed in the reading-room and which has been once 
replenished with some new tunes; a clock for the reading- 
room; a game of crokinole ; and now a picture for the read- 
ing-room is to be bought with the remainder. For the women 
there was provided an ice-cream feast on a bright spring day, 
so abundant that enough remained to send to many of the 
patients in the hospital; a canary-bird; some flower-seeds 
and small gardening tools for the flower-beds in front of the 
Women’s Building; a cast of a Madonna and Child, by 
Donatello ; and a rubber plant and begonia for the sewing- 
room. 

The general plan adopted for this work is known as the 
Brabazon plan in England, where it is in use in many alms- 
houses, the teaching being usually by volunteers working 
under a few simple, but very necessary, rules arranged to 
prevent this special work from interfering with the regular 
work of the institution; and so becoming an added burden to 
hard-worked matrons and officers. At best, it somewhat 
throws out the regular routine work of the almshouse, but 
its advantages outweigh its disadvantages. 

Teaching. — The teaching in 1898-99 was a small matter 
in amount, but individuals were the happier for it, and we 
believe that more teaching should be provided. It could best 
be done by a teacher resident at Long Island, and able to give 
some mental as well as industrial training. For the younger 
part of our population some education, some drawing forth 
of their powers, some appeal to them to make the moral 
effort necessary toward doing a thing well with hands or 
head, is as requisite to their improvement as is wholesome 
food and fresh air. We cannot expect weak-willed, sickly 
girls or boys to turn from their own troubles or morbid incli- 
nations unless they are drawn away from them into the greater, 
permanent interests of the world outside themselves. 

It would be an expense which would in the end justify 
itself to have a teacher at Long Island who should spare no 
pains or ingenuity to find for one person after another some- 
thing that he or she might learn to do well and be proud of 
doing; who should also try to draw some of the younger 
men and women into some definite study, even if humble in 
. scope. 
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In many cases they have had little steady schooling and 
no industrial training of any kind. If the home was early 
broken up, the drift toward an unregulated or bad life has 
been hastened by the inability to do any one thing well. 
These young men and women may now respond to the 
appeal to the intellectual interest never before aroused in 
them; or, if this be unsuccessful, the other appeal— to the 
constructive faculty — may be made, and thus the mind may 
be reached through training the hands to deftness and 
efficiency. 

Every hospital is witness to much courage and patience, 
and this hospital is no exception to the rule. Indeed, the 
courage of those who, throughout their lives, have had few 
encouragements, and the patience of those who have already 
been patient through many misfortunes before illness came 
upon them, touches one more deeply than where terrible pain 
or weakness is bravely borne by those whose lives have been 
actively happy and useful, and to whom in sickness or in 
health we look for example and inspiration. 

Some of those whose lives have been, to all human judg- 
ment, most perverted and unhappy, have been absolutely 
uncomplaining under heavy suffering and grateful for kind 
and tender nursing; while instance after instance occurs of 
illness coming through no fault of the patient and most un- 
complainingly borne. 

There are among our people many who are dear to all of 
us, and who make whatever place they are in homelike and 
comforting to others. There are many instances of un- 
seltishness, kindness and gentleness to others; too. many to 
find proper place in a report, but worthy of remembrance, 
and each helping toward giving a warm, human atmosphere 
to the almshouse. Kindness shown in trying to while away 
the homesickness of a new comer is not infrequent, and also 
the help silently given to those who are lame or blind; the 
faithful devotion of one elderly woman to a younger woman 
not related to her, wno is blind, whom she watches over and 
helps day by day, is very touching, bringing happiness as it 
does to both. 

A piano has been given to the almshouse for use in the 
Women’s Building, which gives great pleasure. It was pur- 
chased from the remainder of afund privately collected some 
years ago for a similar purpose. 

Classifiecation._— The report of the Special Committee of 
1892 and that of the Board of Visitors of 1894 both rightly 
lay stress on the necessity of classification to separate ‘ those 
who cannot be brought together without wrong and degrada- 
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tion. The propriety of protecting the more respectable in- 
mates from moral contagion has been.so often recommended 
and seems in itself so self-evidently desirable that it is strange 
it should be still ignored.” We wholly concur in the impor- 
tance of such classification, aud feel that, in spite of effort 
towards it, by no means all has yet been accomplished that 
is possible. It is not a matter easy of settlement, however, 
nor can it be settled once for all. 

In the hospital, the younger patients, as they become con- 
valescent, naturally draw together, and again and again we 
find those together whom we wish and try to keep apart. 
When they are well enough to help in the light work of the 
hospital, that in itself gives opportunity of meeting. 

In both the Men’s Building and Women’s Building there 
is the same drift of contemporaries towards each others’ 
companionship, whether desirable or not, or, unless prevented 
by constant vigilance, toward wrong companionship. 

Care is given in each building by the officer in charge to 
so arrange the beds that, at least during the night, suitable 
people shall be next each other; but such arrangement has 
sometimes to give way to the need of placing a person with 
regard to his or her physical condition, which may again 
place near each other those who should be kept apart. As 
was said in the report of 1892, “ thorough-going classification 
is impossible in buildings arranged on the congregate plan, 
with large wards.” 

The most satisfactory classification thus far has been that 
made possible by the existence of the Charlestown Alms- 
house, now receiving only women and old couples, though 
still retaining a few elderly men, some of whom have fitted 
into useful places, faithfully doing each day a part of the 
necessary and heavier work; while others are quiet, pleasant 
members of the household of which they have long formed a 
part, and which is home to them. 

There is a steady endeavor to send to Charlestown women 
who will value a quiet and peaceful home, and who will help to 
make it pleasant for others. The two considerations which, 
to a certain degree, traverse this general plan are, first, the 
need of hospital care for many women who would otherwise 
go to Charlestown; and, secondly, the need of some strong 
workers at Charlestown, to be found among the middle-aged 
women, usually of drinking habit. Among these, however, 
have been some who have been quiet and helpful while there. 

There are many pleasant, cheerful and self-respecting old 
people in the Charlestown Almshouse; and in the sun-rooms 
and dining-rooms, in the infirmary-room with its morning and 
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afternoon sunshine, and in the smaller bedrooms occupied 
each by four old women, there is a homelike atmosphere and 
a look of old-time comfort which it is almost impossible to 
secure in a larger institution. 

The barn and out-buildings, and the wood-shed, in which 
is the carpenter's shop with its windows overlooking the 
river, add to the pleasant, home-look of the place. 

A great deal of good cabinet-work and painting has been 
done in the workshop, and there are many well made and 
creditable pieces of furniture in the house which have been 
made there. 

A large boat or scow has also been made, and on summer 
afternoons toward sunset there were some excursions on the 
river, which were much enjoyed. 

The experience of the year and a half which has elapsed 
since the Charlestown Almshouse was‘ made an Almshouse 
for Women and Aged Couples, and was placed under the 
charge of a woman superintendent, indicates the wisdom of 
the recommendation of the Board of Visitors of 1892 “that 
the use of the Charlestown Almshouse be continued,” and 
also indicates that it is at present used in a satisfactory way. 

Visiting Medical Staff.— We are greatly indebted to the 
Visiting Medical Staff for the large increase in their services 
during the year. 

At their request, the Trustees made arrangements for 
more trips of the steamer “ John Howard.” The members of 
the medical staff have made use of this increased boat service, 
and given the hospital more frequent visits. The improve- 
ments made in hospital administration are largely due to their 
efforts.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, 
LONG ISLAND. 


Lone IsLAND, BosToN HARBOR, January 31, 1900. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


The following is respectfully submitted as the report for 
the year ending January 31, 1900: 


The whole number of inmates remaining January 31, 1899, 
was 861; admissions, including births, 713; discharges, 
including deaths, 924; remaining January 31, 1900, 650,— 
a reduction from population of January 31, 1899, of 211. 
The result of this reduction in population in order and disci- 
pline is very satisfactory, and to none more so than the 
quiet, respectable persons-who constitute the larger portion 
of our population. ‘This increase in comfort and serenity 
is counterbalanced by the serious lack of able-bodied men 
for the performance of necessary work, and ie increased 
cost of substituting paid for pauper labor. 

The severe storm of February 18 destroyed our telephone 
eable, and communication was not restored until June 27. 

The vacancy left by the resignation on April 1 of Mr. T. 
J. Condon as Deputy Superintendent, was filled by the 
appointment, on June 1, of Mr. W. F. Clark, Superintendent 
at Gallop’s Island, and formerly Deputy Superintendent at 
this institution. Mr. Clark is admirably fitted by nature and 
long institution training for this position, and I take pleasure 
in referring to his conscientious work. 

Repairs and Improvements. — Much has been done by the 
aid of special appropriations to meet the repeated recom- 
mendations of past reports. A brick building has been con- 
structed at the rear of the hospital, combining, on the ground 
floor, a steam and electric plant with a laundry and bakeshop 
on the second floor. The building is so situated that the 
steam returns are available by gravity, affording great econ- 
omy in fuel. Advantage is taken of the contour of the ground 
to grade up to the bakery and laundry floor, and the coal-pit 
at the rear. ‘The appropriation was cut from the amount 
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originally estimated to a figure which forbade the erection of 
one wing, the installation of two boilers and of the laundry 
and bakery machinery. The loss of the wing is partially 
met by the construction of a temporary wooden coal-shed, 
but the laundry and bakery outfit are needed at once before 
these rooms can be made available, and the two boilers 
before next winter, if we are to abandon the old, dilapidated 
and wasteful plant. At present about half of the steam for 
heating is being furnished by the new plant, and the electric 
installation is proceeding with due rapidity. The grading of 
the grounds about the building should be completed at once 
to afford early use of coal-shed, laundry and bakery. This 
is a work quite beyond the strength of our present farm force. 

The appropriation for salt-water fire protection has been 
largely spent in placing the necessary mains and hydrants, 
the small amount of work remaining in establishing the 
pump and the connection with the salt water being deferred 
until mild weather. This system furnishes a salt-water 
hydrant, in the vicinity of each fresh-water hydrant, these 
being within 150 feet of every point of the seven larger 
buildings. ‘The same fund provided for piping direct from 
the reservoir to the pumps, and placed our entire service on 
a by-pass of the main line to Fort Warren, reducing our 
necessary pump pressure an average of about thirty pounds, 
a considerable economy. 

The appropriation for cattle tie-up will be used as early in 
the spring as possible to provide the room now sadly needed 
by an increasing herd of eows. Plans have been prepared 
_ and approved for as much of a model tie-up as can be built 
from the appropriation at our service. 

A small room has been built, adjoining the morgue, for 
pathological purposes, and has been found to answer the pur- 
pose for which it is intended. <A large skylight in the roof 
furnishes north light. 

A carpenter shop has been constructed from two wooden 
booths, kindly given by Dr. Durgin, of the Board of Health 
and placed lengthwise, end to end. ‘These walls, properly 
re-enforced, clapboarded and shingled and provided with suit- 

able end windows, forma very good building for this purpose. 
' The old carpenter shop is now the paint shop, and _ its 
- inflammable stock has been removed from the men’s building 
to the new quarters. An addition to the piggery has also 
been built. 

A Sturtevant blower and the necessary air-ducts and radi- 
ators for the ventilation of the men’s building are now prac- 
tically installed, and will be in operation in a few weeks. 
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The Women’s Building has been repiped, the old and 
complicated valves removed, and a simple system substi- 
tuted, giving about four times the former heating surface. 
As a consequence, the building has been comfortable on the 
coldest days of this winter, a marked contrast to preceding 
years. Additional heating surface has been added to Wards 
B and L of the hospital, but it is not prudent to make further 
changes there until the mains and returns have been enlarged 
and simplified. We are now endeavoring to heat four times 
the surface for which the sub-mains were intended. 

In the Men’s Building, a new floor of hard pine has been 
laid in the inmates’ dining-room and the front hall. Ward 1 
has been renovated, the floor repaired and varnished, walls 
painted, and the ward furnished with white-painted, low 
spring beds, couches, screens, and rocking-chairs, as an in- 
firmary ward for our old and infirm men inmates. The 
interior of the building has been repainted. A new ice- 
chest has been placed in the pantry. On the second floor a 
bath and toilet-room has been built next the Deputy Super- 
intendent’s rooms; and in the rear wing two windows cut 
through the brick wall, one into the toilet-room and the 
other into a double bath-room. The engineer’s supply-room, 
formerly on this floor, has been changed into a linen and 
clothes closet for the recently appointed matron of the build- 
ing, under whose efficient management a decided change for 
the better has been observed in the cleanliness and neatness 
of the building. On the upper floor seven new rooms have 
been built in what was formerly an empty room used as a 
dormitory by our officers whom we were unable to provide 
with rooms. A small ward in the front of the building is 
now being fitted up as an officers’ sitting-room. ‘The in- 
mates’ reading-room is well patronized, and is a pleasant spot. 
The number of books loaned from the library to inmates dur- 
ing the year was 1,537 : 


Fiction, 1,070 Science, 30 Travel, 50 
Magazines, 229 Poetry, 387 Religious, 16 
Biography, 45 History, 60 


The above does not include a number of single volumes 
of magazines loaned from reading-room to the older inmates 
to read at their bedsides. There are at present in the li- 
brary 782 volumes. ‘There have been added to the library 
during the year 33 volumes. Several hundred magazines 
have also been used in the hospital and afterwards destroyed. 

The reservoir has been emptied of water, and the sides 
patched and repaired before refilling. 
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The barn has been painted. A stone drain has been con- 
structed in the barn cellar, and good drainage is now assured. 
We need one good pair of young work-horses in place of 
three old ones. We have an increase of nine young milch 
cows this year, from calves raised, and we have saved twelve 
heifer calves from this year’s births. The needs of our hos- 
pital make the dairy the central feature of our farm work. 
Considerable fodder corn has been raised and fed to the 
cattle this year, and we need asilo. Its absence has been 
severely felt during the past winter, as our hay crop was but 
one-third the usual quantity, and we shall have to purchase 
hay. ‘The farm work was a continual struggle, owing to in- 
sufficient help; but results were fair. Some of the able- 
bodied women were employed in weeding and gathering the 
lighter crops, such as beans and peas, to their own satisfac- 
tion and ‘ours. 

The wharves have been put in fair order by painting the 
houses and by patching the flooring; but both wharves re- 
quire replanking. 

The Women’s Building has beer further improved by the 
addition of an eighty-five gallon steam-kettle in the kitchen. 
The bakery is in the same kitchen, and the baker now has 
charge of both cooking and baking. The additional heating 
and the warm flannelette dresses render the women more 
comfortable. A small disused ward has been altered into 
four rooms, one of them a sitting-room for the matrons, and 
we are no longer obliged to place two matrons in one room. 
A ward on the main floor is now used as a sewing-room, and 
many feeble women are thereby added to our force of 
workers. An industry has been started recently, which 
gives much pleasure to those occupied in it, the making of 
braided rag rugs. 

Hospital. —'The west wing has been painted, and the wood- 
work varnished throughout, ceilings, walls, floors and furni- 
ture; the central building has been painted throughout ; the 
operating-room has been painted in white enamel, a new 
solid porcelain sink substituted for the old soapstone sink, 
the adjoining small room fitted up as an etherizing-room, 
and a sterilizer and operating table purchased. New and 
larger ranges have been placed in the two ward kitchens, 
which facilitate the preparation of special diets. Partitions 
have been removed in wards G and L, adding materially to 
the cheerfulness of the wards. Our greatest needs are addi- 
tional single rooms for contagious and cancer patients, also 
for dying patients, whose presence in the wards has a de- 
pressing influence on others; an additional wing for the 
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isolation of contagious cases, largely phthisical and syphilitic, 
which shall have small wards of eight to ten beds. This 
will reduce the overcrowding that now exists in the wing 
for male patients, and make a better classification possible. 
Sun platforms are needed for phthisical patients. In con- 
nection with the hospital, a home for nurses is much needed. 

Dr. W. H. Gallagher, Second Medical Assistant, and Dr. 
J. E. Ingoldsby, at the close of their terms of service, entered 
private practice. Dr. A. 8. Hartwell, formerly House 
Surgeon at the City Hospital, was appointed Second Medical 
Officer, July 1. The positions of special house-officer, senior 
and junior house-officers, are filled respectively by Drs. B. F. 
Worthing, George B. Hoitt and W. M. Gay. 

The Training School.— Great care has been exercised in 
accepting the applicants for the Training School, a number 
of whom have had high school or business training. The 
employment of three ward maids has been authorized when 
the appropriation permits. 

Fire Protection. — A fire drill has been Rented with 
periodical alarms blown on the whistle. Each officer has his 
appointed work and station, some to fight the fire and more to 
remove the occupants of the building in danger. Practice has 
brought this service toa fair degree of proficiency, and we now 
feel that should we be so unfortunate as to have a fire our men 
will be in good training. ‘The two fires at Rainsford Island 
in August tested our men thoroughly, and on both occasions 
they behaved in a manner deserving of the highest credit. 

The expensive and necessary repairs of the past year and 
the amount of our appropriation have forced us to every 
economy in supplies. Our bill of fare is necessarily limited, 


because of the limitation of cooking, to boiling, stewing, or 


steaming in the large steam kettles, and baking in the 
baker’s brick oven. Yet the occasional substitution of one 
kind of food in the place of another is helpful. The change 
in the size of loaves of bread has worked toward economy. 

Religious Services. — Religious services have been held each 
Sunday and alternate Wednesday; Rev. P. H. Brennan having 
charge of the Roman Catholic service, assisted by the clergy 
of St. Mary’s parish, and Rev. W. B. Toulmin conducting the 
Protestant service. In addition, the chaplains make regular 
weekly visits to all who desire their ministrations, and _ parti- 
cularly to the dying. Spcial trips are frequently made at 
night, when needed. We give our heartiest thanks for the 
unfailing attention of these devoted men. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the liberality of 
the Boston Public Library in establishing a small branch at 
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Long Island under the Employer’s Liability System, for the 
use of officers of the almshouse and hospital; and also for 
sending us magazines and books discarded from regular 
library use. 

We also gratefully acknowledge the kindness of the Guild 
of St. Elizabeth, which has furnished monthly entertain- 
ments during the winter; and to other friends who have 
given informal concerts, brought flowers, sent pictures, books 
and magazines, or have regularly visited the almshouse.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE FOR WOMEN AND 
AGED COUPLES, CHARLESTOWN. 


CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT, BOSTON, MASS., 
January 31, 1900. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 

It is my pleasure to report a prosperous year for this 
institution. j 

The idea of making a home for aged couples and the 
better and worthy class of poor women is being gradually 
and successfully wrought out. 

Although the number of refined and gentle persons who 
have seen happier days is not large, we cannot overestimate 
the pain that is given them by immediate association with 
rough and vulgar women. 

The construction of this building easily lends itself to the 
plan of classification, and it is pleasant to see, in each of the 
separate rooms, four old ladies enjoying their room and each 
other, and doing many kind little acts one for the other. 

Of course, the laborious work of the house must be done, 
and we frequently find women who cannot refrain from 
drinking outside — quiet and tractable inmates and willing 
workers. 

There are few of all our people who have not a good, and 
in many cases an interesting, side to their nature. 

Several changes have come in our force of helpers. We 
were obliged to lose Mrs. Ellen Mahoney, who for about five 
years had served the institution most faithfully in the 
capacity of matron,’ but who became very ill, and left us 
April 1, and died in the following June. Her place has been 
ably filled by Miss Miriam G. Church. 

In the autumn, extensive changes and improvements were 
made in the house — suitable lavatories for men and women, 
new plumbing, ceilings, and many other much-needed repairs, 
so that the building is now in very good order. In the sum- 
mer of 1899 the piece of land lying south of the institution 
— which, by its dilapidated fences, was a constant temptation 
for intoxicated tramps to come in and to our men to go out — 
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has been enclosed with substantial fences, and now enlarges 
the institution grounds. 

Much needed repairs were also made on the gate lodge. 

Religious services have been held as in previous years. 
Occasional Masses have been said at the institution by the 
clergy of St. Francis de Sales Church, whose ministrations 
to our feeble old people have been of the greatest comfort 
to them. Such of our people as are able attend the services 
in this church in Charlestown. Great comfort and pleasure 
have been brought by Rev. George Maxwell of St. John’s 
Church, Charlestown, who with numbers of his parishioners, 
has held service each month. Other meetings have been 
conducted by the people of Trinity Church, Charlestown, and 
the Methodist Church, Somerville. 

The special holidays of the year have had pleasant even- 
ings of entertainment, almost always closing with a real old 
country dance. 

We are much indebted to the young people of St. Francis 
de Sales Church for a number of most pleasant musical enter- 
tainments, the young people of St. John’s Church for giving 
an entertaining play and musical evening, and to the choir 
of St. Catharine’s Church for a choice concert. 

A most delightful entertainment was given the old people 
Thanksgiving evening by the two Gabrielson children of 
Cambridge. 

I was most gratified to find, on returning from my va- 
cation, the great interest which had been taken by the 
inmates to make everything run smoothly, and the pride they 
seemed to feel in doing their very best to have a good report 
and everything in good order for me on my return. 

On the Seventeenth of June, many of the men were allowed 
to see the parade, and, as I was away, asked one of the 
matrons to telephone me they were at home all right. Con- 
sidering the great temptations, the liquor stores being open, 
this seemed quite worthy of mention. 

I have been greatly aided in my work by my present corps 
of workers, whose devotion to the institution has been 
untiring. 

I wish to thank your Board most sincerely for your 
courtesy, sympathy and appreciation throughout the year.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF 
OF THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1900. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


The development of the Hospital Department has been on 
the whole satisfactory during the past year. The wards 
have continually grown more orderly, the patients more 
amenable to hospital discipline, the nurse force more efficient, 
and the medical care of the sick, in consequence, has led to 
better results. Following the policy outlined in the pre- 
vious report, insane patients have been committed to institu- 
tions fitted for their treatment, when their mental disorder 
has rendered them disturbing to non-insane patients, or 1m- 
possible to care for properly with the means at command. 
The establishment of a nursery, with modern methods of feed- 
ing, has diminished the infant mortality to a marked degree. 
We take pleasure in calling attention to the fact that the 
enlargement of the morgue, which was strongly urged in our 
last report, has been accomplished. The building is now 
satisfactory for present needs. Improvements of impor- 
tance for the surgical work of the hospital have also been 
made. The operating-room has been repainted, an adequate 
lavatory put in, an operating table and a sterilizing apparatus 
supplied, and an etherizing-room, adjoining the larger operat- 
ing-room, fitted up. Owing to these added conveniences, 
major operations may now be undertaken with confidence, 
and are being performed without danger of septic complica- 
tions. We would also acknowledge with gratification the 
improvement in the boat service, which renders possible 
more frequent visits to the hospital. It is, however, desir- 
able that a daily morning and afternoon boat be provided, in 
order that the hospital may be placed more completely on 
an equality with those on the main land as regards conven- 
ience of transportation. 

We would again call attention to certain matters men- 
tioned in our last report. ‘There is a constantly growing 
need for an enlargement of the hospital. This need is par- 
ticularly felt in the male wing, which is overcrowded and 
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inadequate for the proper treatment of the various forms of 
disease which it is forced to accommodate. Patients suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis, of which there is a considerable num- 
ber, syphilis and other contagious diseases, should be isolated 
or at least prevented from coming into close contact with 
other patients. This is at present impossible of accomplish- 
ment. We would therefore recommend the construction of 
another ward, in communication with the male wing, arranged 
in such a way that it may be divided into rooms for the ac- 
commodation of eight to ten patients. It is furthermore 
desirable that more open-air platforms be erected in connec- 
tion with the wards, in order that children, tuberculous 
patients, and others may have the benefit of fresh air 
throughout the year, without detriment to health. The 
treatment applied so successfully to consumptives at the 
Rutland Hospital should, in great measure, be possible at 
Long Island. Provision for this should be made in the 
construction of new wards or platforms. 

Another growing need of the hospital is a proper home 
for nurses. The main building, in which the nurses now 
live, is crowded; rooms are of necessity employed as bed- 
rooms which might be put to practical use in the routine 
work of the hospital, for example, as laboratories or isolat- 
ing-rooms. We would, therefore, urge the construction of a 
home for nurses, which might incidentally be used in part for 
other purposes. ‘This would ensure more suitable quarters 
in the administration building for the resident medical officers 
and decidedly simplify the problems of management. 

The following changes have been made in the visiting 
staff during the past year: Dr. H. A. Lothrop has been 
appointed Second Assistant Visiting Surgeon, and Dr. Alex- 
ander Quackenboss, after a service of several years, has, 
through stress of other work, resigned his position as 
Visiting Ophthalmologist. 

The Training School for Nurses has been more completely 
organized during the past year, and may now be regarded as 
definitely established. We are of the opinion that the Long 
Island Hospital offers.an admirable opportunity for the train- 
ing of nurses in many varieties of disease, and are equally 
sure that the proper conduct of the hospital demands the 
continuance and improvement of the school. We look 
forward with confidence to the time when this Training 
School will be generally recognized, and the graduate nurses 
be given opportunity for such post-graduate study as they 
may care to undertake. In consideration of the fact that 
the Training School is still young, we feel that satisfactory 
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progress in its development has been made, and that future 
progress is assured. 

We would finally reiterate what we stated in our previous 
report, that it is much to be desired that measures may be 
taken which will permit worthy persons to secure the benefits 
which the Long Island Hospital is now in a position to 
confer without the stigma attaching to the declaration of 
pauperism.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE FOR WOMEN AND 
AGED COUPLES, CHARLESTOWN. 


Boston, January 31, 1900. 
To the Pauper Institutions Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1900, as the attending physician to the institu- 
tion under your charge. 

The health of the inmates during the past year has been 
unusually good, and with the exception of a few cases of 
gastro-enteritis in the summer months, chronic cases, as 
usual, have principally called for treatment. 

It gives me pleasure to say that this desirable result has 
been brought about to a large degree, if not wholly, by the 
watchful supervision of the Superintendent and the consci- 
entious care of the matron and her assistants. I am indebted 
to them for the valuable aid thus rendered to my own efforts 
in my professional duties.

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BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


This Training School is established to give a systematic 
two-years’ course of training and practice to women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital, which is located on one of the most beautiful and 
salubrious of the many islands of Boston Harbor. The 
hospital building is new and modern in all its appointments, 
and contains two hundred and fifty beds. 

The Superintendent of the almshouse and hospital has the 
general supervision of all matters relating to the school, and 
application for admission should be made to him. The 
Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the 
nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, 
and also the instruction and management of the pupils in the 
Training School. 

The course requires two years, and includes general medi- 
cal, surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the Superintendent of 
Nurses and the graduate head nurses, and the accurate daily 
drill in the wards and operating room. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed sores ; the mak- 
ing and applying of bandages, applying of fomentations and 
poultices and minor dressings, cupping, the administration of 
enemas, and use of the female catheter. The pupils are also 
given lessons in massage. Maternity nursing is taught by 
practice in the confinement rooms, which includes digital 
examination of patients. Instruction is also given the pupils 
how to act in the various emergencies which arise in child- 
bed. Pupils are taught how to cook and serve food for the 
sick in a proper manner, the feeding of helpless patients, and 
the feeding and preparation of food for infants. 
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Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms in 
a proper manner, and the way to take care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected ; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, 
respiration, expectorations, the secretions and state of the 
skin, of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, etc.; of 
the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimu- 
lants and medicines, and in the managing of cases of senility 
and senile dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies ; how to 
take notes on cases, the making up of a nurse’s record and 
the reports to the attending physician. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons not of their own kin, who 
know their good character and capabilities. Upon the ap- 
proved recommendation of the Superintendent they will be 
received for one month on probation. 

At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital to 
terminate, at any time, the connection of any pupil for ineff- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for 
any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, ten dollars per month during the first year, and 
twelve dollars per month for the second vear. 

If pupils successfully fulfil the requirements for the full 
term of two years and pass the necessary examinations, they 
will, upon the termination of their service, receive the diploma 
of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, but 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies occur. 

Pupils are required to wear the Training School uniform 
after they join the school. 

During the year 1899, courses of lectures to nurses were 
given as follows: 7 
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Dr. James J. MGnon “Fever Nursing.” 
Dr. E. W. Taylor, “ Diseases of the Nervous System.” 
Dr. G. B. Magrath, “Topics Connected with Anatomy, 


Physiology and Surgery.” 
A lecture on food was given by Prof. W. T. Sedgwick. 


Drs. Taft, Gallagher and Worthing, of the resident medical 
staff, conducted exercises in special anatomical and physio- 
logical subjects, emergencies, obstetric nursing, the care of 
infants, and the preparation of infants’ food, bandaging and 
surgical appliances, and materia medica.

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RULES FOR ADMISSION TO THE LONG ISLAND 
HOSPITAL. 


Persons eligible to care in the hospital at Long Island, 
Boston Harbor, are as follows: 


1. Any person who has a legal settlement in the City of 
Boston and stands in need of relief and is ill. 

2. Any such person who, if well, could be supported at 
his home, but who, being ill, needs special medical or surgical 
care which he cannot afford to provide. 

3. Any person having no settlement in Boston, and who 
is too ill to be removed to the city or town of settlement 
(or to a State institution if without a settlement), and who 
is in need of immediate relief. 


The question of settlement will be determined by the 
Institutions Registration Department, 28 Court square; 
office hours, 9 to 5 o’clock; on Saturdays, 9 to 1 o’clock. 
Any person able to walk should apply at that office. An 
ambulance and carriage are at the disposal of that office, and 
will be sent for persons unable to walk, to carry them to 
boat or train. 

Cases of contagious illness, such as scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
etc., are not received at Long Island, but should be referred 
to the City Hospital. 

In the case of a person who does not speak English it is 
desirable that he should be accompanied by a friend who 
can interpret when he makes his application at 28 Court 
Square. 

It is very desirable that application should be made the 
day before it is intended that the person should go to the 
hospital, or, if an emergency case, before 12 o’clock, in order 
that the settlement may be investigated, and the ambulance or 
carriage sent, if necessary. A person applying at this office 
too late for admission on the same day will be sent to the 
Wayfarers’ Lodge (men), or to the City Temporary Home 
(women). 

It is earnestly requested that if a person is advised to 
apply for admission to the hospital at Long Island, he should 
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be made to clearly understand that it is the Hospital Depart- 
ment of the Boston Almshouse, as much distress has often 
been: occasioned by ignorance of this fact at the time of 
going to the hospital. : 

The executive force of the hospital at Long Island con- 
sists of a first and second medical officer and three house offi- 
cers, who have immediate charge under the direction of the 
visiting medical staff. There is a training school for nurses, 
with a superintendent of nurses and two assistants, four 
head nurses and thirty probationers or pupil nurses.

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APPENDIX. 


Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN,:.PAUPERS, INSANE PER— 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The children’s institutions department, the pauper 
institutions department, the insane hospital department and the 
institutions registration department, of the city of Boston, are 
hereby created as departments of said city, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and shall be 
appointed by the mayor of said city without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
sixty-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, 
and of all other acts relating to the departments of the city of 
Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, except as otherwise 
herein provided, shall be applicable to said departments and the 
officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the institutions 
registration department, shall be under the charge of a board of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said de- 
partments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trus- 
tees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid for 
the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without 
compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty shall be paid by said city if approved 
by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring 
such expense is a member. ‘They shall organize on the first 
Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
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the choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of 
a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. 

Secr. 3. The board of trustees for the children’s institutions 
department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or place in which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the house of reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the city of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the pauper institutions 
department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties re- 
lating to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the city of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the insane hospital depart- 
ment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the city of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said city has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton insane hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of ‘the city of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The institutions department of the city of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the penal institutions department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the city of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioners may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint 
one assistant. 

Sect. 7. The institutions registration department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investigate 
all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
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report thereon to the department interested therein ; and shall per- 
form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 

Secr. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said de- 
partments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordina- 
tion of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Sect. 9. The city of Boston may take and hold any real 

or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 

or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or depart- 
ments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the institutions de- 
partment of the city of Boston, whose tenure of office or position 
may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, may be 
appointed to similar positions in said city at any time within six 
months of the passage of this act, without civil service examina- 
tion or enrolment. 7 

‘Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the institutions 
department of the city of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall, without his consent, be transferred from such office or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearmg the veteran shall have the right to be present and to 
be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or transfer 
shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor. [Ap- 
proved May 18, 1897.

Mayor of Boston: 


Str, —In accordance with chapter 38, section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I respectfully present the report of the 
Penal Institutions Department for the year ending January 
31, 1900. 

It is with pleasure that I report that the discipline of the 
department has been maintained at a high standard, that 
good order has prevailed among the inmates, and that this 
condition has existed contemporaneously with the exercise 
of kindness and consideration for those placed in its charge. 
The time has passed when all prisoners were classed, as the 
vicious, and when the object of the whole machinery of 
penology was considered to be punishment, and when it was 
thought that a prisoner was one who might be treated harshly 
or even cruelly, and public opinion would approve such treat- 
ment as a necessary part of prison discipline. To this idea 
has succeeded the thought that, notwithstanding these men 
have broken the laws, they are our fellow-men, to whom we 
owe certain duties, and that we fail in our duty if we do not 
see that they are kindly and humanely cared for. That many 
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of these people are not wholly responsible, that our social 
conditions and the defective organization of society assist to 
make them what they are, and that they are not to be only 
censured and punished, but advised, admonished and reformed, 
is the idea paramount in the minds of those who have studied ~ 
this question, and have brought to aid them in its study the 
humane thought that “All men are brothers as children of 
one Great Father.” The prison-keeper or officer who ignores 
this thought, who inflicts suffering cruelly on those in his 
charge, or who allows suffering or pain to go unrelieved 
among them, if within his power to relieve it, is unfit to be 
placed in authority over his fellow-men, and is a greater 
criminal in the eye of Humanity than most of the inmates of 
the institutions of this department. 

The present administration of the penal institutions of 
this county is based upon the principle of firmness with 
kindness, a STRONG, YET MILD, discipline ; and the results of 
this policy have proven that strict order may be maintained 
without cruelty or harshness. It is a mistaken thought that 
in dealing with prisoners kindness is weakness, and that to 
preserve discipline an iron hand must be continually used. 
More often is a bad condition of discipline brought about by 
harshness and cruelty than by the contrary treatment. Pris- 
oners are human, with instincts natural to humanity, and if 
they feel that they are being unnecessarily or cruelly punished, 
the natural instinct for revenge will appear, and injure dis- 
cipline. Many riots and outbreaks in institutions occur in 
consequence of this feeling. The experience of Captain 
Maconochie at Norfolk Island proves that this is true. 
When he first came to govern that prison the convicts were 
heavily ironed, and the governor only approached them 
accompanied by two guards with loaded rifles. Before he 
left the administration there were no chains used for the 
men while at work, and they were handled with greater dis- 
cipline and fewer punishments. The institution which 
requires harshness and cruelty in administration is generally 
governed by a coward, who is afraid to exercise leniency for 
fear of being considered weak. 

Another eftect that justice with kindness in discipline pro- 
duces among prisoners is an increase of self-respect. To 
treat a man like a brute is to make him lose his self-esteem, 
and these men need to have this principle stimulated and 
encouraged, rather than stifled and suppressed. One of the 
most important elements towards reformation is the growth 
of self-respect. Without it mankind degenerates ; with it 
it is elevated. Without self-respect, or with it lessened by 
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the misoperation of prison discipline, men will never be re- 
formed. ‘They will leave the prison injured not only physi- 
cally but morally, and are more than likely to come again 
under operation of the law, or, if they do not, their belief is 
shaken in the government that permits abuses to be main- 
tained, and thus, suspicious of the State, become dangerous 
citizens, fit for riot and revolt. The.State exists for the 
good of all, prisoners as well as others, and unless the good 
of all is achieved by its operations then the State is neg- 
ligent of its duty. 

The first influence in the way of reformation of the people 
in our houses of correction is to have their minds thoroughly 
imbued with the idea that the State desires their good, and 
that it is for that, as well as for its own protection, that 
they are confined ; but if, on the contrary, they obtain from 
prison discipline the opposite view, then in a spirit of nat- 
ural antagonism they range themselves against the State, as 
enemies to established order, and become a menace to it. 


DISCIPLINE. 


Without question it may be said that better order has 
never prevailed in our penal institutions than at the present 
time. The improvement in discipline in both houses of 
correction is well marked by the decrease in punishments in 
them. Last year I reported a better condition of discipline, 
as compared with the previous year, and this year I have to 
report that the improvement still continues. Last year at 
Deer Island the number of prisoners purmished was 476, and 
the days of punishment 1,291. This year the number pun- 
ished was 390, and the days of punishment 1,103. At the 
South Boston House of Correction last year the number of 
prisoners punished was 282, days of punishment 649; this 
year the number punished was 225, days of punishment 530, 
I would respectfully call your attention to the following 
table and to the contrast between the conditions in 1893 and 
at the present time. In that year at Deer Island there were 
1,137 prisoners punished with 3,265 days of punishment, 
and at South Boston there were 482 punished with 1,172 
days of punishment. ‘This reduction of the number of pun- 
ishments is exceedingly gratifying, not alone as indicating a 
better state of discipline in the department, and a decrease 
in personal suffermg among the inmates, but showing also a 
growth of humanity in our institutions that cannot fail to 
react upon all connected with them and to make them nobler 
and better men.

PUNISHMENTS IN PRISON. 


The only punishments in use in our prisons are deprivation 
of minor privileges and confinement in solitary, and I believe 
that these are sufficient to maintain a condition of good dis- 
cipline in the institutions at all times. The only other means 
of discipline that is used, and that is not reported from the 
institutions, it not being recognized as a punishment of itself, 
is “standing up,” which consists of sending a man to a certain 
place to stand up to be reported for punishment. This means 
of discipline may be a harsh one if it is abused, for men may 
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be obliged to stand up fora long period until the fatigue 
consequent upon such standing becomes in itself a severe 
punishment. I am pleased to state that I have no knowledge 
of any such abuse of this means of discipline, but it is ap- 
parent that if abused it might become cruel and excessive. 
No form of corporal punishment is allowed to be used in our 
institutions. 


OFFICERS OF THE INSTITUTIONS. 


One thing more necessary than any other to make success 
of any work is the interest taken in it beyond the financial 
consideration received, and this is particularly applicable to 
the work of officers in institutions. It is essential that men 
dealing with merchandise and material care for the matter in 
hand, but it is more important in dealing with human beings 
that those employed in their care should have something more 
than the monetary interest in their minds. The model prison 
officer should be a gentleman in every respect. Heshould 
be kind, firm and sympathetic, yet not weakly so; should 
have the quality of forbearance in the highest degree, and 
should feel that upon his influence and his example depend 
much of the success of the institution and of the future 
of those intrusted to his care. Large as are the responsibili- 
ties of the teacher in the schools towards the juveniles under 
his care, yet I consider that the responsibilities of a prison 
officer are as great, if not greater, for the influence of 
a teacher, if defective, may be compensated for by that of the 
parent, while in most cases the bad seed sown by the injustice 
or example of the prison officer it is impossible to nullify in 
any way. No lasting reform can endure in the care of pris- 
oners, unless the standard for prison officers is raised and 
kept on a high plane. It is not enough that a man should 
be able to control men in making them obey orders or bring 
forth work, but a prison official should be a leader of men 
and one who feels, in its full measure, the sense of the respon- 
sibility imposed upon him. A man may be a success in 
keeping an institution clean and in preserving order, but if 
he does not fully realize the fact that the material with 
which he is working is humanity then he loses sight of the 
main thing for which he is employed, and cannot make a good 
prison officer. While financial considerations do not control 
wholly the character of prison officials, yet a larger recom- 
pense for our officers would doubtless make our prison service 
more attractive, increase the number of those who desire to 
enter it, and also retain in our employment desirable men, 
who are now taken from it to serve in the State institutions. 
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As soon as a man shows himself a good officer, and becomes 
of distinct value to us, by reason of the training we have 
given him, he may be drafted into one of the State institu- 
tions, and the superior pay given in them makes it impossible 
for us to retain him. We thus lose the best of our subordi- 
nate ofticers. Twelve have left the South Boston institution 
in the last eleven years for State service. The City should 
not pay less than the State for the same work, and I recom- 
mend an increase of pay to the officers of our institutions to 
the amount received by officers in other institutions in the 
State. I believe the county would get enough better service 
to more than compensate for such increase, and that this 
would so operate upon our prison population that the com- 
munity would be the gainer. 


WOMEN IN PRISONS. 


My experience in the penal institutions leads me to look 
with strong disfavor upon confinement of women and men in 
the same prison. A large step in advance was made in our 
prison system in Massachusetts when the Women’s Reforma- 
tory was established at Sherborn, and it would be well if in 
this county steps were taken to establish a women’s reform- 
atory aS a new institution or to devote one of our institutions 
to the confinement of women and the other formen. I should 
advise that another institution be established for the women 
rather than to adopt the other plan, for its adoption would 
mean the breaking up of the present system of classification, 
which separates very thoroughly, and almost completely, those 
convicted of minor offences against public order from more 
serious offenders. At the present time we have a large pro- 
portion of those convicted of drunkenness and vagrancy sent 
to the institution at Deer Island and a very small proportion 
of other offenders, while the population at the South Boston 
House of Correction is composed mainly of the second class. 
This is a rational classification and one approved by those 
familiar with prison discipline and should we take the insti- 
tution at South Boston for women it would result in destroy- 
ing this classification and prisoners convicted of all offences, 
serious as well as light, would be confined at Deer Island. 
This would be a step backward, merely replacing unfavorable 
conditions with others unfavorable and inadvisable. It would 
be possible to separate on Deer Island the women from the 
men more thoroughly than they are at present and to establish 
there an institution for women, controlled entirely by women 
officials on the same plan as the Women’s Reformatory at 
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Sherborn, without greatly increased expense. It would be 
best for many reasons that some other place should be taken, 
such as Rainsford Island, for this purpose, yet the establish- 
ment of a women’s reformatory or women’s house of cor- 
rection, even if it were to be so established at Deer Island, 
would be an improvement, and a very great one, upon the 
conditions now existing in our institutions. The confinement 
of women in the same prison with men is a condition prej- 
udicial to good discipline and good order, and the sooner 
this condition is changed the better for the inmates and the 
community. We have more female inmates in our institu- 
tions than are held in the Women’s Prison at Sherborn, and, 
believing such an improvement in our institutions can be 
made without largely increased expense, I would strongly 
recommend the establishment of a place of confinement for 
women separate and entirely distinct from those for men. 
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RECIDIVISTS. 


Much attention has been given to the number of recommit- 
ments to our institutions. These returns have always been 
a matter of regret for it would seem that if one confinement 
was not enough to bring about a reformation in the individual, 
through shame or fear of imprisonment, that he was willing 
to accept all that and enter into the class that is called the 
“rounder” class of the community. It is gratifying to ob- 
serve a decrease in the number of these recidivists as com- 
pared with previous years. For the year ending January 31, 
1897, the number which returned to the Deer Island institu- 
tion was 5,463; ending 1898, 5,854; ending 1899, 4,702; 
and this year but 4,419 were of this class. 


GENERAL TREATMENT OF DRUNKENNESS. 


Much earnest study and thought was given to this ques- 
tion by the Commission on the Penal Aspects of Drunkenness, 
and their conclusions are worthy of thought and attention. 
Their main suggestion was for extension of the probation 
system. This recommendation, it will be seen, applies more 
particularly to first offenders against the laws relating to 
drunkenness, for those are the cases which the laws relating 
to probation are most calculated to reach. Of course, it may 
be said that if those first offending can be stopped or restrained 
then in time a decrease will result in the number committed 
for drunkenness, and great good will come to the community ; 

: but there are many who have already started on this course 
to whom some thought should be given, and to whose 
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reformation some study should be directed. There is much 
in the thought of the Frenchman who said: “To reform a 
man you must begin with his grandmother”; but, allowing 
that to be true, our duty would then be to begin the refor- 
mation of the generations that will follow by working upon the 
present one. I have given this matter earnest thought my- 
self for several years, and I am unable, after such study, to 
indicate anything that I am certain will produce positive 
results. The unfavorable conditions of life which surround 
these men are the main causes which lead them to turn to 
some means by which they may forget for a time their sur- 
roundings, and no good results will come from any effort, 
unless it be a general one among the community to replace 
the opportunities that they have for relaxation with others 
more favorable to a better condition of mind among them. 
Those interested in the social question should endeavor to 
provide rational amusements for this class and better occupa- 
tion for their minds than is at present given. I have been 
much interested in the public lectures given in New York 
on Monday evenings, as being one way in which these people 
might be furnished with rational instruction and entertainment 
to replace, in a measure at least, the attraction of the bar-room 
and saloon to them. In every conservative way the com- 
munity should devote attention to the class from which these 
people come in order that they may be supplied amuse- 
ments, of good to themselves and the community, as a sub- 
stitute for those that lead them to wrong-doing. There must 
be more thought given to this matter if we are to stem the 
tide of intemperance and crime which proceeds from neglect 
of the social conditions of the class from which our prison 
population mainly comes. Every physical force proceeds 
along the line of least resistance, and that is also true of this 
social force ; the people will find their amusements and recre- 
ations where they find them easiest; if the bar-room-or saloon 
or dance hall is more convenient they will go there, to the 
hurt of themselves and the community, but if the concert or 
lecture is easier to reach, then it is there you will find them, 
to the benefit of all. Their surroundings must be bettered ; 
the slums, which breed moral nuisance, must be abolished, 
just as pestilent marshes, that breed noxious emanations, are 
drained and filled up. 


Alp FoR DisCHARGED PRISONERS. 


As a work that is productive of much good, that of the 
Agents for Discharged Prisoners stands high, and, setting

apart its beneficial moral influence, is one from which the 
city receives indirectly great benefit from the limited amount 
expended. A discharged prisoner, leaving our institutions 
with the very best intentions of doing good in the future, is 
under serious disadvantage, owing to his record and the de- 
rangement of his ordinary course of life by reason of con- 
finement. It thus becomes necessary that something should 
be done for him in the way of encouragement towards a bet- 
ter life and also to prevent him from becoming again a 
charge upon the community. This aid is distributed in dif- 
ferent ways, either by procuring the man work in the city, or 
by furnishing him tools for use in his trade, or in assisting 
him to reach his home when that is outside the city. Our 
agents for this work also are active in caring for the interests 
of those confined, in order that they may be in a better con- 
dition, financially, on their discharge from the institution. 
They act as mediators between the prisoner and his friends, 
they reclaim prisoners’ property from persons who otherwise 
might be careless of it, investigate requests for mitigation of 
sentences, and in every way show a sympathetic, kindly in- 
terest in all those applying to them, which cannot be but 
beneficial towards restoring the man released to his normal 
condition in society. 

The aid for discharged prisoners is only given to those 
recently discharged. Should we assist men at any time we 
would have a constantly increasing number of persons who, 
when in distress, would apply at this office as discharged 
prisoners. Aiding only the class referred to, we prevent 
this. The others we refer to the same authorities to whom 
other persons in need have to apply. 


LETTER BOXES. 


During the past year I have placed in the institutions 
letter boxes accessible to the inmates, for the reception of 
such communications as they may wish to make, and I have 
found them to be a useful adjunct to the proper maintenance 
of the discipline in the institutions. While the complaints 
received through them have not been of grave importance, 
yet there has been opportunity given for complaint, and this 
gave to all concerned a better feeling and assisted to main- 
tain order. These letter boxes are opened weekly, and all 
those desiring interviews with the Commissioner are given 
opportunity to state their cases and have full hearing of any 
injustice that they think may have been done them. While, 
as I have stated, no serious complaint has been made, it is a 
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satisfaction to an inmate to know that he can talk of his 
grievance, and that his complaint, even if he is told that it 
is childish or frivolous, has been heard and decided by some 
one not in daily association with him. ‘These letter boxes 
are an efficient safety valve for outlet of any disturbed state 
of discipline, and they assist much in the maintenance of 
good order in the prisons. 


WORK IN THE PRISONS. 


I have before expressed in my reports my non-approval of 
the work carried on in our prisons, more particularly of the 
clothing industry, which is maintained in our houses of cor- 
rection in this county. It is not at all suitable for the class 
of prisoners in our institutions, and my dissatisfaction with 
the work is intensified by reason of the short term of pris- 
oners that are now sentenced to the House of Correction at 
Deer Island. Many of them, sent for fines, serve only eight 
days, and, counting the day of arrival and discharge, and 
Sunday, five days only are left for these men to be em- 
ployed. Most of them are employed at hard, laborious 
work when outside the prison, and to place them at work on 
these machines is not remunerative to the institution or 
helpful towards the reformation of the inmates. They 
should not be employed at work suitable only for women. I 
should strongly favor the discontinuance of the clothing in- 
dustry in the houses of correction of this county. 


4 PENSIONS. 


I respectfully renew my recommendation of last year that 
legislative sanction be asked to pension officers in this de- 
partment. 


JUSTICES AND PROBATION OFFICERS. 


I desire to express my thanks to the justices of the courts 
for their uniform courtesy and kindness in the relations of 
this department with them. One of the most beneficial 
laws relating to the administration of this department is 
that which renders necessary the consent of a judge to the 
release of any person confined. It saves much pressure on 
the head of the department, and brings to the exercise of 
clemency the judgment of those who impose the sentences. 
And in this connection I desire to express my approval of 
the work of the probation office in co-operation with this 
department in relation to releases. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS OF BOARD OF VISITORS OF 1894. 


In 1894, under an order passed by the City. Council, on 
May 25, 18938, a Board of Visitors to Public Institutions 
were appointed to consider in what respect these institutions 
might be improved. This board made many suggestions, 
and it seems to be appropriate at this time to consider these 
recommendations and see how far they have been adopted. 
The recommendations for Deer Island were as follows : 


1. That Loafers’ Hall be abolished. 

2. ‘That men and women be entirely separated. 

3. That evening school and physical drill be introduced. 

4. That the discipline be very strict, such luxuries as 
tobacco and gifts of food being withheld. 

5. That a parlor be provided for officers. 

6. That fewer fines be imposed on persons unable to pay © 
them, and that longer sentences be given. 


I would respectfully report, in regard to the above recom- 
mendations that all of them, either in whole or in part, have 
been carried out, so far as it laid in the power of this admin- 
istration. Loafers’ Hall has been entirely abolished; men 
and women are separated as nearly as possible in an institu- 
tion of mixed sexes; physical drill was introduced, but was 
withdrawn as being inadvisable to be continued; gifts of 
tobacco have been withheld, and the parlor has been provided 
for officers. 

The recommendations for the South Boston House of Cor- 
rection were : 


1. That records of previous sentences and full histories 
be kept. 

2. That tobacco, if given at all, be used as a reward. 

3. That presents of food to prisoners be forbidden. 

4, That prisoners be kept at some kind of active employ- 
ment. 

5. That night schools and physical drill be introduced. 

6. That the prison be remodelled and rebuilt upon the 
present and adjoining site. 

7. That a system of grades be organized for all to whom 
the Master of the prison should find said system applicable. 

8. That indeterminate sentences be secured for all who 
now receive sentences of six months or more. 


I would respectfully say, in regard to the first recommen- 
dation, that that suggestion is being carried out; it cannot be 
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expected that histories, furnished by prisoners, will be at all 
accurate, and investigation has shown that they cannot be 
relied upon. ‘Tobacco is no longer furnished by the institu- 
tion. It has been considered inexpedient to enforce the third 
recommendation. ‘So far as possible the fourth recommenda- 
tion is carried out, but the restrictions regarding labor in the 
institutions are such as to prevent its full accomplishment. 
A day school instead of a night school and physical drill 
have been introduced, and are successful. The sixth recom- 
mendation has my entire sympathy, and will be carried out 
as soon as I can get an appropriation for the purpose. The 
seventh recommendation cannot be enforced until the prison 
is remodelled. ‘The eighth recommendation is one that lies 
outside the powers of this office. 


HovusE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 
Permits to be at Inberty. 


During the last year we have adopted a system of issuing 
permits to be at liberty to those released on probation from 
Deer Island, with the understanding with those to whom 
such permits were issued that they would be revoked if the 
conditions of the permits were violated. I am pleased to 
report that it has been necessary in but few instances to 
revoke these permits, and that the issuance of them to these 
people has been of benefit to the community, through a whole- 
some fear in the minds of those possessing them that they 
would be returned to serve the balance of their sentences if 
they were found in a violation of their conditions of release. 
The number of permits issued was 894, of which only 11 
were revoked. 


Hospital Extension. 


The addition to the Hospital of wards for patients afflicted 
with contagious diseases will assist the administration of 
that department materially. This extension is calculated to 
remove from contact with other inmates those ill from con- 
sumption, syphilis, or other communicable diseases. It will 
also contain isolation rooms for cases under observation. 
With this addition completed, the Hospital will have no 
superior in the prison service of the country. 


Wall. 


The government wall, for the protection of Deer Island, 
was seriously injured in the storm of November of 1898, and 
has remained in a damaged condition ever since, notwith- 
standing that I have called the attention of the United 
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States authorities to it. All that is necessary to be done is 
to replace the stones in the original condition, and some 
effort should be made to do this at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Fire Protection. 


During the year the Hospital has been equipped with a 
fire-alarm service, with alarm-boxes in every ward, and by 
the courtesy of the Firé Commissioner a fire engine has been 
placed on the island for use whenever needed. 


Catholic Mission. 


One of the great influences for good at this institution has 
been the Catholic mission, which was held again this year 
under the direction of Father Brennan, the Catholic chap- 
lain. <A fuller account of this mission will be given in his 
report, which is appended. 


Lighting of Women’s Building. 

The Women’s Building has been wired for electric light- 
ing, and in the early spring it will be connected with the 
power-house, and will be lighted by electricity, thus doing 
away with the unsafe and unsatisfactory lighting by oil, 
which has been in use there. 


House of Reformation Boys. 


At the request of the Trustees for Children, we received 
forty-seven of the House of Reformation boys and cared for 
them at this institution when the building was damaged by 
fire on Rainsford Island. The boys are kept apart from the 
prisoners, and are given school instruction and work in 
caning chairs and on the farm. It is with pleasure that I 
state that these boys are well-behaved and give no trouble 
from violation of discipline, and that punishments among 
them have been so infrequent as hardly to be noticed. 


Well at Deer Island. 


During the winter of 1898 and 1899, the siphon across 
Shirley Gut, supplying the institution at Deer Island with 
water, was seriously damaged, and the leak resulting there- 
from reduced our water supply at Deer Island to such an 
extent that we were obliged to run lines of fire-hose across 
the gut, in order to secure a meagre supply of water for 
necessary every-day use, but for several weeks there was 
danger, if a fire had occurred at the island, of our not having 
water pressure enough to successfully fight any such fire. 
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As no effort has ever been made to procure an independent 
supply of water, although it was recommended in 1858 by 
a Superintendent of that island in his report, it appeared to 
me that it would be advisable to ascertain what might be 
secured in that direction, and I therefore caused a well to be 
driven in the prison yard in order to determine what supply 
of water might be procured from that source. I am pleased 
to report that at a depth of 235 feet a large supply of water 
was found. A description of the well is as follows: Its 
total depth is 235 feet; 36 feet 3 inches were driven of 12- 
inch pipe, 186 feet 11 inches of 10-inch pipe, and 98 feet of 
the well is through solid slate rock. The well has been 
pumped to a capacity of 150 gallons a minute for a short 
period, but we have had no lengthy test of it as yet in order 
to ascertain whether this is a permanent supply or is one 
that can be used only as a temporary supply in case of emer- 
gency. This is a matter that can only be determined by 
continued pumping for a long time and many analyses of the 
water; but for the purpose only of a temporary supply the 
well is worth many more times its cost. For the present we 
shall use the water for flushing, and by extension of its use 
from time to time, determine whether we have found a sup- 
ply of water that would be suitable for the main uses of the 
institution,-or whether we shall hold this for use in case 
of an interruption of the present means of supplying the 
island. 


Hovusk OF CORRECTION, SOUTH BOSTON. 


Cells. 


The cell accommodations at this institution are decidedly 
improper and inadequate for the housing of human beings. 
The sizes of the cells are 7 feet by 3 feet 8 inches by 6 feet 9 
inches in the original prison, and 7 feet by 3 feet 6 inches by 
6 feet 64 inches in the addition. Improvements have not 
been made at this institution for many years, because of the 
agitation for its removal from its present location, but that 
movement should no longer be allowed to stand in the way of 
improvement at this institution. While the men are confined 
they should be kept properly, and the condition that prevails 
there now has been one censured by many visiting committees 
and by all having knowledge of the institution. Its present 
location should be changed, and buildings erected for the 
proper housing of the inmates, or the prison should be enlarged. 
This may be done by an extension of the west wing of the 
institution and the rearrangement of the cell blocks, so that 
‘sufficient room can be given to each inmate for his proper 
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accommodation. If its removal is decided upon it should be 
to some place where there can be attached to the institution 
a large farm, similar to that at Deer Island, which will fur- 
nish to the inmates out-door healthful occupation, and also, 
by the produce from such farm, decrease its cost of mainte- 
nance. 

School. 


The school for illiterate prisoners at South Boston has 
continued its good work, and has justified its establishment 
there. As will be seen from the statistics accompanying the 
reports many of the prisoners who come to our prisons are of 
foreign birth, and are unacquainted with our language, and 
this illiterate condition is sometimes responsible for their 
being in prison. ‘There is no more useful work that we can 
do towards the reformation of these men than to remedy the 
defects in their education. They will thus be enabled, on 
their release, to communicate freely with our people, and pro- 
cure work, from which they would be debarred if unable to 
speak our language. 


Reform of Women Inmates. 


A most encouraging work has been done at this institu- 
tion by the president of the Prison Reform League, Mrs. 
Florence Garrettson Spooner. Recognizing her earnest sym- 
pathy for female prisoners I appointed her, in the early part 
of 1898, to do such work as missionary among the female 
inmates of this institution as she might think proper, looking 
towards their reformation. I have been much pleased with 
the result of her work there. The most hardened women 
have softened under the beneficent influence with which she 
has surrounded them. No better measure of her work can be 
shown than in the decrease in the number of punishments 
among the class with which she has worked. In 1897 there 
were 93 women punished for infractions of discipline in this 
institution ; in 1898 but 51 were punished, and in 1899 but 
40. While it would be hardly proper to credit her with this 
large decrease wholly, yet I feel that in a large measure she 
should be given credit for it. This improvement is more 
noticeable because the same change has not been found at 
the Deer Island House of Correction. The number of 
women punished there during these years were as follows: 
In 1897,159; in 1898, 151, and in 1899, 164. In this 
work she has associated with her Miss Caroline Abbott 
Derby, and I hereby tender to both of these ladies my most 
earnest thanks for their kindly sympathetic work in this 
institutign. 
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I desire to express my thanks to Dr. E. E. Thorpe, who has 
rendered gratuitous services as oculist at the South Boston 
House of Correction. 


STEAMER “J. PUTNAM BRADLER.” 


The steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee,” under Captain Oliver 
Bowden, has performed its accustomed service with regularity 
and dispatch, and is in good condition. 

In conclusion, I desire to extend my thanks to my subor- 
dinates who have performed their duties satisfactorily and 
well, and to assure them of my great personal appreciation 
for their faithful service.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR DISCHARGED FEMALE 
PRISONERS.

Penal Institutions Commissioner of the City of Boston: 


DEAR Sir,— The annual report of the Agent for Dis- 
charged Female Prisoners of this department for the year 
ending February 1, 1900, is respectfully submitted : 

The report of one year’s work can scarcely be more than a 
repetition of that of previous years. 

The woman who has just completed a term of imprison- 
ment, needs sympathy and aid, for no matter how degrading 
she may be it has a tendency to encouragement, and even if 
she fails her intentions for the time are in most cases sincere. 

I find my weekly visits to Deer Island are a special benefit 
to some of these women, who are anxious to have work and 
homes secured for them upon obtaining their liberty. 

There is much in the work that is dark and disappointing, 
but sentiments like the following have been written me by 
some of the women: One young woman who was sentenced 
for six months but for whom a pardon had been obtained the 
same day, it being her first offence, was placed in a position 
out of town and writes me once a month, telling how keenly 
she appreciates the good that has been done for her, and the 
disgrace and evil that she feels she has been removed from. 
Also another case where a mother with her baby were sen- 
tenced for one year, for whom a pardon has been obtained, 
and a good home provided for both. And there are many 
similar cases which are an encouragement to help these poor 
unfortunates, who are without homes and means. 

Thirteen hundred and twelve women have been advised 
and assisted during the last year. Employment has been 
found for one hundred and twenty-four women. No employ- 
ment fees are given to applicants, but I accompany each indi- 
vidual to the employment office and pay for the same when 
they are provided with work. This part of the work is 
largely personal as there are a great many positions obtained 
without payment of any fees. 
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I take this opportunity in expressing my thanks to the 
Commissioner for the many kindnesses and words of en- 
couragement obtained from him, for which Iam indebted for 
much valuable assistance ; such as allowing me to redeem the 
furniture which has been in storage,and giving the discharged 
women means to re-establish their homes. 

_ Forty-two pardons have been obtained during the year, and 
with few exceptions most of them have proved worthy cases. 

I also desire to express my thanks to the probation officers, 
also the railroad employees for the attention which I have 
received during the year.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR DISCHARGED 
PRISONERS. 


Boston, Mass., February 1, 1900. 
EK. C. MARSHALL, Esq., 


Penal Institutions Commissioner, Boston, Mass. : 


DEAR Sir, — In tendering my annual report as Agent 
for Discharged Prisoners for the period from February 1, 
1899, to February 1, 1900, I respectfully submit a report of 
my doings, together with a few suggestions that I take the 
liberty of making, and trust the same will meet with your 
approbation. 

During the past twelve months I have visited the various 
institutions that come under your charge every week, and 
from observations and personal interviews with different 
prisoners, I find that: 


1. About 60 per cent. are from outlying districts and 
other towns and cities adjacent to Boston. 

2. Of this large number the main cause of their commnit- 
ment to our institutions was chiefly drunkenness; the facts 
after thorough investigation I find to be principally as 
follows: 


These persons come to Boston from nearby places, spend 
their money for drink, are arrested, and on their conviction 
and sentence in the courts here are without means to pay the 
fine imposed, and in this way become public charges and 
inmates of our public institutions. 

Most of these men are members of, and in a great many 
cases heads of, large families, and also the main support of 
such families, and during the year many of the wives, chil- 
dren and relatives of such have called at this office, seeking 
pardons for a husband, father, or brother, and I find upon in- 
vestigation that a large number of the families of these same 
prisoners are supported or are receiving aid in one way or 
another from the different charitable bodies in the commu- 
nity wherein they reside, while their people are in confine- 
ment. | 

After a careful and thorough investigation into a large 
majority of these cases, and on petition of the relatives of 
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such, I have recommended them to your notice for pardon on 
probation, and am pleased so say that fully 80 per cent. 
of the number so recommended have proved themselves 
worthy of your clemency and consideration. Another ob- 
servation which impresses me very favorably is the fact that 
-‘many of the prisoners are very anxious on the termination of 
their sentences to secure employment, and in a great many 
cases I have succeeded in finding positions for such as ap- 
plied. In this connection I am pleased to say that I have 
always found the employers of labor and the large commer- 
cial houses of Boston in general, men of charitable im- 
pulses, who by many kindnesses to me have given these men 
work when asked to do so, and have also, when men have 
shown the right disposition to help themselves, gladly sec- 
onded them in their efforts to become better citizens. I 
would also further state that I have furnished tools to 
mechanics, also clothes to a great many prisoners who have 
been furnished situations as above. In a number of cases I 
have furnished prisoners with transportation to their homes 
outside of Boston on their release from our institutions, 
they being without money or means, and in this way most 
of them, by returning at once, have found friends and em- 
ployment, and we were free from further expense or trouble 
regarding them. 

In some cases prisoners have been returned to England 
and other parts of Europe, but in all such cases the expense 
of their transportation has been borne by the different con- 
suls of the countries to which said prisoners belonged. 

Board and lodgings have been furnished quite a number 
of discharged prisoners for a few days after their release, 
and in many cases they have then been called for by relatives 
or friends and taken to their homes, thus relieving us from 
any further expense. The outlay thus incurred is I think 
fully repaid by the results, as the prisoner in most cases 
shows his appreciation of what we have done for him, and 
leaves us with courage to reform and a resolve to be a better 
man in the future. 

I have also succeeded in various ways in recovering back 
pay due prisoners at the time of their arrest; also merchan- 
~ dise, etc., belonging to them. 

In view of the experience of the past year I would re- 
spectfully call your attention to the subject of the Release 
of prisoners on probation. In my opinion the use of such 
probation or pardon, under certain conditions, has shown the 
very best results, as most of the prisoners so favored have 
shown by their subsequent conduct that they fully appre- 
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ciate the clemency granted them, and have proved the same 
by becoming better men and law-abiding citizens of the dif- 
_ ferent places in which they reside. 

In closing my report I would respectfully recommend that 
some arrangement be made with the Honorable Justices of 
the several courts, whereby a man sent to our institutions for 
the first time on the charge of drunkenness could, after a 
certain period of his sentence had expired, be released on 
probation, granting of course that said prisoner had shown 
signs of reformation. In that way I think a great many men 
who have become inmates of our institutions through drunk- 
enness, and after a short time in confinement, fully realizing 
their situation, and to such who have in no way been guilty 
of any crime other than drunkenness, clemency is a method 
that if used judiciously would, I think in the main, show 
good results and be the means of putting many a man on the 
road to a better, nobler and more useful life. 

I fully appreciate the many acts of kindness and considera- 
tion shown me by you the past year, and through you wish 
also to tender my thanks to the Honorable Justices and also 
to the probation officers of the various courts for their unfail- 
ing courtesy and attention.

There have been few notable changes in management or 
conditions; the much-talked-of new buildings do not mate- 
rialize, the same old-style cells remain; buildings in accord 
with modern ideas should be erected without delay. The 
broom industry, which was introduced last year, was sus- 
pended for the time being, the demand for the product from 
other institutions not equalling the supply. 

Stocking industry, for supplying other State and county 
institutions was introduced Jast March, employing some 
eighteen men, and promises well ; these are the only changes 
in industries. 

Yard exercise and calisthenic drill continues, as also the 
school for illiterates. Urgent repairs are made to keep the 
plant in fair working order; two old steam boilers have been 
replaced by new ones, some floors relaid and considerable 
jobbing done. ‘The garden and orchard gave fair yields ; 
15,327 pounds of pork slaughtered.

We have also received word (by Mrs. A. E. Wheatland) 
that the usual yearly donations (three barrels of books, mag- 
azines, etc.) from the Hospital Newspaper Society are on the 
way and may be expected soon, for which we wish to 
express our thanks in advance. During the past year we 
were supplied by the management with a supplement to our 
catalogue, the special appropriation for which we made men- 
tion in our last report. We have also received an additional 


a 
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number of Moody Gospel Publications (by Mrs. Spooner) 
which have been gratefully received. 

Three years ago we published a catalogue of the library 
and inaugurated our present system, which has been such a 
suecess. Books, however, will wear out even when most 
carefully perused and handled, in consequence of which 
many of the volumes have had to be laid aside or put in cir- 
culation as “shop books.” I would suggest, therefore, that 
instead of an additional supplement we should, within the 
course of the next twelve months, prepare to thoroughly re- 
construct our library and publish an entirely new catalogue. 

The Chaplain feels like enclosing his thanksgiving of last 
year within quotation marks, for he has the same heartfelt 
gratitude to express to the Commissioner, Assistant Com- 
missioner, Master, Deputy Master, Clerk, officers and matrons 
for co-operation and assistance in this department of his 
work. 

CHAPEL SERVICES. 


The services on Sunday have been as usual, and have been 
well attended. The Chaplain has been assisted as in former 
years by quite a number of clergymen and laymen, including 
the Bishop of Massachusetts, who preached in the chapel 
Thanksgiving day. Our organist and choir have done their 
usual work very acceptably, and gave us a happy surprise by 
inviting their musical friends to considerably augment their 
number for the Christmas service. 

In addition to the Sunday duty the Chaplain has had such 
other religious services as were called for during the week, 
reading the burial service over the unclaimed bodies of two 
inmates, and administering the sacrament whenever required. 
He has also visited the sick in the hospital, and interviewed 
prisoners prior to discharge, besides receiving many calls 
from inmates of the institution who have desired to see him 
with reference to either the library or religious department, 
or otherwise. 

Before closing this report, I desire to make mention of the 
Wednesday afternoon service which has been conducted by 
Mrs. Florence Spooner in the women’s department of this in- 
stitution so acceptably, and to express my personal thanks to 
our friend and co-laborer, the Rev. Matthew J. Flaherty, for 
all that he has done in furthering the general work of the 
religious department.

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TEACHER’S REPORT. 


SoutH Boston, January 31, 1900. 
Cou. JOHN C. WHITON, 


Master of the House of Correction: 


Str, —I herewith respectfully submit to you the third 
annual report of the school. 

To-day the school of the House of Correction, South Bos- 
ton, closes its third term. The school of this institution has 
been in existence just thirty-four months. Perhaps now at 
this time better than at any other, some idea may be given of 
the character of the undertaking. ‘To begin with, there was 
nothing novel or strange about the fact of opening a school 
in a place devoted to reform and correction. For years past, 
in the best equipped and leading institutions of reform and 
correction throughout the United States, schools have existed 
and have proved themselves to be necessary adjuncts of such 
establishments. In not a few instances these schools are the 
results of large and generous plans. Again, there was 
nothing extravagant or expensive about the undertaking. 
The school furnishings were meagre and no expense was 
allowed that was not absolutely necessary. A great many 
things such as books, desks, etc., were at hand and involved 
no expense at all. 


The gift of a school to the institution was in the nature of: 


a great act of charity and a blessing to a crowd of poor 
unfortunates. The inmates of the institution so regard it. 
Year after year hundreds of men were committed to this 
institution. Among these men were some who had received 
a fair education, others who had received only an indifferent 
education, and not a few who had received no education at 
all. Year after year these same men were discharged from 
the institution at the end of their term, just as well off or just 
as badly off as when they had entered —not one whit 
improved mentally. This was not because there was so 
much work to be done that the men could not spare the time. 
Indeed in most cases the very men who were most in need of 
schooling were the ones who had the most time on their 
hands. From this condition of affairs to the granting of a 
_ school to this institution the step was easy and natural. 

In the course of the past thirty-four months, that is from 
April the first, 1897, to the date of this report, 290 men have 
attended the school. Some men have had the advantage of 


aN 


aise a ‘~ 
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three months, others of six and not afew even of twelve 
months of instruction. Between the first of April, 1897, 
and the thirty-first of January, 1898, one hundred and twelve 
men entered the school. Between the first of February, 
1898, and the thirty-first of January, 1899, ninety-seven new 
pupils were admitted. Since February last eighty-one pupils 
were received. Twice during the present year a number of 
advanced scholars had to be excluded from the school in 
order to made room for others. This was necessary to avoid 
overcrowding. The average attendance during the year was 
about seventy pupils. 

Perhaps it may be of interest to give some idea of the 
previous education of the class of men who have entered the 
school. Well, of the two hundred and ninety men who have 
entered the school up to the present time just one hundred and 

; fifty-three claim that they had not been to a school of any 
shade or description previous to their entering this school. 
According to their own statement about thirty-nine of the 
remaining number had been to one school or another less than 
a year. In all some ninety-eight pupils had been to school a 
year or more sometime during their boyhood days. A much 
more accurate idea of the actual standing of the men at the 
time they entered the school of the institution may be had by 
a reference to the results of the entrance examinations. The 
entrance examinations show that one hundred and eighty- 
three men were asssigned tosection A. Section A is the most 
elementary grade in the school. Sixty-seven were assigned 
to section B and thirty-three to section C. Only seven men 
were found to have all the requirements necessary for section 
D, the most advanced section. 

Another unfortunate disadvantage under which most of 
these men labor is the fact that so many of them have no 
fixed means of earning a livelihood. Two hundred and 
twenty-two men said that they had no trade at all, and were 
dependent wholly upon odd jobs snatched here and there. 
Only sixty-eight men pretended to have a trade, and the 
greater part of these admitted that they were rated as second 
and third class workmen. 

From what has been said in the two preceding paragraphs 
naturally enough this question might be asked, ‘Can it be 
that these same men have been born and brought up here in 
Boston?” The answer is that they have not. One hundred 
and thirty-seven men came from different parts of Europe. 
Italy has the largest representation. Some forty-five Italians 
have been admitted to the school. ‘Ihe Italians were the 
most neglected class and were deficient in the most elemen- 
tary parts of an education. About fifty men came from 
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England, Ireland, Scotland, and British America. The rest 
of the foreigners came from Norway, Sweden; Denmark, 
West Indies, etc. Eighty-seven men were from various 
parts of the United States. The largest number of these 
came from the Southern States, especially North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, and Tennessee. The two hundred 
and twenty-six men who came from Europe and from differ- 
ent parts of the United States, had spent from one week to 
nine years in Massachusetts previous to their arrest. In all 
only sixty-four men were born in Massachusetts. A small 
percentage of the sixty-four were born in Boston. 

No change has been made in the school hours. The school 
is in session four hours a day, two hours in the morning, and 
two hours in the afternoon. The morning hours are from 9 
to 11 o’clock, the afternoon hours are from 2 to 4 o’clock. 
School is held six days of the week.

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It is apparent that the inmates of our institution are, in 
ability, and the wish to acquire a sound education, somewhat 
below the average. Their minds are not always, “‘ as wax to 
receive and marble to retain,” still the teacher is convinced 
that this educating of illiterates is a grand work and that 
there is not a man who has attended the school, but has been 
made the better therefor. Education with the inmates is en- 
tirely voluntary. Order, system, good manners, cleanliness, 
regard for the rights of others, and respect for and instan- 
taneous compliance with the orders of the teacher, industrial 


habit, and a manifestation of a desire for self-improvement, 


are indispensable agencies in the school work, and these ac- 
quirements must be secured by volition.

DEAR Sir, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of my work during the past year. 

There is every reason to believe that the religious instruc- 
tion has been helpful to inmates and others on the island 
interested. I average three services each Sunday, — at 
Rainsford Island in the morning, at Long Island in the fore- 
noon and at Deer Island in the afternoon. Funeral and 
baptismal rites have been administered when required, and 
due care given to the sick and dying. I hold an evening 
service once a week for the employees of each island. 

Miss Clara W. Baker, who presides at the organ at Long 
and Deer Islands, is ever prompt and attentive in her duties. 

The library is in demand, and affords much pleasure and 
information to the inmates. The number of books taken out. 
this year was not as large as last year, for the reason of 
there not being so many inmates. 

I continue hopeful in my work, believing reform to be on 
the increase, and the religious teaching and morals to be 
fruitful of good. ‘Thus, with renewed purpose, I enter the 
new year, acknowledging your kindly assistance in my work.

I have the honor to submit the following report of my 


work as Chaplain to the Catholic inmates of House of Cor- 
rection. 
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_ The results of the past year’s labors give promise of lasting 
good for many who have taken the first step toward leading 
a better life. As vice and crime are usually a consequence of 
the neglect of religious duties, so a return to the practice of 
those duties is an earnest of a true and solid conversion. 

Foremost among the means employed for this purpose was 
a Mission, or series of religious -instructions and devotions, 
held during Lent. The results were most encouraging. 
Nearly seven hundred men and women received the Sacra- 
ments at this time. Many also took the Total Abstinence 
Pledge for one or more years. This pledge, under the sys- 
tem inaugurated by Mr. Commissioner Marshall, has proved 
most efficacious in reclaiming many from the bier of intem- 
perance, as shown by its practical results. 

Services are held every Sunday and on alternate Mon- 
days at an early hour, to enable those who wish, to receive the- 
Sacraments. More than five hundred men and women have 
availed themselves of this opportunity during the year. 

In the Hospital seventy-eight were prepared for death, of 
whom twenty-two died. 

The Sacrament of Baptism was given to five children. 

I desire to express my grateful appreciation of the encour- 
agement and help given to me by the Commissioner, and to 
thank the Master, Deputy Master and Resident Physician 
for their uniform courtesy and kindness.

Hon. THomas N. Hart, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


In accordance with the requirements of chapter 3, section 
24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, and the order of the 
City Council of January 18, 1900, I herewith respectfully 
submit a complete report of the business and doings of the 
Printing Department of the city of Boston for the financial 
year beginning on February 1, 1899, and ending January 31, 
1900. 


During the past year the office and working quarters of this 
department have been removed from 611 Washington street 
to 152 Purchase street, owing to the lease of the old premises 
having expired on December 31, 1899, and their inclusion 
as a portion of agreat department store. ‘The rent of the old 
premises was $3,500 — the printing plant furnishing its own 
heat and power. ‘The rent of the present quarters is $4,100 
per annum, with heat and power furnished by the lessor, and 
contains about 14,000 square feet of floor space. It is very 
commodious, and has been thoroughly fitted for the business of 
the department. In point of convenience and efficient equip- 
ment for the work required by the city of Boston this office 
is the equal of any printing establishment in the city or State. 
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The lease of the new quarters runs for six years, beginning 
January 1, 1900, and it expires on December 31, 1905. 

The total expense of removing from the old quarters to the 
new, including alterations, additions, fittings and repairs, 
amounted to $5,313.43. (See page 29 of this report.) 

The total business of the department as charged to the 
various city departments for the year amounted to $141,- 
826.97. The price charged to the respective departments is 
the rate as fixed by the old contract system price, when a 
private concern did the work; it seems to be the only practi- 
cal criterion that I can personally follow, for.reasons that I 
will presently refer to. The total expense of operating the 
department during the year was $135,307.46, of which 
amount $81,037.90 was paid out on account of the pay-roll. 
By deducting 10 per cent. ($4,391.54) from the value of the 
plant, on account of depreciation during the year, the result 
shows that the city has gained $2,127.97, as against the old 
contract system. ‘This apparent gain would have been ma- 
terially increased had it not been for the large expense 
incurred by the change of quarters. 

In my last year’s report I took the liberty of recommend- 
ing to the Executive that the rates at which some of the 
charges were made to the city departments be revised to 
correspond more closely with the conditions and rates of the 
printing business generally at that time. My recommenda- 
tion was based upon the report made to His Honor the 
Mayor last year by the committee of experts who had exam- 
ined the accounts, finances and operations of the department 
for the year ending January 31,1899. Three out of the 
four members of that committee were well-known members 
of the Master Printers’ Association, and therefore thoroughly 
familiar with the subject-matter of their investigation. . In 
their report, which was printed and published in the appendix 
to my report, speaking in reference to the rates charged by 
this office, they said: 

“ All charges for work done during the past year have 
been made on the basis of the old contract in force at the 
time the work was taken over by the printing plant, and, 
while this basis was high at that time, it is more nearly cor- 
rect when all the larger printing establishments in Boston 
are on a nine-hour basis, which materially increases the cost 
of production. It is presumed that had the work continued 
under contract there would have been a provision for a ma- 
terial increase in price in the event of the adoption of nine 
hours.” 

Now, since last year’s report was prepared a new condition 
has arisen which especially affects this department in regard 
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to fixing a rate of charge. Under the permissive act of the 
State Legislature which allowed the voters of cities to say 
by their votes whether they would adopt an eight-hour work 
day or not in the public employment, the city of Boston de- 
clared for eight hours. Beginning with the fourteenth of 
last December this department has been running on the eight- 
hour basis. Our working week now is forty-eight hours, 
while up to the fourteenth of last December it was fifty-four 
hours, except for some months in the summer season. None 
of the private printing establishments have less than a nine- 
hour work-day. This difference in working time will un- 
doubtedly make a material difference in the product of an 
establishment such as the printing plant — more of a differ- 
ence, in my judgment, than it would make in the field of 
what is generally termed unskilled labor. Roughly estimated, 
the difference in production will be about eleven per cent. 
Not quite seven weeks of the past year’s work of the depart- 
ment were on the eight-hour basis. But suppose the whole 
year had been on that basis, then the additional help required 
to do the work which had been accomplished on the nine- 
hour basis would cost the city about $9,000 more, or a round 
total of $90,000, instead of what it now is, $81,000. 

In view, therefore, of this condition of things, I recom- 
mend that a committee of experts be appointed who, taking 
into consideration all the circumstances of the situation, can 
report a fair rate to be charged to the different departments, 
assuming that the present rate requires revision, and provid- 
ing the present system of making such charges is to be 
continued. On this last point I will candidly say that in 
my judgment an appropriation should be made for this de- 
partment on the same footing as it is for the other depart- 
ments of the city. Let me say further that I am of the 
opinion that the printing plant working on the eight-hour 
basis can compete favorably in quality, quantity and cheap- 
ness of service to the public with any private printing con- 
cern working nine hours a day under the rules of the Typo- 
graphical Union. 

My opinion on this matter is founded on a fairly good 
reason. That is that the owners of the City Printing Office 
are not engaged in business for individual profits to be de- 
rived from the enterprise; they are doing business for them- 
selves at cost price, while private concerns generally manage 
to make a profit of at least ten or fifteen per cent. I speak 
from my personal experience as the public agent who has 
had the direction of the City Printing Office since its incep- 
tion, three years ago. 
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The department has demonstrated that it has rendered the 
public at least as good service as the old contract system, and 
at a lower cost. The saving to the people during the first 
‘twenty-three months, as shown by the last two annual reports, 
and certified to by the experts, was $18,390.88. The past 
year’s business would make as good a showing were it not 
for the large exceptional expense necessitated by moving. 
There is no good reason — save the shortening of our work 
ing week by six hours over the working week of private con- 
cerns — why as great a measure of gain should not continue. 
It will be to me, personally, an interesting study to watch the 
results accomplished by this office on an eight-hour basis, 
working under Union rules, as compared with private print- 
ing offices, provided we can get, in the way I have suggested, 
or by some other means, a standard of prices by which to 
judge the results. 

Of one thing I am quite certain. I am confident that the 
regular staff of the employees of this department stand in the 
front rank of their business in point of intelligence and com- 
petence, and their fidelity to the city has been exemplified by 
most faithful service. ‘They have received fair wages and 
kind treatment; they have enjoyed the security of their 
places according to their efficiency, and the recently estab- 
lished short work day in the department has added a new 
incentive to their zeal in the public service. They are repay- 
ing it all by sterling loyalty and efficient work. This office 
has secured some of the best people that can be obtained in 
the city or State. The result of their labor, shown by this: 
report, is an indication of their efficiency.

Dear Str,—In compliance with the ordinance relating 
to the Public Buildings Department I have the honor to 
submit the following, which is the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings: 

The public buildings in charge of this department com- 
prise the buildings in use for city offices, market purposes, 
halls for public meetings and county buildings ; also, hired 
buildings, or parts of same, for city offices, county courts, 
ward-rooms and armories. 

The repairs on buildings of the Police, Fire, School and 
Street Departments were formerly done by this department ; 
but for the last three or four years appropriations have been 
granted to the departments themselves, and therefore they 
have done their own repairs. 

The following hired buildings, or parts of same, are hired 
for city offices: Estates numbered 37-62-64 Pemberton 
square, 994 Washington street, Tremont Building and 
building at Mattapan. 
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For Armory purposes: No. 87 Tremont street, Congress 
Hall, Charlestown; No. 7 Green street, Bacon Hail, and No. 
130 Columbus avenue. 

For ward room purposes: Spellman, Gray’s and Win- 
throp halls, Dudley street Opera House, Tomfohrde and 
Minton halls. 

For County secrete: Rooms in Tremont Building, for 
Court of Registration. 

The amount expended for rents and taxes for the above 
buildings and rooms is $21,436.44. 

The public buildings occupy 301,279 square feet of land. 

The Court House and County Jail are used for county 
purposes alone. 

The Municipal District Courts number seven, and occupy 
rooms in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The county buildings cover 232,165 square feet of land.

DEAR SriR,—I present herewith the second annual 
report of the Repairs Division for the year ending January 
ol, L900. 

The division has continued the same policy as last year of 
working on aten per cent. basis, and in many cases have 
given estimates for work, and taken our chances with outside 
contractors. In nearly every case our bid was the lowest, and 
secured the work. ‘The class of work we have given has 
been of the best kind, and we have been commended on sev- 
~ eral occasions by heads of departments for the manner in 
which we have done the work. 

Among the principal jobs done by the division during the 
year are the following: 

Extensive alterations at the House of Reformation, Rains- 
ford Island; plumbing of Faneuil Hall; plumbing and heat- 
ing of Convenience Station on Boston Common; alteration 
of Mayor’s office; building of plan cases for Engineering 
Department; fitting up all the ward-rooms for Board of 
Election Commissioners, together with lining of Iron Booths 
for Polling places; fitting up gymnasium for Bath Depart- 
ment; repairs in several Fire Houses throughout the city ; 
building of steam conduit for City Hospital; alterations at 
Austin and Pierce Farms; painting of all the Ferry-boats ; 
alterations and new plumbing at Charlestown Almshouse ; 
plumbing for new Power House at Long Island, and building 
of counters for Sewer Department. 

We have found during the year that the departments 
have looked more favorably on the division than formerly, 
which was due, no doubt, to the fact that we had done our 
best to give them the very best work at the lowest possible 
price. The departments also discovered that there were 
many advantages gained by having the Repairs Division do 
their work, especially in contract work, as this division was 
always ready to make any changes desired, without in any 
way taking adv antage of the contract, as would naturally be 
done by an outside contractor.

The division is to-day in first class condition, having a 
force of mechanics as good as can be found in the city, and 
able to command the highest wages. 

Our profit for the year, while not so large as last year, 
shows that it has been a saving to the city, and fully demon- 
strates the fact that this division, if enlarged and properly 
managed, would save the city many thousands of dollars per 
year.

Whitmore, City Registrar, which occurred at his residence in 
this city on June 14 last. 

Mr. Whitmore was a member of the Common Council in 
the years 1875, ’79, °80, 81, °82, ’88, *86, ’87, serving as 
President in 1879. 

In 1876 Mr. Whitmore and William 8. Appleton, Esq., 
were appointed Record Commissioners, with Mr. Whitmore 
as Chairman. In 1892, when he was appointed City Regis- 
trar, the work was transferred to this department. Under his 
supervision twenty-eight volumes of early town records have 
been printed. 

His official connection with the city government tius 
covered over a quarter of a century. 

In his death the city lost an official of the highest char- 
acter and of marked ability, and the department lost a con- 
siderate and just chief.

APPENDIX B. 


CHAPTER 387 OF THE ACTS OF 1899. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE SOLEMNIZATION OF MARRIAGES. 


Be it enacted, etc, as follows: 


SECTION 1. No justice of the peace shall solemnize a 
marriage in this Commonwealth unless he also holds one of 
the following offices: City or town clerk or assistant city or 
town clerk; city registrar or assistant city registrar; clerk 
of a court or assistant clerk of a court; or unless he shall 
have been especially designated by the Governor as herein- 
after provided. 

Sect. 2. The Governor may, at his discretion, designate 
justices of the peace who may solemnize marriages in the city 
or town in which they severally reside. ‘The number so 
designated shall not exceed one to every five thousand 
inhabitants of the city or town; provided, however, that one 
such justice may be designated in each town. Such designa- 
tion may be revoked by the Governor at any time for cause. 

Sect. 3. Each justice of the peace designated as provided 
in section two shall receive a certificate of such designation, 
for which he shall pay to the secretary of the Commonwealth 
a fee of five dollars; and he shall not solemnize a marriage 
until he has received such certificate and qualified there- 
under. 

Sect. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth | shall 
annually in January send to the several city and town clerks 
and city registrars a list of all justices of the peace desig- 
nated under this act, with the dates of termination of such 
designations. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
July in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine.

Section 1 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides that 
the sealer of weights and measures shall annually give pub- 
lic notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in one or 
more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the sealer of weights and 
measures no fee shall be charged for such services.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publish- 
ing the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this 
office their scales, weights and measures, to be tested and 
sealed. 

Section 2 of chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended by 
section 2 of chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides that 
at any time after said notice the said sealer of weights and 
measures shall go to the houses, stores and shops of persons 
mentioned in the foregoing section, who have neglected to 
comply with the notice given thereunder, and having entered 
the same, with the assent of the occupants, shall adjust and 
seal their scales, weights and measures, and shall be entitled 
to receive for said service the compensation set forth in 
chapter 51, section 14, of the General Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights and measures were in use; and 
having informed the owners thereof that it was optional with 
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them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this office 
or at their places of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent to test and seal the same.

The decrease in the earnings of this department is due solely 
to the increased demand for the inspection of milk and cream 
jars. The number of jars tested has increased from 111,206 
for the year 1898, to 800,100 for the year 1899; 15,000 being 
condemned as small. 

For nearly four months the entire force of the office was 
engaged continuously in this particular work. If a fee were 
collected for testing and sealing these jars, on the same basis 
as that charged for work done outside the office, the revenue 
derived from sealing the same would amount to $9,000.

Str, — In comphance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances, we have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of this department for the year ending 
January 31, 1900. 

There have been no radical changes in the policy or work 
of this department during the year. On June 12, 1899, the 
Board of Aldermen confirmed Mayor Quincy’s appointment 
of Mr. Gordon Abbott, to serve as Statistics Trustee for the 
five years ending April 30, 1904, succeeding Mr. Sumner 
B. Pearmain who, declined re-appointment on the expiration 
of his term of service April 30, 1899. 

Our office force consists as it did at the time of our last 
report, of a secretary, chief clerk, editorial clerk, special 
clerk, stenographer and office boy. ‘The present stenographer 
was appointed in May, under the civil service rules, to fill a 
vacancy caused by the resignation of the former incumbent, 
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who had secured a better paid post in the service of the 
United States government. 

Mr. John Koren was attached to this department as 
special statistical expert for the three months ending March 
31, 1899, during which time he made a special study in this 
department of the statistical material relating to the depend- 
ent and delinquent classes under the charge of the Pauper 
Trustees, the Children’s Trustees, the Trustees for the 
Insane, the Penal Commissioner, and the Overseers of the 
Poor. 

In June Mr. Koren was appointed Chief of the Statistical 
Division of the Institutions Registration Department. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS No. 8. 


Number 8 of our series of Special Publications was issued 
during the year. In form it is a consolidation of Special 
Publications No. 1 and No. 2, the tables in those numbers 
having been brought down for another year so as to afford a 
complete review of the ordinary receipts and expenditures of 
the city for each of the five fiscal years 1893-94 to 1897-98, 
inclusive. The tables are arranged as follows: (A) Sum- 
mary Tables; (B) Detail Tables — Ordinary Revenue; (C) 
Detail Tables — Ordinary Expenditures. 

The Summary Tables include (1) a general financial 
statement for each of the fiscal years 1898-97, showing the 
total receipts and expenditures of the city with sub-totals 
under the following heads (a) Ordinary, (b) Extraordinary, 
(c) Trust Funds, (d) Book-keeping Items. 

(2.) A summary of Ordinary Receipts and Expenditures, 
in the form of a balance sheet, to show the amount of ordi- 
nary revenue used for extraordinary purposes, and vice 
versa. In these tables the receipts and expenditures of the 
Water Department are separately stated in order to facilitate 
comparisons in which those figures should be excluded. 

(3.) <A series of tables entitled “ Analysis of Ordinary 
Revenue,” which present a statement of the annual income 
of the city excluding the receipts of the Water Works, by 
classes of revenue, e.g., Taxes, Licenses, Special Assess- 
ments, Rents, etc. 

(4.) A series of tables headed “ Analysis by Depart- 
ments of Expenditure for Ordinary Purposes,’ which show 
(a) the amount of funds available for the current expenses 
of each department; (b) the actual expenditures of the 
several departments for ordinary purposes; and (c) the sur- 
plus or deficit at the end of the year. 
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The summarized statements under A (3) and A (4) are 
set forth in detail for each department by kinds of expendi- 
ture in (B) Detail Tables — Ordinary Revenue and (C) 
Detail Tables — Ordinary Expenditure, respectively. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS No. 4. 


Special Publications No. 4, containing a review of the 
Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue for the five 
years ending January 31, 1899, is now in the hands of the 
printer, and nearly ready for issue. In effect it is a reprint 
of Special Publications No. 3, excepting that the figures for 
1893-94 have been omitted, and those for 1898—99 have been 
added. It is our intention to publish annually similar five- 
years’ tables. 


EXTRAORDINARY INCOME AND EXPENSES. 


We recognize the importance and value of the information. 
which would be afforded by a comprehensive, comparative 
statement of the extraordinary receipts and expenditures of 
the city for a term of years. As stated in our last report we 
have undertaken the preparation of such a statement to show 
the extraordinary income of the city from the sale of bonds, 
from the sale of its real estate and other assets, and from 
sundry items incidental to the carrying on of such undertak- 
ings as are provided for by loans; and on the side of expend- 
itures to show not only those for permanent improvements 
which are provided for by loan, but also such as are provided 
for out of taxes, under the head of Special Appropriations, 
and outside of the ordinary work of the departments. 

Our scheme for the Analysis of Expenditures for Extraor- 
dinary purposes, by years, for the five years ending January 
31, 1898, embraces the following heads: 

I. City Buildings: II. County Buildings: III. Police 
Department: IV. Fire Department: V. Institutions: VI. 
Parks and Public Grounds: VII. Streets, Sewers, Bridges 
and Ferries: VIII. Rapid Transit: IX. Library: X. 
Schools: XI. Statues and Monuments: XII. Miscella- 
neous: XIII. Water. 

Despite the unexpected amount of labor involved in trac- 
ing expenditures from loans, etc., under these heads, the 
work has been practically completed, with the important 
exceptions of sewers, and we have in hand several hundred 
pages of manuscript nearly ready for the printer. The diff- 
culties attendant upon ascertaining the amounts spent on 
the paving improvements of upwards of three hundred indi- 
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vidual streets have been surmounted. It remains to determine 
the cost of sewer construction during the same period in a 
large number of streets. We have already compiled from 
the accounts of the Sewer Division a table showing the cost 
of sewer construction under chapter 402, Acts of 1892, and 
the proportion of cost assessed upon abutters; but a very 
considerable amount of work remains to be done in deter- 
mining the detailed expenditure by streets for construction 
under other acts of the Legislature and from special appropri- 
ations of the City Council. 


MontHoLyY BULLETIN. 


In our preceding reports we referred to the desirability of 
publishing a monthly bulletin containing, in statistical form, 
the most recent information regarding the affairs of the city. 
Last July we began the publication of sucha bulletin bearing 
the title of “ City of Boston, Monthly Bulletin of the Statis- 
tics Department.” The bulletin bears the date of the last 
preceding month for which complete returns are available. 
Owing to circumstances beyond our control it has ap- 
peared at irregular intervals. The first issue was dated 
May, 1899, and contained statistical reports by months 
from January to May, inclusive. The regular monthly 
tables thus far included in the Bulletin give statistics 
with regard to meteorological conditions; mortality and 
causes of death; number of burial permits issued ; interments 
in cemeteries owned by the city, number of cremations ; 
movement of population in city institutions; number of im- 
migrants ; number of fires and alarms; number of cattle in- 
spected ; number:of houses ordered vacated or demolished ; 
number of samples of milk, vinegar, butter and cheese in- 
spected ; number of volumes in the public library ; number 
of arrests ; number of pupils in the public schools ; number of 
baths’ taken at the public bath-houses; number of transfers 
of real estate and of mortgages; commercial statistics ; flour 
supply statistics; number of visitors to the Fine Arts 
Museum, ete. 

In addition to the regular tables there is published in 
almost every number of the Bulletin an appendix which is in 
the nature of ashort special study on some subject of general 
interest. 

The following is a descriptive list of the principal special 
studies alluded to: 

Bulletin No. 1-5, May.—(1) This was a special study 
undertaken at the request of the Cambridge Bridge Commis- 
sion, who were considering the advisability of building a new 
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bridge across the Charles river without a draw. ‘The results 
were presented to the Board of Engineers of the War De- 
partment appointed to consider the petition of the Commis- 
sioners for leave to construct a drawless bridge from Cambridge 
street in Boston to Main street in Cambridge. The investi- 
gation showed that large traffic is carried on water courses 
spanned by numerous drawless bridges. The data collected 
relates to the cities of Berlin, London and Paris. 

(2) Statistics Relating to Massachusetts Cities. — This 
table gives the population, assessed valuation, tax-rate, and 
indebtedness of the thirty-two cities of Massachusetts. It 
appears that the City of Boston, in which municipal functions 
have been more fully developed than in other cities of the 
State, is forced to subsist on a tax-rate ($13.60) lower than 
that of any other city, and lower than the average tax-rate 
in the State. The frequency with which cities apply to the 
legislature for leave to issue bonds outside the debt limit has 
brought about the curious anomaly that in many cases the 
debt outside the hmit exceeds that within the lhmit. 

A comparison of the cities with the towns of the State 
shows that the cities, containing 65 percent. of the total 
population, possess 74 per cent. of the total assessed valua- 
tion. The average tax-rate in the cities is $17.22; in both 
cities and towns, $15.30. The cities bear 87 per cent. of the 
cross and 84 per cent. of the net debt. The per cent. of net 
debt to valuation is, for the cities, 4.91; for both cities and 
towns, 4.39. The net debt per capita for the cities is $57.28 ; 
for both cities and towns, $45.44. 

Bulletin No. 6, June. The Debt of Boston, 18S7S—1S898,.— 
A series of six tables treats of the funded debt of the City of 
Boston from 1878 to 1898. The first of these tables shows 
the total indebtedness of the City of Boston and the County 
of Suffolk; the next four analyze this debt in detail under 
the heads of City Debt, County Debt, Cochituate Water 
Debt and Mystic Water Debt, respectively; the sixth table 
shows the date of maturity of each class of the debt outstand- 
ing January 31,1899. The table giving the debt by years 
shows three classes of facts. First, the annual charge neces- 
sary to carry the debt, showing separately the amount paid 
year by year to the sinking-funds, and the annual payments 
of interest. Second, the yearly movement of the debt, show- 
ing the amount of debt created, amount of debt paid, and the 
resultant net increase or decrease. ‘Third, the status of the 
debt at the end of each fiscal year, showing the gross funded 
debt outstanding, the total resources of the sinking-funds, 
and the gross debt less the sinking-funds. 
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Bulletin No. 7, July. Valuation Statistics, 1898.— The 
number of square feet of land taxed, the assessed valuation 
of this land and the assessed valuation per square foot are 
given for each ward and for the city. The analysis goes so 
far as to give the amount, valuation, and valuation per square 
foot of the occupied land as opposed to vacant land and of 
the vacant land under the two headings of vacant upland and 
marsh and flats. Of the total amount of land taxed 64 per 
cent. is classed as vacant land and only 86 per cent. as occu- 
pied land. The number of buildings taxed is given by the 
wards under the heads of hotels, family hotels, ordinary dwell- 
ings, stores, and miscellaneous buildings ; the number and 

value of the vacant dwellings and of houses in process of 
construction follow. 

In Bulletin No. 8 an additional table gives by wards the 
number of buildings taxed, the total valuation and the aver- 
age assessed valuation of the buildings. 

Bulletin No. 8, August. Real Estate Exempted fiom Taz- 
ation. — Bulletin No. 8 contains an analysis of the exempt 
property, giving the same facts by wards for the property of 
(1) the United States of America; (2) the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts ; (8) the City of Boston; (4) of churches ; 
(5) of charitable, benevolent, literary and scientific institu- 
tions; and (6) miscellaneous property. Another series of 
tables analyzes by wards the property of the City of Boston, 
under the heads of cemeteries, city buildings, county build- 
ines, ferries, Fire Department buildings, Police Department 
buildings, parks and public grounds, publc institutions, 
schools, Water Department property, and miscellaneous land 
and buildings. The total amount of real estate exempt froin 
taxation amounts to $164,126,900, or over 15 per cent. of 
the real estate assessed by the assessors; the exempt real 
estate of the City of Boston alone amounts to over 9 per cent. 
of the total assessment. 

Bulletin No. 9, September. Fire and Police Statistics of 
Principal American Cities.— This appendix consists of a 
short abstract from an article published in the Bulletin of 
the Department of Labor, No. 24, Washington, D.C., Sep- 
tember, 1899. It presents in tabular form the leading facts 
with regard to fire and police protection of the ten largest 
cities in the United States. 

Bulletin No. 10, October.— The Appendix contains a table 
entitled “ Political Condition, by Sex, in 1895,”— reprinted 
from “ Census of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 1895. 
Population and Social Statistics. Part 3, Vol. I’ The 
table shows, by wards and for the city, the number (and per 
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cent.) of voters, not voters, aliens, ratable polls, and persons 
of no political condition included in the male population of 
Boston who were 20 years of age and over at the time of the 
census of 1895, and also the number of both sexes and all 
ages by wards grouped under the heads of voters, not voters, 
etc. 

MUNICIPAL REGISTER. 


By direction of the Mayor and in accordance with the 
practice of last year the work of compiling the material for 
the Municipal Register for 1899, and seeing it through the 
press was intrusted to this department. The Register for 
1899, which numbers 275 pages, contains sixty-one pages 
less than the Register for 1898. The make-up of the vol- 
ume has been changed in order (1) to bring the related 
lists of former officials and members of the City Government 
more closely together, and (2) to group the statistical tables 
consecutively under the heads of: Topographical Statistics, 
Population Statistics, Financial Statistics, and Election Sta- 
tistics. 

The tables relating to debt, interest, and sinking-funds were 
rearranged under the general heads of (1) Debt of All Kinds, 
(2) City Debt, (8) Cochituate Water Debt, (4) Mystic Water 
Debt, and (5) County Debt, so as to show the amount paid 
to sinking-funds, the amount paid for interest, the amount of 
debt created, the amount of debt paid, the net increase of 
debt, the gross debt at the end of the year, and gross debt 
less sinking funds for each of the years 1878-1898. The 
assessors’ statistics for 1898 are presented in a new form in 
order to show (1) the amount in square feet; (2) assessed 
valuation, and (3) assessed valuation per square foot of oc- 
cupied and of vacant land in the several wards of the city. 

The election statistics have been condensed in certain re- 
spects and expanded in others, e.g., separate columns show- 
ing the proportion (per cent.) of actual voters to registered 
voters have been introduced into tables relating to the elec- 
tions for President, Governor, and Mayor, and the vote for 
School Committee on the part of women voters. 


City RECORD. 


We have published the City Record weekly throughout 
the year. We have adhered to our purpose to make it an 
official gazette. No attempt has been made to make a news- 
paper or an organ of opinion. Accordingly it contains tran- 
scripts of the official communications of the Mayor to the 
City Council and heads of departments, and of the enact- 
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ments of the City Council and the School Committee ; ab- 
stracts of the records of the meetings of the principal execu- 
tive boards ; departmental communications and abstracts of 
departmental reports ; advertisements of proposals on public 
work, etc., and reports of the canvass of bids and the award 
of contracts for certain classes of city work, and information 
regarding the action of the Legislature and Courts on mat- 
ters relating to Boston. It also contains a considerable 
amount of statistical information relating to municipal affairs. 
An index of its contents is published every quarter. 

The plan of establishing the City Record did not originate 
with this department, and it has never been supposed that it 
would draw a large list of subscribers! We have reduced 
the cost of publishing it below the original estimate, but we 
see no prospect of largely increasing its circulation or of 
rendering it self-supporting as a gazette under present con- 
ditions. If it were feasible to print all city advertisements 
and to issue promptly verbatim reports of the meetings of 
the Board of Aldermen, the Common Council, and the School 
Committee, it might be made more than self-supporting. To 
issue a semi-weekly gazette, however, as is done by some 
cities, e.g., Vienna, would entail work of a kind that is hardly 
consonant with the distinctive aims of a statistics depart- 
ment as we conceive them. 

When the City Record was projected, the Superintendent 
of Printing estimated the cost of publication at $8,000 for 52 
numbers of eight pages each. Volume I. numbered 736 
pages, or 14 pages per number on the average. Volume II. 
contains 816 pages, or nearly sixteen pages per number. 
The total cost of Volume I. amounted to $7,952, and that of 
Volume II. (including 80 additional pages) to $7,405, show- 
ing a decrease of $547 in favor of the latter. The number 
of paid subscriptions has slightly increased over 1898: but 
the receipts from advertisements and sales have diminished 
from $2,351 to $1,706. We are of the opinion that the 
amount of outstanding bills for advertisements at the end of 
the year is greater than is necessary, and could be sensibly 
diminished if an arrangement could be made whereby this 
department might collect such bills in advance, in accord- 
ance with the usual custom of newspapers.

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In addition to the foregoing work the department has been 
asked to furnish information on special subjects to the 
Mayor or the heads of departments. Mention should also be 
made of the increasing number of inquiries addressed to this 
department by students and citizens of Boston, as well as by 
municipal officials and others in various parts of the world. 

The distribution of the public documents of the city among 
individual libraries, and to the executive departments of 
other cities, and the securing of municipal and governmental 
reports and publications in return, continues to form a con- 
siderable and important part of our work. 

Since May 1, 1897, the date of the establishment of this 
department, our library has increased, mainly through gift 
or exchange, from nothing to 2,749 volumes, of which 1,082 
are bound and 1,667 are unbound. Our collection of books 
and pamphlets relating distinctively to municipal affairs, not 
including 989 which relate to Boston, numbers 904. 

During the year 387 persons or institutions have received 
regularly one or more of our publications (exclusive of their 
regular distribution among the departments of the city) ; 
there are included in the foregoing statement 94 cities and 
34 statistical offices. Thanks to the facilities afforded us 
by the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, our exchange 
of documents and publications with foreign cities, etc., has 
been effected with a minimum of expense and trouble. We 
have forwarded to our correspondents, through the Smith- 
sonian Institution, 331 packages.

Str, —In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year 1899 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department during the past year has been 
carried on under the same organization that was effected 
when the consolidated department was created in 1891 and 
as amended in 1895, the several divisions of the department 
being as follows: 


Central Office. 

Boston and Cambridge 
Bridges. 

Bridge Division. 

Ferry Division. 


Paving Division. 
Sanitary Division. 

Sewer Division. 
Street-Cleaning Division. 
Street-Watering Division. 


Each of the above divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 

The Boston and Cambridge Bridges are managed by two 
commissioners, the Superintendent of Streets being the 
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commissioner for the city of Boston, the other commissioner 
being appointed by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge. 
More extensive study than is given under this réswmé of 
the year’s work, with detail of figures and expenditure, will 
be found in the division reports of the Deputy Superintend- 
ents. 
APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for Street Department work the past 
year was made available under the following appropriations : 


First. — Maintenance: From income of the city raised by 
taxes. At the commencement of the financial year, Febru- 
ary 1, the department estimates of the amounts necessary for 
the proper maintenance of the various divisions are submitted 
to His Honor the Mayor, who makes such recommendation 
as he may deem proper to the City Council.

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The Department year ending February 1, 1900, marks the 
close of the four years under the administration of the Hon. 
Josiah Quincy, and the writer of this report retires, and his 
successor, Mr. Bertrand T. Wheeler, under Mayor Thomas 
N. Hart, assumes charge of the Street Department. In these 
four years many Street Department problems have been 
solved. 

The SEWER Division has been most fortunate in securing 
and working under favorable legislative conditions which 
made possible sufficient appropriations to allow the very nec- 
essary work to be done on the Main Drainage plant, the 
starting of the system of surface drains, the rebuilding of 
certain important worn-out sewers and outlets, and the con- 
struction of much new work. 

The dangers and unwisdom of neglecting the sewerage 
system of the city and the result of a failure to correct cer- 
tain well-known defective conditions had been dwelt on at 
length by past superintendents in their reports, and many and 
various recommendations and calls on the City Council had 
been made for appropriations ; but no relief had been given, 
largely for the reason that under the then existing statutes 
covering this class of work sufficient moneys were not available. 

In 1896 this department made an extensive report of 
the conditions of the sewer system to His Honor Mayor 
Quincy, and as a result the Legislature was petitioned for re- 
lief, and the Act of 1897 was put in force, and under this 
Act and subsequent amendments the sewer system of Boston 
has been put in first-class condition, and the problems of the 
future are largely reduced to the caring for the great demand 
for new sewers. This question of new sewers is of much 
importance and magnitude, but is not so vital as was the 
problem presented in 1896 of putting in condition the main 
sewerage system, the outlets and overflows, and the laying 
out of the system of surface drainage ; all this work was not 
only necessary to the progress and development of the city, 
but was closely related to the health and comfort of the 
community. 

The good work accomplished under the Sewerage Act of 
1897 has not been realized by the community, misled as they 
have been by statements made during the fight for a change 
in the method of assessment. The benefits to the present 
and the future have been so great that a brief summary of 
the work is given as follows: 

Pumping-station at Cow Pasture. This station handles 
nearly 100,000,000 gallons of sewage per day, and is the 
heart of the great South Metropolitan District. 
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All the pumps and engines have been put in order, iron 
floors substituted for wood; electric light plant installed ; 
new coal run built; and contract made for a 70,000,000 gallon 
pump. This with some slight expense on boilers will put 
this plant in the best possible condition. Expenditure, 
$136,006.41. 

The storage reservoirs at Moon Island long ago reached 
their capacity of 50,000,000 gallons. These have been ex- 
tended to 100,000,000. <A sea-wall has been built to protect 
the outer face of the island, and many minor improvements 
made. Expenditure, $202,304.19. 

The sewage of Charlestown and East Boston in 1896 
discharged into the adjacent water, fouling the shores and 
flats to such an extent as to create a serious nuisance. 
The North Metropolitan system controlled by the State was 
prepared to give relief, and under the statutes the City of 
Boston was paying rental for its use, but funds were not 
available for making the necessary connections. The major- 
ity of these have been made, and the sewage of East Boston 
and Charlestown is now carried to the State pumping- 
station at Deer Island. Expenditure, $58,647.54. 

As the suburban sections of the city developed the old 
water courses and natural outlets for surface water had to a 
great extent become obstructed, and as no provision had 
been made to handle this water in the existing system of 
house sewers some relief had for several years been urgently 
petitioned for. There was, however, no legislation on the 
statute books which gave the city the authority to provide 
such relief. Under the Act of 1897 the city was impowered 
to make takings of brooks, water courses and such other lands 
as might be necessary for the construction or maintenance 
of surface sewers or streams. The most important water 
courses have received attention. 

Another serious menace to public health was the condi- 
tion of the overflows and outlets which provided relief in 
time of storm. Many of these were in such condition that 
the sewers of certain important sections backed up flooding 
and damaging much property. 

Certain local sewerage systems were in broken down and 
dangerous condition. The most important of these was the 
Canal street system on which the old and most congested 
section of the city depends. For over ten years had the 
department been presenting this proposition to the City 
Council for relief. One of the properties most vitally affected 
by this defective sewer was the Quincy and Faneuil Hall 
markets. The conditions had become almost unbearable, and 
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certainly were most unfortunate for buildings used for the 
storage and sale of perishable food supplies. The rebuilding 
of the system is nearly completed. 

The great amount of boulevard and new street work has 
occasioned the construction of a large amount of new house 
sewers, and added greatly to the property available for build- 
ing purposes within the city limits. 


The SANrTARY Drviston has adopted new methods, and 
the disposal of the wastes of the city is now made in a scien- 
tific and sanitary way. 

The Ferry Division has been able, under a special appro- 
priation authorized by the Legislature, to build two new 
boats and contract for a third, renew all the slips, drops and 
tanks, and there remains a balance of the appropriation suff- 
cient to accomplish the only thing needed to put the entire 
plant in satisfactory condition, namely, the rebuilding of the 
south ferry head-house, East Boston side. 

The STREET-CLEANING DIVISION leaves its plant in good 
order, and by new systems has brought about better condi- 
tions. 

The BriwGE Divison has been handicapped by the fact 
that no special appropriations have been made for the last 
three years, but by careful and intelligent handling of such 
moneys as were made available the bridges are left in fairly 
good condition. 

In STREET—W ATERING, legislation has been passed which 
places the watering of all public streets under the control of 
this department, and the cost is assessed on the abutters, 
making the Street-Watering Division self-sustaining. This 
has proved a benefit and a great advance over the old 
method of watering some streets by private subscription, 
while others were cared for by the city. | 

The work of the PAvrne Division must be divided to 
properly state results. First, there is an appropriation for 
maintenance. The amount allowed would have been fairly 
ample had it not been for the unusual cost of snow removal 
and the very meagre snow appropriation. Second, loans 
within the debt limit made for ward improvements or special 
streets. From year to year the amount appropriated has 
become smaller, so that the last two years it was possible 
only to accomplish a portion of the reconstruction work 
desirable and necessary. In addition to the maintenance and 
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regular loan moneys thus referred to, there is carried in the 
paving account the work accomplished under loans author- 
ized by the Legislature and made outside the debt limit. 
Under these special acts a great amount of work has been 
done; Brighton, Commonwealth, Huntington, Columbus and 
Blue Hill avenues completed, and a very considerable start 
made on Columbia road. 

One hundred and seven assessable streets have been built, 
and there remains a considerable balance available for new 
work. 


So, generally speaking, the most urgent demands which 
pressed upon the department in 1896 have been met. ‘There 
is, however, very decided need of legislation which will 
make possible the correction of certain conditions which 
exist in the central or down-town districts. 

First in importance is the renewal of pavements, which, in 
a large degree, are entirely unsuited to the needs, comfort 
and proper appearance of the city which claims such a high 
place in the business and social life of the country. <A few 
of the most important streets have been put in first-class 
order; but generally speaking the down-town pavements date 
back to the time of, or before, the great fire of 1872. The 
great amount of underground work which has occasioned the 
disturbance of almost every yard of these pavements, the 
poor quality and worn condition of the blocks, the settling 
of the trenches and the general wear and tear makes a sur- 
face, which is expensive to maintain, difficult for teaming, 
impossible to keep clean, and is unsightly. ‘There is a 
great and increasing demand for asphalt. This form of 
pavement will hardly stand the wear and tear of the heavily 
travelled streets where there are car tracks. For such streets 
and for the main lines of team travel, granite blocks on a 
concrete base seem the most suitable; but for side streets 
and lightly travelled streets, asphalt makes a desirable pave- 
ment, for the reason that it is more cleanly and comparatively 
noiseless. 

Second, the widening or extension or building of such 
new ways as will relieve the immense team traffic between 
the freight receiving points and the business district. 

The wholesale business district is bounded on the north by 
State street, on the east by the water front, on the south by 
Kneeland street, and on the west by Washington street. 
There are thousands of tons of freight going through this 
section of Boston every day. A great part of this freight 
arrives and departs from the northern terminals and steam- 
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ship docks. The bulk of all the freight leaving or departing 
from these northern terminals and steamship docks going 
into or coming out of the wholesale district must pass 
through Devonshire street or Exchange street, the other 
streets running north and south being almost impracticable 
for teaming purposes. 

Devonshire street, between State street and Adams square, 
is but fifty to fifty-five feet between the curbs, and is occu- 
pied by two surface tracks, over which there is continual 
car traffic. Exchange street is but twenty-three to twenty- 
six feet from curb to curb. This street should be widened 
by taking at least thirty-one feet on the easterly side, thus 
making an extension of Congress street. The building on 
the easterly side of Dock square should also be removed, 
and then, with the proper paving of Union street, a material 
improvement in the freight traffic conditions would be brought 
about, as the subway on Washington street, which will cer- 
tainly be built some time in the future, will relieve Congress 
street of much of its surface car traffie. There are other 
problems in this same connection of very considerable inter- 
est and bearing on the cost of merchandise transportation 
which should be taken into consideration by the proper 
authorities, both as to the best means of relief, and how 
sufficient moneys may be secured to pay the cost. 


SEWER LEGISLATION. 


The history of the origin and repeal of the Sewerage Act 
of 1897 should be of interest to the “tax-payers and to all who 
in other cities have this immediate branch of municipal work 
in charge. In 1896 the absolute necessity of action looking 
to the correction of certain existing conditions in the sewer- 
age systems of the city brought into being the act of the 
Legislature which, briefly stated, allowed the City of Boston 
to expend one million dollars annually on sewerage works, 
this sum to be returned to the city treasury by assessments 
on the estates according to the benefit. It also allowed for a 
maintenance charge proportioned to the use of the sewer by 
the property connected. The plan of assessment adopted 
and put in force placed the entire tax on real estate where 
such charges properly belong. Real estate derives a_ benefit 
from sewerage works; personal property does not. ‘This 
matter was very fully treated in last year’s report. Since 
that time, however, the Legislature has repealed the act, and 
substituted therefor an act which retains the appropriation 
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feature, but makes most unscientific and unbusinesslike pro- 
vision for assessment of construction cost, so that probably 
less than 40 per cent. will be paid by property benefited and 
the balance rolled up as a debt for the general tax-payer 
to care for. It also repeals the charge for maintenance. 
The text of the new act will be found in Appendix E, 
page 174. 

» In addition to legislative opposition to the act, the matter 
was carried to the courts, and the adverse decision of the 
court may be of service to officials who are working along 
similar lines in an attempt to properly regulate taxation for 
sewerage benefits received. The petition and decision will 
be found in Appendix E, pages 176 to 180. 

This decision made it incumbent on the city to return the 
tax illegally levied, and repayment was commenced at once. 
The tax ledger contained about 65,000 names of those upon 
whom sewer assessments were levied. The total amount of 
assessments to be paid back was $436,312.89. ‘The assess- 
ments by wards were as follows: 
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The Street-watering Act, which was passed in 1897, was 
also subject to attack both in the Legislature and in the 
court. It has, however, stood the test. The text of the act 
and the decision of the court will be found in Appendix G, 
pages 238 to 244. 


CHARGE FOR PERMITS. 


Yet once again the department suffered by the ruling of 
the court in the case of the charge for permits for street 
openings, etc. A small fee had been charged varying accord- 
ing to the purposes of the permit from twenty-five cents to 
one dollar. The plan worked admirably, not only bringing 
in almost sufficient revenue to cover the cost of the Permit 
Office force, but also gave the permits better standing. The 
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following decision was given by Judge Morton in the suits 
brought by the Boston Elevated Railway Company and the 
Boston Gas Light Company, against the Superintendent of 
Streets of the City of Boston, regarding the payment of a fee 
of $1 by the companies for each permit to open streets in 
the city: 

“As I understand these cases, the only matter in contro- 
versy is the right of the Superintendent of Streets, under 
the direction or authority of the Mayor, to compel the peti- 
tioners to pay $1 for each permit which they are required 
to have to open streets in the lawful and proper prosecution 
of their business. 

“T do not understand that any question is seriously made 
that except for their refusal to pay the fee required for the 
permits they would have been issued, or that the petitioners 
are not otherwise entitled to them. 

‘Something is said in the answer to the petition of the Gas 
Company about a consent to open the streets being required, 
and none having been given. How much that is relied on 
I do not know. 

“In answer to the Elevated Company’s petition it is ad- 
mitted in substance, as I understand, that they need no 
further authority than they have for doing the work to 
which the applications for permits relate. If the want of 
consent in the Gas Company’s case, on the part of the proper 
authorities, to the opening of the streets is relied on, then 
that case will have to stand for further hearing on that 
point. ; 

‘¢ But I assume that the only want of consent that is relied 
on is that arising out of the refusal to pay the charge of $1 
for the permits. 

«There is no statute or ordinance authorizing the collection 
of the fee. In that respect this case differs from those 
cited by the respondent in which the imposition of such 
charges has been sustained. The respondent justifies it 
under Statutes of 1885, chapter 266, section 6, by which the 
executive power vested in the Board of Aldermen as surveyors 
of highways and otherwise is now vested in the Mayor, to be 
exercised by him through the heads of departments. 

‘But however just and reasonable the charge may be in 
itself, I do not see how, in the absence of any statute or 
ordinance authorizing it, the Mayor and Superintendent of 
Streets have the right to impose it. It seems to me that it 
does not come within the scope of the executive and ad- 
ministrative powers of the Mayor and Superintendent of 
Streets to institute a fee bill, and to compel parties having 
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otherwise a legal right to permits to pay the fees thus 
established therefor as a condition of issuing them. Such a 
power, I think, can only be conferred in cases like these by 
statute or ordinance. 

«The expenses rendered necessary in the way of clerical 
help and supervision and examination must be presumed to 
be included in the appropriation, or must otherwise be pro- 
vided. for. 

« As I understand the issue presented it seems to me the 
writ should issue.” 

The City Council was then requested to pass the necessary 
ordinance, but the matter was killed incommittee and no 
further action has been taken, and the general public thus 
continues to stand the expense of work which benefits the 
individual only. 


TREMONT STREET TRACKS. 


Under provisions of section 85 of chapter 548 of the 
Acts of the year 1894, it was required that the company 
owning and operating the street car tracks on Tremont 
street should remove them when the subway was put into 
service. This was done in the early part of October, 1898. 

The Legislature of 1899 passed an act recommitting the 
question to the popular vote of the citizens of Boston at the 
city election held December 12,1899. The act in part was 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. The West End Street Railway Company and the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company as its agent, are hereby author- 
ized to replace upon that part of Tremont street, between Boylston 
street and Scollay square, and upon that part of Boylston street be- 
tween Park square and Tremont street, the surface tracks which 
were removed in accordance with the order of the Boston Transit 
Commission under the provisions of section thirty-five of chapter 
five hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-four, and to use said tracks for the running of street 
cars. 


And this act shall not take effect except for the purpose of filing 
_ the agreement above described, unless it shall be accepted by a ma- 
jority ef the voters of said city voting thereon at the municipal 
election in the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. 


The result of the vote was as follows: 
No, 51,643; Yes, 26,166. 


The city is to be congratulated on this decision. Had the 
tracks been returned the conditions of car transit would have 
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been but slightly relieved, and the only result would have 
been to put off the question of how to handle for future time 
the growing traffic of the city centre; and also to abandon 
the opportunity of making a splendid street for the highest 
class of retail trade, and furthermore taking away the one 
street without tracks in this section of the city for those 
whom business or pleasure require to use wagons or car- 
riages. 

The accompanying cut, taken by permission from the re- 
port of the Rapid Transit Commission, shows what Tremont 
street was before the building of the subway and the taking 
up of the tracks and the condition to which it would have 
returned had the vote been “ Yes.” The next cut shows the 
street as it looks to-day. I trust that next year’s report 
may show a picture of this street properly paved with asphalt 
from Boylston to Winter streets, and. thereon to Bosworth 
street (owing to the grade) with best block paving, and from 
thence to Tremont row, either asphalt or block. 


Eicut—Hour Day. 


The working hours of the department have been substan- 
tially the nine-hour day, with the exception of bricklayers, 
who have had the eight-hour day. At the city election held 
December 12, 1899, the following act was submitted to the 
citizens : 


SECTION 1. Eight hours shall constitute a day’s work for all 
laborers, workmen and mechanics now employed, or who may here- 
after be employed, by or on behalf of any city or town in this Com- 
monwealth. 

Srecr. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Sect. 3. This act shall not take effect in any city or town until 
accepted by a majority of the voters voting thereon at an annual 
election. Such vote shall be taken by ballot. When so accepted 
this act shall take effect from the date of such acceptance. 


The following was the result of the vote: 
Yes, 60,836; No, 14,483. 


The eight-hour day, therefore, becomes the legal labor 
limit for the employees of the city of Boston, and was imme- 
diately put into practice. Under this new condition the 
cost of maintenance and construction will be somewhat 
increased, but by how much can only be estimated after 
actual test. 
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PENSIONS. 


The subject of pensions for city employees is under dis- 
cussion at the State House, a bill having been introduced 
which allows a city to pension its old employees. ‘The plan 
as outlined in the bill provides that employees shall con- 
tribute a certain sum from their wages and the city set aside 
an equal sum; the sum so created to provide for their pay- 
ment.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE CITIES TO ESTABLISH DEATH 
BENEFIT AND RETIREMENT FUNDS FOR THEIR 
EMPLOYEES. 

SECTION 1. Any city is hereby authorized to provide by ordi- 
nance, as a part of the compensation to its employees, for the re- 
tirement at a certain age of any or all of such employees who have 
been in its employment for a period of not less than fifteen years, 
for the payment of death benefits to the families of such employees 
and for deducting the whole or any part of the contributions neces- 
sary to create and maintain a fund for such payments from the 
salaries or wages paid to such employees by such city; and any city 
is authorized to raise by taxation for such fund an amount each year 
not exceeding the contributions of its employees to be made during 
such year, as estimated by the city auditor of such city. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

In theory it is doubtful if an entirely sound argument can 
be advanced in favor of such a pension system, but purely 
as a matter of business my experience leads me to believe 
that the city will obtain better results and at substantially no 
cost if a means were provided for dispensing with the ser- 
vices of men who have been in the. employ of the city so 
long and with good records that no superintendent will dis- 
charge them, and yet on account of their age or infirmities 
are a hindrance to proper and efficient work. 

Call the keeping of these employees sentiment, charity, or 
what you will, the fact remains that they will be kept unless 
some plan is adopted to care for them. 

The proposed arrangement therefore becomes a plain, cold, 
business proposition, and is worthy of the most careful con- 
sideration. 

REGULATIONS CONCERNING PEDLERS. 


After careful and thorough investigation of various com- 
plaints received regarding certain pedlers, and under 
authority vested in the Superintendent of Streets by sections 
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35 and 88, of chapter 47, of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898, a complete system of registration has been inaugurated 
at the Permit Office, 28 Court square. Under this system 
every pedler engaged in selling in the public streets of Boston 
is registered, and furnished a number by the department. 
These numbers are of such size and style as to be easily 
read, and are placed on the right-hand side of the wagons, 
and in a conspicuous position on push-carts and receptacles. 

By the system of registration the residence of each pedler 
is obtained, and his signature is also required, so that it is 
available as a means of identification at any time.. 

It is expected that the careful registration and numbering 
of these pedlers, thus compelling them to obtain the proper 
license, will result in a very considerable increase in the 
amount paid into the city treasurer. While the honest ped- 
ler does not suffer from these regulations they operate as a 
check upon those who are dishonest, and their customers — 
who are found to a large extent among the poorer classes — 
may be expected to benefit thereby. 

As it is now possible to identify any pedler giving short 
weight, acting improperly, or who scatters refuse in the street, 
it is hoped that, with the co-operation of the public in report- 
ing such violations of law, the new system will cause a marked 
improvement in the cleanliness of the streets, and the conduct 
of the pedlers in the sections frequented by this class of deal- 
ers, and will remove just cause of complaint which may have 
existed on the part of shopkeepers or residents in such locali- 
ties. 


REMOVAL OF SNOW IN PuBuic ALLEYS. 


Owing to the great inconvenience to the department teams 
having charge of the removal of house waste, and to the mar- 
ket, milk, grocery and other wagons using these ways, caused 
by the placing in the alleys large quantities of snow from the 
yards and roofs, a bill was introduced into the Legislature 
permitting the Street Department to remove such snow at 
the cost of the abutters. 

The bill was defeated, however, and the Street Department 
therefore adopted a plan which has worked satisfactorily, 
namely: To require the abutters to provide themselves with 
a permit from the department- before allowing the placing of 
snow in these alleys, and one condition of the granting of 
such permit is that the applicant must show an agreement 
with some reliable contractor to immediately remove the snow 
so placed. The list of such permits are furnished to the 
police, and, with their co-operation, the matter is now in a 
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satisfactory condition. Placing of snow in these alleys with- 
out permission is, under the statute, punishable by fine. 


STREET—CLEANING AND SANITARY DIVISIONS IN EAST 
BosTon. 


For some years it has been recommended and effort made 
to do away with the contract system for collecting the ashes 
and offal and the sending of the Charlestown gang to clean 
the streets in East Boston, and that the work should be done 
by the direct labor of an East Boston force. This has now 
been carried into effect. As regards the ashes and street 
cleaning and the offal removal by the city force will be under- 
taken later when certain arrangements can be made as to its 
disposal. 

Some time since the city yard, which comprised the district 
yard of the Sewer and Paving Divisions was sold, and ar- 
rangements made to remove to the wharf property owned by 
the city in another section of East Boston. Plans were pre- 
pared for the new building, but in order to forward the matter 
and put the new arrangements in force during the construc- 
tion of the new building the old buildings on the property 
have been utilized, and, at a small expenditure, fitted up so 
that there is now ample temporary accommodation, both 
stable and office, for the four divisions. The Sanitary and 
Street-Cleaning Divisions, with new carts and horses, and 
_ with a proper force of men, should now give East Boston as 
good service as that received in any section of the city. 

The proceeds of the sale of the property formerly occupied 
by the department will, with a small additional appropriation, 
be sufficient to provide for the new building. 

The new building will be a model of its kind, and better 
adapted to the needs of the department than any similar 
building in the city. The plans show that the stable accom- 
modations will be of the very best, with sanitary stalls, etc., 
and the offices will be properly and conveniently arranged. 
The architect’s outside view is shown on page 42, Part II. 


HoRSEs. 


The department owns and stables five hundred and forty- 
five horses. Care and judgment have been used in their 
purchase, and among them there are many fine specimens of 
the draught horse. At the 1899 Boston Horse Show four 
entries were made; but owing to an accident at the runway 
but one of the horses could be exhibited. This one secured 
a prize. 
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One improvement made at small expenditure has proved 
of great value. In the South Sanitary and Street-Cleaning 
yard, on Albany street, a small but perfectly equipped veter- 
inary hospital has been built, and has already been of much 
service in bringing back more quickly to health and good 
condition sick and injured horses. 

The following table shows the number of horses and dis- 
tribution February 1, 1900:

NEw BRIDGES. 


This year sees the completion of two new bridges and the 
beginning of the rebuilding of two others. 


Charlestown Bridge. 


The Charlestown bridge was started in 1894, and built 
under the Rapid Transit Act; it was opened for public 
travel November 27,1899. The old so-called Charles River 
bridge, the first bridge built in Boston, running parallel with 
the new one, was then abandoned. In connection with the 
building of this bridge the Street Department was called 
upon for the rebuilding of the roadway approaches and other 
work incidental to the changes in grade and conditions. At 
the opening ceremonies Hon. George G. Crocker, chairman 
of the Rapid Transit Commission, delivered the following 
address : 


When the government of the Company of Massachusetts Bay was 
in the summer of 1630 transferred to this country, the Governor, 
John Winthrop, first took up his abode in what was then called not 
Charlestown, but Charlton. Three meetings of the Board of Assist- 
ants in August and September were held there, but a scarcity of 
water in that district and the abundance of good springs on the 
opposite side of the river led the Governor in the autumn to move 
across to the peninsula, which had been known as Shawmut or Tri- 
mountaine, and to which the Board of Assistants had on the. 7th. of 
September given the name of Boston. 

On the 9th of November, at the fifth meeting of the Board, being 
the second held in Boston, it was ordered that whosoever should first 
notify the Governor that he was willing to undertake to set up a 
ferry between Charlton and Boston should be allowed to collect 
certain specified tolls thereon. An entry made under date of the 
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14th of June of the following year (1631) shows that the operation 
of the ferry had then been undertaken by Edward Converse. 

Nine years later, in 1640, this ferry franchise was, by the General 
Court,-granted to Harvard College. For 146 years thereafter the 
profits derived from it went to promote the cause of education at 
that institution. 

In 1785 John Hancock, Thomas Russell and others were incor- 
porated with power to build a bridge between Boston and Charles- 
- town, ‘‘ where an ancient ferry had been established.’’ The corpo- 
ration was authorized to collect tolls for the term of forty years and 
during that term was required to pay two hundred pounds each year 
to the college. 

On the 17th of June, 1786, the Charles River bridge, the first 
bridge connecting Boston with the mainland, was opened with much 
ceremony, including the firing of cannon, a civic procession and a 
grand dinner, with many toasts and speeches. 

The bridge which we now overlook is, therefore, in its 114th 

ear. 

, By the act of the year 1894, which authorized the construction of 
the subway, the Boston Transit Commission was instructed to build 
a bridge across the Charles river between the Charles River bridge 
and the Fitchburg Railroad bridge. The completed werk is now 
before you. The engineers have been William Jackson, the City 
Engineer, and his assistant, John E. Cheney. Of their care and 
skill the structure is the proof and will be the memorial. 


Summer-street Bridge. 


The new bridge carrying Summer street over the Fort 
Point channel was completed and opened for day travel 
August 14,1899. This bridge is a steel-plate girder deck 
bridge with a double draw of the retractile type, and relieves 
to a considerable extent the pressure on Congress-street 
bridge and is an important approach to the rapidly develop- 
ing lands of the Commonwealth, and the freight of the N.Y., 
N.H. & H. R.R. Co. 


Malden Bridge. 


By act of the Legislature of 1899 Boston was required to 
build a new bridge connecting Boston at Alford street, 
Charlestown, with Malden, the entire cost to be borne by 
Boston, and the amount authorized and ordered set aside 
inside the debt limit was $200,000. The accompanying pic- 
tures show the temporary bridge nearly completed, which is 
to serve during the rebuilding. 


West Boston Bridge. 


In 1898 the Legislature passed an act authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a special commission to rebuild the West 
Boston bridge connecting Boston and Cambridge. This com- 
mission, consisting of the Mayors of Boston and Cambridge 
for the time being, and E. D. Leavitt, has the work well in 
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hand, and has constructed the temporary bridge and placed 
the same in charge of the Boston and Cambridge Commis- 
sioners to maintain and care for until the new bridge is com- 
pleted. As a matter of record the following brief history of 
the old bridge about to be removed is added: ‘This bridge 
was erected by popular subscription raised on January 7, 
1792. It was completed and opened for travel November 238, 
1793, bought by the Hancock Bridge Company July, 1846, 
and finally made a free public bridge February 1, 1858. 


WIDENING OF BRIDGES. 


The draw of the Chelsea North bridge is being widened 
to accommodate the large modern coal-carrying barges, a 
portion of the expense being borne by the New England Gas 
& Coke Company, to whom the greatest benefit will come 
from the improvement, their extensive plant being located 
above this bridge. 


RAILROAD BRIDGES. 


To secure entrance to the new Terminal Station the fol- 
lowing changes were necessary : 

The work along the Boston and Providence Railroad ex- 
tension consisted primarily of the construction of a four- 
track railroad parallel with and immediately south of the 
location of the Boston and Albany Railroad, and on the same 
grade between Dartmouth and Albany streets, and extending 
to the new South Station at Summer street. 

The streets encountered were all restored to their original 
lines except Way street, which was reduced to about half its 
former width, and Orange lane, which was entirely aban- 
doned. ‘The restored streets were carried over the new 
tracks at about the same grade as existed on the old Boston 
and Albany Railroad bridges, and generally by the same type 
of bridge as that over the old tracks. At Dartmouth street, 
Columbus avenue, Castle square and Broadway, the bridge 
floor consists of I-beams and brick arches with concrete and 
asphalt pavement. 

As the former grades of all the streets descended more or 
less rapidly from the old Boston and Albany bridges the 
new level of bridges carried south necessitated either an ex- 
tension of the same grade or an increase in its rate, thereby 
requiring numerous changes to houses or their entrances on 
both sides of the streets raised. Area ways were built up to 
new grade, railings erected, steps rearranged with a view 
to damage as little as possible the adjoiing property. A 


yal, City DocuMENT No. 38. 


considerable change in grade occurred at Broadway and 
Albany street where the new grade is about six feet above old 
line. 

Street traffic was maintained on temporary wooden struct- 
ures at all streets during progress of the work excepting for 
short periods at Dartmouth and Washington streets, and at 
Ferdinand street and Broadway, which were closed except 
for foot passengers until permanent work was completed. 

Broadway is still unfinished owing to lack of material for 
the new steel bridge over the Boston and Albany Railroad 
tracks, the new lines of which were changed to connect with 
the new South Station. 

The pavements on streets which were raised were relaid as 
they existed before change was made, except at bridges, and 
at Castle square, where pitch and pebble joints took the 
place of gravel joints in the granite blocks, and at Dartmouth 
street where the former macadam was replaced with granite 
blocks laid with gravel joints. 


BRIDGE SHELTERS. 


As a result of a numerously signed petition received from 
firms doing business in the neighborhood of Congress and 
Summer-street bridges stating that their employees, many of 
whom were women, were subject to much suffering during 
inclement weather at times of opening of the bridge for the 
passing of vessels, the matter of shelters was taken in hand 
and the first of these has been erected at the Congress-street 
bridge, and should this prove of value, other bridges will 
undoubtedly be provided with such structures. On the oppo- 
site page will be found a picture of the one which is already 
in place. 


VIOLATION OF CiTy ORDINANCES. 


In order to secure the carrying out of the order for a 
third separation of the waste and to lessen a nuisance arising 
from the constant violation in certain sections of the city 
of the ordinances forbidding the throwing of refuse into the 
streets, the Board of Police, by request, assigned to the 
Street Department two regular police officers. These officers 
did duty with the department for some months under the 
supervision of the deputies of the Sanitary and Street-Cleaning 
Divisions. The officers so assigned proved to be of the 
greatest assistance, and a large number of convictions in 
court were secured, over one hundred, and much better con- 
ditions brought about. The activity, intelligence, good 
judgment and tact of these officers entitle them to the 
thanks of the department, and I herewith tender it, and I 
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also express my appreciation to the Board of Police forjtheir 
assistance. But again, as in past reports, I must state that 
much of the litter of paper and rubbish which creates the 
unsightly conditions and occasions much unnecessary expense 
to the department might be stopped if the police force gener- 
ally would give this matter their attention. 


ELEVATED RAILROAD. 


The construction of the elevated railroad was commenced 
this year. The foundation piers were placed over nearly the 
entire route, occasioning for a time much disturbance of the 
streets. The putting in place of the upper structure is now 
in progress. 

The iron structure work is of new design, and is placed 
so as to obstruct the light as little as possible. Accompany- 
ing pictures show the change occasioned in street conditions. 


VETERANS’ PREFERENCE ACT. 


Under its operation a veteran once taken into the service 
cannot be dismissed, suspended, transferred, disrated or dis- 
ciplined in any way except after hearing and charges proven 
before the Mayor. The consequence of this act is directly 
prejudicial to the best interests of the veteran. If the act 
were amended so that only the preference clause remained, 
and that not mandatory; or, in other words, if a veteran 
placed on the list might be appointed in preference to any 
other by the head of a department, and all other restrictions 
now in the act removed, I feel sure that many more veterans 
would receive appointments, and it would work to the best 
interest of all. 


ASPHALT AND ARTIFICIAL STONE GUARANTEE. 


The practice of past years has been to require a five years’ 
maintenance and good condition guarantee from the contract- 
ing companies for asphalt and granolithic walks. This year’s 
contracts were all made with a ten-year guarantee clause. 


SMOKE NUISANCE. 


Constant supervision and activity on the part of this 
department is necessary to prevent the increase of the smoke 
nuisance. Difficulty in securing the proper grades of coal 
forced the department for a time to temporary leniency, as 
large users of soft cual in most cases seem willing, under ordi- 
nary conditions, to co-operate as far as possible in preventing 
the trouble. 
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The introduction of coke at fair prices and in sufficient 
quantities, if found practicable as fuel in the large manu- 
facturing plants will greatly aid in the solution of this prob- 
lem. 


SNOWFALL AND RAINFALL. 


The snowfall for the year was excessive. The following 
table showing the snowfall and rainfall for the years since 
the present organization of the department is of interest:

It is always extremely difficult in advance to give an esti- 
mate of the amount required for the maintenance of the 
Paying Division, for the reason that much depends upon 
weather conditions, and the sum needed is also dependent to 
some extent on the provisions made for special work in the 
annual loan bill to be passed at a later date by the City 
Council. This is well illustrated by the experience of the 
past year. The amount for maintenance recommended by 
this department was $775,000 and an additional sum suffi- 
cient to cover the cost of snow removal, whatever that might 
be. The appropriation as made was $690,000 plus $50,000 
for snow, making in all $740,000. 

This appropriation, had the weather conditions been nor- 
mal, or had any fair sum or the usual amount been appropri- 
ated from loans for special and improvement work, might 
have been made to cover the maintenance cost. The year 
preceding this (1898) the amount allowed for reconstruction 
work was nearly fifty per cent. less than the amount allowed 
for the several years previous for similar purposes, and the ex- 
penditure for snow was nearly twice the average for the 
past few years, thus making it impossible to do any work 
other than that most necessary ; and certain conditions, which 
should have been improved, had to be left unchanged until 
the present year, with the expectation that a proper amount 
would be allotted for street improvements in the various dis- 
tricts. The conditions of the present fiscal year, however, 
have been even more difficult. Commencing with the great 
storm of November 26, 1898, the winters of 1898 and 1899 
made a record for snow and difficult weather conditions 
almost unequalled in the history of the consolidated Street 
Department, and the expense of snow removal alone was 
$154,625.18. 

Under modern conditions the streets must be cleared of 
snow; and particularly in a city where the business sections 
are so congested the streets must be promptly put in proper 
condition for travel. 

This created at once a shortage over and above the amount 
allowed for snow of $104,000. As the current revenue of the 
city had been allotted to the various departments, it was not 
possible to make good this amount. The Mayor, however, 
in anticipation of surplus income, which at the end of the 
year would be available, allowed it to be carried as an 
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amount to be made good to the snow fund, whenever under 
the ordinances transfers of surplus money could be made. 
Even the necessity for this transfer to the snow fund, how- 
ever, might have been avoided if an amount in any degree 
adequate to the calls upon the Paving Division had been ap- 
propriated during the year. 

The annual appropriation for street construction and recon- 
struction under the general law had been, since the consolida- 
tion of the Street Department, an amount averaging some 
$800,000 with the exception of last year, when the amount 
dropped to $348,000 and the amount made available this year 
was but $292,600, of which but $75,000 was available for 
general work, the balance being assigned to special streets. 
Any one familiar with the cost of street construction, where 
the street is to be thoroughly rebuilt, knows that $3,000 is an 
utterly insignificant sum to cover any ward in the city; and 
an equal division of the $75,000 allowed but that amount to 
each ward. 

To show the difficulties which this entailed, it is but neces- 
sary to refer to the fact that for some years immediately 
previous to 1898, the amount allowed for each ward was 
$25,000. Thus it was absolutely necessary, in order to re- 
lieve conditions which were either dangerous or where the 
demand for improvement was universal and proper, to use 
a considerable portion of the money, which was appropriated 
for maintenance only, for work usually and properly covered 
by loan money. Itis safe to assume that at least $100,000 
of the maintenance money was required under such conditions 
as these. ‘Thus the entire year has been a constant effort to 
keep as close to the appropriation as possible, and yet at the 
same time to do whatever was absolutely necessary and could 
be reasonably covered by the transfer expected at the end of 
the year. 

The Paving Division, which has charge of the street signs, 
has in this line done a great deal of work, so that the city is 
better supplied with signs than ever before. 

This fall, the suburban sections, the cleaning of which 
devolves on the Paving Division, have been most thoroughly 
gone over, this being deemed important work, as clean gutters 
and clean streets before the cold weather sets in mean much 
to the health and comfort of such districts during the winter. 

The division has charge of the maintenance and recon- 
struction of about four hundred and eighty-nine (489) miles 
of streets.

On Commonwealth avenue the work has been nearly 
finished, so that the avenue is practically completed from 
Arlington street to the Newton line. On Columbia road, from 
Blue Hill avenue to Mt. Vernon street, the work is finished 
with the exception of the section in the immediate vicinity 
of the N. Y.. N. H. & H. R.R., Midland Division, which will 
not be completed until the new bridge is built. The section 
from Mt. Vernon street easterly has been filled and graded. 

Charlestown street, from Haymarket square to Causeway 
street, has been widened, and the roadway paved with large 
granite blocks on a concrete base with pitch-joints. This 
work has been done under authority of chapter 846 of the 
Acts of 1897. 
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On Ipswich street the steel superstructure over Charles- 
gate West has been constructed. 

Asphalt surfaces were laid on the following streets: Har- 
rison avenue, between Kneeland and Harvard streets ; Milton 
street, Ward 8; Endicott street, between Cooper and Thacher 
streets ; Kingston street, between Beach and Essex streets ; 
Charles street, between Fruit and Allen streets; Devonshire 
street, between Milk and Water one and Genesee and 
Oswego streets. 

The most important paving work was , the reconstruction of 
the following streets which were paved with large granite 
blocks, with pitch-joints on a concrete base: Atlantic avenue, 
between Oliver street and Dewey square; Blackstone street, 
between Hanover and North streets; Congress street, between 
Atlantic avenue and about 100 feet westerly from the bridge ; 
and Kingston street, between Essex and Bedford streets. 

Harrison avenue, between Harvard and Bennet streets, and 
Leverett street, between Minot and Causeway streets, were 
repaved with large granite blocks on a gravel base. 

-Talbot avenue, between Blue Hill avenue and Norfolk 
street, was constructed and graded; Capen street, between 
Norfolk and Evans streets, was constructed ; Princeton street, 
between Meridian and Prescott streets, and Prescott, between 
Trenton and Saratoga streets, were reconstructed. 

Atlantic avenue and Dewey square, in front of the Ter- 
minal Station, has been paved with large granite blocks on 
a concrete base with pitch joints. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


The appropriation for the maintenance of the Sewer 
Division was $350,000, and this sum has been expended in 
the operation of the main drainage works, maintenance of 
Stony brook, operation of the Lyons-street pumping station, 
and the general expenses of the division, including the main 
office, and a permit office, with both clerical and inspection 
force, and also in the cleaning, flushing and repairing of 156 
miles of sewers and 6,953 catch-basins throughout the city. 

The expenses for maintenance and construction work in 
this division have been as follows:

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Action should be taken looking to the more stringent 
regulations to prevent the placing of steam in the sewers. 

During the coming year Stony brook construction should 
be extended to Keyes street. 

The city, in conjunction with the town of Brookline, 
should take action looking to the improvement of Muddy 
river. 

That portion of Stony brook from the Boston Belting 
Company’s property to the Back Bay Fens should be built, 
and the new and old channels connected, so that none of the 
foul-water flow of Stony brook can be discharged into the 
Back Bay Fens.’ 

In the past four years the amount of sewer work has been 
very considerable, and the main drainage works, pumping 
station and reservoirs will be found in almost perfect and 
complete condition, so that the only pressing need now is the 
new engine, which has been contracted for. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 


Expenditures. 


$567,107.81. 


The plant of this division will be found in excellent con- 
dition, and the arrangements well ordered. In four years 
much has been accomplished, and in the past year the 
development of modern methods in disposing of the city 
wastes has been brought about, the garbage being treated at 
a plant at Cow Pasture, and the light waste at a refuse- 
burning plant on Atlantic avenue. 

A considerable amount of extra work has been accom- 
plished from the maintenance appropriation, such as the 
building of a new wharf on Albany street, dredging of. the 
docks, and unusual repairs on the dumping scows. 

I would recommend that the spring cleaning of private 
alleys, which has been made the past two years by this divi- 
sion, be continued. Although there is no direct responsi- 
bility on the city for this work, as a matter of health it is 
very desirable and almost necessary that it should be under- 
taken. 

Suitable dumping places become less frequent every year, 
and it is very desirable that a new dumping scow be provided 
for at once. 

Electric power should be installed in the Albany-street 
workshops. 
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STREET-CLEANING DIVISION. 


Expenditures. 


$322,951.15. 


The division has been somewhat crippled owing to snow 
work in the early part of the year, which was in excess of 
that usually required. The service of the division has been 
extended, so far as the limits of the appropriation would 
allow, to Dorchester and Brighton; these sections heretofore 
being cared for by the Paving Division. 

All paved streets at least should be cared for by the Street- 
Cleaning Division, and I believe that there should be a gen- 
eral extension of this work, during the summer months at 
least, to certain portions of the city now in the care of the 
Paving Division. 

The establishment of a local force in East Boston, which 
was accomplished this year, will bring about better results in 
that section, and similar arrangements should be made for the 
Dorchester District. 


BRIDGE DIVISION.

The appropriation for the Bridge Division was $120,750. 
There should have been provided a larger sum, as it has 
been impossible with this amount to do the work urgently 
called for. 

Many of the bridges are old, and require much reconstruc- 
tion. For some years there has been neglect on the part of 
the City Council to make appropriations for reconstruction 
work, so that the coming year there should be provided a very 
considerable sum to keep the bridges in even a safe condition. 

There are on file various recommendations of the City En- 
gineer which it has not been possible to carry out, owing to 
lack of funds, a very large per cent. of the maintenance ap- 
propriation being required for the actual operation of the 
bridges, payment of draw-tenders, etc. 

I would recommend that apparatus operated by electricity 
be placed in position on Dover street, Federal street, Meridian 
street, Chelsea North, new Charlestown and Summer-street 
bridges, to assist vessels through the draws. This would 
save a very considerable amount of time at the openings. 
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The department has commenced the construction of a 
shelter on the Congress-street bridge, which was asked for in 
a very numerously signed petition. If this is successful I 
would recommend that it be extended to other bridges.

This division will be found in excellent condition, with the 
exception of the South Ferry head-house, East Boston side, 
which should be rebuilt. Plans have been prepared, but the 
matter is now in abeyance, owing to the fact that the Boston 
and Maine Railroad Company has refused to sell land owned 
by it, adjoining the head-house, which is required for the 
building of the new structure. J would recommend that this 
matter be given early consideration, to see what action can 
be taken. 

One new boat, the -‘* Noddle Island,’ has been placed in 
commission the past year, at the cost of about $75,000. 

The “Governor Russell,” which was sold to the United 
States Government, was repurchased for the sum of $25,000 ; 
$25,000 has been expended in remodelling her for the ferry 
service, and she went into commission January 4, 1900, cost- 
ing the city only about $50,000 for a boat as good as new. 

A new boat has been contracted for on the lines of the 
‘Governor Russell” and the “ Noddle Island,” which will 
cost in the neighborhood of $92,000. 


STREET—-WATERING DIVISION.

The Street-Watering Division completes its second year 
under the new Street-Watering Assessment Act, whereby all 
public streets are watered by the city, and assessment made. 
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The city for the past season was divided into four districts. 
Assessment was made for District 1, the down-town and 
Back Bay section, at seven cents per front foot, the next 
circle six cents, the next five and the next four. 

The plan of watering the whole city, paved as well as 
macadamized streets, has met with the approval of the pub- 
lic; but the assessment as arranged now, does in some cases 
work a hardship, and I would suggest that the matter of 
assessment be taken early in hand, and an effort made to 
more equitably apportion the assessments. 


BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


Expenditures. 


$15,998.18. 


William J. Marvin, my fellow-commissioner, upon whom I 
have allowed all the detail of the work to fall, I again desire 
to thank for the very efficient and businesslike way in which 
he has cared for the bridges between the two cities, keeping 
them in safe and good condition with a limited appropriation. 
The detail of work in this division will be found in A ppen- 
dix Et" 

The most important recommendation that I can make is 
the need of a new bridge connecting Cambridge and Boston 
at North Harvard street. This street has been widened and 
built at a very considerable expense on either side of the 
river, while the bridge remains a narrow, old-fashioned, poorly- 
constructed affair. As Soldiers’ Field and the Cambridge 


Park are at this point, there should be a bridge to fit the sur- - 


roundings. (See picture taken from the Cambridge side look- 
ing toward Soldiers’ Field.)

The work of con- 
structing the bridge and abutments was done by the railroad 
company and paid for by the city. 


Ferry DIvIsIon. 


Repurchased the ferry-boat ‘Governor Russell” from the 
United States Government for $25,000, refitted her for ser- 
vice at a cost of about $25,000, making a total cost of about 
$50,000. To duplicate this boat to-day would cost about 
$95,000, thus the city was saved about $45,000 by the 
transaction. 

One new ferry-boat has been contracted for, and will be in 
commission about August 1, 1900. 


PAvinG DIVISION. 


Paved with granite blocks, 41,632 square yards on con- 
crete base and 59,077 square yards on gravel base, or a total 
of 101,209 square yards, including paving and regulating 
nine (9) streets. 

Paved 92,537 square yards gutters, set or reset 185, 260 
linear feet of edgestones and laid 14,190 square yards of 
asphalt on concrete base.

Work has progressed on 61 streets, and 11 public alleys 
laid out and ordered constructed under chapter 323, Acts of 
1891 and amendments, and 38 streets and 11 public alleys 
have been completed. Contracts for 8 streets to be con- 
structed under this Act have been executed, but the work 
has not yet been started. 


SANITARY DIVISION.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE BRIDGE DIVISION. 


927 AND 928 TREMONT BUILDING, 
Boston, February 1, 1900. 
Mr. Bens. W. WELLS, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I herewith submit my annual report of the 
expenditures, income and operations of the Bridge Division 
of the Street Department for the financial year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1900. 

There was appropriated for the care and maintenance of 
this division for the year, the sum of $120,750. 

The total number of bridges in Boston is 141, not includ- 
ing culverts. Eight of these bridges, namely, Harvard, 
Canal, Prison Point, West Boston, Essex street, Cambridge 
street, Western avenue to Cambridge, and North Harvard 
street, all connecting Boston and Cambridge, are under the 
care of two commissioners, one of whom is appointed by the 
city of Boston, and the other by the city of Cambridge. 

Thirty-nine bridges are wholly supported by railroad cor- 
porations, and 102 are supported wholly or in part by the city 
of Boston. 

There are in charge of this division 20 tide-water bridges 
provided with draws, an increase of two since last year, 
Charlestown, and Summer-street bridges, Charlestown bridge, 
connecting Charlestown with the city proper, and Summer 
street to South Boston. 

A new bridge over Ipswich street in the Parkway is under 
construction. 

Of the tide-water bridges there are 15 of great importance. 
Malden and Mt. Washington avenue are operated by hand 
power, Meridian street, Chelsea North, Charlestown (new 
bridge), Summer street (mew bridge), Federal street, and 
Dover street bridges are operated by electricity. Broadway, 
Congress street, L street, Warren bridge and Chelsea South 
are operated by steam power. 
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The old Charles-river bridge has been discontinued, and 
was closed to public travel on November 28, 1899. 

Embodied in this report will be found a detailed statement 
of expenditures, and a description of the work done on each 
bridge, also a tabulated account of the bridges supported 
wholly or in part by the city of Boston; widths of bridges 
and of draw-openings, widths of roadways, sidewalks, char- 
acter of pavements, and number of draw-openings made for 
navigation, and a census of traffic taken on some of the most 
important bridges. 

I would like to make special mention of the efficient work 
performed by the men in charge of the tide-water bridges. 
They have kept the piers and premises in a safe condition, 
and no accident has been reported that could in any way be 
attributed to the negligence or carelessness of the draw-tenders 
or their assistants. The inland bridges have all been carefully 
looked after,and special efforts have been made to keep them in 
safe condition. They have been thoroughly swept each week, 
and kept free from all debris. ‘The material used for repairs 
has been of good quality, and the delivery of the same has been 
prompt, thereby causing no delay in the performance of the 
work. We have exercised the same care in keeping dupli- 
cate sets of gearing and machinery on hand, and by so doing 
have taken all due precaution against inconvenience to public 
travel and accidents. 

Your attention is called to the necessity of erecting a new 
building for headquarters for the mechanics, as the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad has, by vote of the 
City Government, taken the land on which the present 
headquarters on Foundry street are situated, in exchange 
for a piece of land on Dorchester avenue, near the corner 
of Broadway. ‘The cost of such a building would be about 
$2,500. 

I would also recommend that an engine, with winch attach- 
ments, to be operated by electricity, be placed on the follow- 
ing named draw-bridges, to assist vessels through the draw: 
Dover street, Federal street, Meridian street, Chelsea North, 
New Charlestown, and Summer street bridges. This would 
be a great improvement, as it would afford a great saving of 
time to public travel, as it does in the case of the one already 
in use on Waryen bridge, placed there during the last year. 
To do this would cost about $3,000. 

In response to a largely signed petition, shelter sheds were 
erected on Congress-street bridge to protect the public from 
the weather while waiting for the passing of vessels through 
the draw. 
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I believe this to be a desirable improvement, and other 
bridges where openings frequently occur should be similiarly 
equipped. (See illustrations.) 

New work has been performed on the following-named 
bridges: An entire new bridge on Silver street, over the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, Midland Division ; 
Granite avenue, new timbers and new deck and sheathing ; 
Massachusetts avenue, over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Boston side, iron scraped and painted, new deck and new 
sidewalk, and similar work was performed on Massachusetts 
avenue bridge of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, Providence Division; Columbus avenue, 
over Boston & Albany Railroad, iron work scraped and 
painted, new floor and new sidewalks and same work done 
on Berkeley street, Ferdinand street and Shawmut avenue 
bridges over the Boston & Albany Railroad; Williams street, 
over Stony brook, replaced old timbers with new ones, put 
in new deck, sidewalk, ete. 

Extensive repairs have been made on the roadbed of Con- 
gress street, which necessitated the removal of the paving, 
and putting in new 6-inch timbers under the roadbed, and a 
new pier has also been built. 

If the proposed new bridge at Broadway, which is now 
under consideration, is not begun in the early part of the 
coming year, a special appropriation must be made to put 
the present bridge in good condition. ; 

Mt. Washington avenue bridge, also, is in need of repairs ; 
the foundation of the draw is weak, and the timbers under 
the sidewalks and bulkheads should be replaced by new 
ones. 

Congress-street bridge, with its immense amount of travel, 
should have a special appropriation. In a very short time 
the draw will have to be closed to the public for necessary 
repairs. 

Malden bridge is in a very bad condition, but a new bridge 
is about to be constructed. 

Chelsea bridge, North draw, is under construction by the 
Engineering Department, as owing to the increased size of 
vessels and barges passing through the draw it was found 
necessary to widen it for vessels going up to the New Eng- 
land Gas and Coke Company’s Works at Everett. 

Close attention has been given to the repairs and all work 
performed on the several bridges, and everything has been 
done to insure the safety and convenience of the public.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE FERRY DIVISION. 


NortH FrerRRy, EAST Boston, February 1, 1900. 


Mr. Bens. W. WELLS, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income and operation of the Ferry Division 
for the twelve months ending January 31, 1900, and the 
amount of property and the condition of the same. 

South Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Lewis street; covers an area of 58,725 square feet of 
land and water. On these premises are one head-house, 
one coal-shed, one workshop for carpenters, machinists and. 
blacksmith, one gate-room and oil-room, all in a_ very 
poor condition; three piers, which form the two ferry-slips, 
two drops and tanks, and one dock where boats are laid when 
not in use or while undergoing repairs. 

South Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Eastern avenue, and covers an area of 38,135 square feet 
of land and water, upon which is one head-house with 
canopies extending over driveways, one gate-room, three 
piers, which form the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 
The wharf property adjoining these premises was leased by 
the East Boston Ferry Company for 999 years at a rental of 
$4,000 per year, which lease was assigned to the Ferry De- 
partment. The whole of it is sub-let to the Public Institu- 
tions Department for $2,000 per year. This makes a net loss 
of $2,000 a year to this division, and in my opinion the 
Public Institutions Department should pay the whole rental. 

North Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Battery street; covers an area of 45,000 square feet of land 
and water, upon which are one head-house with canopies, one 
gate-room and steam boiler-room, three piers, which form the 
two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, East Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Border street, and covers an area of 62,138 square 
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feet of land and water, upon which are one head-house with 
canopy, boiler-room, oil-room, stable and coal-shed, three 
piers, which form the two slips, two drops and_ tanks. 
During the past year one new propeller boat, the “« Noddle 
Island,” was built and placed in commission, the cost of 
which was $75,000. The “Gov. Russell,” which was sold 
to the United States Government for $71,000, was repurchased 
by the city of Boston for $25,000. She went into commis- 
sion January 3, 1900, and the total cost of her was about 
$50,000. To duplicate this boat to-day would cost the city 
$95,000, so that the city has been saved about $45,000 in the 
repurchasing of this boat. A contract has been made for 
another propeller ferry-boat, and when completed and put 
into commission I am free to say that the ferry service of 
Boston will be second to none in the country. Plans’ were 
drawn and bids received for the construction of a new head- 
house for South Ferry, East Boston side, but owing to com- 
plications arising in the matter of land takings the contract 
was held in abeyance. All the boats, slips, drops and build- 
ings except the head-house at the South Ferry, East Boston 
side, are in good condition, and no extraordinary expense 
will be necessary for a number of years. I again renew my 
recommendation that Battery street be widened from Com- 
mercial street to the ferry gates. On account of being unfit 
for service the ferry-boat, “ Ben Frankln,” which has been 
in use for twenty-eight years, was sold at public auction 
January 29, 1900, for $2,650. Upon the acceptance of the 
eight-hour law by the people, and as directed by His Honor 
Mayor Quincy, the employees in this division were put on an 
eight-hour basis. In order to do so, another crew was organ- : 
ized, which practically gave the same service during week 
days at the South and North Ferries.

Five hundred letters, postal cards and notices have been sent 
to storekeepers and householders in connection with selling fruit, 
etc., from doorways, windows, and areas. 

There have been 9,863 notices sent to the various foremen 
during the year, directing them to repair defects in the public 
streets which had been reported by the police and others, also 
577 letters and notices to private parties, departments and cor- 
porations to repair the streets where they had received permits, 
and the resurfacing, etc., had been improperly done, and to 
owners of estates where coal-holes or sidewalk lights were 
defective. 

There have been 2,740 notices sent to departments, corpora- 
tions and owners of abutting estates on streets where improve- 
ments were about to be made. 

Six hundred and sixty-four notices have been sent to depart- 
ments and corporations at the request of the Assistant City En- 
gineer, calling for changes in various ways on account of street 
improvements. 

There have been 303 new bonds filed during the year, a large 
percentage of which have been guaranteed by surety companies, 
which is considered a great improvement. 

On April 12, 1899, the charge for permits was discontinued. 
From February 1 to that time the sum of one thousand five 
hundred and forty-three dollars ($1,543) had been received 
and deposited with the City Collector, as per receipts on file. 


INSPECTORS. 


The Street Inspectors have been engaged in inspecting locations 
where permits have been granted for street openings, etc., and 
where defects were found the parties making said openings have 
been notified, and required to place the streets at such points in a 
condition satisfactory to the Superintendent of Streets. | 

Four thousand six hundred notices were sent by the Superin- 
tendent of Inspectors regarding the defects. 

Inspectors have been detailed to serve on work done by the 
various corporations at all times while their work has been in 
progress, and a report required from them in writing giving the 
particulars of the work and its condition. 

Street numbering has been carried on as follows: 


During the year 365 whole streets were numbered or renum- 
bered, parts of streets were numbered in 1,262 cases, and 14,775 
metallic figures were supplied. 

The appending table explains the work done by districts, and 
in addition gives the number of estates numbered, and the num- 
ber of changes made necessary by renumbering or other cause. 
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Particular attention was given to Dorchester and West Rox- 
bury districts during the past year, as it was found upon investi- 
gation that the public convenience demanded extensive numbering 
in these growing sections. 

The Board-of Assessors, Water Department, and Post Office 
officials were promptly notified of all changes in street numbering, 
in order that residents might be spared inconvenience.

Dear Sir, — The following is the report of the expenditures, 
income and operation of the Sanitary Division of the Street De- 
partment, for the financial year ending January 31, 1900.

The work of the Sanitary Division, including the removal of house 
offal, waste and rubbish, and of house dirt and ashes accumulated from 
the burning of materials for heating buildings and for domestic pur- 
poses, was for the past year greater than that of any year since its 
organization. 

The method of collecting ashes by what is known as the block sys- 
tem has been continued in the section of the city north of Massachu- 
setts avenue. 

The cost of disposing of refuse collected daily is constantly 
increasing; owing to the undesirable character of much of it for use 
as filling it is difficult to obtain suitable dumping places. The only 
available dumps are so far distant from the points of collection that 
the expense of hauling is abnormally increased. In fact, the eco- 
nomic disposal of this kind of refuse, namely, ashes, is becoming a 
serious problem, and unless it can be made of commercial value in 
the near future, it will be necessary to secure additional dumping 
places on the water front, so that it may be towed to sea. 

Through the ready co-operation of the householders, after receiving 
circulars explaining its object, we have been able to put in practice 
the further separation of the refuse called ashes, and known in the 
Division as the third separation, by which all papers and light com- 
bustible waste are put into a receptacle by themselves. 

This material is hauled in special carts designed for the purpose 
to the new Utilization Plant on Atlantic avenue, where it is sorted, 
the merchantable portion disposed of, and what is worthless con- 
sumed in an unoffensive and sanitary manner. 
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The plant of the City Refuse Utilization Company has been in 
successful operation since January, 1899, and was designed to utilize 
all combustible refuse collected in the city proper north of Massachu- 
setts avenue. Itis obvious that the disposal of clean ashes, separated 
from lighter, but more bulky, refuse, such as paper, etc., is a com- 
paratively easy matter to handle. In the short time that it has 
been tested, most satisfactory results have been obtained, and I 
would recommend its extension to other sections of the city, where 
smaller and less expensive plants might be centrally located for 
treating refuse of this kind. 

To this further separation there was objection from householders 
in some sections of the district, and it also made a more profitable 
field for the scavengers to ply their vocation, so that it became neces- 
sary to detail two special police officers who greatly assisted in 
carrying out the work. 

The principal improvements have been the establishment of the 
Garbage Plant at the Calf Pasture to which 200 tons of offal collected 
daily by the city teams is now carted and disposed of in a sanitary 
manner. Since the establishment of this plant, March 4, 1899, the 
sale of offal to farmers has entirely ceased, and the former practice 
of dumping the offal at sea which has been such a source of an- 
noyance to neighboring shore towns‘ has been entirely discontinued. 

When the new system of disposing of the garbage was put into 
operation it was necessary to build an additional dumping-station at 
the Albany-street yard for the convenience of dumping the offal. 
The expense incurred was $5,500.. 

The two Barney dumping boats used for conveying the refuse to 
sea have been put in gvod condition, extensive repairs having been 
made upon them. December 21,1899, a stable and plant was estab- 
lished at East Boston, and the city is now collecting in that district 
the refuse which was formerly collected there by contract. 

I wish to renew my recommendation for the purchase of a new 
dumping boat, as one of the boats has been in service for over 
twenty years, and is practically worn out; the growing scarcity of 
suitable dumping-places is a further reason for its purchase, as more 
material will have to be towed to sea in the future than in the past. 
I recommend, also, that suitable wharf property be secured, for the 
same reason. Stables and sheds have been kept in good repair, so 
far as our means for such work would allow. 

The work of cleaning the private alleys and passageways in which 
the city abounds, and which are too narrow for a horse and cart to 
enter, is the duty of the abutters who are part owners therein, but 
on the ground, I suppose, that ‘‘ that which is everybody’s business 
is nobody’s business,’’ they are generally allowed to remain in a 
filthy condition, and are a constant menace to public health. Con- 
sequently, although it is not considered part of our duty, and has 
not been heretofore systematically carried out, I have no hesitation 
in saying that the money expended in its execution last year could 
not have been put to better use. 

I believe that this Division should be charged with the duty, and 
ample appropriation made therefor. 

The horses, carts and harnesses in charge of the department are 
in excellent condition, and a new hospital at the South yard for the 
proper treatment of sick horses has been built. 

Twelve new carts for hauling refuse have been built in the shops 
of the Division during the past year.

HOUSE OFFAL. 


There are employed in the removal of house offal 212 men and 92 
wagons. The offal is removed from dwelling-houses twice a week 
during the summer, and once a week during the winter months, and 
from hotels, markets and restaurants daily. The men are required 
to enter yards, collect the offal, empty into wagons and deliver to 
scows located as follows: 

On Albany street, foot of East Canton; Fort Hill wharf on 
Atlantic avenue. 

Four sections of the city are done by contract, as follows: 

The collection of house offal in East Boston, by T. Mulligan; 
Dorchester District, by John Bradley; Brighton District and a 
-portion of West Roxbury, by George T. Barnes.

Each load ef offal is equivalent to fifty-six (56) cubic feet, and 
has a maximum weight of one and a quarter (1}) tons at certain 
seasons of the year. . 
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Of the amount of 59,956 loads, collected during the year 1899, 
3,740 were collected by the East Boston contractor; 1,491 by the 
Brighton contractor, 6,710 by the Dorchester contractor, and 796 
loads by the West Roxbury contractor, leaving 47,219 loads collected 
by the city teams. 

The collection of this material is attended to in winter by an 
average regular force of 71 city offal carts and 162 men, and on 
contract work 21 offal carts and 50 men, making a total of 92 offal 
carts and 212 men. 

The disposal has been made during the year in the following manner: 
The offal from the markets and that from other sections of the city 
was put on board scows and towed to the plant of the New England 
Sanitary Product Company, located on a point of land in Dorchester 
Bay known as the Cow Pasture; this included the collections in the 
sections of the city known as the City Proper, Roxbury, a part of 
West Roxbury, South Boston and Charlestown; that of East Boston 
was collected by contract and removed to Revere; that of Brighton 
was collected by contract and disposed of outside of the district; and 
that in Dorchester was collected by a contractor and sold to farmers, 
and a portion of West Roxbury was collected by contract and removed 
to Needham. 

Under the contract of the New England Sanitary Product Com- 
pany, for the utilization of the offal collected in the city daily, about 
76 per cent. of the total daily collection was sent to either Fort Hill 
or Albany street wharves, and there deposited on scows owned by 
this company. 

Out of the 59,956 loads collected during the past year in the city 
and suburbs, 13,618 loads, or 23 per cent., was fed to hogs, and 
45,566 loads, or 76 per cent., carried in scows to the plant of the 
New England Sanitary Product Company.

The money received from the sale of house offal was deposited 
monthly with the City Collector until March 5, 1899, as the sale of 
offal ceased March 4, 1899. 


House Dirt, ASHES, WASTE AND RUBBISH. 


In the collection of house dirt and ashes there are employed 399 
men and 169 carts. This material is removed from hotels, tenement 
houses and stores daily ; from dwelling houses once a week. 

The City Ordinances of 1898 (chapter 38, section 1) require that 
house dirt and ashes shall be kept in an easily accessible place for 
their removal, the men being obliged to enter the yards and remove 
the receptacles to the sidewalks, where their contents are dumped 
into the carts. The receptacles are then placed in their original po- 
sition. The material is disposed of, if possible, on low lands, being 
used for filling, and is also dumped on scows, to be carried to sea. 
Of the amount collected last year 26 per cent. was carried to sea. 

The collection of house dirt and ashes in four sections of the city 
was done by contract, as follows: South Dorchester, by Denis Flynn, 
and North Dorchester by Patrick J. Lyons ; East Boston, by W. F. 
Hedrington, and a part of West Roxbury by John J. Moore. 

Of the 329,096 loads of ashes collected during the past year 207,782 
loads, or 63 per cent., were deposited on low lands in the outlying 
districts of the city, 84,127 loads, or 26 per cent., were towed to sea, 
and the balance, 37,187 loads, or 11 per cent., were collected by con- 
tractors and used on low lands for filling; 19,815 loads of waste and 
rubbish were collected, of which amount, 16,926 loads, or 86 per 
cent., were delivered at the plant of the City Refuse Utilization Com- 
pany on Atlantic avenue, 2,718 loads, or 13 per cent., being burned 
or buried on the various dumps and 172 loads, or .01 per cent., car- 
ried to sea. 

Good results were made in the collection of store sweepings of 
what is known as the business section of the city, the occupants in 
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stores, etc., being requested, by the distribution of printed notices, to 
put out all waste material previous to 7.30 A.M., so that the collectors 
could remove it while the streets were passable, much annoyance 
and inconvenience which had previously existed being in a large 
measure prevented. 

Several complaints have been received concerning the failure of 
the Division to promptly remove offal and ashes; investigation of 
these has usually shown that either offal has not been properly sepa- 
rated from ashes or other refuse, as is insisted upon by the depart- 
ment, or else that the receptacles were kept in some inaccessible 
place, or were larger than the ordinances provide and the regulations 
of the department permit. 

In order that householders might understand these regulations 
and that the work be not unnecessarily delayed, the following cir- 
cular was issued : 


Notice is hereby given that the new plant erected for the inciner- 
ation of combustible waste will be in operation at an early date, and 
the following regulations in regard to the three separations of refuse 
will be enforced by this department : 

1. Ashes must be kept free from all other refuse matter and in 
metallic vessels. 

2. House offal or garbage must be kept free from all other refuse 
matter (except food cans and food bottles) and in suitable vessels. 

3. All other refuse, such as paper, rags, excelsior, straw, mat- 
tresses, old clothes, pasteboard boxes, carpets, etc., must be kept 
free from ashes and garbage and in suitable vessels, or in bundles 
firmly fastened so as to prevent the rubbish from being scattered in 
handling, and must be protected from the weather until collected by 
the proper authorities. 

The above rules must be complied with, or refuse will not be 
removed. 

The removal of ashes and other refuse is governed by the follow- 
ing provisions of law: 


AcTs OF 1892, CHAPTER 419, SECTION 112. 


All receptacles for ashes, waste and other substances, liable, by 
spontaneous combustion or otherwise, to cause a fire, shall be made 
of incombustible material, satisfactory to the inspector. Every 
building used as a tenement or lodging house shall have outside, and 
appurtenant to it, a suitable space, satisfactory to the inspector, for 
the temporary deposit of garbage and other refuse matter. 


REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1892, CHAPTER 43, SECTION 14. 


No person shall keep in his house, or on his land, any house offal, 
unless the same is placed ina suitable vessel, free from ashes and 
other refuse matter, and so placed as to be easily removed. 


REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1892, CHAPTER 43, SECTION 17. 


No person shall place or keep in or near any building, ashes or 
cinders in such a manner as to be liable to cause fire, nor mix them 
with other substances, nor place or keep them except in metallic 
vessels, so placed as to be easily removed.

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It will be noted that the circular also requires a third separation, 
viz., that all refuse other than household ashes or offal be placed in 
a third receptacle. This was done to dispose of the combustible 
waste by the City Refuse Utilization Company. 

The annual spring cleaning of the entire city was more than 
usually effectual this year, about 5,000 loads being taken from 
yards, areas and back alleys, passageways were also thoroughly 
cleaned. The following notice was issued to the public:

Housekeepers and other occupants of dwellings are requested to 
place their house and cellar dirt and sweepings in the streets oppo- 
site their premises between the hours of sunrise and 2 o’clock P.M., 
of the following days: Monday, May 1; Tuesday, May 2; Wednes- 
day, May 3; Thursday, May 4; Friday, May 5; when they will be 
removed by the city carts. After which times no person will be 
allowed to place any dirt, ashes, filth or rubbish of any kind what- 
ever in any of the ways, streets or places of the city, without a per- 
mit from the Superintendent of Streets.

Special Notice. 


On and after above-named days, ashes, etc., in order to be re- 
moved by city carts, must be placed in receptacles not larger than an 
ordinary flour barrel, and in a position on a level with the grade of 
the adjoining sidewalk. 

Vault filth, offal, bricks and mortar, gravel and earth, garden 
rakings and shrubbery are not included in the above, and will not 
be removed by the city if placed in the streets. 


NoTeE. — This circular, printed in English, Hebrew and Italian, was posted in 
prominent places by the regular bill-posting companies, and for a week was also 
carried on the sides of all the wagons and carts owned by this division. 


REMOVAL OF HOUSE DIRT, ASHES, WASTE AND RUBBISH. 


The removal of house dirt, ashes, waste and rubbish has been 
attended to during the year by a minimum force of three hundred 
and ninety-nine men and one hundred and forty-nine carts, also by 
five carts with the East Boston contractor, twelve carts with Dorches- 
ter contractors, and three carts with the West Roxbury contractor. 

This work shows a constant increase from year to year, as will be 
seen in the following table, and is an indication of the actual growth 
of the city:

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Work of Harness Shop. — Concluded. 
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PLANT AND PROPERTY IN CHARGE OF SANITARY 
DIVISION. 


SouTH CITY STABLES, SHOPS AND SHEDS. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The lot be- 
longed to the city before being used for this purpose, and contains 
90,780 feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There 
are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, 
etc. The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has ac- 
commodations for 100 horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in 
sheds. Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899 
a veterinary hospital was built and equipped for the purpose of 
caring for sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint and 
harness-makers’ shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., 
used by the department are constructed and kept in repair; also a 
horseshoeing shop for shoeing the horses of the department located 
in this section of the city. 


OFFAL DEPOTS. 


Erected in 1864, on the wharf fronting on Albany street, opposite 
Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by the 
Paving Division. The lot contains 39,511 feet, and belonged to the 
city before being used for this purpose. Total original cost of build- 
ing, $18,578.89. March 1,1900, this building was partly demolished 
for the purpose of building a run-way to new wharf erected for the 
dumping of offal on the scows of the New England Sanitary Product 
Company. Cost of constructing new wharf and run, about $6,000. 


WEST STABLE AND SHEDS. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 
50, located on North Grove street; built in 1860, with suitable out- 
buildings attached to the same. It has accommodations for 90 
horses, in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 square 
feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for 
the purpose of shoeing the horses of the department stabled in this 
section of the city. | 


HIGHLAND STABLE. 


With accommodations for 72 horses, on the old Almshouse lot, 
Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There is 
on this lot a brick stable built in 1873, which cost $88,594.13. On 
this lot is an offal shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 

April 1, 1897, the offal shed, erected in 1875, was abandoned and 
renovated for the purpose of storing wagons and carts. 


CHARLESTOWN STABLE. 


With accommodations for 25 horses, is situated on Rutherford 
avenue ; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; stable built in 1875, 
cost, $5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings built in 1879. 
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Fort HILL WHARF. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the Sanitary 
Division; used as a dumping station for the city’s garbage and 
refuse, and as a landing-place for scows, which convey this stuff to 
sea and to the plant of the New England Sanitary Product Co.; 
cost of constructing platform and dredging dock, $6,219.33. There 
are two dumping-boats, known as the Barney dumping-scows, and 
these are in continual use for the above purpose, and are towed to 
sea by the Street Department steam tug-boat ‘‘ Cormorant.’’ The 
tug-boat is also used by the Sewer Division. 

_ A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning Division as 
a locker for push patrol-carts, etc.; a partis in charge of the Paving 
Division, and a portion occupied by a tenant. 


HECHT’S WHARF. 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing about 35,460 
square feet; placed in charge of the Sanitary Division under a lease 
dated March 1, 1898, and extending for a period of ten years. This 
wharf adjoins and is next to Fort Hill Wharf, and is occupied in part 
by the New England Sanitary Product Company as a berth for their 
scows; also by the buildings of the City Utilization Company for the 
disposal of waste and rubbish. 


EAST BOSTON STABLE. 


Stable and sheds with accommodations for 15 horses is located at 
492 Chelsea street. Lot contains 61,000 feet of land, occupied 
jointly by Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning and Sanitary Divisions. 


NEW ENGLAND PRODUCT COMPANY PLANT. 


Situated on Pumping Station lot, Cow Pasture, Old Harbor Point; 
Dorchester. 


GIBSON-STREET PLANT. 


Containing 42,000 square feet, and situated in Dorchester District, 
which has been used and occupied by the New England Construction 
Company for the treatment and disposition of offal, and which is now 
closed. Land sold in November, 1899. 

The Sanitary Division cared for the horses of the Street Cleaning 
Division located at Rutherford avenue, Highland street and Chelsea 
street, bearing a proportionate share of the cost of maintaining both 
of these stables.

The Sewer Division has charge of the following work, viz. : 

First. Construction and maintenance of all sewerage works, 
including main drainage works. 

Second. Construction and maintenance of the channels of 
Stony brook. 

Third. Preparation of plans, and the engineering and super- 
vision required in the construction and maintenance of sewerage 
works. 

Fourth. Investigation of complaints in regard to defective 
sewerage and drainage. 

Fifth. The granting of permits to drain-layers and others to 
make connections. 

Sixth. The preparation of plans for the assessment of sewer 
construction. (See page 164, Report of 1898.) 

The following table shows the maintenance appropriation of 
this division for the past ten (10) years: 
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A general statement of the work done during 1899, and work 
necessary to be done, is given in the succeeding pages : 
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Soutu Boston. 


The most important work completed in South Boston the past 
year, which has been recommended for a number of years, was the 
Kemp-street overflow, thereby affording a much needed overflow 
for the South Boston intercepting sewer. 

The building of the house sewer in K street, between Ninth 
street and Columbia road, removes the great nuisance of house 
sewage being dumped directly into the Dorchester bay, as houses 
on this street were connected directly with the overflow, with no 
connection whatever with the intercepting sewer. 

As the Yacht Club buildings fronting on Columbia road at City 
.Point were occupied last summer we were obliged to build a short 
piece of house sewer connecting directly with the intercepting 
sewer at O street, thereby preventing the usual nuisance at water 
fronts. 

E-street sewer, between First street and Summer-street exten- 
sion, has been started, and will afford an outlet for sewers built 
last year in Summer-street extension. 

The K-street overflow, from Columbia road to tide water, has 
been rebuilt, as the same was ina bad condition, the Park 
Department having recommended this for the past two years. 

The rebuilding of the A-street overflow at Russell’s dock has 
been started, and will give temporary relief to a large area until 
such time as money is available to rebuild sewers in this vicinity. 

As regards recommendations for future sewer buildings the 
Blake-street sewer should be kept in mind; and as the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad will, in all probability, start 
to build a permanent road-bed here this year, this sewer should be 
attended to as soon as possible. 

As we have started on the sewer system in Commonwealth lands, 
and the completion of same will require many years, this part of 
South Boston can be recommended yearly. This district will in 
a short time be a centre for storage warehouses. 

The A-street sewer, which is much too small in time of heavy 
storm should also receive our attention. 

The filling on Columbia road is nearing completion, and it may 
be advisable to build sewers in this road during the coming year. 


Roxpury. 


A sewer and surface drain has been built in that portion of 
Jersey street, between Boylston street and Peterborough street, 
the sewer forming the connecting link between Peterborough-street 
sewer and Boylston street, and allowing the Peterborough-street 
sewer to be put to use. ‘These sewers and surface drains form a 
part of the general system for the Fenway lands, but the surface 
drain still discharges on to private land and will continue to do 
so until extended to a connection with the Muddy-river conduit 
in Brookline avenue. 

Work on Halleck-street sewer has been discontinued, only the 
worst parts having been rebuilt. 
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A surface drain should be built in Smith and Whitney streets, 
as cellars have been flooded during heavy rains. ‘The sewers are 
too small, and it will be better to build a surface drain to the 
channel of Stony brook in Parker street, than to enlarge the 
sewers. 

The sewers in Round Hill street and Gay Head street are too 
small and too shallow (in places not more than 18 inches between 
the surface of the street and top of pipe) and without the neces- 
sary number of manholes. These sewers were built by private 
parties, without inspection by the city, and have never been 
accepted by this division. Larger and deeper sewers are 
needed here. 

In the easterly part of Roxbury sewers built have been mostly 
pipe sewers, of which the following may be mentioned, namely, 
Linden Park-street sewer which carries off the drainage of quite 
a number of houses which have been draining into the old Stony- 
brook channel. 

Rebuilding of Chesterfield street sewer which was in very bad 
condition. 

The sewer on Swett and Atkinson streets, which the Fire 
Department were anxious to have built to drain their new stable. 

During the coming year this latter district should receive our 
attention, as there are many requests for sewers and surface 
drains for the development of this business district. 

Ruggles-street sewer is in a broken-down condition, and com- 
plaints are constantly being received from abutting property 
owners asserting that they are flooded during every heavy rain- 
storm. Complaints are also received of the sewer in Cottage 
terrace and Marshfield street. 

A beginning should also be made on the rebuilding of the sewer 
system for the Sherman-street district, a matter which has been 
called to the attention of this division for many years. 

Last year an Act was introduced in the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature requesting the city of Boston and the town of Brookline 
to prepare a report for the relief of Muddy river. A report has 
been prepared by this office advocating the construction of a con- 
duit for intercepting the foul flow from surface drains and sewer 
overflows, and conveying the same directly to Charles river, so as 
to preserve the purity of the water in the Muddy river and Fen- 
way ponds. This is accompanied by an estimate of the probable 
cost of this plan and a study of the apportionment of the same 
between the town of Brookline and the city of Boston. This 
will be a very expensive piece of work, and money should be pro- 
vided for it by an Act of the Legislature, which should also at 
the same time settle the apportionment of cost. 

At the outlet of Stony brook into the Fens ponds a similar 
problem is presented. ‘These ponds from the outlet of the Com- 
missioner’s channel to Charles river form a part of the channel 
of Stony brook, and are necessarily fouled by the flow of Stony 
brook during the early part of every storm, when the first wash 


View near the outlet. 
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from the streets and the populous district through which Stony 
brook flows come down. 

A plan has been prepared by this office for a by-pass foul-flow 
channel to carry this water directly to Charles river without 
admixture with the water of the Fens ponds. This will also be 
a very expensive undertaking, and it may not be necessary to 
carry out the whole of it for a few years. It is the opinion of 
the City Engineer that if that portion of it were built between 
the outlet of the Commissioner’s channel and the gate-house on 
the old channel of Stony brook, that it would prove sufficient 
for the present, as it would allow of the foul flow being turned 
through the 7 feet covered wooden channel which extends from 
this gate-house to Charles river. Atleast this portion of the plan 
should be carried out during the coming year. 


DORCHESTER. 


_ As might have been inferred from the reports of this division 
for the last years the question of ‘‘ surface drain’’ (7.é., conduits 
for surface water) has rather overshadowed that of ‘house 
sewers ’’ for the year 1899. 

The comparative lengths of the surface drains built, as com- 
pared with that of house sewers, is perhaps as 22,000 to 18,700 ; 
or in the proportion of 10 to 8h. 

This proportion will probably not diminish for a number of 
years; inasmuch as this district has been pretty well filled up 
with house sewers, and will only need them where new settlements 
for population are made; whereas the subject of surface drains 
has only been forced upon the city within a few years, and owing 
to the increased amount of sewerage diverted to the pumping 
station, it is becoming imperatively necessary to relieve the 
pumps by the building of surface drains. 

It is generally out of the question or inexpedient to construct a 
portion of a surface drain at the upper end, where perhaps most 
of the people live, and where alone the street improvements sys- 
tematically take in the storm water, without at the same time 
providing a well-built outlet at the lower end. 

If this is not done the effect is sure to be to overcrowd the 
lower end with surface water brought down much more quickly: 
than before, so that the lands are inundated and cellars are 
flooded, causing claims for damage against the city. 

To briefly recapitulate what has been accomplished during the 
last year the following works are mentioned : 

Tenean creek, North Branch. This has been practically 
completed in good working order, with sizes in this district from 
14 feet by 12 feet to 4 feet 6 inches by 4 feet 6 inches; so that 
it now takes all the surface drainage from those districts that have 
been most troubled in Dorchester; as well as furnishing in its 
lower part an outlet for Tenean creek, South Branch. 

Tenean creek, South Branch. This much needed improve- 
ment has been much extended during the last year. ‘To the 1,855 
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feet of 6-foot surface drain built in 1898, we have added during 
the last year 1,239 feet, making 3,094 feet in all to date. 

To the 3,225 feet of 3-foot 4-inch by 5-foot house sewer 
previously built we have added during the last year 684 feet, 
making 3,909 feet in all to date. 

To the 800 feet of supplementary house sewer previously built 
in Rosemont road we have added 575 feet, making 1,375 feet 
in all to date. 

In Florida street we have built this year 947 feet of 3-foot 
6-inch circular surface conduit, and 930 feet of supplementary 
pipe house sewer. 

A very considerable proportion of the great surface drain or 
brook channel here has been built in the same trench with the 
large house sewer, which is especially needed in this district for 
the purpose of tapping and relieving the overloaded tunnel in 
Centre street. This kind of construction is familiarly known as 
the ‘* Siamese Twins ” method of building ; the two conduits being 
side by side, although perhaps at a different level, and being 
separated by only one thickness of masonry. 

Much has been done by surface drains to relieve flooding on Ed- 
win, Templeton, Florida, Lonsdale, Mallet and Shepton streets ; but 
considerable remains to be done before the just demands of the 
inhabitants of this district are satisfied, particularly on Wrentham 
(formerly Shelton) and Ashmont streets, etc. 

Gratifying progress has been made on the house sewers for 
this branch, the large main sewer being built, as before men- 
tioned, largely in the same trench with the surface drains. 

Although the final connection in full form has not yet been 
made with the Centre-street tunnel, yet a sufficient connection has 
been made at the corner of Brent and Wainwright streets to give 
a certain amount of relief to that tunnel, by taking a part of the 
excess of water backward through the old Wainwright-street (for- 
merly Carlisle street) sewer. 

On the north branch the conduit has been completed from Park 
street through to Charles street, also to Geneva avenue, which 
latter has permitted the building of an overflow from the Geneva- 
avenue sewer at Tonawanda street, thereby doing away with 
the flooding which occurred at this point at every heavy rain 
storm. 

The extension of Tenean creek, from Charles street to West- 
ville street, is a much-needed improvement, and should receive 
our immediate attention. 

It is highly desirable that a complete finish should be made 
during the coming year of both surface drains and house sewers 
for the territory drained by this branch. This will give a com- 
pleteness to our work and stop all further complaints. The ter- 
ritory is quite thickly settled, and although it is not the fault of 
the city that streets were laid out and built in advance of proper 
drainage, yet this situation confronts us there now; and the 
only satisfactory solution of the problem will be to finish up 
everything in as good shape as if the city had had a chance to 
design it beforehand. 
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Mattapan brook. The proposed extension of the Blue Hill 
avenue boulevard from Walk Hill street to the Neponset river has 
necessarily involved the construction of the lower end of a con- 
duit to carry the waters of Mattapan brook, perhaps a little in 
advance of the needs of civilization or dense settlement. 

At any rate we have constructed here about 1,675 feet of a 
6-foot 6-inch brick conduit; the foundation for which is mostly in 
solid rock, and therefore while of a very substantial, yet also of 
an expensive character. 

Owing to the delay in formulating the plans for the grade cross- 
ing of theN. Y., N. H. & H. R.R, Midland Division, at their Mat- 
tapan station, we have been obliged to defer the continuation of 
this conduit upward until another season. 

The depth of the upper end of the conduit as now built is not 
less than 21 feet below the surface, owing to the necessity of 
passing the conduit under the new tracks of the railroad, which 
are to be very considerably depressed. 

This depth has been slightly exceeded (and in solid rock) by 
the part already built below there; and in fact the average depth 
of digging for the whole job as now built will not fall much short 
of 16 feet. 

In connection with the building of the surface drain above 
spoken of in Blue Hill avenue, it has been found desirable to 
build a considerable portion of the house sewers required for this 
portion of the Blue Hill avenue boulevard. Accordingly 2,372 feet 
of 12-inch, 15-inch and 18-inch pipe sewer have been constructed. 

This is wholly in that part of Blue Hill avenue south of the 
N.Y., N. H. & H. R.R., Midland Division. 

It is to be hoped that the complications relating to the Matta- 
pan grade crossing will be settled early in the year, and this will 
give us a chance to complete the whole of the surface drainage 
and house sewers that are needed for the Blue Hill avenue boule- 
vard. 

Next after that would come naturally the extension of the 
Mattapan brook conduit upward, from Blue Hill avenue, parallel 
with and not far from the track of the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R., 
Midland Division, as far as Morton street, at the corner of Selden 
street ; thus giving a proper outlet to the somewhat expensive sys- 
tem of surface drains that we have constructed on Selden street, 
Capen street, and other streets in that immediate vicinity, where 
we have added this year 309 feet to the 3,160 feet built in 1898, 
making a total length of 3,469 feet; varying from 3-foot 6-inch 
brick conduit to 10-inch pipe. 

As this territory is, however, in a very undeveloped condition 
money could be saved at present by simply ditching the brook 
along the lines of the takings, building only masonry structures at 
the street crossings. ) 

Richmond-street brook. A small beginning has been made 
at improving the surface drainage in the neighborhood of Rich- 
mond street. 

This is an old and thickly settled neighborhood, and probably 
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the people will never be satisfied until they get such a system of 
surface drains as will enable them to have a proper number of 
catch-basins. 

If the money is available this would be a very meritorious 
place to spend it. 

Davenport brook. No work of any consequence has been 
accomplished on this brook during the last year, but the condi- 
tions on the upper part of this brook, say in the neighborhood of 
Armandine, Ashmont, Burt, Bailey and Fuller streets, Dorchester 
avenue and Van Winkle street, are such as to invite speedy 
attention. . 

The old brook has been filled up, buried out of sight, carried to 
one side and tortured in every conceivable way, so that its exist- 
ence would hardly be suspected in a dry time, although whenever 
it rains heavily it makes itself very disagreeably conspicuous. 

It happens luckily that just below Van Winkle street there is a 
steep gradient or fall in the brook which would give good clearance 
to the waters of a conduit built above that point down into the open 
channel of the brook, without involving the quite expensive and 
formidable undertaking of building a channel below there to the 
Neponset river. 

The expense therefore of improving the upper part of the 
brook will be only what is required in each place, without any- 
thing additional for an outlet. 

Oakland brook. This brook, which drains the large extent 
of valley west of Blue Hill avenue, at Mattapan, will need event- 
ually extensive improvements; but the progress of settlement in 
these somewhat rugged and undrained lands is not so great as to 
call for immediate attention. 

In the neighborhood of Callender and Willowwood streets, near 
Dorchester station on the N. Y., N. H. & H.R.R., Midland Divi- 
sion, the improvements of former seasons have been perseveringly 
followed up. 

On Callender street there have been built more than 1,600 feet 
of surface and catch-basin drains, etc., including 617 feet of 10- 
foot brick conduit (which added to the 200 feet of 1898, makes 
817 feet in all to date); besides 11 catch-basins and 7 inlets. 

Besides this there have been built 1,736 feet of large pipe and 
brick surface drains, and 1,889 feet of open ditch in the adjacent 
territory ; all for the purpose of remedying the disastrous flowage 
of this part of the Canterbury branch of Stony brook. 

As mentioned last year the above-named open ditches should 
be supplemented by permanent covered drains, as soon as 
convenient. 

On the Oakland Garden Fork of Stony brook we added 
444 feet of brick and pipe conduit to the 288 feet built in 1898, 
giving 732 feet in all, and 263 feet of 24-inch pipe surface 
drain. 

In this connection the speedy building is urged of about 580 
feet of brick conduit in Millet street and Wheatland avenue, being 
the connecting link between the lower conduit built in Talbot 
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avenue and New England avenue in 1898-99, and the- upper 
concrete conduit built in Spencer street, from Park street, and in 
Wheatland avenue in 1894. 

Until this is done the brook will always overflow here in 
storms, causing damage to the streets, and probably eventually 
to the cellars in the immediate neighborhood. . 

It is true that 320 feet of conduit would make the connection 
with the old brook channel at Millet-street culvert; but if we 
once commenced to build this connection it would be a pity not 
to build the whole system. 

It is quite desirable that, at an early date, the outlet for what 
has been built should be carried down from the track of the 
N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R., Midland Division, to the Franklin park 
ditch, to afford an outlet for surface drains in this vicinity, and 
incidentally to relieve the Talbot-avenue sewer. 

The Park Commissioners have also petitioned for a brick con- 
duit to carry the waters now flowing around Franklin field in 
their open ditch. This improvement would start at our 10-foot 
conduit at the corner of Lyons and Callender streets, and run 
upwards through Lyons street and the border of Franklin field, 
to the culvert crossing Talbot avenue, not far from Blue Hill 
avenue, and thence to Franklin Park at Canterbury street bound- 
ary near Angell and Calder streets. 

As this improvement would be almost entirely for the benefit of 
Franklin field (as we can get along for the present with things as 
they now exist) it would seem reasonable that a part, at least, 
of the cost should be defrayed from the appropriation of the Park 
Commission. 

A 24-inch pipe surface drain should be extended from Kilton 
street, across Harvard street and across the railroad, in order 
to carry the water from the conduit built last year from Elmo 
street through Greenwich street, nearly down to Harvard street 
to connect with the 24-inch pipe now laid in West Park street. 
The water from this conduit has at the present time practically no 
outlet except from the ditches on both sides of the railroad 
track. The 24-inch pipe mentioned in Kilton street will serve 
for the present time, and in future, when the district is devel- 
oped and the flow consequently increased, the main channel can 
be built on the westerly side of the railroad through the brook 
conduit near Harvard street to connect with the main conduit of 
the branch where it crosses Bernard street, a few hundred feet 
south of Talbot avenue. By adopting this expedient two difli- 
cult crossings of the railroad track will be avoided, and the ex- 
penditure of a considerable sum of money will be put off until 
such time in the future as the 24-inch pipe shows itself inade- 
quate to carry the flow, thereby saving on the interest account. 

The 2,075 feet of pipe catch-basin drain built this year in Wal- 
deck street is worthy of mention; especially as giving a finish 
to a fine residential territory, otherwise sorely lacking. 

The North Branch of ‘* Fine Neck creek,’’ crossing Neponset 
avenue, near Blackwell street, also Newhall street and crossing 
Ashmont street, near Train street, deserves attention. 
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The Park Department has recently improved that part of this 
water-course which is in the ‘‘ Neponset playground,” below 
Neponset avenue. The improvement should be extended up- 
wards, as in the past several complaints have been filed, caused 
by the condition of the brook and some of the culverts. 

The Central-avenue and Sanford-street brook. This 
brook should be improved, as at present a number of catch- 
basins, which have been built on Sanford street, are con- 
nected with the house sewer, sending storm water to the pumps; 
and very little water flows through the old pipe which was laid in 
1886. 

The extension of the culvert under Blue Hill avenue, near Taibot 
avenue, should be continued down Blue Hill avenue to the open 
channel in Franklin field, as it has been the cause of many com- 
plaints in the past. 

Among the most conspicuous and desirable undertakings of the 
year may be mentioned that of Talbot avenue for purposes of sur- 
face drainage ; so as to enable the roadway of this long neglected 
boulevard to be thoroughly macadamized, with curbed sidewalks, 
and electric car tracks in the centre of the roadway. ‘To this 
end there was built about 2,600 feet of surface and catch-basin 
drains; and as the old brick sewer has to be extensively cleaned 
at intervals there were also built a ‘‘ by-pass” or supplementary 
sewer of 15-inch pipe, about 1,680 feet in lengtb,’in which the 
sewage can flow temporarily while the old sewer is being cleaned ; 
as well as a ‘‘ settling tank” 72 feet long, to catch the gravel 
and sand brought down in storms. 

Although the work was not done or paid for by the city, and 
its amount does not show as an offset to the city’s expendi- 
tures, it is nevertheless a matter of interest and congratulation 
that about 2,140 feet of pipe sewers were built by private parties in 
Harwood, Harvest, Lucerne and Ashton streets, in the tract of 
land just south of Lauriat avenue, and just east of Blue Hill 
avenue, thus opening quite sn extensive territory for building 
purposes. . 

More than this, not less than 5,500 feet of sewers were built 
by the owners of the ‘‘Ward Estate,’’ on the tract of land just 
north of Lauriat avenue, and east of Blue Hill avenue, thus put- 
ting even more land into the market. As this is all good, and 
mostly very good, high land, it is an advantage to the whole city, 
as increasing the area available for good homesteads for citizens 
of moderate means. 

The sewer outlet for the northern half of Savin Hill has been 
completed, and will afford drainage for all property in this 
vicinity. 

A start has been made on the Ceylon-street sewer, and on the 
completion of the same a suitable outlet for a large part of Co- 
lumbia road will be available. This structure will be a brick 
conduit for storm water, with 12-inch and 18-inch pipes for 
house sewage on the sides. 


BLUE HILL AVENUE, DORCHESTER, SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


This surface drain will outlet into the Neponset river at Mattapan square. 
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For the next year’s work I have selected, from the 27 house 
sewers hitherto petitioned for, the following nine streets as being 
of special importance, viz. :

As a street is about to be laid out under Columbia road, at 
Crescent avenue station, which will serve as a location for a pro- 
posed storm-water conduit for the relief of the Crescent avenue 
district, I think it advisable to recommend the building of said 
conduit as soon as possible. 

The separation of the system tributary to Talbot avenue sewer 
should be started during the coming year, and we are constantly 
receiving complaints from this district. 

The intercepting sewer in private way off Dorchester avenue, 
near Freeport street, is in a bad condition, and should be 
attended to immediately. 


East Boston. 


Sewers have been built in Chelsea street, between Chelsea 
bridge and Curtis street, also in Curtis, Pope and Chaucer streets, 
and connection made with the Metropolitan sewer, near Chelsea 
street. 

In building the brick sewer in Chelsea street the ground was 
found to be completely saturated with petroleum from _ the 
adjacent oil-works, and this has percolated through the masonry 
of the sewer, and caused so much gas to accumulate in the sewer 
that the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission fearing trouble to 
their work sealed off the connection. ‘The only remedy which 
suggests itself is to ventilate this sewer thoroughly by means of 
shafts, as the ventilation from the manhole covers is liable to be 
interrupted by ice and snow, and to apply Portland concrete wash 
to the inside of the brick work to render it more impervious to the 
oil. A brick shaft for ventilating has been built on a location 
granted by the Standard Oil Company, and connected with the 
sewer and is proving very efficient in carrying off this gas. Three 
other ventilating pipes of iron have been planned to be placed on 
the summits of the connecting system, in order to establish a cir- 
culation. These shafts will be made to resemble trolley poles 
and placed on the curb line, and as they will be thirty-five feet high 
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no complaints are likely to be received on account of them. The 
foundations are already in, and these pipes will be set up as soon 
as the base plate castings are received from the foundry. -When 
the system of ventilation is completed the work of rendering the 
sewer impervious to oil will be attempted. 

A new culvert has been built under Bennington street, near 
Trumbull street, and extended to and across the location of the 
Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad, under an arrangement 
with the railroad authorities. 

A small piece of the Bennington-street boulevard sewer system 
(about 1,300 feet) has also been built, between Leverett avenue 
and the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. 

The most important sewerage work needed in East Boston is 
the building of three lines of intercepting sewer to intercept the 
sewage from the northerly shore of the island on Chelsea creek, 
the easterly shore facing toward Winthrop, and the sewage of 
Breed’s Island. These three interceptors were not included in 
the plans of the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission, and have 
never been built, and although East Boston territory is included 
in the assessment made by the Metropolitan Apportionment Com- 
mission, only a part of East Boston enjoys the benefit of the 
Metropolitan intercepting system. 

There is considerable complaint of nuisance still existing from 
the discharge of sewage on to the flats around the northerly por- 
tion of the island, and this state of things must continue until 
these interceptors are built. The three would cost a large amount 
of money, probably about $1,000,000, and there would seem to 
be a legitimate reason for asking for a loan for this special pur- 
pose outside of the regular sewerage loan, and outside of the 
debt limit. This would follow the precedent established in the 
case of all intercepting sewers, all of which have been built on 
long time loans, and would seem to be right in principle, as the 
benefit of these sewers will be enjoyed for all time. 

With the amount of money available out of the $1,000,000 
loan for sewer building this year it is not likely that any can 
be applied to this purpose. 

Sewers are needed in East Boston parkway with an outlet to 
the Metropolitan sewer near Bremen and Prescott streets. 

Sewers in Chelsea and Bennington streets, from Eagle square 
to Putnam street, should be rebuilt on a larger size. 

The Putnam-street outlet at Condor street should also be 
rebuilt. This has been broken down, and has been a nuisance as 
well as a menace to health for several years. It should be re- 
built so as to convey the sewage to the deep water of the channel 
of Chelsea creek, without spilling any onthe flats, as this is the 
best disposition that can be made of it until the intercepting 
sewers, previously mentioned, for this portion of the island can be 
built. 

If money can be provided for this object the Porter-street over- 
flow should also be rebuilt, as it is practically all broken to pieces. 
This would be an expensive piece of work, as it should either be 
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rebuilt of wood in a much more substantial manner than pre- 
viously, or of brick on a pile foundation and protected by an em- 
bankment of earth filling. 


BRIGHTON. 


The sewer and surface drain system for Commonwealth avenue, 
between Warren street and Chestnut Hill avenue, has been com- 
pleted, and outlets built in Washington street and in Sutherland 
road and private land, both of which connect with the Brookline 
sewerage system. | 

The large brook conduit has been built from Fairbanks street 
to Oak square, to carry the Oak square branch of the Faneuil 
Valley brook. As the part of Brighton, in the vicinity of Oak 
square, is developing rapidly, this conduit has been built large 
enough to serve for the district when fully developed. The other 
branch of the brook coming down from Chandler’s pond and 
Lake street, and crossing Washington street, near Fairbanks 
street, should also be improved, and the covered brook conduit 
built from the junction with the first-named conduit up-stream at 
least as far as Rogers park, which would enable the Park Commis- 
sion to properly drain and improve this playground; but inas- 
much as this portion of Brighton territory is largely rural, and a 
portion of the water-shed being in Newton, and more particularly 
as there seems to be nothing at present to cause any such rapid 
development as is taking place around Oak square and Bigelow 
Hill, it would seem more reasonable to build a conduit large 
enough to care for the brook under the existing conditions, and 
for a reasonable period in the future, and not expend the large 
amount of money necessary to build a conduit suitable for the 
district when the same shall have become completely developed. 

The Oak-square conduit and also the Lake-street branch dis- 
cussed above are improvements upon the head waters of the 
Faneuil Valley brook. ‘They will of course result in precipitating 
the storm-flow of the brook more quickly into the lower reaches, 
and as the outlet to the whole system at the iron bridge of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad over North Beacon street is already 
inadequate to carry the flow of the brook, the building of these 
improvements makes it even more imperative than before that an 
adequate outlet should be constructed, as flooding at this point is 
sure to take place. 

The storm-water conduit should also be built for Shepard- 
street brook from Charles river to Shannon street. The lower 
part of this will connect with the outlet for the Faneuil Valley 
brook at the railroad bridge as described above. ‘This Shepard- 
street brook has been taken into the sewer system in several 
places, and the channel at intermediate points has been ob- 
structed. At every storm lasting one or two hours cellars are 
flooded, and much inconvenience caused to property owners. 
Takings for this brook conduit have been made, and work can 
proceed whenever there is sufficient money for the purpose. 

Salt Creek brook conduit should also be continued if practical 
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from a financial point of view, from its present ending, about 350 
feet north of Commonwealth avenue to the Charles river, but if 
the money for this is not available it should be constructed 
at least from the Charles river across the tracks of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. The railroad company is constantly filling and 
building new freight tracks at this point in order to develop the 
Beacon Park property into a freight yard, and the longer this 
work is delayed the more expensive it willbe. There are already 
something like twenty tracks across at this point. 


West Roxpury. 


A conduit should be built for Goldsmith brook from the pres- 
ent ending near Jamaica street to the Arborway, and also one 
for Kirk-street brook. A surface drain should be built in Baker 
street, from Gardner street to Spring-street brook, and a con- 
duit built to improve the condition of this brook. 

A sewer should be built in Gardner street from the Metropoli- 
tan sewer near Charles river to Spring street, and in Spring 
street to Centre street. This sewer and the surface drain last 
mentioned should certainly be built during the coming summer as 
both are necessary; the first to drain the surface water from 
around the location of the new school-house on Gardner street, 
and the sewer to take the drainage of the school-house. This 
was promised to the School Committee, and they were assured 
that the work would be done in time for the school to be occupied 
in September of 1900. ‘The sewer will also take a large portion, 
but not all of the pollution which now finds its way into the 
Spring-street brook, and thence into Charles river. This is a 
menace to public health, as several municipalities derive their 
water supply from the river below this point. 

Culverts and surface drains are needed in Temple, Perham and 
Dent streets. 

The area bounded by New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road and Beech and Washington streets, is now quite thickly 
settled, and every street in this section should have sewers and 
surface drains. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


The Beach-street outlet has been connected with the Metropol- 
itan sewer and a new overflow outlet built, thus completing all 
connections with the Metropolitan sewer in Charlestown, except 
the Beacham-street district, so called. The sewers in this district 
are very leaky, and should be rebuilt in the near future on the 
separate system. It is possible that some of the existing sewers 
may be utilized for surface drainage, but in only few instances. 

The sewers in Main and Cambridze streets, from Beach street 
to Somerville line, should be rebuilt of larger size and at greater 
depth. The sewers in Rutherford avenue, from the outlet to 
Cambridge street, should be rebuilt; also the sewer in Tibbets 
Town-way. ‘The sewer in Tufts street is in poor condition; and 
a sewer is needed in Concord street, from Monument square to 
Bunker Hill street. 
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City PROPER. 


The Canal-street relief-sewer is now being constructed in 
Haverhill street, and is rapidly nearing completion. When the 
turn into Traverse street is made one of the most difficult sections 
of the work will be encountered, that is the crossing of the tracks 
that lead into the subway. Driving the 30 feet piles necessary in 
the construction adds to the complication. 

The sewer in South street is completed to Harvard street. 
This affords an outlet for the Harvard-street sewer through 
South and Kneeland streets under the Terminal Company tracks 
to Fort Point Channel at Mt. Washington avenue. The Har- 
vard-street outlet, below South street, is abandoned. 

The regulator at Oswego street and Albany street is nearly 
completed. When this is done the machinery can be set up in 
the district regulator in Dewey square and the Dover-street 
regulator abandoned. 

The sewer system in Charlestown street has been completed. 
The building of this sewer has afforded an outlet into the Canal- 
street relief sewer for the Beverly street sewer, which has been 
in bad condition for a long time and should be rebuilt. 

The surface drain which the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company is building along the side of their tracks 
will cut about two feet into the arch of the intercepting sewer in 
Lehigh street, To obviate this difficulty the interceptor is to be 
cut off and rebuilt with a wider and flatter section, allowing the 
surface drain to pass over it without change of grade. ‘This 
work will probably be done at once by this division and paid for 
by the railroad. 

Changes in the sewer system necessitated by the relocation of 
the tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad and the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad have been completed, the re- 
building of the Way-street sewer being the principal change. 

The sewer in Hanover street to drain the siphon at Washing- 
ton street into the Canal-street relief sewer at Cross street has 
not been built. If the subway in Hanover street is built this 
sewer should be built into the structure. 

Sewers should be rebuilt in North street, India street, Milk 
street and adjoining streets, Fayette street, Salem street and in 
Commercial street at Clark street. 

The sewer in Essex street should be rebuilt between Kingston 
street and Chauncey street. 

The outlets to the sewers in the Back Bay district have been 
found to be too small and, although it has been recommended in 
several reports to enlarge them, the work has not been done. 


Moon Island. 


The work of extending the reservoir has progressed to such 
an extent that although the whole work on the reservoir proper 
is not completed, it is in use and admits of, if necessary, a storage 
to its full capacity of fifty million gallons per tide or one hundred 
million gallons per day. 
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A portion of the work remaining to be done is the setting up 
of the flushing sewer gates, the machinery for operating the 
same, and the buildings in which it is to be installed. The iron 
work for the above has been delayed, owing to the difficulty in 
procuring such material at the present time. 

The new method of flushing the extended portion of the res- 
ervoir cannot be put in operation until this work is done. A 
portion of the rip-rap and slope paving protecting the roadway 
embankment at the southerly end of the reservoir, a small 
amount of excavation on the slope of the hill east of the reser- 
voir, the grading and ballasting of the roadways and the loaming 
of the slopes remain to be done. 

It was considered necessary to strengthen the old division 
walls of the reservoir, one-third of this work has been done, the 
remainder being left, on account of the season, until spring. 

The sea-wall at the north-easterly end of the island, as origi- 
nally laid out, has been completed. z 

The work of paving, grading and building a parapet wall on 
the out-fall sewer embankment, necessitated by the damage done 
by the storm of November 27, 1898, is practically completed. 

There should be built in the gate-house, at the dead end of 
the out-fall sewer, a relief-gate, which would work automatically, 
to prevent any sudden backing up of the out-fall sewer while the 
reservoir is being discharged. If this should occur it might 
cause a flooding at the pumping station, and it might happen 
at night if the gateman on duty was suddenly incapacitated by 
sickness or other cause. 

A ventilating pipe should also be put in connecting with the 
chamber below the gate-house floor, to relieve the air pressure 
caused by a discharge of the reservoir at a high stage of the tide. 

It seems advisable, before completing the work in progress, to 
devise some method of handling at this point an amount of 
sewage beyond the capacity of the present extension, 

If the proposed design for a high-level sewer is adopted, and 
constructed by the State, it will be several years before it will be 
in operation, and the increase in the amount of sewage received 
before such work is completed, may necessitate the handling here 
of an amount larger than our present capacity, and we should be 
able to handle an amount equal at least to the capacity of the 
tunnel. 

The recommendations made in last year’s report, on which no 
action has been taken, are herewith supplemented. 

On account of the damage done at the sewer outlet, by storm 
of November 27, 1898, and the lability of recurrence, it is advisa- 
ble to extend the sea-wall for a short distance on the opposite 
side of the gate-house, to allow for filling on all sides of the foun- 
dation, except the face, to insure the stability of it in the future. 

The bluff on the north-easterly side of the island, which is over 
one hundred feet in height, washes and furrows badly each year, 
carrying large quantities of material to the foot of the slope. 
Now that the sea-wall is built on this side of the island, with a 
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fill behind it to an established grade, it will be necessary to grade 
the bluff to such a slope that a sod can be grown on it to protect 
it from the action of the rains and frost, or the grade of the filling 
at its base cannot be maintained, and will always present an 
unsightly appearance. 

A portion of the rip-rap around the island should be relaid as 
the action of the ice, together with the storms, has moved it so 
much in places that the ballast beneath it is liable to be washed, 
and endanger the embankment in which the out-fall sewer is built. 

The wharf at the Island should be extended about forty-five 
feet, and a channel dredged from it to deep water. The depart- 
ment boat cannot land at the wharf if the water is below half-tide. 
A run should be built alongside the wharf, so the small boat can 
be launched under any conditions of weather. The old boat and 
house for same were carried away by the storm of November 27, 
1898. 

An automatic tide gauge should be set up at the wharf, so that 
a continuous and correct record of the height of the tide can be 
preserved. Aside from the need of it in connection with the 
works, its usefulness is demonstrated by the repeated requests 
for such information by the different city departments and others. 

A registering gauge should also be placed at the east end of 
the tunnel, to obtain data in regard to the waves that occur there, 
so that the cause of the same may be determined if possible. 

The lack of facilities for keeping the out-fall sewer clean has 
long been felt; and I would recommend laying a six-inch water 
pipe from the gate-house to the connection chamber, with hy- 
drants on it, so that salt water may be used for the purpose. 

The old stable, which should have been replaced long ago, can- 
not be used with economy any longer. Aside from its tumble- 
down condition it will not properly accommodate the horses, and 
there is no chance to get the wagons under cover. A new stable 
should be built with proper accommodations, and in keeping with 
the other buildings on the island. 

During the summer season the island is becoming quite a 
favorite place for visitors in carriages, and on bicycles, not only 
to see the work, but to get the sea breezes, and the fine view of 
the harbor that may be had from the top of the hill. If the pro- 
posed boulevard in Quincy and Squantum becomes a reality the 
number will increase, and a driveway around the Island and to 
the top of the hill, with grounds about the reservoir graded in 
proper shape, would greatly add to the appearance of the plant, 
and the pleasure of the public. 


Main Drainage. 


Work on Moon Island has progressed during the past year 
very rapidly, and at the present time the four basins are com- 
pleted and in use. During the ensuing year it is intended to 
finish the work upon the basins and the grading and planting and 
laying of rip-rap as well as to clean up in general. 
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A new stable should be built at Moon Island, as recommended 
in the past. 

The building of a four flat tenement house for the accommoda- 
tion of the men working on the Island is recommended, as it is 
especially desirable that the night force should have their homes 
near their work, This was the original design, and it should 
be started and completed in the near future. Studies should be 
made for the extension of the reservoirs and for handling the 
sewage. In changing the city to the separate system regard 
should be had for the purification and handling of sewage in the 
future. 

At the pumping station, Cow Pasture, work has proceeded on 
the alteration and repairs of the engines, and we have increased 
the pumping capacity of the plant very materially. A new 
iron floor has been put in, and the station at the present time 
will compare favorably with any other in the country in efficiency 
and appearance. During the past two years studies have been 
made for a new 72,000,C00 gallons per day pumping-engine, and 
during the month of December, 1899, the contract was let to the 
I. P. Morris Company of Philadelphia. Work will at once pro- 
ceed upon the pump, and the apparatus will be in operation by 
February 1, 1902. 

During this year the division has begun to operate under the 
new eight-hour law. ‘This will increase the labor of the division, 
and more money will have to be appropriated if the same amount 
of work is to be done with the present force of men. 

The equipment of the division is in first-class condition, and 
we are working on an average of 1,000 men per day. 


Stony Brook. 


At the close of the working season of 1898 the Stony-brook 
channel was completed from Boylston Station to the Back Bay 
Fens, with the exception of a short section in the old gate-house 
yard. Work on this section which had been suspended February 
9, 1899, was resumed March 6 by a small force from the South 
End yard, and by the middle of April the stone work for the fore- 
bay had been removed, and work on the conduit proper com- 
menced. This was pushed without interruption until it was com- 
pleted in August, making the conduit continuous from Boylston 
street to the Fens. 

The chief difficulty here — that of handling the brook water in 
the portion near Columbus avenue, where there was no chance to 
flume it around — was overcome by building a coffer-dam in three 
sections, fitting the lower end of the dam, as nearly as possible, 
to the inequalities of the rock bottom, then bolting the sections 
together and filling between the walls of the dam with a stiff clay 
and running a double line of sand-bags around the bottom. The 
fourth side was formed by the ledge on the south side, and the 
dam successfully withstood two rain-storms which raised the water 
to a depth of nearly eight feet on the outside, an ordinary hand- 
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pump being sufficient to keep the interior dry at all times. One 
side wall and about two-thirds in width of the bottom for a length 
of about thirty feet were built inside the dam; also a wall run- 
ning lengthwise and about five feet high. This dam was then 
removed, the water turned beyond the wall, and the rest of the 
bottom and the other side wali completed. 

Beyond this point the water was flumed around the work, as 
there was room to do so, and at the end section, the side away 
from the flume and a partition wall were first built, the water 
turned through this part, as at the beginning, and the final con- . 
nection made. 

While this work was going on the Legislature authorized 
a loan of $350,000 for the extension of the conduit south of 
Boylston street. Construction was commenced on this portion 
the last of June, and has been carried on up to the present by the 
department force. 

The first section of this work, between Boylston street and 
Boylston Station, was an extremely difficult piece to build on 
account of the railroad embankment on one side. It was carried 
through without accident by opening up the trench in short 
sections only. On account of the low elevation at which the 
established grade of many streets in West Roxbury has been 
fixed by the Board of Survey, it has been found necessary to 
lower the hydraulic gradient line for Stony brook considerably 
below that recommended by the Stony Brook Commissioners in 
their report of 1886, and the change in grade was made at 
Boylston avenue. 

A careful study was made of the problem of extending the 
Commissioners channel to the Hyde Park line, and it was deemed 
advisable to recommend the lowering of the grade of the brook 
and the division of the channel into two parts, in order to secure 
the same capacity upon a flatter hydraulic gradient. These 
recommendations were adopted, and the channel as designed in 
Boylston avenue (a channel 9 feet by 9 feet 6 inches) has been 
built as far as Cornwall street, where a temporary connection 
has been made with the old brook channel. A conduit of the 
same size as that below Boylston street, namely, 15 feet 6 inches 
by 17 feet has been designed to be built in the old channel of the 
brook, the 9 feet by 9 feet 6 inches channel being just large 
enough to make up the deficiency in the capacity of the former 
channel, due to the flattening of the hydraulic gradient. ‘The 
turning of the brook through the temporary connection at Corn- 
wall street, thence into the 9 feet by 9 feet 6 inches channel in 
Boylston avenue has eliminated the problem of carrying the brook 
water from that portion of the old» channel between Boylston 
avenue and Cornwall street, and work is now progressing on this 
part of the channel. 

The original design was to build the 9 feet by 9 feet 6 inches 
auxiliary channel the whole length of Boylston avenue, making 
the connection with the main channel at Green street, and this 
design may yet be carried out, or if the season and other con- 
ditions seem favorable a single channel may be built from 
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Cornwall street up the old bed of the brook to Green street. In 
this case this channel would have to be 154 feet by 20 feet. This 
question will be settled next summer when construction reaches 
Cornwall street. During the progress of the work the coming 
season additional surveys, borings, etc., should be made, and 
plans prepared for carrying the work on south of Green street, 
especially between Green and Washington streets, where consider- 
able difficulty will be encountered in securing an unobjectionable 
location for the conduit. The old channel of the brook from the 
Boston Belting Company’s premises down to the Back Bay Fens 
- should be rebuilt this cominy year if possible, as the masonry of 
the channels is in such condition that a dangerous cave-in may 
be expected any time in the streets forming the roof of the 
channel. It is only a question of time when some serious 
accident will occur. Reports and estimates have been made 
upon this channel frequently, and a plan devised for rebuilding 
the old channel, and also providing house sewerage at the same 
time for all the buildings which abut upon this portion of the 
brook, and from which more or less pollution, almost unayoid- 
ably, finds its way into the brook channel. 


SEWER LEGISLATION. 


SECTION 1. Section i, of chapter 426 of the Acts of the year 
1897, as amended by chapter 257 of the Acts of the year 1898, is 
hereby further amended by striking out the whole of said section 
and inserting in place thereof, the following : SEcTION 1. The board 
or boards authorized to make appropriations for the City of Boston, 
by a majority vote of the members of such board or boards, approved 
by the City Council of said city by the affirmative vote of two-thirds 
of all the members of each branch thereof, taken by a call of the 
yeas and nays, or, if there should be no such board or boards, then 
said City Council by such two-thirds vote,-may annually appropri- 
ate, to be met by the issue of bonds as hereinafter provided, sums 
not exceeding $1,000,000 in any one year for constructing sewerage 
works in said city, and shall also appropriate, to be met by the 
annual income and taxes of said city, sums for maintaining and 
operating the sewerage works, and such sums as the City Treasurer 
of said city shall each year determine to be the amount to be used 
for interest on the bonds issued for sewerage works, and also the 
amount to be used for the sinking-funds for bonds issued for sew- 
erage works, which with all other amounts so used, and their accu- 
mulations, will pay all such bonds at maturity; and there shall also 
be used for said sinking-funds all premiums received from the sale 
of said bonds, and all amounts received for breach of any contract 
for constructing sewerage works, or for securities deposited as 
security for making such contracts and declared to be forfeited to 
the city, or for sales of property. All sewers, drains, pumping sta- 
tions, and other works for the collection or disposal of sewage, or 
surface or ground water in said city shall be included in the term 
‘¢ sewerage work ”’ as used in this act, and no such work shall here- 
after be constructed in said city, except under authority of this act, 
unless the same has been ordered to be constructed before the pas- 
sage thereof. 
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Srecr. 2. Section 5 of said chapter 426 is hereby amended by 
inserting in the ninth line after the word ‘‘ Middlesex ’’ the word 
or for the County of Suffolk —and by inserting at the end of said 
section the words: In any case where a petition is filed by the 
Mayor in the County of Middlesex the cause shall be transferred 
to the County of Suffolk, if the owner, within thirty days after 
the filing of said petition shall file in the office of the Clerk of 
Courts for the County of Middlesex a statement in writing that 
he desires said cause to be tried in the County of Suffolk — so 
as to read as follows: Section 5. Said city shall pay all damages 
sustained by the owner of any land, water-course, right or easement 
taken by said Board, or injured in any manner, or by any person 
in doing any act or thing under section 4 of this act, the same to 
be agreed upon by said Board with the approval of the Mayor and 
said owner, and if they cannot agree the: damages shall, on the 
petition of said owner or Mayor, be determined by a jury of the 
Superior Court for the County of Middlesex or for the County of 
Suffolk in the manner provided by law with respect to lands taken 
for highways in said city of Boston, and costs shall be taxed and 
execution issued in favor of the prevailing party as in civil cases. 
Any person whose water rights are thus taken or injured may apply 
as aforesaid within three years from the time of such taking or 
injury, and not afterwards. In any case where a petition is filed 
by the Mayor in the County of Middlesex the cause shall be trans- 
ferred to the County of Suffolk if the owner, within thirty days 
after the filing of said petition, shall file in the office of the Clerk of 
Courts for the County of Middlesex a statement in writing that he 
desires said cause to be tried in the County of Suffolk. 

SECT. 3. Section 7 of said chapter is hereby amended by striking 
out the whole of said section and inserting in place thereof the fol- 
lowing: Section 7. The Board of Street Commissioners of said 
city at any time within two years after any new sewer or drain for 
the collection or disposal of sewage or of surface or ground water is 
completed, shall assess upon the several estates especially benefited 
by such sewer or drain, a proportional part of the cost thereof, not 
exceeding in amount the sum of $4 per lineal foot. Any such as- 
sessment which shall be found to be invalid and is unpaid, or which 
shall have been recovered back, may be re-assessed by said Board to 
the amount for which, and to the person to whom, the original as- 
sessment ought to have been made. Every such re-assessment and 
every such original assessment shall be a lien upon the estate as- 
sessed or re-assessed for two years after such assessment or re-assess- 
ment, and shall be collected and paid into the city treasury in 
conformity with the provisions of sections 16 and 17 of chapter 323 of 
the Acts of the year 1891, and acts in amendment thereof and addition 
thereto. Said Board may assess upon any estate heretofore or here- 
after connected with a public sewer a reasonable part of the cost of 
construction thereof; provided that no owner of the estate has paid 
for such sewer or has paid any assessment for its construction. 
Every such assessment may be revised and corrected by said Board 
of Street Commissioners and such assessments and revised and cor- 
rected assessments shall be subject to an appeal to the Superior 
Court in the manner provided for appeals from the Board of Assess- 
ors in the case of taxes, and they shall not be affected by the pro- 
visions of the statute requiring the filing of alist of estates liable to 
taxation as a pre-requisite to an appeal. 
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Sect. 4. All votes heretofore passed by the City Council or by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment of the City of Boston 
under the provisions of chapter 426 of the Acts of the year 1897, 
and of chapter 257 of the Acts of the year 1898, authorizing the 
issue of bonds of said city for the construction of sewerage works, 
are hereby ratified and confirmed; and all bonds heretofore or here- 
after issued as authorized by said votes shall be legal obligations of 
said city, and the interest and sinking-fund requirements thereof 
shall be paid from the income and taxes of said city. The Treasurer 
of said city, upon request of the Mayor, shall issue bonds of said city 
outside the debt limit thereof, payable in five years from their date, 
to the amount required to repay all sewerage charges collected by 
said city under the provisions of section 7 of chapter 426 of the Acts of 
the year 1897, prior to the date thereof and use the proceeds of such 
bonds to repay said sewerage charges and for no other purpose. 
The Mayor of said city may authorize the transfer of any loans or 
parts of any loans heretofore made or authorized, and not required 
to meet any contract, except loans for sewerage works, water-works 
or subways, to an amount not exceeding $350,000, to meet the ex- 
penses of operating and maintaining said sewerage works until the 
first day of February in the year 1900; and the Treasurer of said 
city shall thereupon hold the proceeds of the loans or parts of the 
loans so authorized, and use the same to meet said expenses. The 
Board of Assessors of said city shall include in the assessments of 
taxes, tax lists and warrants for the current year, in addition to the 
amounts already authorized to be inserted therein, the further sum 
of $122,669.88, to meet the interest and sinking-fund requirements 
for the current year of the bonds for the construction of sewerage 
works, issued prior to said first day of February. 

Secor. 5. This act shall take effect on its passage. 


The following is the decision of the Supreme Judicial Court in 
the cases of J. Montgomery Sears, Joseph H. Beale and Frank 
Brewster e¢ al., Trustees vs. the Board of Street Commissioners 
of Boston, regarding the constitutionality of the Sewer Assess- 
ment Statute (chapter 426) of 1897: 

Kwnowtton, J. These are petitions for a writ of certiorari to 
quash an alleged illegal assessment of sewer charges upon prop- 
erty of the several petitioners. The law under which the respond- 
ent assumed to act in determining these charges is Statute 1897, 
chapter 426, of which sections 7.and 8 are as follows: 


SECTION 7. The Board of Street Commissioners with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, shall annually, before the first day of July, 
determine just and equitable sewerage charges to be paid by estates 
in said city for the construction, maintenance and operation of the 
sewerage works, taking into consideration in determining the charges 
the necessity of the works as caused by each estate, the amount of 
use thereof, if any, by the estate or its occupants, the benefit re- 
ceived therefrom by the estate, the amoent of any assessment for a 
sewer paid by any owner of the estate, the length of time which has 
elapsed since such payment, and the use, if any, that has heretofore 
been made of the sewerage works by the occupants of the estate, and 
such other matters as they shall deem just and proper. The deter- 
mination of such charges as aforesaid shall be final in all cases, and 
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the amount thereof as determined for each estate shall be a lien 
thereon until paid, and said Board shall notify the Board of Assessors 
of said city of the amount thereof forthwith after it has been deter- 
mined, and the same shall be included in the next tax bill on the 
estate transmitted by said Board to the Collector, or in a tax bill 
therefor, if no other tax bill is issued for such estate, and be col- 
lected as part of the taxes on the estate. 

SECTION 8. All sewers and connections ordered to be made in 
constructing any way under the authority of chapter 323 of the Acts 
of the year 1891, and of acts in amendment thereof or addition 
thereto, shall be deemed to be constructed under the authority of 
this act, and the expenses therefor shall not be considered in deter- 
mining the assessable cost of the work to be assessed under the 
authority of said acts. 


The petitioners contend that these provisions of the statute 
are unconstitutional, and the most important questions in the 
cases arise on this contention. 

It is evident that these provisions cannot stand as authorizing 
an assessment of a general tax, because the assessment called for - 
is not proportional and equal. The statute not only directs an 
assessment upon a particular class of property, instead of on all 
taxable property, but it expressly requires in determining the 
charges the consideration of facts pertaining to particular estates 
in their relation to the charges, and to previous assessments, 
which prevent the making of a proportional assessment, viewing 
it as a general tax, and not as an assessment of benefits. 

If we treat the determination of these charges as a local and 
special assessment upon particular estates we have to consider the 
principles on which such taxation is founded. Itis well estab- 
lished that taxation of this kind is permissible under the consti- 
tution of this Commonwealth and under the constitution of the 
United States only when founded upon special and _ peculiar 
benefits to the property from the expenditure on account of which 
the tax is laid, and then only to an amount not exceeding such 
special and peculiar benefits. City of Boston vs. Boston and 
Albany Railroad Company, 170 Mass. 95 101; Weed vs. Boston, 
172 Mass. 28; Proprietors of Mount Auburn Cemetery vs. City 
of Cambridge, 150 Mass. 12-14; Village of Norwood vs. Baker, 
19 Sup. Ct. 187; Sears vs. Aldermen of Boston, 53 N. E. Rep. 
138. Several of the questions now before us were considered in 
length in the recent case last cited, and it is unnecessary to repeat 
the discussion of them. 

Does this statute prescribe taxation upon these estates for 
special and peculiar benefits only ; or does it purport to authorize 
taxation on other grounds than special benefits, and for amounts 
larger than the amounts of such benefits ? 

It directs the Street Commissioners annually to ‘* determine 
just and equitable sewer charges to be paid by estates in said 
city,” ete. It requires them to take into consideration several 
subjects in determining these charges, one of which is the benefit 
received by the estate, and others of which possibly have some 
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relation to the benefit received, and it then authorized them to 
consider ‘** such other matters as they shall deem just and proper.’’ 

The benefits to be considered in taxing each estate are not in 
terms those that are special and peculiar, but so far as the lan- 
guage goes may be those that it receives in common with the 
other estates in the city, and with the inhabitants generally. The 
fact that the charges to be determined are for the construction, 
maintenance and operation of the sewerage works of the whole 
city gives some force to the possibility of a construction which 
includes all benefits; but whether this construction should be 
adopted or not the charges may be determined on any grounds 
which the Street Commissioners deemed just and proper, and may 
not be founded in any great degree, if at all, upon special and 
peculiar benefits, and may in any particular case largely exceed 
such benefits. 

This fact in itself is enough to bring the statute within the pro- 
hibition of the constitution, inasmuch as it purports to authorize a 
_ taking of property to pay a charge which is not founded ona 
special benefit or equivalent received by the estate or its owner. 
Such a taking would be without due process of law. Village of 
Norwood vs. Baker, 19 Sup. Ct. 187; New Brunswick Rubber 
Company vs. Commissioners of Streets, 9 Vroom, 190; Barnes 
vs. Dyer, 56 Vt. 469; Thomas vs. Gain, 35 Mich. 155. 

The general tenor of this section seems at variance with the 
law in regard to special taxation. It seems designed to group 
together a great variety of expenses, including all that are con- 
nected with the administration of the Sewer Department in the 
city of Boston, many of which are proper subjects for general 
taxation only, and to assess them all upon real estate. 

In determining the charge to be made upon any particular es- 
tate, it is clear that most of the expenses to be reimbursed would 
be found to have been incurred in ways that could bring no spe- 
cial or peculiar benefit to that estate. The cost of constructing 
and maintaining sewers remote from it could confer no benefit. 
In two of these cases it appears by averments of the petition, 
which are not denied in the answer, that the estates of the peti- 
tioner have previously paid special assessments made by the city 
for the construction of sewers into which the estates drain, and in 
one of them it appears, in like manner, that no sewers have been 
constructed under the Statute of 1897, chapter 426, and no re- 
pairs made under the provisions of said act upon sewers already 
existing, with which the estates of the petitioner have or can have 
any connection, or from the use of which said estates derive any 
benefit. Where lands have paid assessments for special benefits 
from the construction of all sewers by whose operation they are 
affected, it cannot be said that they receive an additional special 
and peculiar benefit from the general oversight and operation of 
the sewers of Boston such as to subject them to a second special 
assessment. Expenses of this kind should be made the subject 
of general taxation. The grouping of these various expenses 
would seem to make it difficult, if not impracticable, under this 
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statute, to make assessments of special and peculiar benefits di- 
rectly received by particular estates from the construction of 
sewers near them. Indeed, it appears from the testimony that 
the Street Commissioners did not attempt to make assessments in 
accordance with the principles recognized as correct by the 
courts. 

- They adopted a scheme, and applied it to the estates generally 
throughout the city, by which they charged, as a special tax, 
three and one-half cents per hundred dollars of valuation of. the 
land, exclusive of buildings, together with one-half of the charge 
made for the use of water on the estate, with certain deductions 
from the charge for the use of water where the use was of a pe- 
culiar kind, like the manufacture of steam. This item of three 
and one-half cents per hundred dollars of valuation of land was 
made up of one and one-half cents per hundred dollars for gen- 
eral construction, which means construction in any part of the 
system of sewers, and two cents per hundred dollars for general 
maintenance, which means the expense of salaries, care of the 
sewers, coal and other things pertaining to the management and 
operation of the system. 

That such expenses are proper subjects for general taxation, 
and not for special assessments, has often been decided. Ham- 
mett vs. Philadelphia, 65 Penn St. 146; Washing Avenue, 69 
Penn St. 352; Appeal of City of Williamsport, 41 Atl. Rep. 476 ; 
Dietz vs. Neenah, 91 Wis. 422-427; Dyar vs. Farmington, 70 
Me. 527; Hansom vs. Omaha, 11 Neb. 37. 

In Erie vs. Russell, 148 Penn. St. 384, the Court says: 


‘¢ Why should a sewer, demanded and constructed by the city, and 
paid for by assessments on the property fronting on the street under 
which it is laid, be maintained and reconstructed, on the order of the 
municipality, at the expense of such property? It was made by the 
action of the city a part of its system of sewerage, which is as neces- 
sary for the health of its people as its paved streets are for their use. 
Its construction was at the expense of the abutting property, and 
properly so, in discharge of the obligation arising from particular 
benefits conferred. It is now a constituent of the general system 
ordained by the city for the convenience and health of its inhabi- 
tants. This system confers benefits which are general. It is a pub- 
lic necessity, and the expense of maintaining it should be provided 
for by general taxation.’”’ [See Child vs. Boston, 4 Allen, 41-52; 
Emery vs. Lowell, 104 Mass. 13-16. 


In Sears vs. Aldermen of Boston, this court held, with some 
hesitation, that watering streets, which before the passage of a 
statute on the subject, was generally done at the expense of the 
abutters, conferred a direct and special benefit upon abutting 
property occupied for business or residence. Some other Courts 
have held to the contrary. See City of Chicago vs. Blair, 149, 
111, 310; New York Life Insurance Co. vs. Prost, 71 Fed. Rep. 
1815. But in that case the relation of the expenditure to the 
abutting property was very different from that of the expenditure 
for salaries and other expenses of maintaining a sewer department 
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to property whose owners have previously paid assessments for 
the special benefits to be received from the use of the sewers. In 
assessing such benefits when the sewers were constructed it was 
assumed that the sewers would be kept in operation for the ben- 
efit of the public, and that owners of property assessed would 
only be called upon to contribute as general taxpayers their prop- 
erty share of the expenses of operating them. Itis probable that 
most estates which drain into sewers in Boston were specially as- 
sessed when the sewers were constructed. Because the statute 
purports to give the Street Commissioners power to levy special 
assessments on real estate upon other grounds than the receipt of 
special benefits, and for expenditures which, as against such prop- 
erty, are not proper subjects for special taxation, we are of the 
opinion that the statute is unconstitutional. 

It is also contended by the petitioners that the statute gives 
owners of property no opportunity of being heard upon their 
lability to assessment. It is well established that the determina- 
tion of the amount of taxes for special benefits to real estate by 
any tribunal to which the Legislature delegates the power is a 
quasi judicial proceeding, which cannot take final effect unless 
persons to be assessed have an opportunity to be heard. New 
London Northern Railroad Company vs. Boston and Albany Rail- 
road Company, 102 Mass. 386; Parsons vs. District of Columbia, 
170 U.S. 45, 52, 54; Hagar vs. Reclamation District, 111 U.S. 
701-709; Falbrook Irrigation District vs. Bradley, 164 U. S. 
112-175; Stuart vs. Palmer, 74 N. Y. 189; Remson vs. Wheeler, 
105 N. Y. 573; matter of Trustees of Union College, 129 N. Y. 
308; Dietz vs. Neenah, 91 Wis. 422-427; Butler vs. Supervisors, 
26 Mich. 22; Thomas vs. Gunn, 35 Mich. 135; Campbell vs. 
Diggins, 83 Ind. 473; Ulman vs. Baltimore, 72 Md. 587. But 
if a party has a right to appeal, or to be heard upon an application 
for an abatement, it is sufficient. Weed vs. Boston, 172 Mass. 
28; Palmer vs. McMahon, 133 U.S. 660; County of Redwood 
vs. Winona, etc. Company, 40 Minn. 512. See also Sawyer vs. 
State Board of Health, 125 Mass. 186; Philadelphia vs. Miller, 
49 Penn. St. 400; Cleveland vs. Tripp, 13 R. I. 50. 

This statute makes no express provision for a notice or a 
hearing. It declares that ‘‘the determining of such charges as 
aforesaid (that is, by the Street Commissioner) shall be final in 
all cases,’? and provides for a notification of the determination 
to the Board of Assessors, and for the collection of the amount 
as atax. In view of this language it is difficult to see how the 
statute gives by implication an opportunity to be heard at any 
stage of the proceedings. But, as we hold this section of the 
statute unconstitutional on other grounds, it is unnecessary to 
determine this question. In each case the order must be, writ of 
certiorari to issue. 
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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 
By the enactment of chapter 450, of the Acts of 1899, on 


June 1, 1899, the assessments for construction of sewers were — 


obliged to be made on a new basis, and this division was 
required to furnish the data for all construction made since May 
22, 1897. 

This work has been carried on with the regular force and in 
connection with the regular work of the main office, and to date 
the Street Commissioners have been furnished plans giving all 
information for the assessment of 170,370 feet of sewers, costing 
$613,580. 

Bills for sewer assessments, amounting to $1,421.86, have 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates assessed 
under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amendments thereto, 
which have been connected with the public sewers during the 

ear. 

: There remain on the books of this division, at 5 per cent. 
interest, $23,126.51, representing the assessments under the 
Acts of 1889, and amendments thereto, for those estates which 
have not been connected with the sewers for which they were 
assessed, and bills for which will be deposited for collection as 
the connections are made. This sum represents about 17.4 per 
cent. of the total assessments made under those acts. 

Entrance fees to the amount of $4,641.80 have been collected 
from estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, in 
accordance with chapter 38, section 10, of the Revised Ordi- 
nances. 

Three thousand three hundred and eighty-one (3,381) permits 
have been issued to licensed drain-layers to make connections 
with the public sewers, and the work done under these permits 
has been inspected, and a record of the same made on the plans 
of this division, in accordance with the provisions of chapter 38, 
sections 6 and 10 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898.

THE STREET-CLEANING DIVISION.

DEAR Sr1r,—I have the honor to submit herewith the annual 
report of the Street-Cleaning Division of the Street Department, 
for the financial year ending January 31, 1900. 

The regular work of the division has been enlarged in scope by 
cleaning many of the macadamized streets of the Dorchester and 
Brighton Districts, and the care of the public alleys laid out under 
chapter 298 of the Acts of 1898. This work in itself is an added 
expense to the division. 

During the year two police officers have been detailed by the 
- Police Board at the suggestion of the Superintendent of Streets for 
special duty pertaining to the enforcement of the rules of the Board 
of Health and City Ordinances. The officers have rendered excel- 
lent service, resulting in a more cleanly condition in congested 
sections, although this result was partly obtained through the con- 
viction of one hundred and fifty-two persons in the Municipal Court, 
paying in fines the amount of $610.01. 

The headquarters of the push-cart patrol system have again been 
moved to commodious and cheerful quarters on Columbus avenue. 
It was very necessary to have some sort of a station in this, the 
central part of the city, on account of the large number of tools 
that were required down-town during the snow season. It is 
admirably adapted for the use of the push-cart patrol men, and has 
been made a sort of base of supplies for distribution of tools and 
material to adjacent districts. 

A new street-cleaning district has been established in East Boston, 
and is now in thorough running order, giving the much desired and 
needed service. 

A new district should be established in Dorchester, as at the 
present time the Paving Division is not able to cope with the paving 
work and do the street-cleaning also. While it has been possible to 
send the South Boston force to care for the paved streets in Dor- 
chester, in doing this the service in South Boston has suffered to 
some extent. 

The stables in charge of this division are in a dilapidated condi- 
tion, especially at the West Yard and in South Boston. As it is 
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probable that we will soon move from the South Boston stables now 
leased by the city no renovation should be undertaken, but the 
wooden stables at the West Yard should be put in good condition as 
soon as possible. 

The shops at the South Yard should be equipped with modern 
machinery and facilities for steam and electric power. The work- 
ing equipment of the stables is in good order and needs only slight 
additions. 

The hand-sweeping force has accomplished all that was expected 
of it, and should be further extended.

THE STREET WATERING DIVISION.

DEAR Sir, — I herewith respectfully submit the annual report of 
the Street Watering Division for the year ending January 31, 1900: 

Street sprinkling was commenced on March 30 in the Back 
Bay, and in all other sections April 15, and continued uninterrupt- 
edly until November 30. From November 30 up to date some work 
has been done in the Back Bay and City Proper as weather per- 
mitted. 

The weather was exceptionally dry during the year, a fact attested 
by the working of carts on 205 days from April 1 to December 1, 
and so much above the average in dryness that the supervising force 
was put to its greatest exertions. Seldom has the division been put 
to the test of the past season, and the year’s work is a matter for 
great satisfaction. 

The miles of streets watered were 413.59, and the number of carts 
employed in the work was 231. This is an increase in the streets of 
3.68 miles, and 34 in the number of carts over last year. The 
increase in the number of carts was chiefly in the West Roxbury and 
Dorchester districts where the assessment went into effect for the 
first time, and in the City Proper where the conditions around the 
Union Stations required an increase in the force. 


ASSESSMENT DISTRICTS. 


The experience acquired in 1898 in the application of the Street 
Watering Act suggested that the city should be divided into assess- 
ment districts formed according to the service required in _ dif- 
ferent parts of the city. Such divisions were accordingly made as 
follows :

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The assessment district system may be said to be the correct 
principle upon which to proceed with street sprinkling. Some sec- 
tions must, of course, receive more ‘service than others. The cen- 
tral portion of the city, for instance, requires more frequent water- 
ing than the outlying districts, and the difficulty in rendering the 
service in narrow and congested streets increases the expense. Ob- 
viously, the assessment should be higher in such cases. The assess- 
ment district system has settled, permanently, I think, the street 
watering question to the satisfaction of the abutters.

The constitutionality of the Street Watering Act, chapter 419 of the 
Acts of 1897, was determined since the last report. As stated in the 
last report, the case was brought by Joshua M. Sears vs. the Board 
of Aldermen and the Superintendent of Streets in a writ of certio- 
rari to quash alleged illegal assessments. Two questions were in- 
volved (1) the constitutionality of the act asa method of taxation 
by assessment, (2) the constitutionality of the mode of assessment. 
The Supreme Court held that the act and mode of assessment were 
constitutional. The text of the act and amendment and the decision 
of the Court is as follows: 


ACTS OF 1897, CHAPTER 419. 


SECTION 1. Any city may annually appropriate money for water- 
ing the public ways or certain public ways or portions thereof within 
its limits, at the expense, in whole or in part, of the city, and may 
determine that certain other public ways or portions thereof shall be 
watered at the expense, in whole or in part, of the abutters thereon. 

Sect. 2. Ifa city shall determine that the streets or certain streets 
or portions of streets within its limits shall be watered, in whole or 
in part, at the expense of the abutters, the expense of the watering 
of such streets or portions of streets for that municipal year, and the 
proportion of such expense to be borne by abutters, and the rate to 
be assessed upon each linear foot of frontage of estates upon such 
streets or portions thereof, shall be estimated and determined by the 
Board of Aldermen, and the expense so determined of such watering 
to be borne by the abutters shall be assessed in the manner herein- 
after provided, upon the estates abutting upon such streets or por- 
tions of streets, in proportion to the number of linear feet of each 
estate upon the street or portion thereof so watered. 

Srecr. 3. The amount of such assessments upon each estate shall 
be determined in accordance with the provisions of Section 2 of this 
Act, by the Board of Aldermen, or according as the Board of Alder- 
men may designate, by the Board of Public Works, Board of Street 
Commissioners, or Superintendent of Streets, or by any other officer ; 
and such board or officer shall within a reasonable time after the first 
day of May of that municipal year, make or cause to be made alist of 
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the streets or portions of streets which the city has determined shall 
be watered, which list shall specify each estate abutting upon such 
street or portion thereof, the number of linear feet of each estate 
upon such street or portion thereof, the amount per such linear foot 
of the assessment so authorized, and the amount of such assessment 
on each estate, and shall certify and commit said list to the Board of 
Assessors of taxes of the city. 

Sect. 4. The Board of Assessors shall assess and include in the 
tax list and warrant for that municipal year committed by them to 
the Collector of Taxes the assessment upon each estate, as specified 
in the list committed to said board under the provisions of Section 3 
of this Act, and such assessment shall be included in the tax bill 
issued for the annual tax on such estate for that municipal year, or, 
in case there shall be no such annual tax bill by reason of an estate 
being exempted from taxation, a bill shall be issued for such assess- 
ment inthe same manner as if it was an annual tax bill, and such 
assessment shall be a lien upon each such estate, and shall be levied, 
collected, reassessed to the person to whom such assessment ought 
to have been made, paid, apportioned, bear interest, and become 
payable in the same manner as, and shall be a part of, the tax for 
that year on such estate ; but any abatement of any such assessment: 
shall be made only by the Board of Assessors, upon a certificate 
recommending such abatement from the board or officer designated 
under the provisions of Section 3 of this Act to make and certify the 
list to the assessors. 

Sect. 5. Chapter one hundred and seventy-nine of the Acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one is hereby repealed ; but 
such repeal shall not affect any act done, any right accrued and estab- 
lished, any liability incurred, any proceeding pending, or any assess- 
ments made for the expense of watering streets, or the right to make 
such assessments under the provisions of said chapter one hundred 
and seventy-nine for the expense of watering streets, prior to the 
passage of this Act. 

Sect. 6. This Act shall take effect upon its passage. 


AcTS OF 1899, CHAPTER ‘366. 


SEcTION 1. The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston may 
divide the territory of said city into two or more street watering dis- 
tricts, and the same shall continue until changed or abolished by 
said board; and may provide that the owners of estates abutting 
upon public ways or parts thereof in any or all of said districts shall 
pay an assessment of a certain specified sum per linear foot of their 
estates so abutting, to be used for watering each way or part thereof 
to the same extent in the same district, and may provide that any of 
such districts shall be watered at the expense of the city. . 

Sect. 2. The Board of Assessors of said city shall determine the 
amount of each assessment required to be paid for each estate in 
a district, in accordance with the assessment provided for as afore- 
said, for that district. 

Sect. 8. Any person aggrieved by any charge for watering 
streets by the city may, on application to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners within one month after notice of such charge has been 
given to him, have such charge considered by said board, and the 
board, if such action is required to make the charge reasonable, shall 
abate a part or the whole thereof, and if the charge has been paid 
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the treasurer of the city shall, on the certificate of the board stating 
the amount abated, repay such amount. 

SrcT. 4. The provisions of chapter four hundred and nineteen 
of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, relating 
to the watering of streets sin cities, shall, so far as they are applica- 
ble and not inconsistent with this act, apply to the collection of 
assessments fur watering streets under the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Joshua M. Sears vs. the Board of Aldermen and the Superintend- 
ent of Streets of the City of Boston regarding assessments of street 
watering : 

KNOWLTON, J. This is a petition for a writ of certiorari to quash 
alleged illegal assessments laid to meet the cost of watering streets 
in the City of Boston, under the statute of 1897, c. 419. 

The first and most important question in the case is whether this 
statute is constitutional. The right of the Legislature to raise money 
by taxation is founded upon c.1,§ 1, Art. XIV. of the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth. Under this article there is authority ‘* to im- 
pose and levy reasonable duties and excises upon any produce, 
goods, wares, merchandise, and commodities, etc.’’ This authority 
we need not consider in the present case. Secondly, there is 
authority ‘‘to impose and levy proportional and reasonable assess- 
ments, rates and taxes upon all the inhabitants of and persons resi- 
dent of estates lying within the said Commonwealth.’’ The water- 
ing of streets in thickly settled portions of cities is such a public 
benefit that it legitimately may be provided for at the public ex- 
pense. So far as it promotes the comfort, convenience and pros- 
perity of the public generally as distinguished from land owners it 
should be provided for by general taxation, which involves the 
assessment of proportional and reasonable taxes upon all persons 
and property within the city. The statute purports to authorize 
every city not only to ‘‘ appropriate money for watering the public 
ways or portions thereof within its limits at the expense in whole or 
in part of the city,’’ but also to ‘‘ determine that certain other public 
ways or portions thereof shall be watered at the expense, in whole 
or in part of the abutters thereon.’’ St. 1897 c. 419, §1. This last 
provision calls for another kind of taxation which is local and 
special. Such taxation, under the Constitution, can only exist when 
there is a special or peculiar benefit to certain real estate, different 
from that which is received by the inhabitants generally. 

The owners of the land upon which such an assessment is made 
must pay the same share of the general taxes in proportion to the 
value of their property that other persons pay. As the Constitution 
requires that taxes shall be proportional and reasonable, this addi- 
tional special tax can be justified only where there is a special bene- 
fit to property from the expenditure on account of which the assess- 
ment is made. Wright vs. Boston, 9 Cush. 233-234; Mount 
Auburn Cemetery vs. Cambridge, 150 Mass. 12-14 ; Durgan vs. 
Boston, 12 Allen, 223-237; Boston vs. Boston & Albany Railroad 
Company, 170 Mass. 95; Norwood vs. New York & New England 
Railroad Company, 161 Mass. 259-264; Village of Norwood vs. 
Baker, 19 Sup. Ct. Rep. 187; Stuart vs. Palmer, 74 N. Y. 189; 
Sharp vs. Spear, 4 Hill, 82; Hammett vs. Philadelphia, 65 Penn. St. 
146-157; Tide Water Company vs. Coster 18 N. J. Eq. 527; City of 
Norfolk vs. Chamberlain, 89 Va. 196-213; Nichols vs. Bridgeport, 
23 Conn. 189; Thomas vs. Gain, 35 Mich. 162; Taylor vs. Palmer, 31 
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Cal. 254; Sheehan vs. Good Samaritan Hospital, 50 Mo. 155. Inthe 
last analysis the assessment is not laid asa part of the burden of 
public expenditure put upon the land, for the burdens which are 
strictly public are to be shared proportionately by all the people, 
according to the value of their taxable property. It is rather in the 
nature of a diminution of that which at first is a public burden, by 
subtracting from it the amount of the special enhancement of value 
of private property from the expenditure of public money in part for 
its benefit. It is taxation in the sense that it is a distribution of 
that which is originally a public burden, growing out of the expend- 
iture primarily for a public purpose. 

It isa grave question whether the benefit that comes to abutting 
property from the watering of the streets in front of it is such an 
improvement to the property that it can be made the subject of an 
assessment upon it. There must be a real substantial enhancement 
of value growing out of a public work to warrant an assessment 
upon it. The watering of streets produces only transitory effects, 
and makes no permanent change in the condition of the property. It 
greatly promotes the health and comfort of the people generally who 
use the streets from time to time, but its greatest benefit is to the 
abutting estates as places for residence or the transaction of 
business. 

Indeed, so much more important to the occupants than to the 
general public have been the benefits from watering streets, that 
until lately the expense of the work in this commonwealth has usu- 
ally been borne by the abutters, who have procured the watering to 
be done by private contractors. If a special benefit, accruing from 
day to day, which very materially increases the rental value of real 
_ estate by reason of the proximity of the property to the place where 
the beneficial work is done, can be treated as an improvement within 
the reason of the rule which permits special assessments, then such 
assessments may be made to pay the expense of watering streets. 
With some hesitation we hold that there is an improvement of private 
property when this work is done by a city, which may warrant an 
assessment upon the abutters. 

It was so held in State vs. Reis, 38 Minn. 371, andin Reimkin vs. 
Fuehring, 130 Ind. 382, although the cases generally which upheld 
such assessments relate to improvements of a permanent character. 
Many improvements, from which real estate receives an incidental 
advantage, are held to justify only general taxation. Hammett vs. 
Philadelphia, 65 Penn. St. 146; Washington avenue, 69 Penn. St. 
352. Erie vs. Russell, 148 Penn. St. 384-386; Dyar vs. Farmington, 
70 Me. 527; McCloskey vs. Chamberlain, 37 N. J. L. 388; Dietz vs. 
Neenah, 91 Wis. 422-427. 

Treating the watering of a street in a city as a work which may 
cause a direct, special and peculiar benefit to abutting estates and 
thus enhance their value so long as it continues, we come to the 
question whether the mode of assessment directed by this statute is 
within the constitutional power of the Legislature. Section 2 of the 
statute is as follows: ‘‘If a city shall determine that the streets, or 
certain streets, or portions of streets, within its limits shall be 
watered in whole or in part at the expense of the abutters, the 
expense of the watering of such streets, or portions of streets, for 
that municipal year, and the proportion of such expense to be borne 
by abutters, and the rate to be assessed upon each linear foot of 
frontage of estate upon such streets, or portions thereof, shall be 
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estimated by the Board of Aldermen, and the expense so determined 
of such watering to be borne by the abutters, shall be assessed in 
the manner hereinafter provided, upon the estates abutting on such 
streets, or portions of streets, in proportion to the number of linear 
feet of such estate upon the street or portion thereof, so watered.”’ 
Section 3 provides for a determination of the amount of the assess- 
ments either by the Board of Aldermen or by that one of several 
other specified boards of public officers, which the Aldermen may 
designate. Section 4 declares that each assessment shall be a lien 
upon the estate on which it is laid, and directs the collection of 
assessments in like manner as other taxes are collected, and provides 
for abatements. 

It is now established by the highest judicial authority that such 
assessments cannot be so laid upon any estate as to be in substan- 
tial excess of the benefit received. The case of Village of Norwood 
vs. Baker, 19 Sup. Ct. Rep. 187, contains an elaborate discussion of 
the subject with a citation of authorities for many of the states, and 
holds that a local assessment for an amount in substantial excess of 
the benefit received is in violation of the Fourteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States, inasmuch as it would deprive 
one of his property without compensation, and so without due pro- 
cess of law. The authority of this court is controlling in all state 
courts, and if it were not it is in accordance with sound principles 
and. with the great weight of authority in other courts. The prin- 
ciples which have often been stated by this court lead to the same 
result. Boston vs. Boston and Albany Railroad Company, 170 
Mass. 95-101, and cases cited. The case of Kingman, petitioner, 
153 Mass. 566, dealt with a legislative distribution of public burdens 
among different political sub-divisions of the Commonwealth, and 
the language in it must be construed in reference to the facts to 
which it relates. The right to apportion public burdens among 
cities, towns and counties, as it deems reasonable in reference to 
benefits and to other considerations, which are not capable of exact 
estimation in money, is within the power of the Legislature under 
the first part of c.1, § 1, Art. IV. of the Constitution, and is not the 
same as the right to impose and levy taxes upon individuals. 

It.is of the same nature as the right to create, change or abolish 
cities, towns or other political subdivisious of the Commonwealth. 

While these assessments must be founded upon benefits, the 
courts have generally recognized the difficulty and in many cases 
the impracticability of attempting to estimate benefits to estates 
one by one without some rule or principle of general application 
which will make the assessments reasonable and proportional, ac- 
cording to the benefits. Accordingly, the determination of such a 
rule or principle by the Legislature: itself, or by the tribunal ap- 
pointed by the Legislature to make the assessments, has commonly 
been upheld by the courts. If, however, its effect plainly is to 
make an assessment upon any estate substantially in excess of the 
benefit received, it is set aside. 

Weed vs. Boston, 171 Mass. 51 N. E. Rep. 204. Village of Nor- 

wood vs. Baker, whi supra. Assessments of special taxes by an 
- estimate of the particular benefits to each lot, by measurement of the 
amount of frontage upon the street or sewer, by the measurement 
of the area of the lots, and by the valuation of the property, have 
all been sustained. Springfield vs. Gay, 12 Allen, 612. Dorgan vs. 
Boston, 12 Allen, 233; Downer vs. Boston, 7 Cush. 277; Wright vs. 
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Boston, 9 Cush. 233; Workman vs. Worcester, 118 Mass. 168; 
Keith vs. Boston, 120 Mass. 108; Snow vs. Fitchburg, 136 Mass. 
183; Howe vs. Cambridge, 114 Mass. 388. Chapin vs. Worcester, 
124 Mass. 464; Codman vs. Johnson, 104 Mass. 491. Leominster 
vs. Conant, 1389 Mass. 384. But, as we have already intimated, the 
only ground on which they can properly rest is that they are 
methods reasonably determined upon, by the tribunals charged with 
the duty of determining, in reference to the ascertainment of the 
benefits actually received by the different estates on which assess- 
ments are to be laid. It may be that, in the light of recent decisions, 
some of these cases would have been decided differently, but in 
general they rest on sound principles, on the ground already stated. 
Most of our cases and our statutes assume under the Constitution 
that these assessments, like other taxes, are to be reasonable, and, 
in a general sense, proportional. 

Under the present statute it is implied that the Board of Alder- 
men and the tribunal making assessments will proceed upon correct 
principles, and assess according to the benefits received, unless the 
requirement that the assessments are to be ‘‘in proportion to 
the number of linear feet of each estate upon the street or portion 
thereof so watered ’’ is objectionable as founded upon a wrong 
principle. Such requirements in regard to ordinary estates front- 
ing upon streets and sewers have often been upheld. 

On the other hand, in reference to estates differently situated, 
they sometimes would call for assessments far beyond any benefit 
received, and would therefore be unconstitional and void. Weed 
vs. Boston, ubi supra. No facts appear in the present case to show 
that this rule is not proper in its application to the petitioner’s 
estates, as the method of determining benefits with such approxi- 
mation to accuracy as can reasonably be required. There may be 
unoccupied lands in the city which are so situated that they could 
receive no substantial benefit, either actually or potentially, from 
the watering of adjacent streets, so long as they remain in their 
present condition. 

Assessments made upon such lands might be void; but as the 
case does not disclose such we have no occasion to consider them. 
We see no reason why the Legislature may not authorize a city to 
water some of its streets at the public expense, and to assess bene- 
fits for the watering of others upon abutters, as it deems best. As 
a result some land-owners get the benefit of watering streets adja- 
cent to their estates without paying for the special benefit. 

But perfect equality in the distribution of public burdens is not 
attainable. We are, therefore, of the opinion that in its applica- 
tion to the facts of the present case the statute is constitutional. 

If the Aldermen might cause some of the streets to be watered at 
the expense of the city, and others to be watered at the expense of 
the abutters, it is not shown that their determination in regard to 
it was improper. 

Although the proceedings were in some respects informal, we see 
no fatal errorin them. We are inclined to agree with the peti- 
tioner’s counsel in his contention that the determination of the 
expense of watering streets to be watered in whole or in part at the 
expense of the abutters, and the proportion of such expense to be 
borne by the abutters, and the rate to be assessed upon each linear 
foot of frontage of estates upon which such streets, or portions 
thereof, is to be by the Board of Aldermen, and cannot be delegated 
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to any other board or tribunal. But we are also of opinion that the 
action of the Superintendent of Streets in making these assess- 
ments and reporting them to the Board of Aldermen, with the com- 
munication of the Mayor, and the subsequent order making an 
appropriation, taken in connection with the previous orders,. are 
equivalent to an original determination of these matters by the 
Aldermen themselves. The petitioner shows no such error as to 
entitle him to a writ of certiorari. 

Petition dismissed. 

Four years ago (1895) 112 carts had watered 301.92 miles of streets 
during the year atan expense of $76,424.70. The work during that 
year, in fact until 1898, was restricted to macadam streets. In 1896 
a small increase of territory occurred, and the same number of 
carts were operated at an expense of $71,211.81. In the report of 
1896 the assumption by this division of the care of paved streets 
was urged, and although it was impossible to carry out the recom- 
mendations in 1897, they were practically adopted later in the appli- 
cation of the Street Watering Act in 1898. During the last four 
years the force of carts has increased from 112 to 231, and the miles 
of streets watered from 301.92 to 413.59. The subscription method 
of watering paved streets has been abolished, and every accepted 
street within the city limits is now sprinkled regularly and systemati- 
cally. The permanency of this complete service is assured by the 
establishment of equitable watering assessment districts.

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The number of carts shows an increase of 34 over last year, and 
the streets an increase of 3.64 miles. Of the increase in carts West 
Roxbury, Ward 23, had 8, and Dorchester, Ward 24, 8, because of the 
extension of assessment work to these sections, enabling the division 
to improve the service to the kind given all other sections.

CRAIGIE BRIDGE. 


New timbers and trusses have been placed under pier to keep draw- 
tender’s house in place; new timbers on engine-house pier to sup- 
port new shafting that was put in to move the draw; repaired houses 
on Cambridge end of bridge, put new gutters on engine-house, and 
had paving repaired where necessary. 

The draw is in very bad condition and had to be repaired quite 
often. The three-inch planking on the surface of the draw was 
partly renewed and the roadway surface was sheathed three times 
with two-inch spruce. The draw-tender and assistants do all ordi- 
nary repairs and keep the sidewalks and piers free from snow and ice. 

Next year a large portion of this bridge surface will need repaving 
and the sidewalks on Boston end should be relaid, the fences and 
draw painted, the pier connecting with draw-tender’s house repaired, 
also draw-pier down-stream rebuilt. 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


In April of this year the roadway for the entire length of the 
bridge was newly sheathed, and consequently there was a smooth 
surface all summer. 

The iron spans and panels on the outside of the bridge, and draw 
and some of the girders underneath the bridge, Cambridge end, have 
been painted; in 1897 a portion of the iron work on the Boston end 
of the bridge was painted; next year we expect to finish painting 
the iron work where needed. 

In April a new contract was made for one year with the Wels- 
bach Street Lighting Company. They have taken off the old 
globes and replaced them by putting on more ornamental ones and 
adjusting springs to them. By doing so the lights have been im- 
proved very much. This company lights the Boston end of the 
bridge. The Cambridge Electric Light Company lights the Cam- 
bridge end and draw with incandescent lights. They give good 
satisfaction. 

The draw-tender and his assistants do all ordinary repairs, clean 
the electric light globes once a week, keep the sidewalks and draw 
piers free from snow and ice in winter, and keep the electric 
machinery to move the draw in good order. They have also painted 
the inside of the house and the gates to draw. The bridge is 
cleaned once a week. 

In April, 1900, the sheathing for the entire length of the bridge 
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will have to be renewed. We found that after about seven months’ 
wear we have to keep repairing it. In taking up the old plank on 
roadway we saved the best ones and kept them for patching; in that 
way there was quite a saving. If the travel increases the next two 
years as it has in the past two years, it will be necessary to sheathe 
the roadway twice a year. 


PRISON POINT BRIDGE. 


New timbers have been placed under the draw, renewed the plank- 
ing and sheathed it with two-inch spruce three times. The timbers 
under the sidewalks and the covering on the surface were so de- 
cayed that it was necessary to remove them and put in their place 
two new sidewalks; the fences on bridge were repaired; the draw- 
tender does all ordinary repairs, removes the snow and ice from 
bridge and piers and sweeps the bridge at other times. 

This bridge and draw is in very bad condition; we are looking 
forward to the time when the Boston & Maine Railroad Company 
will build the overhead street and bridge as they are required to do 
under the decree of the Superior Court abolishing the grade cross- 
ings in this vicinity. 


WEsT BOSTON BRIDGE. 


The paving on the roadway for the entire length of the bridge was 
unsafe for travel; early in the spring it was repaired, only doing what 
was absolutely necessary to prevent accidents. The under plank of 
the draw was repaired and the whole surface sheathed. 

The bridge was closed to travel October 19. The new tempo- 
rary bridge to take the place of the old one was opened for travel on 
the above date, the first car going over it at 10.80 P.M. This new 
bridge so far has given good satisfaction; the travel over it seems to 
be increasing since it was first opened. The roadways being sheathed 
with two-inch spruce gives a better surface for teams than the old 
bridge did with its uneven surface of paving. This new bridge has 
two flap draws, one opposite the old one, the other in the centre of 
the bridge between the park wall on the Boston side and First street 
on the Cambridge side. The length of this temporary bridge is 
2,248 feet; it is 47 feet 2 inches wide; the roadway is 36 feet wide, 
with one sidewalk 10 feet wide; there are two draws with four leaves 
each; the draw wing opening is 36 feet. The draw now in use is 
raised by electricity. It will be necessary to renew the sheathing on 
the bridge every year. It is lighted by 11 arc lights; the bridge is 
cleaned every week; the draw-tender and assistants keep the side- 
walks and piers free from snow and ice, and the electrical machinery 
to move the draw in good order, and do all ordinary repairs. 

The engine, boiler and machinery to’ move the old draw have 
been taken out and a cylinder stove substituted, making a large sav- 
ing in coal. 

The draw pier from the temporary bridge to the small house on 
the pier has been replanked and new timbers put in where necessary. 


CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE. 


The surface of the bridge and draw were in bad condition; the - 
plank under the sheathing being decayed, we removed them and put 
in place four-inch and three-inch spruce, and sheathed the whole 
with two-inch spruce; put new flaps to draw, shingled the two 
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houses on the pier, built a small house ten feet by six feet, one story, 
for storage and coal; the houses were painted inside and outside by 
the men on the bridge. 

Heretofore on the bridge there was a single track with a switch at 
each end of the bridge, travel was very much impeded and passen- 
gers in cars found a great deal of fault; the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company asked permission to lay a double track; we granted 
their request, they agreeing to strengthen the draw at their own ex- 
pense, which they did by putting hard pine timber under each leaf 
of draw. This bridge and draw are very old and have to be looked 
after very carefully so no accidents will occur. The water-ways to 
the pier will have to be replanked next spring. 

The draw-tenders and assistants sweep the bridge and piers and do 
all ordinary repairs. 


ESSEX-STREET BRIDGE. 


The draw was replanked with three-inch spruce and sheathed with 
two-inch spruce. 

The whole length of the bridge was sheathed with two-inch spruce, 
and the guard to the bridge repaired. There has been such an in- 
creased amount of travel from Brookline over this bridge this last 
summer and fall, caused by the Cambridge Park Commissioners fill- 
ing their low lands just off the bridge on the Cambridge side and 
requiring a great many teams to be employed, that it will make it 
necessary to sheathe the whole surface of the bridge its entire length 
next spring, also to sheathe the up-stream draw pier. The draw- 
tenders sweep the bridge every week, and do all ordinary repairs. 


NoRTH HARVARD-STREET BRIDGE. 


Attention is again called to the necessity of a new bridge to take 
the place of this old and worn-out one; we are continually patching 
it to make it secure for travel. This new bridge when built should 
be of iron or steel, strong and ornamental, and as wide as the road- 
ways connecting with it. It is in a very prominent place, the Cam- 
bridge park. on one side with a broad avenue leading to the colleges; 
on the Boston side with a boulevard and speedway along the banks 
of the Charles river, just finished by the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion; a fine avenue just completed by the Boston Street Department 
from the bridge to Brighton; other improvements have been made, 
notably at Soldiers’ Field; the very artistic fence surrounding the 
field, and inside the enclosure good buildings have been erected 
and still other changes are being made to beautify the places in the 
vicinty of the bridge, and it seems to me that all there is now 
required to make it complete is this new bridge. 


WESTERN-AVENUE BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. 


Where it was necessary the under-flooring on the bridge was 
removed and new spruce plank put in place. The whole bridge was 
then sheathed with two-inch spruce. The Boston Elevated Railway 
Company asked permission to put a double track over this bridge, 
agreeing to make everything satisfactory to the Commissioners; the 
request was granted, they placing under the draw four hard pine 
timbers without cost to the two cities. When examining the bridge 
near the draw we found the most important timbers to sustain the 
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bridge at the Boston end were all decayed; they were replaced by 
putting in new hard pine timbers. To forward this work mechanics 
worked day and night. The Boston Elevated Railway Company 
paid a portion of this expense. The bridge is in about the same 
condition as Cambridge-street bridge. ‘The water-ways to the pier 
will have to be replanked next spring. 

The draw-tenders and assistants keep the bridge and piers clean 
and do all ordinary repairs. 


IN GENERAL. 


The usual statement is appended showing the number of draw 
openings and the number of vessels which passed through. 

The amount of revenue received for rents, dockage, repairs to 
Boston Elevated Railway Company’s tracks, etc., during the year 
has been $1,426.90, one-half of which has been paid to each city. 

Advantage was taken last fall of the low price of spruce plank, 
and over fifty thousand feet of two-inch spruce was bought and 
placed on the different bridges for use. 


The following is a statement of the payments made by the City of 
Boston on account of the Boston and Cambridge Bridges from Feb-

Sir, —I herewith submit the following report of the work 
done under my direction for the Street Department during the 
year ending January 31, 1900. 

In general, the Construction of assessment streets and boule- 
vards, and the laying of new street paving has been supervised, 
the repairs of asphalt pavement, not under guaranty, superin- 
tended, the grading of street railway tracks determined, numerous 
estimates for street improvements made, and many miscellaneous 
matters reported upon and attended to upon your request. 


LENGTHS, AREAS, ETC., OF ACCEPTED STREETS. 


The tables showing lengths and areas of paving on accepted 
streets have been brought up to February 1, 1900, and tables 
giving statistical details of the asphalt pavement in the city, and 
the cost of repairing the same have been prepared. 


ASPHALT STREETS. 


All repairs on asphalt streets paid for by the city have been 
supervised, and the patches measured for payment. The patches 
are carefully located in all cases, so that they may be identified, 
and where suitable plans are on file in this office they have been 
plotted. Trenches cut in asphalt roads by city departments or 
corporations are made under permit from the Permit Offce, and 
the repairs are made by the company which originally put down 
the pavement, at the expense of the party making the opening. 
Asphalt streets laid under a maintenance guaranty for a term of 
years have been looked after, and the companies giving the guar- 
anty have been notified when repairs were required. The cost of 
repairing asphalt has been 24.7 cents per square yard for the 
year. ‘The recommendation is repeated that rates for doing this 
work, for a term of years, be made with the several companies. 
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Comparative Cost, for the Year 1899, of Patching Asphalt Pave- 
ments, having no Maintenance Guarantee.

PAVING. 


Street paving has been supervised in all cases where requested. 

Granite block pavement on a concrete base, laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 30,883 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a gravel base, laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 963 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a gravel base, laid with gravel joints, 
14,794 square yards. 

Trinidad lake asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic cement 
concrete, on an American cement concrete base, 4,041 square 
yards, at an average cost of about $3.00 per square yard for five 
years guaranty and $3.25 per square yard for ten years guaranty, 
exclusive of cost of preparing road-bed for the concrete base. 

Trinidad lake asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic cement 
concrete, on an American Portland cement concrete base, 2,595 
square yards, 1,843 square yards in Charles street from Fruit street 
across Allen street, costing $3.25 per square yard, and 752 square 
yards in Devonshire street, between Milk and Water streets, 
costing $3.65 per square yard for ten years guaranty, exclusive 
of cost of preparing road-bed for the concrete base. 

Trinidad land asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic cemént 
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concrete, on an American cement concrete base, 2,500 square 
yards. This asphalt was laid on Public Alleys numbered 401 
to 405 inclusive, 419 and 431, the cost per square yard cannot 
be definitely stated, as the price paid was a lump sum, which 
included the cost of considerable other work, exclusive of the cost 
of preparing the road-bed for the concrete base. 

Sicilian rock asphalt, on an American cement concrete base, 
1,817 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.00 for five 
years’ guaranty, and $3.25 for ten years’ guaranty, exclusive of 
the cost of preparing the road-bed for the concrete base. 

Seyssel rock asphalt, on an American cement concrete base, 
3,221 square yards, at an average cost of about $3.00 for five 
years guaranty, and $3.25 for ten years guaranty, exclusive of 
the cost of preparing the road-bed for the concrete base. 

All asphalt pavement laid during season of 1899, was laid with 
a maintenance guaranty for ten (10) years, except that on 
Genesee, Mason and Oswego streets the guaranty is for fiveyears. 

Edgestones set, 98,325 linear feet; gutter paving laid, 30,527 
square yards; brick sidewalks laid, 26,163 square yards; crushed 
stone sidewalks constructed, 38,860 square yards; artificial stone 
sidewalks, 80,972 square feet; flagging crosswalks laid, 5,033 
square yards; macadam surface (6 inches), 83,933 square yards ; 
Telford base (8 inches), macadam (4 inches), 29,456 square 
yards. 

Endicott street, from Cooper street across Thacher street, 
was paved with 1$ inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 
inches of bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. 
The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the 
Street Department. The edgestones were reset, flagging cross- 
walks and brick sidewalks relaid by Patrick McGovern. Former 
payment was asphalt on cobblestones. 

Mason street, from 450 feet west of West street to about 
120 feet westerly, was paved with 24 inches of Seyssel natural 
rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by 
Jones & Meehan. The old pavement was removed and roadway 
excavated by the Street Department; edgestones were reset and 
brick sidewalks relaid by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement 
was old granite blocks. 

Park street, from Tremont street to Beacon street, was re- 
paved and newly macadamized, the sidewalk on the Common side of 
the street was removed, the edgestones on that side being set one 
foot from the bases of the iron fence to form a wheel guard; on 
the other side of the street the sidewalk was widened about two 
feet, making it twelve feet wide, by this means the roadway was 
also widened about six feet. The roadway was graded and 
macadamized, edgestones reset, granite block paving, flagging 
crosswalks and brick sidewalks relaid by W. H. Glenn & Co. 
Three new catch-basins were built, one was rebuilt, and three 
were abandoned and sealed up. Former pavement was old granite 
blocks and macadam. 
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The following streets were repaved under appropriations made 
by the Board of Apportionment : 

Atlantic avenue (including the tracks of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company and Union Freight Railroad), from 
Dewey square to Oliver street, was paved with large granite blocks 
on a 6-inch American cement concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints. The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated 
by the Street Department, concrete base laid by The Metropolitan 
Contracting Company. Inthe portion from Dewey square across 
Congress street the roadway paving was laid, edgestones set, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks laid by Jones & Meehan; 
in the portion from Congress street to Oliver street similar work 
was done by Patrick McGovern. The Boston Elevated Railway 
Company and Union Freight Railroad, by agreement, paid for the 
portions within their tracks. Former pavement was old granite 
blocks on gravel De with gravel joints. One new catch-basin 
was built. 

Blackstone acrest’ from Hanover street across North street, 
was paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement 
was removed and roadway excavated by the Street Department ; 
concrete base was laid by the Metropolitan Contracting Company. 
Roadway paving was laid, edgestones set, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks laid by Patrick McGovern & Co. Former 
pavement was old granite blocks on gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Charles street, from Fruit street across Allen street, ex- 
clusive of the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
was paved with 14 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt with 14 inches 
of bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch American Portland 
cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. 
The old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones 
set, flagging crosswalks and brick sidewalks laid by the Street 
Department. Former pavement was large granite blocks on 
gravel bed, with pitch and pebble joints. 

Congress street, from Atlantic avenue to the old sea-wall, 
was paved with Philadelphia size granite blocks, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, with-pitch and pebble joints. 
The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the 
Street Department; concrete base, roadway paving, flagging 
crosswalks, and brick sidewalks were laid, and edgestones set by 
Jones & Meehan. Two catch-basins were rebuilt, and four 
abandoned ones sealed up. Former pavement was old granite 
blocks on gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Devonshire street, from Milk street to Water street, was - 
paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches of 
bituminous concrete binder on an American Portland cement con- 
crete base of varying thickness, by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company. The old block pavement was removed and former 
concrete base cleaned by the Street Department. Upon this 
existing concrete base was deposited suflicient new concrete to 
bring the base to the proper grade and crown for the new pave- 
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ment; several corporation trenches were found from which the 
former base had been removed and not replaced. These trenches 
were excavated to adepth of six inches below the top of old con- 
erete and filled with the new concrete. Flagging crosswalks and 
brick sidewalks were laid and edgestones reset by the Street 
Department. Former pavement was granite blocks on a concrete 
base. . 

Federal street, from Dewey square to Milk street, including 
the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Street Department; con- 
crete base, roadway paving, flagging crosswalks, brick sidewalks, 
were laid and edgestones set by Patrick McGovern. The Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, by agreement, paid for the portion 
within its tracks. Former pavement was old granite blocks on a 
eravel bed with gravel joints. 

Genesee street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street, was 
paved with 24 inches of Seyssel natural rock asphalt, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. ‘The old 
pavement was removed and roadway eyvcavated by the Street 
Department; edgestones were reset, granite block paving and 
brick sidewalks relaid by Jones & Meehan. ‘Two square granite 
catch-basin frames were removed and cast-iron D frames substi- 
tuted. Former pavement was fire bricks on a gravel bed, laid 
in 1891. fae 

Harrison avenue, from about 20 feet south of Kneeland 


street, to about 20 feet north of Harvard street, including the - 


tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with 14 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt with 14 inches of bitumi- 
nous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. ‘The 20 feet at Knee- 
land and at Harvard streets was paved with large granite blocks 
on a 6-inch American cement concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints, by Patrick McGovern, except that the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company laid the concrete base; from north side of 
Harvard street to north side of Bennet street the roadway was 
paved with large granite blocks on gravel bed with gravel joints, 
except that in front of the Fire Department ladder-house about 
127 square yards of paving was laid with pitch and pebble joints, 
by Patrick McGovern. The old pavement was removed and 
roadway excavated by the Street Department; edgestones were 
set, flagging crosswalks and brick sidewalks laid by Patrick 
McGovern. Six square granite catch-basin frames were removed 
and cast-iron D frames substituted. The Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its 
tracks. By changing the line of edgestones the roadway was 
widened about 1.5 feet, it now being 32 feet between the edge- 
stones. Former pavement was old granite blocks on gravel bed 
with gravel joints. 
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Kingston street, from Essex street to Beach street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch Ameti- 
can cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
From Bedford street across Essex street, including the tracks of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved with Phila- 
delphia size granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints, by H. Gore & Co. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street 
Department, edgestones were set, flagging crosswalks and brick 
sidewalks laid by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement was old 
oranite blocks on a gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Leverett street, from Craigie’s bridge to Causeway street, 
including the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
roadway paved with large granite blocks on gravel bed with 
gravel joints, tracks paved with Philadelphia size granite blocks 
on gravel bed with gravel joints. The old pavement was removed 
and roadway excavated by the Street Department; granite block 
paving was laid, edgestones set, flagging crosswalks and _ brick 
sidewalks laid by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement was old 
granite blocks on gravel bed, with gravel joints. The Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, by agreement, paid for the portion 
within its tracks. . 

Milton street, from Brighton street to Spring street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Seyssel, naturai rock, asphalt on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street De- 
partment; edgestones were set and brick sidewalks laid by Jones 
& Meehan. By changing the line of edgestones the roadway was 
widened about 1 foot, it now being 8 feet between the edgestones. 
Former pavement was old cobble stones. 

Oswego street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street, was 
paved with 24 inches of Seyssel, natural rock asphalt, on a 
6-inch American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The 
old pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street 
Department; edgestones were reset, granite block paving and 
brick sidewalks relaid by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement 
was of red bricks laid in 1891. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under chapter 525 of 
the Acts of 1891, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto. 

The cost of the work herein given is the cost of the work 
done, and materials furnished, by the contractor and does not 
include the cost of materials furnished by the city. 

Albany street, northwesterly corner at Northampton street, 
was widened by taking i137 square feet of land from the corner 
estate. The contract for doing the necessary work in connection 
with this widening was awarded to H. Gore & Co. Work under 
this contract was begun October 16, 1899, and completed Novem- 
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ber 22, 1899, at a cost of $149.92. The work consisted of 
repaving roadway with granite blocks, setting new edgestones, 
and paving brick sidewalks. 

Alexander street; Alexander street southerly is about 611 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun October 25, 1899, and suspended November 25, 
1899; 


Amory street, School street to Bragdon street, is about 725 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Patrick McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun May 1, 1899, and completed December 21, 1899, 
at a cost of $2,210.36.

Ashley street, Breed street to Walley street, is about 641 
feet long. A contract for filling this street to sub- grade was 
made with H. & D. Burnett on November 20, 1899, at ‘the rate of 
44 cents per cubic yard, measured in place. Work under this 
contract was begun December 4, 1899, and is not yet completed.

Astor street, Massachusetts avenue to Hemenway street, is 
about 890 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to Patrick MeGovern, November 5, 1898. Work 
under this contract was begun May 26, 1899, and completed 
August 18, 1899, at a cost of $2,220.02. Itis a 6-inch mac- 
adam road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter 
blocks and straight edgestones were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; circular edge- 
stones were furnished, on the work, by the city. Flagging for 
crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Athelwold street, at School street, was widened by taking 
789 square feet of land from the corner estates. The contract 
for doing the necessary work in connection with this widening was 
awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract was 
begun July 5, 1899, and completed July 17, 1899, at a cost of 
$150. The work done was to build a 6-inch macadam roadway 
and crushed stone sidewalk, set edgestones and pave granite 
block gutters. All stock required was furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor, except that the 
city furnished the circular edgestones on the work. 


Atherstone street, Fuller street to Bailey street, is about 314 
feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this con- 
tract was begun August 19, 1899, and completed October 26, 
1899, at a cost of $701.94.

Bennington street, Chelsea street to Belle Isle inlet, is about 
10,621 feet long. <A contract for depositing about 82,000 cubic 
yards of filling in this street was awarded to Jones & Meehan, 
November 20, 1899, at the rate of 53 cents per cubic yard meas- 
ured in place. Work under this contract was begun January 16, 
1900, and is being carried on at the present time. 


Blandford street, Commonwealth avenue to the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, is about 399 feet long. A contract for deposit- 
ing about 15,000. cubie yards of filling in this street was awarded 
to the Boston and Albany Railroad Co., December 27, 1899, at 
the rate of 45 cents per cubic yard measured in the bank. 
Work under this contract was begun January 8, 1900, and is 
still in progress. 

Bragdon street, Columbus avenue to Amory street, is about. 
622 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Thomas A. Dolan. Work under this con- 
tract was begun September 28, 1899, and completed October 14, 
1899, at a cost of $1,052.22. It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestones, and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Burt street, Washington street to Ashmont street, is about 
1,365 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this 
contract was begun August 17, 1898, and completed May 22, 
1899, at a cost of $3,831.24.

Canal street, Haymarket square to Causeway street, is about 
1,097 feet long. The contract for paving and regulating this 
street, including the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, was awarded to Jones & Meehan. Work under this 
contract was begun October 15, 1898, and completed May 15, 
1899, at a cost of $11,588.95, not including cost of granolithic 
sidewalks. This street was widened on the northeasterly side 
about twenty-five feet, making it 75 feet wide between street 
lines.

Middleton street, Norfolk street northerly, is about 593 feet 
long.

Work under 
this contract was begun April 3, 1899, and completed August 19, 
1899, at a cost of $1,502.26... It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the

Newburg street, Beech street to Belgrade avenue, is about 
1,980 feet long.

Northampton street, at Albany street. (See Albany street.) 

North Harvard street, Western avenue to Charles river, is 
about 2,573 feet long. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Geo. H. Wentworth & Co. 
Work under this contract was begun October 4, 1898, and com- 
pleted June 23, 1899, at a cost of $15,142.31. It is a Telford 
(8-inch) macadam (4-inch) road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, stone for Telford base, straight edgestones and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished 
on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Oakview terrace, Centre street southeasterly, is about 861 
feet long.

The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun July 19, 1899, and completed September 27, 
1899, at a cost of $4,734.46. It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones, 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were 
furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Peverell street, Sawyer avenue to Salcombe street, is about 
486 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract 
was begun August 25, 1898, and completed May 22, 1899, ata 
cost of $2,399.94. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. : 

Pontiac street, Hillside street to Tremont street is about 919 
feet long and 40 feet wide, and is to be cut through a solid ledge 
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for about 420 feet. The work of excavating the ledge was com- 
menced January 19, 1900, by the Paving Division, and is still in 
progress. 

Public Alley No. 101, District No. 2, Richmond street to 
Cross street, between Fulton and Commercial streets, is about 
385 feet long, and averages 15.5 feet wide. <A contract for 
paving and regulating this alley was awarded to Patrick 
McGovern. Work under this contract was begun August 28, 
1899, and completed September 16, 1899, at a cost of $1,044.23. 
This alley is paved with large granite blocks on a gravel bed 
with pitch and pebble joints, and is without edgestones or side- 
walks. The paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled 
to the site of the work by the contractor. 

Public Alley No. 102, District No. 2, Marshall street to 
Creek square, is about 205 feet long and averages 10.5 feet wide. 
The contract for paving with asphalt and regulating this alley was 
awarded to Jones & Meehan. Work under this contract was 
begun October 10, 1899, and completed November 11, 1899, ata 
cost of $874.27.

These alleys, except No. 405, were constructed with a roadway, 8 
feet wide, two brick sidewalks each four feet wide, bounded by 
granite edgestones. ‘Two turn-outs were constructed in each alley, 
excepting No. 405, 30 feet long and 14 feet wide, so that two 
teams may pass. Alley No. 405 was constructed with a roadway

on southerly side 3 feet wide, each bounded by granite edgestones. | 
Paving blocks, straight edgestones and flagging for crosswalks 
were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by 
the contractor; circular edgestones and bricks for sidewalks were 
furnished on the work by the city. 
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Public Alley No. 418, District No. 5, between Beacon and 
Marlborough streets, from Dartmouth street to Exeter street, is 
about 528 feet long and 16 feet wide. A contract for repairing 
the granite block pavement and brick sidewalks in this alley was 
awarded to H. Gore & Co. Work was begun August 380, 1899, 
and completed September 6, 1899, at a cost of $168.22. 

Public Alley No. 419, District No. 5, between Beacon and 
Marlborough streets, from Clarendon street to Dartmouth street, 
is about 548 feet long and 16 feet wide. The contract for pavy- 
ing with asphalt and regulating this alley was awarded to Simp- 
son Brothers Corporation. Work under this contract was begun 
August 8, 1899, and completed October 2, 1899, at a cost of 
$1,564.80. This alley was paved with 14 inches of Trinidad land 
asphalt, with 14 inches of bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base. This alley was constructed with 
a roadway 8 feet wide, and two brick sidewalks each 4 feet wide, 
with granite edgestones. Paving blocks, edgestones and flag- 
ging for crosswalks were furnished by the city and hauled to 
the site of the work by the contractor ; bricks for sidewalks were 
furnished on the work by the city. 

Public Alley No. 420, District No. 5, between Beacon and 
Marlborough streets, from Berkeley street to Clarendon street, is 
about 548 feet long and 16 feet wide. A contract for repairing 
the brick sidewalks in this alley was awarded to H. Gore & Co. 
Work was begun August 29, 1899, and completed September 1, 
1899, at a cost of $80.85. 

Public Alley No. 481, District No. 5, between Commonwealth 
avenue and Newbury street, from Hereford street to Gloucester 
street, is about 375 feet long and 16 feet wide. The contract 
for paving with asphalt and granite blocks and regulating this 
alley was awarded to Simpson Brothers Corporation. Work 
under this contract was begun August 7, 1899, and completed 
September 30, 1899, at a cost of $953.67. This alley was paved 
with 14 inches of Trinidad land asphalt, with 14 inches of bitumi- 
nous concrete binder on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, 
and with granite blocks on a gravel bed, with gravel joints where 
too steep for asphalt. It has a roadway 8 feet wide, and 
two brick sidewalks each 4 feet wide, with granite edgestones. 
Paving blocks, edgestones and flagging for crosswalks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; bricks for sidewalks were furnished on the work by the 
city. 

Public Alley No. 701, District No. 8, between Union 
Park and Upton streets, from Shawmut avenue to Tremont street, 
is about 628 feet long and 20 feet wide. The contract for pav- 
ing with asphalt and granite blocks and regulating this alley was 
awarded to the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. Work under 
this contract was begun September 16, 1899, and completed No- 
vember 8, 1899, at a cost of $3,077.46. This alley was paved 
with 14 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches bitumi- 
nous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, 
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and with granite blocks on a gravel bed with gravel joints where 
too steep for asphalt. It has a roadway in part 9 feet wide, and 
in part 13 feet wide, with brick sidewalk northerly side 3.5 feet 
wide, and southerly side in part 3.5 feet wide and in part 7.5 
feet wide, with granite edgestones; the wide sidewalks were 
built to protect the trees on the alley. Paving blocks, edge- 
stones and flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; bricks for 
sidewalks were furnished on the work by the city. 

Public Alley No. 702, District No. 8, West Springfield 
street to Worcester street, is about 205 feet long and 15 feet wide. 
The contract for paving with asphalt and regulating this alley 
was awarded to Jones & Meehan. Work under this contract was 
begun September 29, 1899, and completed November 9, 1899, at 
a cost of $862. This alley was paved with 2 inches of Seyssel 
natural rock asphalt on a 6-inch American cement concrete base. 
It has a roadway 9 feet wide, and two brick sidewalks each 
3 feet wide, with granite edgestones. Granite blocks, edge- 
stones and flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the city 
and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; bricks for 
sidewalks were furnished on the work by the city. 

Public Alley No. 703, District No. 8; Public Alley No. 
702 to Newland street, is about 192 feet long and 10 feet 
wide. The contract for paving with asphalt and granite blocks 
and regulating this alley was awarded to Jones & Meehan. Work 
under this contract was begun October 2, 1899, and completed 
November 9, 1899, at a cost of $629.10. This alley was paved 
with 2 inches of Seyssel natural rock asphalt on a 6-inch Ameri- 
can cement concrete base and with granite blocks on a gravel bed 
with gravel joints where too steep for asphalt. It has a roadway 
8 feet wide; the edgestones are placed 1 foot from the building 
line, and are backed up with concrete. Paving blocks, edge- 
stones and flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. 

Public Alley No. 2001, Webster street to Marginal street, 
is about 240 feet long, and for a distance of 65 feet from 
Webster street it is 10 feet wide; from this point 60 feet further 
it is 5 feet wide, and for the remaining distance of 115 feet it is 
4.5 feet wide. ‘The contract for paving and regulating this alley 
was awarded to Ward & Conlin. Work under this contract was 
begun September 25, 1899, and completed October 14, 1899, at 
a cost of $305.20. This alley was paved with second-hand 
granite blocks (remoyed from Devonshire street) on a gravel bed 
with gravel joints for 125 feet from Webster street; the remain- 
ing distance was paved with bricks, except for a distance of 10 
feet, which is occupied by a flight of wooden steps about 9 feet 
in height. These steps were repaired, as was also a board fence 
extending about 60 feet from Marginal street on the northwesterly 
side of alley. The difference in elevation of Marginal and Web- 
ster streets is 28 feet. 

Rosseter street, Bullard street to Bowdoin avenue. (See report 
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of Superintendent of Streets for 1898, page 262.) Work on re- 
taining wall was completed June 26, 1899. On account of mak- 
ing an opening in fence at estate of T. F. Badlam, the cost was 
increased $28.18, making a total cost for retaining walls and 
fences of $1,303.18. 

Rowe street, Ashland street to Sharon street, is about 475 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract was 
begun December 7, 1899, and suspended December 23, 1899. 

Rozella street, Adams street to Muzzy street, is about 322 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street and for rebuilding the retaining wall at the Mary Hemen- 
way School was awarded to T. F. Bradley. Work under this 
contract was begun November 27, 1899, and the work of rebuild- 
ing the retaining wall is still in progress. 

St. Stephen street: St. Stephen street to Bryant street is 
about 803 feet long. (See report of Superintendent of Streets 
for 1898, page 262.) ‘The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work 
under this contract was begun June 27, 1899, and completed 
August 8, 1899, at a cost of $1,879.16. It is a 6-inch macadam 
road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks 
and straight edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled 
to the site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones 
were furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks 
was furnished by the contractor. 

School street, at Athelwold street, was widened by taking 
548 square feet of land from the corner estate. The contract for 
doing the necessary work in connection with this widening was 
awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract was 
begun July 5, 1899, and completed July 17, 1899, at a cost of 
$125. The work done was to build a 6-inch macadam roadway 
and crushed stone sidewalks, set edgestones and pave granite 
block gutters. All stock required was furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractors. 

Seymour street, Canterbury street to Brown avenue, is 
about 1,150 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to IT. F. Welch. Work under this 
contract was begun December 5, 1899, and suspended December 
21, 1899. 

Shirley street, Massachusetts avenue to Norfolk avenue, is 
about 877 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to J. F. Cullen. Work under this 
contract was begun June 26, 1899, and completed October 10, 
1899, at a cost of $3,505.35. It is a 6-inch macadam road, with 
brick sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones and bricks were 
furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Spencer street, Athelwold street to Park street, is about 480 
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feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun June 26, 1899, and completed August 8, 1899, 
at a cost of $787.76. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. 

Spencer street, Wheatland avenue to Talbot avenue, is about 
625 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun November 20, 1898, and completed May 25, 
1899, at a cost of $1,500.54. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway 
with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edge- 
stones and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled °* 
to the site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones 
were furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks 
was furnished by the contractor. 

Stanley street, Quincy street to Bellevue street, is about 
375 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun May 28, 1899, and completed July 17, 1899, 
at a cost of $1,260.63. It is a 6-inch macadam road with brick 
sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by 
the contractor; circular edgestones and bricks for sidewalks were 
furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Thane street, Athelwold street to Park street, is about 479 
_ feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract was 
begun June 29, 1899, and completed August 3, 1899, at a cost of 
$552.79 (not including cost of artificial stone sidewalks). It is a 
6-inch macadam road with artificial stone sidewalks. Crushed 
stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by 
the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; 
circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the city; flag- 
ging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. Artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid by the Barnes-Ruffin Company from 
Park street 81 feet on the easterly side and 140 feet on the west- 
erly side, in all 1,440.2 square feet, costing $320.44. The re- 
maining artificial stone sidewalks had been constructed before the 
street was laid out. 

Trinity place, St. James avenue across Stuart street, is about 
398 feet long. The contract for paving with asphalt and regula- 
ting this street was awarded to the Barber Asphalt Paving Co. 
Work under this contract was begun August 21, 1899, and com- 
pleted September 28, 1899, at a cost of $3,516.09. It is an as- 
phalt road with brick sidewalks. The roadway is paved with 14 
inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches of bituminous 
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concrete binder ona 6-inch American cement concrete base. 
New edgestones, granite blocks, and flagging for crosswalks were 
furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor; bricks for sidewalks were furnished on the work by 
the city. 

Waldeck street, Melville avenue to Tonawanda street, is 
about 1,635 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to J. F. Cullen. Work under this 
contract was begun September 29, 1899, and completed December 
5, 1899, at a cost of $4,207. It is a 6-inch macadam road, 
with crushed stone, tar concrete and artificial stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, straight edgestones, and gutter blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the 
city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the city. The 
street was constructed in the following manner: Part between 
Melville avenue and Park street, 781 feet long and 40 feet wide, 
has roadway (including gutters) 26 feet wide; two crushed stone 
sidewalks, each 7 feet wide, bounded by granite edgestones. .In 
this part there is 179 linear feet of artificial stone sidewalk which 
was constructed before the street was laid out. Part between 
Park street and Tonawanda street, 854 feet long and 50 feet wide, 
has a roadway 26 feet wide (including gutters), two tar concrete 
walks each 6 feet wide, and two loam. spaces each 6 feet wide, 
bounded by granite edgestones; these loam spaces were sodded 
about 2 feet in width back of the edgestones. The tar concrete 
sidewalks were constructed before the street was laid out. 

Wensley street, Heath street across Bickford avenue, is about 
720 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this con- 
tract was begun May 10, 1899, and completed November 14, 
1899, at a cost of $2,600.16 (including the costof furnishing and 
laying 472 linear feet of ground water drain 4inchesin size). Itisa 
6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed 
stone, straight edgestones, and gutter blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; circular 
edgestones were furnished on the work by the city. Flagging for 
crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

West Selden street, Morton street to Manchester street, is 
about 3,424 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under 
this contract was begun July 21, 1899, and is still being carried 
on. 

Woodlawn street, Hyde Park avenue to Forest Hills Ceme- 
tery, is about 1,068 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Thomas A. Dolan. Work 
under this contract was begun July 24, 1899, and completed No- 
vember 13, 1899, at a cost of $1,933.99. It is a 6-inch macadam 
road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight 
edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; circular edge- 
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stones were furnished on the work by the city; flagging for cross- 
walks was furnished by the contractor. 

Worthington street, Fenway to Longwood avenue, is about 
1,151 feet long. A contract for filling this street to sub grade 
was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Son, at the rate of 44 cents per 
cubic yard measured in the fill) Work under this contract was 
begun July 27, 1899, and completed December 30, 1899; 17,251 
cubic yards were paid for at 44 cents per cubic yard, equal to 
$7,590.44.

Columbia road construction has been completed from Blue Hill 
avenue to Edward Everett square, with the exception of the 
bridge by which the Midland Division of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad will cross the road; this work has 
not been commenced. 


BRIDGE OVER THE RAILROAD AND CoLumBiA. AVENUE. 


The work under the contract with Mr. Dennis F. O’Connell, 
dated October 10, 1898, was finished in June at a cost of 
$25,773.44. This work consisted of building two abutments and 
a pier. The southerly wing wall of the west abutment was left 
unfinished, as it was necessary to leave Carson street unobstructed 
until other means of access to Mt. Vernon street east of the rail- 
road can be provided. 

The foundations rest on a hard clay or sand bottom at Grade 
2.5 above city base for the West abutment and at Grade 2 for the 
East abutment and pier. The foundations below a grade 3 feet 
below the grade of the surface in front are of American cement 
concrete, and above that grade the abutments and pier are of 
granite ashlar and rubble backing with cut stone parapets and 
coping. The walls are well ballasted with quarry chips. 


Roap SURFACING. 


The section of road between Dorchester avenue and Button- 
wood street has been completed. The work was done under a 
contract with Philip Doherty, dated June 14, 1899, and was 
finished August 30, 1899, at a cost of $1,911.04. 


BRIDGE OVER SHOREHAM STREET. 


This bridge is to be built to carry Columbia road over Shore- 
ham street, a traffic street to connect Mt. Vernon street with Car- 
son street. It will be parallel with the railroad and 100 feet 
distant from it. Its grade will be the same as the existing 
streets, and the crossing of the Parkway by a traffic street at this 
point will be avoided. 
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Under a contract with Mr. Michael A. Meany the excavation 
across Columbia road above the grade of Shoreham street was 
completed on January 1, 1900, at a cost of $591.44. 

Plans have been prepared for the construction of the bridge, 
but the work of erection awaits the completion of a proposed 
storm water sewer at this point. 


FILLING. . 


The section of Columbia road between the bridge over the 
railroad and Mercer street, South Boston, also so much of the 
proposed Columbia avenue as lies east of the old location of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad have been filled 
to grade. For this work there were three contracts. Under a 
contract with Mr. J. J. Sullivan, dated December 24, 1898, there 
were brought from the excavation near Story street, South Bos- 
ton, 4,978 cubic yards at a cost of $2,986.80. Under a contract 
with John S. Jacobs & Son, dated October 20, 1898, there were 
brought from the site of the new high school building on Thomas 
Park 25,811 cubic yards at a cost of $9,233.85. 

The larger part of the filling was done under a contract with 
Mr. Simon J. Donovan, dated December 28, 1898. The work 
was finished in October, and there were deposited 116,471 cubic 
yards at 694 cents per cubic yard. This contract included the 
construction of an extension of the culvert under the railroad to 
the bay outside the slope of the new filling. This culvert is of 
wood on a pile foundation; it is 250 feet in length and 4 feet by 
5 feet 8 inches inside. The total amount paid under the contract 
was $83,375.59. 

Under the contract with Mr. Simon J. Donovan for filling 
that portion of Columbia road between Atlantic and I streets, 
dated October 25, 1898, there have been deposited 71,109 cubic 
yards. ‘The work is not yet completed. 

Commonwealth avenue, Warren street to Chestnut Hill 
avenue, cross-section plans for estimating amount of rock exca- 
vation under five contracts, aggregating 45,857.4 cubic yards 
costing $64,634.84, which includes the cost of loading and haul- 
ing 9,851.7 cubic yards to the crusher and loading 19,486.7 
cubic yards into city teams at foot of ledge. This work 
was begun in September, 1898. Plans and specifications were 
also prepared for two retaining walls, one near Summit 
avenue and one near Sutherland road; these walls were not built. 

During the year the reconstruction of Commonwealth avenue 
from Brighton avenue to Chestnut Hill avenue has been under 
way and is nearly completed as far as Chiswick road. 


Coneress STREET, SourH Boston. 


On Congress street, between B and C streets, a roadway about 
40 feet in width has been paved with granite blocks on a gravel 
base, granite edgestones have been set on the southerly side of 
the street, and two catch-basins have been built. The paving of 
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this short portion of Congress street in connection with the work 
done by the Commonwealth, and that under-the decree abolishing 
the grade crossing on this street has provided a continuous 
thoroughfare paved with granite from Atlantic avenue to South 
Boston by way of the L-street bridge. 

Lines and grades have been furnished for the construction of 
Talbot avenue, which is now completed. Some work has been 
done on Blue Hill avenue, between Walk Hill street and 
Mattapan. 

Two hundred and six petitions to lay artificial stone sidew alks 
haye been reported upon to the Superintendent of Streets. 

The amount of edgestone required for one hundred and forty- 
nine estates has been furnished to the Paving Division. 

In seventy-three cases the Paving Division has been notified of 
the necessity of resetting edgestone on account of artificial stone 
sidewalks to be laid. 

Forty-two petitions for permits to construct coal-holes, bulk- 
heads and sidewalk areas, have been examined and reported upon. 

Ninety-one petitions, calling for eighty-seven catch-basins, were 
referred by the Sewer Division and reported upon. 

Locations were furnished the Sewer Division, for construction 
purposes, of nine hundred and forty-three catch-basins on one 
hundred and sixty different streets.

The high platform and runway at the Sanitary Wharf on 
Albany street was completed in March by Thomas E. Ruggles, 
at a cost of $5,476. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


lVvew drop. — The northerly drop for the East Boston landing 
of the South Ferry was completed and put in commission Feb- 
ruary 4, 1899, at a cost for contract work of $5,775. 


CHARLESGATE BRIDGE OVER IPSWICH STREET. 


Under a contract with the King Bridge Co., of Cleveland, 
Ohio, dated March 25, 1899, the steel work was completed on 
January 2, 1900. A contract has been made for the erection of 
the ornamental railing of the same design as that on the bridge 
over the railroad. 

As the season was too far advanced to permit of laying cement 
concrete, when the steel work was finished, the laying of the 
concrete and asphalt floor of this bridge has been deferred until 
spring, and a temporary wooden floor has been constructed to allow 
of the bridge being used during the winter. 
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SoutH Union STATION. 


The portion of the paving on the westerly half of Dorchester- 
avenue extension, between the southerly end of the new station 
and Federal-street bridge, which was not laid in 1898, has been 
completed. ‘The entire length of the new avenue, on which was. 
laid a temporary granite pavement on fresh fillings in 1898, has 
been repaved, and the edgestone reset. The sidewalk on the 
harbor side of the avenue has been paved with brick, and an iron 
railing built on the sea wall for its entire length. 

The paving on Summer-street extension, between Dewey square 
and the harbor line, has been relaid, and a bulkhead carrying 
a plank sidewalk has been built along the property of the 
Boston Electric Light Company. 

Early in the season the narrow strip of paving on Atlantic 
avenue in front of the express buildings, which could not be laid 
when the other paving was done around the station, was com- 
pleted and the edgestone set. 

The work of paving Atlantic avenue, between Dewey square 
end Kneeland street, with pitch and pebble joints and on a con- 
arete base, was'commenced early in November, 1899. This work 
had been delayed until almost the close of the season, because of 
the special track-work of the Boston Elevated Railway and the 
Union Freight Railroad in Dewey square. As soon, however, as 
any of this material was in position the work of concreting and 
paving was carried on day and night whenever the weather and 
temperature would permit. With the exception of a small area 
at Beach street, where the special track-work was not ready, all 
of the paving between the tracks and westerly of the tracks on 
Atlantic avenue has been put on a concrete base, the paving laid 
with pitch and pebble joints, the edgestones set and the westerly 
sidewalk laid with brick or artificial stone. The work in Dewey 
square has also been completed with the exception of two small 
areas adjoining Summer and Federal streets. A small refuge 
island has been built in the square, surrounded by granite edge 
stone and paved with brick.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SMOKE INSPECTOR. 


64 PEMBERTON SQUARE, Boston, February 1, 1900. 


Mr. BENJI. W. WELLS, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


Dear Sir, —I herewith submit a report of the work performed 
under chapter 389, Acts of 1895, section 116; chapter 175, Acts of 
1897; and section 99, chapter 47, Revised Ordinances, 1898, relative 
to the smoke nuisance in this city. 

The severe storm of November, 1898, when a number of barges 
used in the coal-carrying trade were lost at sea, increased the cost 
of transportation, which, together with the specially keen competi- 
tion among the coal-dealers of this city for the past two years, has 
from time to time greatly augmented the quantity of low-grade 
bituminous coals brought to this market. 

So familiar are the observers with the condition of the various 
stacks throughout the city when using their regular fuel that a 
change is readily noticed and reported; these complaints, on inves- 
tigation, were found to be due+in the main to the coal, and 
it required considerable efforts on our part to keep the soft-coal 
nuisance within bounds, and accept from the consumers the excuse 
that they were paying for and supposed they were getting the best 
grade coal. 

The use of these low-grade bituminous coals by stationary plants 
has only obtained within the past few years, and is indirectly due to 
the comparatively low prices quoted on contracts. At these prices it 
has been almost impossible for the dealers to carry out the condi- 
tions of the contract without entailing a loss; hence the introduction 
of a cheaper fuel. 

As the contracts for coal with steam-users are generally made 
during the summer months for the year, and with a view of placing 
the responsibility for these conditions, which became very noticeable 
from time to time, the following letter was issued and sent to the 
coal-dealers throughout the city, and was also published in the daily 
press: 


It is reported that owing to competition in the coal business at the 
present time, importations of lower grades of soft coal may be expected 
to fill orders on contracts now being made. I desire at this time to call 
your attention to the law which authorizes this department to take ac- 
tion in preventing smoke nuisances, and tothe fact that this law will be 
rigidly enforced, and all violations vigorously looked out for. During 
the past winter, when the situation as regards coal became extreme, 
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owing to natural causes which could not be overcome, this department 
waived for a time its objection to the use of certain low-grade coals, as 
the higher grades were not to be obtained. Such action, however, can- 
not apply to the present situation. 

Your attention is called to this matter now, so that there may be no 
cause for complaint on your part later on in the event of trouble, and 
that your customers may be fully advised as to the action which this 
department will certainly take unless proper coal is used.

The use of these low-grade coals which go with low-priced con- 
tracts are in the end costly and troublesome. It has been demon- 
strated that the increase in consumption will average from 15 to 40 
per cent., which will materially offset the reduction in price, not 
taking into consideration the disadvantages so far as results are 
concerned and the increased emission of smoke. 

This condition exists largely in plants equipped with smoke pre- 
venters, the owners of which feel that with the present equipment 
they can burn this fuel without creating a nuisance, but as these 
cheaper grades of soft coal contain so much volatile or gaseous 
matter the devices have been unable to control the smoke satisfac- 
torily, and I have been obliged several times during the past six 
months to caution them. 

The shipments of high-grade bituminous coals the past two months 
have been very scarce, due partly to strikes among the miners and 
the inability of the railroads to furnish transportation from the 
mines to tide-water; it is also stated that the demand for this fuel 
has increased, owing to the prosperous condition of the country; be 
that as it may it has resulted in the introduction of some very 
smoky coals into this city, and our entire time has been taken up in 
asking the co-operation of the engineers and owners to see that 
extra care was exercised in stoking, and in some cases insisting 
upon using a mixture of hard coal. Some plants adopted hard coal 
entirely. 

The present situation is one of the worst in the history of the 
coal trade in this city, with very little hope of relief in sight. - 
Were it not for the open weather many of the steam-users would 
have been put to serious inconveniences, as a soft-coal famine could 


not have been avoided. 


While we have anticipated this stringency in the soft-coal market 
we have asked and are receiving the hearty co-operation of many of 
the steam users in keeping the smoke within bounds. 

There is a somewhat false impression regarding the use of soft 
coal in this city, many believing that its use is prohibited. This is 
not so, as under the present statute laws a chimney is allowed to 
emit ‘‘ dark or thick-gray ’”’ smoke for five minutes continuously at 
any one time during the day, or 25 per cent. of any continuous 
period of twelve hours. 

Any person, however, who is annoyed or suffers from an adjoin- 
ing chimney, can, upon complaint, be given relief under section 116, 
chapter 175, Acts of 1897. 

Take the present situation, when for the past two months con- 
siderable low-grade coals have been used, it is safe to say, that very 
few places could be found where the present statute law is being 
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substantially violated. Technical violations it is true have been 
found, but it is a question if the alleged violators could be fined, or 
that an injunction would be granted against them under the law, 
without a complaint showing the existence of a nuisance. 

It is therefore evident that the present law is not satisfactory, in- 
asmuch as the emission of smoke for a much shorter period than 
the law allows is a nuisance, and the statutes should be so amended, 
that its provisions when enforced would contribute to the comforts 
and goed health of the community. 

This has been brought very forcibly to my attention several times 
the past two years, when chimneys have been pointed out to me as 
nuisances by adjoining owners, who refused, however, to enter 
complaint or even allow their name to be used, and after spending 
considerable time taking observations I have found that the pres- 
ent law was being complied with. ‘This reluctance of those who 
suffer most to enter complaint I find to be one of the chief 
obstacles to a more rigid enforcement of the present laws. 

In other cities, particularly in the West, where the average coals 
used are of a much lower grade than that used in Boston, the laws 
governing the emission of smoke are more stringent, and allow no 
such liberal standard as here. 

In Cincinnati, O., the emission of dense smoke (no time given) 
is declared a nuisance. 

In Pittsburg, Penn., the emission of smoke (kind not specified) 
is not allowed over three minutes at any one time. 

In Denver, Col., the emission of dense dark or gray smoke is not 
allowed for more than two minutes continuously, or during more 
than 12 per cent. of a continuous period of twelve hours. 

The. leniency of our present statute law is such that so long as 
soft coal is used it will be taken advantage of by those who are 
unwilling to be subjected to any extra expense. 

The use of coke, made from the coa] drawn from the mines of the 
Dominion Coal Company in Nova Scotia, and which is one of the 
by-products of the New England Gas and Coke Company, Everett, 
Mass., was adopted in a number of boiler plants the latter part of 
June, but was shortly after abandoned. The reasons given by 
engineers were many, and while it is claimed this fuel is being used 
- successfully on locomotives, its use in stationary plants, so far, has 
not been a success. 

Its adoption, however, on locomotives attached to local trains, and 
also on the shifters, will be gladly welcomed by the residents along- 
side, or even near the line of the railroad, as it will remove a 
nuisance over which the present laws give no jurisdiction. 

The Everett plant at the present time is operating about 300 ovens, 
which represents an out-put of about 1,200 tons per day. This is 
being distributed to some of the steam railroads, and large shipments 
are sent to manufacturers throughout New England. For domestic 
purposes, between 30 and 40 tons are being distributed daily in this 
city and suburbs. 

The ordinance relative to the equipment of new boilers with 
smoke preventers or the burning of anthracite coal is being rigidly 
enforced, and during the past six weeks visits were made to 115 
plants, a large number of which are used only at this season of the 
year for heating purposes, and who at the time the permit was ob- 
tained agreed to burn anthracite coal. Of this number, 6 were 
found using soft coal, but their attention being called to their 
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agreement they immediately complied with the requirements of the 
ordinance. 

One hundred and ninety- -eight short observations of one and two 
firings and twenty long observations, lasting from two to nine 
hours were taken on various chimneys throughout the city; three 
of these latter observations were made at the request of owners 
of steam plants, who having equipped their boiler or boilers with- 
smoke devices, desired the city to inform them if the chimney was 
complying with the present law. 

These short observations, taken by the observers as they go over 
the various districts, as a rule, show a change in the condition 
6f the chimney, and are immediately investigated. This method 
enables me to keep in close touch with the condition of the various 
plants from day to day. 

The importations of Nova Scotia coal recorded at the port of 
Boston for the year ending January 31, 1900, shows 240,543 tons as 
against 20,247 tons for the year ending January 31,1899. This coal 
is in the main used at the gas works at Everett, although, during 
the past six weeks, large quantities were used in this city for steam- 
ing purposes, no other soft coal being obtainable. 

A weekly weather record of the temperature, humidity, character 
of the day, direction and miles per hour of the wind, and also the 
general precipitation, showing the nature of the same, when it began 
and ended, is compiled at this office, and a copy of the same is filed 
at the Central Office. 

Several requests have been answered from distant cities, and from 
some of the cities of this Commonwealth, regarding our laws and 
ordinances governing and regulating this nuisance. 

During the past year the steam plants of the Boston Electric Light 
Company at foot of Summer street and also Ferdinand street were 
abandoned. The power formerly supplied by these two plants is 
now supplied from their new plant, foot of L street, South Boston. 

Some new devices for controlling the smoke were also applied 
during the year. R. Marston & Co., Brattle street, equipped their 
Babeock & Wilcox boiler with the « American Stoker, > an under- 
feed arrangement. This appliance, so far, seems to absolutely con- 
trol the smoke. One boiler at the Chestnut Hill Pumping Station of 
the Metropolitan Water Works is also equipped with this type of 
smoke preventer, and will be placed under an additional boiler in a 
few months. 

The Edison Electric Iluminating Company, Atlantic avenue, is 
installing four new boilers, and is equipping them with the Bab- 
cock & Wilcox ‘+ Chain Grate Stoker.’”’ The equipment is not as 
yet complete. 

At the plant of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, Albany 
street, two new boilers are being equipped with the ‘‘ Brooks Fur- 
nace,’’? a foreign patent; these boilers are also connected with a 
separate chimney, with a view of determining its effectiveness in 
controlling the smoke. While this appliance has been in operation 
for some time, the experiments so far show that to meet the require- 
ments of this plant, it would be necessary to make some changes, 
and these are being made from time to time.

DEAR Sir, —I submit herewith a report of the work performed 
‘by me in connection with the Civil Service Commission together 
with a statement of the force employed and eligible for employment 
for the year ending January 31, 1900. 

One hundred and thirty-four. applications were made upon the 

tate Commission for 264 men of various grades of labor, and of 
this number fifteen were for promotions and two for reinstatement. 

Four hundred and twenty-five names were submitted, from which 
261 were selected and appointed, sixteen of whom were veterans, 
and forty-five persons were appointed provisionally under Civil 
Service Rule 36. 

Of the fifteen applications for promotions fourteen were granted, 
one having failed to pass the non-competitive examination. 

Eighty-six transfers were made from other city departments all 
of which the State Commission approved. 

Thirty were from the Bath Department, seventeen from Park 
Department, seventeen from Public Buildings Department, Repairs 
Division, six from Water Department, five from Lamp Department, 
four from Street Commissioners, three from Public Grounds De- 
partment, and one each from Transit, Cemetery, Police and Fire 
Departments. 

Notices for the discharge of 264 men were forwarded to the Civil 
Service Commission. 

The records of the department show that there are now 3,487 
persons eligible for employment in the several divisions, and of that 
number 3,235 were upon the January 1900 pay-rolls.

FOR THE YEAR 1899-1900.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,-— The Board of Street Commissioners present the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Department, 
including a statement relating to public lands in their care, 
for the year ending January 31, 1900. 

Under the orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of about 1,163,167 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total mileage of 6.58 were made 
public ways. Under authority of the Act of the Legislature 
of 1891, for the assessment upon abutting property of the cost 
of laying out and constructing streets, there has been assessed, 
upon five streets, a total of $76,273.84. 

The Board has issued ninety-one orders of notice of inten- 
tion to lay out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets, 
or parts of streets, and public alleys, calling for public hearings. 
It has received and considered sixty-one petitions for street 
improvements. [or the laying of sewers and surface drains 
there have been seventy-one petitions presented to the Board 
during the year. In the settlement of damages for takings 
of land, etc., for various changes in the city’s streets one hun- 
dred and thirty cases have been acted upon by the Commis- 
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sioners. Claims for damages for sewers and surface drains 
ordered have been settled to the number of thirty-three. 
Seven petitions for release of sewer assessments have been 
received, and the releases made by the Board, under authority 
of the act empowering them to release parts of estates from 
assessments for sewers and sidewalks upon payment of the 
proportional parts due upon the parcels released. 

Under authority of chapter 426 of the Acts of the Legis- 
lature of 1897, and acts in amendment thereof and addition 
thereto, the Street Commissioners have passed orders for the 
improvement and relocation of various natural streams or water 
courses, and have supplied surface drainage for territories 
needing it as follows: 

The Neponset avenue branch of Stony brook, in West 
Roxbury, has been relocated, from Sharon street to the main 
channel near Florence street, the Canterbury branch of the 
same stream, at Dorchester, has been relocated between Lau- 
riat avenue and Callender street, as also the Southern avenue 
fork of the Canterbury branch between Colonial avenue and 
Norfolk street; at Brighton the Faneuil Valley brook has been 
relocated between Lake street and Washington street, between 
Oak square avenue and Oakland street, and eastwardly from 
Fairbanks street. A conduit has been ordered for the Mat- 
tapan brook, at Dorchester, on the east side of Blue Hill 
avenue. Surface drainage has been provided for vicinity of 
Dent and Pleasant streets, West Roxbury; between Corey 
road and the Brookline line, at Brighton, and a culvert has 
been ordered at Harvard avenue, in Brighton. 

Sewers have been ordered in Garden street, Brighton, Lee 
street, West Roxbury, Ellingwood, Estey and Atkinson 
streets and Fisher avenue, Roxbury, Silloway street, Dorches- . 
ter, Bucknam and Darling streets, Roxbury, in passageway 
from Peterborough street to Queensberry street, in Downer 
court, Dorchester, in Parley Vale (from Parley avenue to St. 
John street), West Roxbury, in Carter street, Charlestown, 
Chesterfield and Alleghany streets, Roxbury, Don street and 
Tileston avenue, Dorchester, an outlet for the sewer in Pren- 
tiss place, at Roxbury, and a sewer in Eaton street.

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division during the past year 
has been carried on ina manner similar to that of past years, 
and is given in detail as follows : 


PLAN. 5; 


No hearings of any nature were held during the year on 
this plan, the work being confined to finishing in detail the 
work previously projected. Six sections were filed represent- 
ing completed work in the territory lying immediately ad- 
jacent and east of Franklin Field and the Catholic Cemetery, 
and extending southerly as far as the line of a proposed exten- 
sion of Ashmont street. A previous report has dealt in 
detail with the studies made here. Among the features 
which may be again mentioned is a proposed extension of 
Bernard street, from Talbot avenue, over and including the

old cemetery lane, to a point opposite the southeasterly cor- 
ner of the Catholic Cemetery, where it makes a considerable 
angle, and continuing along parallel with the New England 
railroad, makes a connection with Callender street. The 
elimination of the grade crossing at Lauriat avenue having 
practically prohibited the extension of Bernard street over or 
under the railroad to Norfolk street, this connection with 
Callender street becomes almost imperative in order to pro- 
vide proper, in fact, the only means of communication be- 
tween the territories lying north of and south of Franklin 
Field, except by long detours. To the east of the railroad 
the projection of streets previously made by the private 
owners were generally adopted without change. The deep 
block of undeveloped land lying between Norfolk street and 
the New England Railroad has been provided with a street 40 
feet wide, lying parallel and contiguous with the location 
line of the railroad for about half the length of the block, a 
short street of the same width departing from it at right 
angles from either end and forming connections with Nor- 
folk street. For the remainder of the block another street 
40 feet in width has been projected at a distance of 100 feet 
from and parallel with the railroad until near the southerly 
end of the territory where it turns and enters Norfolk street 
at arightangle. ‘The territory lying between Stanton street, 
Capen street, and Dyer street, has been supplied with an ad- 
ditional street, starting at Norfolk street, continuing paral- 
lel with Stanton street, and connecting with Dyer street at 
the bend in the latter. 

A street 40 feet wide has been projected from Milton 
avenue at its junction with Edson street to connect with 
Stanton street. 

A 30-foot street was located at about a distance of 200 
feet from Norfolk street, between Laurel street and Went- 
worth street. 

Considerable has been said of the proposed development of 
the large tract of land in this vicinity, held by Harvard Col- 
lege. The filing of plans this year embraced the initial 
features of that development which is now settled to the ap- 
parent satisfaction of all interested parties. The main feat- 
ure of the treatment consists of an extension of Ashmont 
street, from Washington street to Milton avenue, which is 
unquestionably a most desirable improvement forming as it 
does a direct connection through Milton avenue from Dor- 
chester station to Peabody square and beyond to Neponset. 

Other minor features are, an extension of Whitman street 
to Ashmont-street extension; an extension of Dunbar avenue 
to Edson street; an extension of Laurel street to Dunbar 
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avenue; an extension of Wentworth street; and the location 
of College street, 40 feet wide, from Wentworth street to 
Whitman street, between Dunbar avenue and the extension 
of Ashmont street. 

There is still a large amount of field work to be done be- 
fore the remainder of the section showing this system can be 
filed. The work, however, is being rapidly pushed, and it is 
hoped that this may be accomplished early in the year. 

Two hearings were given during the year under authority 
of chapter 210 of the Acts of 1898, on the following dates: 
April 7, 1899, and October 6, 1899. 

The hearing given on April 7 was held on territory shown 
on sections X 78 and X 74, and in relation to the discon- 
tinuance of Street No. 935, and the substitution of Leslie 
street for same. ‘The changes are shown entirely upon sec- 
tion X 73 and were made in accordance with the petitions, 
and filed August 28, 1899.

No hearings were held on this plan during the year and 
no development was projected. 

As in Plan 5, the work consisted in working out in detail 
the studies previously made, which resulted in the filing of 
Sections U 13, U 29 and U 382. 
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As regards Sections U 29 and U 382, it became unnecessary 
to introduce any new streets to complete the development, 
and the work was thus practically confined to locating and 
defining the lines of the existing streets and those projected 
by the owners of the estates, and which were embodied in 
the system. 

Section U 18 is traversed at its southwesterly corner by 
the new location of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad; this location proves to be quite a potent factor in 
shaping the development of the territory lying between Dor- 
chester avenue and the old way of the railroad. 

Parallel with this location has been projected an 80-foot 
street, extending from Dorchester avenue to the old location 
of the railroad, eventually to be used as a public highway, 
and connecting with Columbia road. 

From Kemp street southerly, streets 40 feet wide are loca- 
ted parallel with it at intervals of 200 feet connecting with 
the above mentioned new 80-foot street, with the old loca- 
tion of the railroad.

One second hearing was given on this plan on June 23, 
1899, on territory bounded approximately by the West Rox- 
bury Parkway, Arnold Arboretum and the West Roxbury 
branch of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 
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Work in detail commenced early in the year, and was pros- 
ecuted until its close, when a majority of all the sections 
included in the hearing were filed. The bulk of the territory 
lies immediately adjacent to the parkway and arboretum, 
and this contiguity must necessarily be a governing element 
in this local development. Thus a 40-foot street has been 
located on the easterly and southerly boundary of the park- 
way, from South street to the arboretum, and when the 
contours of the surface permits, the adaptation of gradients 
both feasible and inexpensive. 

Another street of the same width has been located paral- 
lel with it and as near as possible, at a distance of about 
200 feet from it. From these two streets depart other 
streets at intervals of about the same distance, a number of 
which circling the heights upon this large tract of land held 
by Harvard College, between Weld street and Centre street, 
end at Montclair avenue, while the remainder, starting from 
the same base, find their connection with a thoroughfare at 
Weld street. 

On the westerly and northerly boundary, or to speak more 
accurately, the prospective boundary of the parkway, has 
been located another 40-foot way designed as a marginal 
drive along the front of the same. 

Northwest of the parkway the estates consist principally 
of large tracts of land lying partly in Boston and partly in 
Brookline. Co-operation of the two municipalities is a 
necessary requisite to a proper development under these con- 
ditions, and as little has been done or suggested by Brook- 
line, it is futile to make any projections beyond the parkway 
drive, to connect with territory lying within the borders of 
that town. 

Sections Z 46, Z 55, Z 56, Z 66 and Z 67, filed during 
the year, cover territory lying south of Weld and Vermont 
streets, as far as Centre street, and between Willow street 
and La Grange street. A subdivision of the large blocks by 
the introduction of new streets at a general width of 40 
feet, one from Weld street, between Willow street and 
Maple street, southeast to Railroad street, another between 
Maple street and Corey street, from Pomfret street south- 
easterly to a new 40-foot street located about parallel with 
Garden street, and about 400 feet southeasterly, which it is 
intended to extend from Maple street to Hastings street. 

From this street, between Corey street and Hastings street, 
to a proposed extension of Garden street southwesterly, is 
located a 40-foot street. It is proposed to widen Henshaw 
terrace, extending it either way to Hastings street and to 
Maple street. 
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Garden street will be widened to a width of 40 feet, and 
it is proposed to make it a continuous way from Willow 
street to Hastings street. Between Park street and Mt. 
Vernon street, two streets have been located 200 feet apart, 
from Montview street to Centre street. These two streets 
are intersected nearly midway by another 40-foot street, ex- 
tending from Park street to Mt. Vernon street. 

Widenings have been provided for La Grange street to 80 
feet; Centre street to 80 feet; Corey street to 50 feet; Weld 
street to 60 feet; Walter street to 60 feet; Church street to 
60 feet; and Pleasant street to 40 feet.

A second hearing was held on May 12, 1898, on Sections

Hon. THomas N. HART, 
Mayor of Boston: 


DrEAR Sir, —I submit herewith the fifth annual report 
of the Water Commissioner for the year ending January 81, 
1900. 

I received my appointment as Water Commissioner on the 
23d of December, and qualified on the 28th of December, 
1899. ‘As I did not assume the duties of the office until 
nearly the end of the financial year I shall not attempt to 
make any elaborate report on the operations of the depart- 
ment during the past year, but shall confine myself to a gen- 
eral statement of the financial condition of the department 
at the end of the year, as shown by the reports of the differ- 
ent heads of divisions, and shall make such suggestions as 
have occurred to me during my brief occupancy of the office. 

It appears by the statements herewith annexed that the 
total receipts from all sources during the year were $2,289,- 
739.50; less refunded water rates, $906.87 ; making the net 
receipts $2,288,832.63. The total current expenditures of 
the Water Works from revenue for the year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1900, including interest on funded debt, sinking- 
fund requirements, 1898-99, and the Metropolitan water 
assessment, were $1,992,581.91; leaving a balance, which 
was transferred to the general revenue of the city, of 
$296,250.72. 

In addition to this balance there is now due from other 
city departments for water about $218,000, which amount, 
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if added to the above balance, would show a net surplus of 
$514,250.72 ) 

The cost of construction on February 1, 1899, was $22,- 
243,663.40, and on February 1, 1900, the cost of construc- 
tion was $22,689,788.75; showing an increase during the 
year of $446,120.35. This amount, added to the item of 
expenditures from revenue during the year, makes the gross 
expenditures of the department $2,458,702.26. | 

The net water debt on February 1, 1899, was $7,634,- 
154.10, and on February 1, 1900, the water debt was 
$7,436,050.08 ; showing a decrease of $198,104.02. 

The amount of outstanding water loans on February 1, 
1899, was $17,121,273.98, and on February 1, 1900, was 
$17,306,273.98 ; showing an increase during the year of 
$185,000. 

The Metropolitan water assessment during the year was 
$411,861.54. This amount is likely to be increased from 
year to year for several years. 

When I assumed the duties of Water Commissioner there 
were on the rolls of the department, employed and unem- 
ployed, 997 men. It was apparent that this number was 


largely in excess of the requirements of the department, and — 


my first duty, which was very disagreeable and painful, was 
to reduce the force by discharging and suspending a large 
number of employees. I set about this difficult task with 
no personal knowledge of the qualifications of the men, but, 
as the reduction in numbers and expense was absolutely 
necessary, I. gathered such information as I could from the 
superintendent and others, and discharged, as far as possible, 
those who were of least service to the department. 

It is unfortunate that no scheme has ever been devised to 
keep men steadily employed throughout the year, but the 
work is of such a nature that it is impossible to employ to 
advantage as many men during the winter months as can be 
profitably employed during the summer season. It seems to 
me it would be better.if a limited number of men, including 
those who have rendered long and faithful service, could be 
permanently employed throughout the year, so as not to be 
subjected by discharge to the hardships which thus neces- 
sarily fall upon men who have for many years had no other 
training or experience except that pertaining to the duties 
of the Water Department. It seems to me that there should 
be a permanent force, consisting of men who have rendered 
faithful service in the department for fifteen years or more, 
and who should not be discharged except for some fault of 
their own. So far as possible the men in this list, who have 
received injuries in the performance of their duties, or have 
been rendered incapable of performing hard work, should be 
placed on a “special roll” by themselves and given the 
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lighter work in the department, such as that of watchman, 
stableman, tallyman, water boy, light teaming, errand-work, 
etc. Much of this work has heretofore been done by vigor- 
ous and able-bodied men who are capable of doing more 
laborious work. It is my intention to select some of these 
older and infirm men and put them on a permanent or 
“special” roll, so that they may have the special privileges. 

The property now in control of the Boston Water De- 
partment is as follows : 

Brookline Reservoir, situated in Brookline, with a capacity of 
115,000,000 gallons ; area of property, 1,447,576 square feet. 

Fisher Hill Reservoir, Brookline, with a capacity of 
15,000,000 gallons; area of property, 459,670 square feet. 

Parker Hill Reservoir, Roxbury, with a capacity of 
7,200,000 gallons ; area of property, 197,614 square feet. 

East Boston Reservoir, on Eagle Hill, East Boston, with 
a capacity of 6,000,000 gallons; area of property, 220,875 
square feet. 

South Boston Reservoir lot, a remainder of 44,925 square 
feet. 

West Roxbury pumping station, located on the corner of 
Washington street and Metropolitan avenue, West Roxbury, 
which contains two 10-inch by T-inch by 12-inch Blake 
duplex pumps and two 42-inch diameter vertical fire-tube 
boilers. 

High service tank on Mt. Bellevue, West Roxbury ; 
capacity, 122,000 gallons. 

High service tank on Orient Heights; capacity, 122,000 
gallons ; area of property, 11,395.5 square feet. 

Machine shop, stable, wharf and pipe yard on Albany 
street; area of property, 98,100 square feet. 

Workshop and stable, corner Medford and Tufts streets, 
Charlestown ; area of property, 13,050 square feet. 

East Boston pumping station and a lot containing 114,840 
square feet. 

Aqueduct location, Chestnut Hill avenue, to high ser- 
vice pumping station, 299,593 square feet. 

Pipe route from Beacon street to Boylston street, Brook- 
line; area of property, 232,880 square feet. 

Lot of land on Marginal street, Chelsea, in which are laid 
the mains to East Boston; area, 24,200 square feet. 

Strip of land at Point Shirley, Winthrop, containing 7,725 
square feet. 

Strip of land from Parker Hill Reservoir to Fisher avenue, 
containing 2,887 square feet. 

Strip of land between Heath and Lawn streets, Roxbury, 
containing 5,707.5 square feet. . 
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The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in 
Brookline and Brighton to the city and the distributing 
pipes laid in the City Proper, South Boston, East Boston, 
Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, Brighton, Charlestown, 
etc. Total length 706.2 miles, varying in size from 2 to 48 
inches in diameter. Also the Cochituate aqueduct from 
Brookline Reservoir to Chestnut Hill pumping station. 

The Brookline Reservoir will, during the coming year, be 
taken out of service on account of the going into com- 
mission of the low service pumping station at Chestnut 
Hill, which is being built by the Metropolitan Water Board. 
This property consists of 1,447,576 feet of land, which, to- 
gether with 299,598 square feet of land over and adjacent 
to the aqueduct, should be sold, and the proceeds credited to 
the water account, reserving to the city the right to use the 
aqueduct, to lay water pipes in the aqueduct location, and to 
lay a pipe connecting it with the existing pipes in Boylston 
street, Brookline, below the gate-house. 

Fisher Hill Reservoir, Brookline, with a capacity of 
15,000,000 gallons, area of property 459,670 square feet, 
with the main pipes running from Chestnut Hill Reservoir 
to Fisher Hill, and in Fisher Hill avenue to Boylston street, 
should be taken by the Metropolitan Water Board, as there 
is at present, in reference to the management of this property, 
a divided responsibility between the City of Boston and the 
Metropolitan Water Board. 

Parker Hill Reservoir, Roxbury, with a capacity of 7,200,- 
000 gallons, area of property 197,614 square feet, is of little 
value to the city as an adjunct to its water service, and if it 
were not in existence nobody would advise its construction 
asa part of the system, its only value being that, in case of 
the failure of all of the main pipes leading in to Boston 
from Fisher Hill Reservoir, a few hours’ supply could be 
drawn upon from Parker Hill. 

The East Boston Reservoir on Eagle Hill, East Boston, 
with a capacity of 6,000,000 gallons, area of property 220,- 
875 square feet, is at present out of service, its only value 
to the water service being that in case of break in the two 
mains leading across Chelsea bridge there would be a three 
days’ supply stored in East Boston. 

An arrangement has been made with the Metropolitan 
Water Board to lay a new 24-inch main across Chelsea creek 
to supply East Boston, which will replace the old main laid 
fifty years ago, and will furnish two lines of pipe across 
Chelsea creek. The City Engineer is of the opinion that 
another and independent line of pipes should be run to East 
Boston before the East Boston Reservoir is abandoned. 
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The city still owns a part of the South Boston Reservoir 
lot, a portion of which was taken by the School Committee 
for a high school building. As the remainder is of no value 
to the water-supply system I would recommend that it be 
disposed of. 

The West Roxbury pumping station for supplying water 
to the Bellevue Hill service was leased to the Metropolitan 
Water Board on the thirtieth day of January, 1899, in 
accordance with the following agreement:

The Metropolitan Water Board, consisting of Henry H. 
Sprague, Wilmot R. Evans, and Henry P. Walcott, and the City 
of Boston, by John R. Murphy, Water Commissioner of said 
City, agree as follows: 

ArticLE 1. Said Board shall occupy and use the land and 
buildings known as the West Roxbury pumping station, and the 
pumps, boilers, and other structures and appliances contained 
therein, said station being situate on the corner of Washington 
street and Metropolitan avenue, in that part of said Boston 
which was formerly West Roxbury, and known as the West 
Roxbury District; shall draw from the water pipes of said City 
now or hereafter laid or maintained in Washington street, oppo- 
site said pumping station, water; shall supply with such water 
the high service district of said West Roxbury, and may supply 
the districts of Hyde Park and Milton, and may use therefor in 
common with said City of Boston the stand-pipe on Mt. Bellevue, 
the pipes of said City of Boston between the pumping station 
and the stand-pipe, and the pipes of said City of Boston between 
the pumping station and the line between West Roxbury and 
Hyde Park. 

ArtICcCLE 2. Said Board shall cause to be paid to the City of 
Boston for the right to occupy and use said building, pipes, pumps 
and other structures and appliances, the sum of nine hundred and 
twenty (920) dollars per annum from the date hereof, and if 
said Metropolitan Water Board shall use said building, pipes, 
pumps, and other structures and appliances, or any of them, and 
supply thereby the said towns of Hyde Park and Milton, said 
Board shall from and after the time it commences such supply 
pay to said City of Boston an additional sum, said sum to be the 
proportion of twelve hundred (1,200) dollars which the quantity 
pumped in said building for such supply bears to the full quantity 
pumped at the station, this proportion to be determined from time 
to time by the parties to this agreement. 

ArTICLE 8. Said Board shall have the right to make such 
changes and additions to the building as said Board may deem 
necessary; shall keep the building in good repair; and on the 
termination of this agreement shall deliver up the premises men- 
tioned in the first paragraph hereof in as good order, ordinary 
wear and tear excepted, as when taken into its possession. 

ArticLe 4. Said Board shall have the right to place in the 
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building such machinery as said Board may deem necessary, with 
the right of removing the same when the use of the station by the 
- Board shall be abandoned; also the right to remove at any time 
and deliver to the City of Boston, at the pipe-yard on Albany 
stréet in said city, any portion of the machinery now in the 
station, and there shall be a reduction of nine (9) dollars per an- 
num in the rental to be paid for every one hundred (100) dollars 
in value of such machinery so delivered, said value to be based 
on the original cost of the machinery, as estimated by the City 
Engineer. of the City of Boston. 

ARTICLE 5. This agreement shall continue for the term of ten 
years from the date hereof; provided, however, that it may be 
terminated and the use of the building, pumps and other struct- 
ures and appliances abandoned by the Metropolitan Water Board 
whenever said Board shall by other means supply said district of 
West Roxbury with water.

Since April 21, 1898, the water supply for the high ser- 
vice tank on Orient Heights has been pumped by the Metro- 
politan Water Board, and the service at the East Boston 
pumping station abandoned. The East Boston pumping 
station, with a lot of land containing 114,840 square feet, 
situated on Condor street and bordering on Chelsea creek, is 
of no further use as a part of the water supply and could be 
disposed of, reserving to the city the necessary rights for 
maintaining the main supply pipes to East Boston. 

The Metropolitan Water Board proposes to take the 
water-pipes in Chelsea from the Boston side of the Chelsea 
north draw to and across Chelsea creek, with the lands 
owned by the city on Marginal street, Chelsea, in which are 
laid the mains to East Boston. In connection with this 
taking the Metropolitan Water Board will build a new 
siphon at the Chelsea north draw, and will lay a new 24-inch 
pipe across Chelsea creek. 

The reports in detail of the work performed in the Income 
Division, the Distribution Division, and the Engineer’s 
Department, will be found herewith annexed.

The abatements allowed on account of 1899 assessments, amounting to $25,106.35, 
were due to changes in occupancy of premises, changes in ownership, vacancies, 
errors in valuations and assessments, inaccuracy of meters as proved by tests, under- 
ground leaks for which the owner could not be held entirely responsible, and for 
other reasons, which, in the judgment of the General Superintendent, entitled the 
water-taker to consideration. 

The abatements on account of 1898, 1897 and 1896, were due to bills uncollectible, 
changes of ownership, failures, shut-off for non-payment and cleaning up old 
accounts.

DEACON SERVICE. 


The Deacon meters were placed in operation for the year 
on April 3, 1899, and their work ceased on December 7, 
1899. During this period 62 meters were operated, from 
which 706 diagrams were obtained, being 556 readings, of 24 
hours each, and 850 night tests, giving the results of read- 
ings and tests of 149 sections. These diagrams were de- 
livered to the City Engineer for compilation. 

The Deacon meters in Charlestown could not be operated 
on account of the high service having so many dead ends 
that the meter work would interfere with the supply in 
streets surrounding the sections. 

The Adams-street meters, Nos. 1 and 2, could not be 
operated, on account of work being done on mains in the 
district. 

The Columbia-street meter was abandoned, and was reset 
at Compton and Castle streets. 

The meters were not in operation for three days during 
the season, the men having been detailed to enumerate the 
persons using water from the cold-water fountains. 

Tests for electrical decomposition of water pipes were 
made on 91 days, during May, August, September, October, 
November and December. 
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The work of the inspectors during the year was confined 
to detecting waste in sections of the city where the Deacon 
meters had located excessive waste of water, with the excep- 
tion of the months of February and March, 1899, when the 
work was in sections not covered by Deacon meters.

I herewith submit the annual report of the Distribution 
Division for the year ending January 31, 1900. 


MAIN PIPE. 


During the year there were laid 27.4 miles of main pipe. 
Ten and five-tenths miles were abandoned, making the total 
length of the distribution system 706.1 miles. 

Of the 27.4 miles laid, 10 miles were relaid, an unusually 
great amount. 

In addition to the above, and not included in the total 
length of our distribution system, there were laid 3,445 feet 
of hydrant, blow-off, and reservoir pipe, and 1,504 feet of 


the same class were abandoned. 


Hight thousand five hundred and fifteen feet of main pipe 
of various sizes was either raised, lowered, or moved later- 
ally. This work was necessitated by the various operations 
of the Street Department, railroad, and other corporations 
throughout the city. 

The year’s work was chiefly noticeable for the great 
amount of relaying done in the older. districts where the 
supply mains were quite inadequate to the requirements of 


’ domestic and fire service. 


Considerable work was done in the new sections of the 
city, principally in Commonwealth-avenue extension, where 
over 10,000 feet of 12-inch pipe was laid. 

The 24-inch West Roxbury high service line was com- 
pleted in South and Centre streets as far as Beech street 
and there reduced to 20 inches. This was then laid to 
Spring street. Connections on this line were made at 
Beech, La Grange and Spring streets. The line is a valuable 
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acquisition to the high service in the West Roxbury 
district. 

The low service in the City Point district of South Boston 
was reinforced by 20-inch, 16-inch, and 12-inch mains laid 
through Third and Q streets. 

The work of further extending the 30-inch high service 
main in Washington street, Dorchester, was recently resumed, 
and is now being pushed forward, so that before long the 
extreme sections of the Dorchester district will feel the 
effects of this additional supply. 

In Washington street, city proper, between Boylston and 
Kneeland streets a section of 20-inch pipe was laid, giving 
an improved service in the vicinity of the Southern Union 
Station. 

In the Brighton district the fire service was augmented by 
laying a 16-inch line in Spurr street, connecting with the 
Metropolitan Water Works - main, and by increasing the size 
of the Western-avenue main from 12 to 16 inches. 


GATES OR STOP—COCKS. 


Five hundred and seventy gates were established and 225 
abandoned ; of the former 18 were “ blow-off’? and 1 was 
‘“ private,’ and of the latter 5 were “blow-off”? and 1 was 
“private.” The total number of gates in use, exclusive of 
‘‘ blow-off ” and “ private” gates, is 8,671. The gates and 
their boxes have been looked after with care, as reference to 
our “statement of miscellaneous work performed” will show. 


AIR—COCKS. 


Fifteen air-cocks were established and 1 abandoned. 


BLOW-—OFF Cocks. 
Three were established. 


DEACON METERS. 


One was established at the corner of Tremont and Comp- 
ton streets, to take the place of the one abandoned last year 
at the corner of Castle and Tremont streets, on account of 
railroad operations at that point. 


CHECK VALVES. 


Check valves were established and abandoned as follows: 


Established, 1 10-inch in Auburn street, at Bunker Hill 
street, Charlestown. 
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Established, 1 8-inch in Bunker Hill street, at Pearl street, 
Charlestown. 

Abandoned, 1 8-inch in Walter street, at Hewlett street, 
West Roxbury. 

Abandoned, 1 8-inch in Fairview street, between South and 
Symmes streets, West Roxbury. 


HYDRANTS. 


Four hundred and eighty-three hydrants were established 
and 867 abandoned. ‘The total number connected with our 
system is 7,484. The usual attention was given the main- 
tenance of these most important fixtures, a glance at our 
‘¢ statement of miscellaneous work performed”’ giving an idea 
of the same. We have recently begun the manufacture of 
the “ Bachelder”’ pattern of hydrant on a somewhat larger 
scale than formerly, and before long we shall be able to 
install this improved type of hydrant more generally than 
was the custom. 

Three thousand three hundred and twenty-one bags of salt 
were purchased by this department and delivered to the Fire 
Department to be used on hydrant covers during the cold 
weather. 

W ATER—PostTs. 


Fifty-one water-posts were established and 12 abandoned, 
making a total now in use of 494. The Bun attention was 
paid to their maintenance. 


FOUNTAINS. 


During the year drinking fountains weré established as 
follows: Twenty-four “cold water,” 2 “ordinary” for man 
and beast, 1 ordinary for man only, and 8 for beasts only. 
There were abandoned, 3 ordinary for man and beast and 
2 for beasts only. We also changed two * cold water” foun- 
tains to “ordinaries”’ for men only. This makes the total 
now in use 121, of which 32 are “cold water” fountains. 


SERVICE PIPES. 


Two thousand three hundred service pipes (65,647 feet) 
have been laid during the year, and 338 (7,901 feet) aban- 
doned, showing a net increase of 1,962 service pipes (47,746 
feet) for the year, and making the total number of pipes now 
in use 86,091, with a length of 2,891,171 feet. 

Under the law governing the laying out of new streets, 
we were obliged to lay to vacant lots 481 service pipes from 
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which no revenue is at present derived. These are included 
in the figures above. 
MAINTENANCE. 


Many repairs of a various nature have been made on main 
and service pipes during the year for causes of which see 
table appended. The “statement of miscellaneous work 
performed,” also appended, will give an idea of some of the 
work necessary to the maintenance of the department. 

Considerable changing and relocating of pipes was neces- 
sitated this year by the operations of the Boston Elevated 
Railway, and the Massachusetts Pipe Line Gas Company. 

The various yards, buildings, reservoirs and properties of 
the department have been given the usual care and attention, 
and are all in first-class condition. A portion of the stable 
at the Albany-street yard has been set apart and fitted up as 
quarters for an emergency wagon. Facilities for a “ quick 
hitch” and rapid despatch of the wagon to wherever it 
may be*needed were installed. 


FIRE RESERVOIRS. 


The following fire reservoirs and their connections with 
our system (including seven 4-inch gates) were abandoned: 

Washington street, near Dover street, opposite old 
Franklin School-house. 

Washington street, at Union Par k street. 

Leverett street, near Spring street. 

Washington street, at Kneeland street. 

Derne street, between Hancock and Bowdoin streets. 

Somerset street, between Howard street and Ashburton 
place. 

Atlantic avenue, near Essex street. 


HARBOR SERVICE. 


Aside from the usual care and attention given our pipes 
in the harbor district, nothing of note was done except the 
extension by about 1,400 feet of the additional 12-inch sup- 
ply on Moon Island, between the gate-house and the sea 
wall.

Sir, —I hereby submit the following report of the work 
done and records kept during the past year: 


During the past year 27.4 miles of main pipe have been 
laid and 10.5 miles abandoned, making a net increase of 16.9 
miles, and a total length in the system of 706.1 miles; the 
pipe laid can be classified as follows: 


Miles. 
(1) Extension of large supply mains 2.2 
(2) Extension for new buildings (by petition) (al 
(3) Work done in advance of street construction 6.6 
(4) Relaying old or small mains 8.5 


(5) Miscellaneous work necessitated by other con- 
struction, ete. . , ; ; = ; 3.0 


In addition to the work demanded by the natural growth 


_of and improvements in the city there is an increasing neces- 


sity for relaying small mains in order to ensure ample fire 
protection ; for several years past much has been done in this 
direction, but an equal or increased amount of relaying is 
required in the future. 

It will be necessary to lay at least twenty-five miles of 
pipe yearly under present conditions. 

The following is a brief statement of the most important 
work done during the year, for all of which plans were fur- 
nished, lines and grades given when required, and the actual 
construction inspected. 

The 24-inch high service main in West Roxbury was ex- 
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tended in South street to Centre street and thence through 
Centre street to Spring street, reducing at Beach street to 
twenty inches; connections were made at Beach, La Grange, 
and Spring streets. The completion of this main to Spring 
street has improved very greatly the service in the south- 
westerly portion of West Roxbury. 

A 20-inch low service main was laid in Washington street 
from Boylston to Kneeland street under difficulties of loca- 
tion shown by accompanying plan; connection was made at 
Kneeland street with the existing 16-inch pipe in Washington 
street, and from this point a 16-inch main was laid in Kneeland 
street to Atlantic avenue, replacing the old 6-inch pipe; in 
Atlantic avenue the old 12-inch main was relaid with 16-inch 
as far as Oliver street. This work was made necessary by the 
new conditions brought about by the construction of the South 
Terminal Station. 

The 12-inch low service main in Western avenue, Brighton, 
was relaid with 16-inch from Barry’s corner to Everett street, 
and it is intended to carry the larger main as far as Market 
street, to improve the fire protection for the large industries 
in this neighborhood. 

A 16-inch pipe was laid in Columbia road, between I and 
O streets, under contract by O’Rourke & Nelson. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Q street, South Boston, from 
East Third to East Sixth street. A 16-inch main was laid 
in Talbot avenue from Nightingale street to Washington 
street. A 16-inch main was laid in Bowdoin street from 
Beacon street to Somerset street. Two 12inch mains were 
laid in Commonwealth avenue, on the westerly side from 
Warren street to Chestnut Hill avenue, and on the easterly 
side from Warren street to Wallingford road. 

In anumber of localities 10-inch and 12-inch pipe were laid 
replacing mains of a smaller size, notable on Beacon Hill and 
in the neighborhood of Faneuil Hall square in the City 
Proper, in Charlestown, East Boston, and South Boston, in 
the northern part of Roxbury, in Jamaica Plain, and in the 
neighborhood of Neponset, Dorchester. This work was all 
caused, entirely, by the need of more water for fire protection, 
the supply being ample for domestic service in each case. 

A large amount of relaying and changing pipe was caused 
by the extension through the city, easterly from Columbus 
avenue, of the Boston & Providence Railway; by the work 
of the Massachusetts Pipe Line Company; by the operations 
of the Boston Elevated Railway and Transit Commission, 
and by the abolishment of grade crossings at Summer-street 
extension and Dorchester avenue.

During the year a Jarge section, containing 6,000 people, 
in Charlestown, was changed from high to low service, and in 
the neighborhood of Milton Lower Mills a section containing 
3,000 people was added to the high service. 

Three additional connections were made with the large 
mains of the Metropolitan Water Board, viz.: a 16-inch on 
Morton street, near Blue Hill avenue; a 16-inch on River 
street at Morton street; and a 16-inch on North Harvard 
street at Spurr street. The connections previously made 
with the Metropolitan Water Board mains are as follows: 

A 36-inch on Beacon street, near Harvard street, Brook- 
line. > 

A 30-inch on Pearl street at Walnut street, Somerville. 

A 24-inch on Broadway at Walnut street, Somerville. 

A 20-inch and a 24-inch on Broadway at Williams street, 
Chelsea. 

A 20-inch on South street at Morton street. 

A 12-inch on Orient avenue near Farrington street, East 
Boston. 

The policy of abolishing the old Boston hydrants has 
been continued during the year, 138 being abandoned. 

Two new recording gauges have been established in Dor- 
chester and two have been abandoned; two have been estab- 
lished in Brighton, and one in West Roxbury. 

The results of the work done by the men operating the 
Deacon meters have been computed, and monthly statements 
of the waste found have been made. 
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THE CORROSION OF PIPES BY ELECTROLYSIS. 


During the past year there has been no marked improve- 
ment in electrical conditions in the pipe system, while 
nothing has been observed to indicate a greater cause for 
. uneasiness than in the past. The fact that conditions are 
ever changing, owing to the construction of new lines of 
electric railway, the laying of new pipe lines, etc., demands 
intelligent and constant investigation that new dangers may 
be detected and guarded against before serious damage 
occurs; this field of work is largely without precedent, and 
an element of uncertainty in regard to actual conditions 
must obtain. While it is true that the return systems of 
electric railways have been improved in the past few years, 
it is equally true that the use of electricity for motive power 
is rapidly increasing, and that the water pipe proves, too 
often, to be the line of least resistance to the power station. 

The following extracts from the report of Messrs. Stone 
& Webster describes the work done by them during the year, 
and the existing conditions as determined by them : 

“In accordance with your request, we have, in the year 
1899, as in preceding years, made an electrical survey in all 
parts of the City of Boston where the electric car tracks are 
located, to determine, if possible, the extent or likelihood of 
injury to the water mains and services by corrosion due to 
the electric current escaping from the return sytems of the 
street railways. 

“In our last year’s report we showed by diagram how, in a 
general way, the conditions compared with those of the pre- 
vious year, and for this report we have paid still more atten- 
tion to getting data for comparison. We took pains to obtain 
readings at the same places as in 1898; and furthermore we 
took the readings twice between piping system and tracks, 
once in the spring and a second time in the autumn. 

“ Appendix A, to this report, gives in tabulated form the 
three sets of readings, i.e., 1898, spring of 1899 and autumn 
of 1899, respectively. The maximum values are given 
wherever the readings fluctuated, and for convenience the 
figures are recorded to only the nearest half volt.” 
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“ VoLT-METER READINGS BETWEEN PIPING SYSTEM 
AND TRACKS. 


“These readings are taken to ascertain the general tendency 
of the flow of electric current, which, under existing condi- 
tions, is bound to escape in larger or smaller quantities from 
the car tracks and on to the water pipes, as it seeks the path 
of least resistance in completing its circuit back to the power 
station. Where the piping system, which for convenience 
we shall also speak of as ‘hydrant,’ is of higher potential 
than the track, as shown by what we call a plus (-+-) or pos- 
itive reading, the presumption is that here the current is 
flowing off the piping system through the ground back to the 
rails. On the contrary, where it is of lower potential, as 
shown by a negative reading, the flow is presumably in the 
reverse direction. Single readings, however, are hardly 
reliable in an investigation of this kind, and often, after 
many readings in a given locality, we have but general indi- 

cations of how the current is flowing. 

‘Corrosion by electrolysis takes place only where the 
current leaves the metal, whether to flow through the earth 
back to the rails, or on to some other pipe,.or simply around 
a joint of poor electrical conductivity. Since, however, the 
current which flows off must necessarily first have flowed on, 
indications of a large current flowing on to the piping system 
are to be considered as indirect danger signs. Furthermore, 
since a perfect return system would carry the entire current 
back to the power station, without any of it flowing along 
the water pipes, these symptoms of escaping current afford a 
rough index as to the quality of the street railway returns. 

“‘ Appendix A is inserted for a study of the conditions in 
detail; Appendix B, a table of averages, and Appendix C, 
a diagram giving a general view, contain most of the data 
essential for understanding the conclusions which we have 
drawn from this part of the examination. 

‘In our report for 1898 we gave the averaged hydrant 
readings of the familiarly recognized districts of the city, as 
East Boston, Charlestown, City Proper, and the like; giving 
these districts the somewhat arbitrary boundaries which we 
thought would best serve the purpose. In this report, how- 
ever, we have adopted what we consider a more logical 
classification, though it may appear at first sight less simple. 
We have grouped the readings according to general size, 
holding to the usual geographical boundaries only where 
they happen to be convenient. 

“ These hydrant readings and their averages, thus recorded 
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can, we think, be easily misunderstood, and therefore as our 
interpretation we offer the following: 

«¢One volt positive, or one volt negative, between hydrant 
and rail, is approximately the average of all the readings for 
the years 1898 and 1899. Taking this as a standard we 
assume, for the present, that the. piping system in all the dis- 
tricts in which the averages do not exceed this amount is free 
from any widespread, serious electrolytic corrosion. On 
this basis the following districts, except possibly in very 
small sections, are not in danger of immediate trouble to 
water pipes: I. East Boston; III. City proper; IV. South 
Boston; VI. most of South End; VIII. most of Brighton ; 
XI. a large section of Dorchester; and also District B, 
along North Beacon street, Brighton (location of the New- 
ton and Boston Street Railway). 

“It will be noticed by referring to tables in Appendia A, 
and B, that the highest single reading in any of the above- 
mentioned districts was —8. volts; this was in South Boston, 
at one hydrant in the spring, and at another near by in the 
autumn. But since these two cases are so isolated, and 
since they indicate a flow on to and not off from the pipes, 
we need call attention to them only for future comparison. 
Other local high readings also occur in these districts; as, 
for instance, on Bowdoin street, Dorchester (District XI.), 
near Geneva avenue and near Olney street. These were 
+2.5 and +2, respectively, and were taken this last autumn. 
Being positive readings they point to a possible danger dis- 
trict; but since the other positive readings of that vicinity 
are so much smaller we consider the value of these particu- 
lar ones to be principally for reference in future examinations. 

“Of the districts that showed a higher average than the 
standard, II., including most of Charlestown, averaged for its 
negative readings -— 2.0 volts, with a maximum (in 1898) of 
—8; but evidently the extension of the tracks over the top 
of Bunker Hill, to connect again at the bottom with those on 
Main street at Sullivan square, has bettered the return 
system, as shown by the readings in 1899. ‘The reading of 
—4 last spring on Chelsea street is unusually high, but too 
local to be considered of much significance just now.  Dis- 
trict XV., on Alford street, Charlestown, and across the 
Malden bridge, with an average of positive readings of over 
-+-2, and a maximum (in the spring) of +4 would, we think, 
in all probability suffer much from electrolysis to-day, were 
it lined with houses. So long, however, as we know of no 
trouble that has developed here, and while there are so few 
service-pipes on Alford street, we should hardly call this a 
serious danger district. 
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“District V., along Harrison avenue, between Dover and 
Northampton streets, has an average of positive readings de- 
cidedly higher than the standard, being +-1.9 for the spring 
and 1.7 for the autumn, with maxima of +3 and +2.5, re- 
spectively. ‘The negative readings were too low to consider. 
This is a danger district which we shall refer to again when 
we speak of excavations. 

«District VIL, pan Bay, has no positive readings, but its 
negative readings: ; 
mum of —38.0, in both aunt and autumn. Since, Hiren 
the maximum readings are so isolated, and since the average 
is so Slightly above the 1 volt, we do not consider its condi- 
tion as serious. 

« District IX., along Chestnut Hill Reservoir, is without 
positive readings, but shows indications from the large nega- 
tive readings that much current tends to flow on to the 
‘pipes, the average being over —3 volts in the spring and 
over —4 volts in the autumn, with a maximum of —o. 
Whether this is due to inferior rail-bonding, and whether 
there actually is a large flow of current, as indicated, we 
cannot be sure without making careful and somewhat com- 
plicated tests, which we think would be worth the while 
another season. 

«¢ A source of trouble which we have not considered a serious 
menace to the pipes in Boston, but which has been thought 
serious in other cities, as proved by actual cases of electro- 
lysis, is the flow of current along the water mains themselves. 
So long as the joints in the pipes are such good electrical 
conductors that there is little or no tendency for the current 
to flow around them, and hence to cause corrosion when it 
leaves the pipe, we know of no harm done by the current 
simply flowing along the mains. Experience in Boston 
seems to show that serious trouble from this flowing around 
joints has rarely occurred here. One probable case, in the 
South End district, we shall consider under the head of 
‘Excavations.’ 

“District X., Roxbury and part of West Roshase 
although showing a somewhat high negative average for 
1898, shows by later measurements an improved condition. 
The local high readings on Centre street are not so high as 
in 1898, and we understand that the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way has taken much pains to remedy the peculiarly high 
reading on Washington street, near Morton, where the Nor- 
folk & Suburban Street Railway also has a terminus. 

«“ District XII., Field’s Corner and Neponset, has no nega- 
tive readings, but a high average of positive ones. It isa 
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danger district where serious trouble has been found which 
we shall consider under the head of ‘ Excavations.’ 

“ District XIV., Blue Hill avenue, between Grove Hall 
and Walk Hill street, has no positive readings worth con- 
sidering, but a high negative average, and, like the Reservoir 
District, will warrant particular study to see how much 
current is actually flowing. 

« District X V.; Charlestown, we considered with District II. 

“As a whole, the hydrant readings along the Boston 
Elevated Railway system had nearly the same average as the 
standard of 1 volt, positive or negative; and, as compared 
with most of the other street railways which enter the city, 
the Elevated shows a more efficient return system. 

“ The districts other than those of the Boston Elevated do 
not, for the most part, show particularly high averages ; 
but this characteristic was noticed, that the size of the read- 
ing depends largely upon whether a caris near. In general, 
the smaller the system, 7.e., the fewer the cars, the more 
sensitive to the nearness of the cars is the voltage between 
hydrant and rail, and consequently the flow of current. 
Thus, the maximum of 10 volts last spring on Washington 
street, in the district of the West Roxbury & Roslindale 
Street Railway, maintained only for a moment, shooting up, 
as it were, as the car approached from Forest Hills Station. 
This fact should be remembered in judging of the danger 
threatened by smaller roads, for the damage to be done by a 
large flow of current depends upon how long a time it flows. 

“District A, of the Lynn & Boston Railroad, we visited 
for the first time this autumn. It is but a short strip on 
Breed’s Island, and the readings were low, except for the 
few moments that the car was near. It may be that in the 
summer season, during Sunday traffic, the current flows on 
to and off the pipes in large quantities, so that we would 
reserve our decision as to how much trouble may be appre- 
hended from this source until we have taken measurements 
under more representative conditions. 

“ District B, along North Beacon street, Brighton, part of 
the Newton & Boston Street Railway, shows almost no signs 
threatening serious trouble. Here is a recently laid track, 
in operation only about two years, and if that company 
maintains it in as good condition as we have found, we should 
be surprised to learn of any trouble to water-pipes resulting 
in the near future. 

“District C,in Squantum and the neighboring section of 
Quincy, part of the Quincy & Boston Street Railway, showed 
the high negative average of —3, with a maximum of —6 
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last autumn. Just like District A, of the Lynn & Boston, 
this district should be visited at a time when there is heavier 
traffic than we have found. 

“ District D, along River street, Dorchester, part of the 
Norfolk Suburban Street Railway, shows a high positive 
average in the autumn, and a high negative average in the 
spring. The readings in this district have evidently been 
much influenced by the opening of the Boston, Milton & 
Brockton Street Railway, which has a terminus on Eliot 
street, Milton, and which is fed from the same power station 
as the Norfolk Suburban in Hyde Park. We have not 
traced any metallic connection between the tracks of the two 
railways, but we think it possible that the pipes of the Met- 
ropolitan Water Works, affected by both of these street rail- 
ways, have made a connecting link for the current so as to 
materially change the quantity and direction of its flow. A 
branch of the West Roxbury & Roslindale Street. Railway 
connecting with the Norfolk Suburban at Mattapan, and fed 
from the same power station, also has probably affected the 
conditions. We shall consider this district again under the 
head of ‘ Excavations.’ 

« District E, along Hyde Park avenue, also a part of the 
Norfolk Suburban Street Railway, showed particularly high 
positive readings in the spring, but a much improved condi- 
tion in the autumn, when, however, the negative readings 
were somewhat high. As a whole, the road shows a return 
system inferior to that of the Boston Elevated; but of 
course the lighter traffic gives a different color to an inter- 
pretation of the size of the readings. 

« District F, including. most of the West Roxbury & Ros- 
lindale Street Railway, shows a lower average, particularly of 
positive readings, than might be expected of so small a road. 
It gave some high local negative readings, as on Washington 
street, between Forest Hills Station and South street, where 
there was a maximum of — 10 volts lastspring. The new lhne 
to Mattapan, over Ashland street, gave somewhat high posi- 
tive readings. Scarcity of service-pipes here, however, as in 
fact along the locations of this entire railway, should be con- 
sidered in deciding the question of present damage to water- 
pipes. 

“District G, a short length of the Needham & Boston 
Street Railway, has been opened recently, and one of the two 
readings which we took, being —6, is sufficiently high to 
warrant further consideration in the near future, in order to 
learn approximately how much current leaks on to the mains 
and service-pipes.” 
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EXCAVATIONS. 


‘For an inspection of the mains and services in certain 
localities where we suspected they might have been injured 
by electrolytic corrosion we requested that excavations be 
made, and short lengths of pipe exposed for examination. 

“On Dover street, between Washington street and Shaw- 
mut avenue, there was a breakin the main early last April, 
and our attention was called to it. Examination showed 
that in all probability the trouble was the result of electroly- 
tic corrosion. The voltmeter readings which we took were 
at first misleading, because they differed widely according to 
which of the points of contact wires were attached. The 
pipe had been cut and the electric current, therefore, broken, 
so that the readings were not characteristic of the normal 
electrical condition of the pipe. A few days later, after the 
pipe had been mended, we again took voltmeter readings, 
not at the same spot, but at the excavations near by, and 
these showed a difference of potential of from +1 to +1.5 
between pipe and rail, and from +.2 to +.4 between pipe 
and ground. This was on the high pressure main. ‘The low 
pressure service-pipe showed a somewhat lower potential; 
but other readings at hydrants and high pressure gates in 
this section lead us to conclude that in general the relation 
between each of the two systems and the tracks is about the 
same. — 

“Tt is possible that the Dover-street main burst on account 
of recent action. We think lkely, however, that most of its 
weakening took place several years ago, under conditions 
which have since been improved upon. 

«Excavations at seven places on Harrison avenue, all 
between Dover and East Canton streets, revealed little or no 
corrosion, except in one place, the service to No. 491, some- 
what north of the Central Power Station. The note we 
made of this excavation was as follows: Five feet down, 
damp clay, almost wet; +2.5 to track; +.8 to ground. 
Bad corrosion in places, tending to peel off, but not deep. 

“ How recently this corrosion was formed we cannot say ; 
but considering the number of years the electric road has 
been installed and this power station in operation we were 
surprised that in these seven excavations worse symptoms of 
serious injury to water-pipes should not have appeared. Al- 
though slight corrosion is doubtless going on along the Har- 
rison avenue service-pipes in this district we do not expect 
any general trouble to arise in the immediate future. We 
strongly recommend, however, that the authorities in charge 
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of the water-pipes in this, and in every other part of the city, 
take pains to keep, as far as practicable, specimens of all 
broken mains and services showing the character of the 
break and the condition of the pipe a foot or so at either side 
of it. All such evidence is useful in determining, to what 
extent the trouble may have been due to current from the 
electric road. 

“The voltmeter readings along River street, Mattapan, a 
location of the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway, and the 
fact that in many places between Blue Hill avenue and the 
Hyde Park boundary the ground is apt to be muddy for a 
considerable length of time after wet weather, led us to sus- 
pect that there might be trouble from electrolysis in this dis- 
trict. In two out of four excavations the corrosion was 
quite marked; in the third noticeable, but in the fourth 
almost imperceptible. The serious trouble threatened in the 
first two instances may be due to past conditions, but we 
think more lkely it is owing to recent ones, because last 
autumn’s readings in this locality were larger than heretofore, 
a fact that may be partially accounted for by the opening of 
the Boston, Milton & Brockton Street Railway, which uses 
the Hyde Park power station for feeding its hnes in Milton. 
We know of no actual bursting of water-pipes from electro- 
lysis in this district, but we think the same pipes should be 
examined next season to see if their condition has changed 
for the worse. 

*“ A locality in which serious trouble has occurred, and 
where there promises to be more, is at Fields Corner, Dor- 
chester, particularly along the short section of Park street, 
between Dorchester avenue and Adams street. Learning 
that here there had been several cases of service-pipes badly 
corroded so that they had to be removed and replaced by new 
ones, we requested that the pipes be exposed in several places 
on Park street and on the south side of the street where, in 
order to connect the houses with the water-main they run 
beneath the tracks and beneath the buried return feeders of 
the Boston Elevated Railway. Two representatives of that 
company examined the pipes with us. We give the data 
from our note-book as follows: November 25, 1899, 11 A.M., 
Park street, Dorchester. Service to No.119. Pipe five feet 
down in somewhat damp gravel. Reading from pipe to 
ground (different places) +1 to +1.5 volts. Very marked 
corrosion, about ;4, inch deep, along the 24 feet of pipe that 
was exposed. A dark purple scale. 

“Service to No. 101. Pipe 5 feet down, in damp clay. 
Reading from pipe to ground +1 volt (in various places). 
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Reading from pipe to rail +2. General corrosion, about 
7; inch deep, along most of the 10 feet of pipe that was 
exposed. Whitishin color. Pipe was laid about one month 
ago. 

«Service to No. 129. Pipe 5 to 6 feet down, in damp 
gravel. Reading from pipe to ground +4 volt. Reading 
from pipe to rail +$ to +1 volt. Very much corrosion, 
nearly 4 inch deep; caking off in pieces, say 3 inches long by 
1 inch wide. Five feet of pipe exposed. Pipe should be 
taken out. 

“Service to No. 121. Pipe 4 feet down in not very 
damp, clayey gravel. Reading from pipe to ground +? 
volt. Reading from pipe to track +3 volt. Very much 
corrosion, almost as much as on service to No. 129. Pipe 
white on top, purple underneath. Probably corrosion, was 
about % inch deep, but most of it had been taken off by 
workmen. 

“There seems to be no question but that the return 
electric current is doing much damage in this section at 
least, and we are told of a pipe that gave out near by on 
Dorchester avenue. The Boston Elevated Railway should, 
of course, be requested to take radical measures for stopping 
further damage. It seems to us that the underground 
feeder return system in all probability is largely the cause of 
trouble, as the current in the service-pipes which run beneath 
it finds an easy path through the damp soil and damp 
woodwork encasing the cement in which the bare returns 
are laid. 

“ We did not have excavations made for an examination 
of the iron water mains, but we strongly recommend that 
such an examination be made at an early date, for if the 
mains themselves are badly injured the sconer it is known 
the better. 

“This is hardly the place to discuss what means of 
remedy should be adopted. Obviously, however, were the 
returns run in a terra-cotta conduit like the outgoing 
feeders the current from off the water pipes could not 
possibly flow on to them directly. This would doubtless 
relieve the situation to some extent, but since the electric 
car tracks run through that section of Park street where we 
have found the service pipes so much injured it might be 
necessary to take still further measures to effect a complete 
remedy.” 
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*“ VOLTMETER READINGS ALONG SECTIONS OF TRACK. 


“For the purpose of ascertaining in a general way the 
quality of rail-bonding, we took voltmeter readings along 
sections of track varying in length from 1,000 feet over 2,500 
feet. We did this also in our investigation for the previous 
year, and we give the results, tabulated, in Appendix D, and 
in diagram form in Appendix #, reducing them to readings 
per 100 feet to alow of comparison. We have recorded the 
maximum readings when there was a fluctuation, and, for 
convenience, we have recorded only the approximate values. 
It will be noted that .3 volts per 100 feet is the highest 
maximum recorded and .008 per 100 feet the lowest. .3 
volt per 100 feet is at the rate of over 15 volts to the mile, 
which is, of course, high, the averages for all the readings 
being .085 in 1899, and .035 in 1898 (when much fewer 
readings were taken). | 

“ We have as yet done hardly more with this data than to 
use it for reference and comparison. In an examination for 
another city in 1893, where in one case we found a fall of 
potential of 7 volts per 100 feet, there was clearly evidence 
of neglected rail-bonding. In our report of that examination 
we took the somewhat arbitrary standard of .1 volt per 100 
feet, and said that in places where the readings showed a 
difference of potential to be higher than this ‘the bonding 
is defective somewhere within the given interval.’ ” 


‘“ VOLTMETER READINGS ACROSS BOUNDARIES. 


“We give in Appendix F the readings between Boston 
water-pipes and those of adjoining places for 1899 and 1898, 
recorded to approximate values. At the Hyde Park boun- 
daries only are the readings particularly high, showing that 
the current hus a tendency to flow off in large quantities 
from the Boston pipes. A further study along the Norfolk 
Suburban Street Railway on River street and Hyde Park 
avenue should be made, as on account of new railways in- 
stalled on the same system the conditions are likely to change 
for the worse. Meantime, that company should be notified 
of the danger that threatens, and is already apparent from an 
insufficient return system. 

“In Appendix G are voltmeter readings between hydrants 
and rails in Boston and in other cities and towns on either 
side of boundaries, which should be considered in connection 
with the above, as they are a check upon them. In the case 
of the Dorchester and Hyde Park boundaries, for instance, 
they confirm the indications of a large flow of current off the 
Boston pipes and through the earth on to the Hyde Park pipes. 
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«“ READINGS ON METROPOLITAN WATER WoRKS SYSTEM. 


“We give in Appendix H (a) the tabulated voltmeter 
readings between the Metropolitan Water Works piping 
system and the Boston piping system, and also between the 
former and the Milton piping system; (6) the readings be- 
tween the Metropolitan Water Works system and the street 
railway tracks. 

«These readings were made on October 25, 1899, in 
co-operation withthe Metropolitan Water Board. They show 
that the Metropolitan pipes carry a large quantity of current 
in certain localities. By a further study the pipes of that 
system may be found to assist in carrying the current from 
the Milton system, and thus to account for the large flow of 
current off the Boston pipes in the Mattapan district. 

“ We know of no specific injury, however, which has been 
done to the Metropolitan water-pipes by the electric current 
in the neighborhood of Boston; but there might be such 
serious difficulties, should corrosion thus occur, that we 
strongly recommend the continued co-operation in watching 
for possible trouble that may arise. 


‘SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION. 


“In general, we think the City of Boston is comparatively 
free from injury to water-pipes due to electrolytic corrosion, 
considering heavy electric traffic on the street railway system. 
The serious trouble in Dorchester seems to be due not to 
negligence, but to conditions arising in spite of an effort to 
avoid them, and which cannot be fully accounted for as yet. 
The injury to the service-pipes in Mattapan seems to be 
largely due to conditions that have arisen within a year. 
The Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company should be 
notified that its return system threatens serious trouble.”

FOR THE YEAR 1900.

. Mayor: 


Sir, —I respectfully submit my fourth annual report and 
the sixth issued by the Wire Department since its organiza- 
tion, covering the expenses incurred and the work accom- 
plished by it from February 1, 1899, to February 1, 1900. 

With the close of the year 1899, ended the time limit with- 
in which the electric wires, poles and structures in and over 
the streets, avenues, public squares and public ways of that 
portion of the city of Boston bounded southerly by Dover 
street, westerly by Berkeley street and Charles river, north- 
erly by Charles river, and easterly by Boston harbor and 
Fort Point channel, should be removed and the wires not 
abandoned by their owners placed under ground. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, however, this work was practically completed, so 
far as the construction of the underground electrical con- 
duits were concerned, on January 1, 1899, as the owners 
thereof chose to exercise their right to make use of the 
streets as long as the law would permit. 

A large number of electric wires owned by corporations, 
firms and individuals throughout the underground district 
were permitted to remain until the close of the year 1899, 
instead of removing them from each district as the work was 
completed therein. A strict interpretation of chapter 454, 
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Acts of 1894, I believe, permitted such action on my part. 
Existing conditions will prevent the placing of most of these 
wires under ground, such as the absence of under ground 
conduits in which to place them, and the fact that the cost of 
ducts for their exclusive use would be too great, as in many 
cases the revenue received would not pay for the outlay for 
a number of years. 

There are three very important branches of public service 
whose systems require the distribution of electrical energy in 
order to fulfil their obligations to that portion of the public 
which they serve. These are the Automatic Fire Alarm, 
Electric Protective and District Messenger Companies. 

The Automatic Fire Alarm System keeps watch over some 
of the largest mercantile and manufacturing establishments 
in the city. Its system detects and gives immediate warning 
of the presence of incipient fires to two or more of the Fire 
Department companies in the immediate vicinity, who are - 
thus enabled to attack the fire long before it has attained 
dangerous proportions, thereby preventing not only extensive - 
conflagrations, but excessive damage by fire and water to the 
building and contents in which it occurs. The silent watch- 
man (thermostats) attached to this system are brought into 
action by the element (fire) whose presence they are sup- 
posed to announce. They never leave their post, and fire 
and smoke does not drive them therefrom, but they must 
have an electrical conductor over which to transmit their 
urgent messages to the Fire Department, and it may be 
sound policy to permit the use of overhead conductors in 
some cases for such a purpose. 

The number of fires that have been discovered by this sys- 
tem for the last five years is one hundred and twenty-four. 
In a large number of these cases the fires were extinguished 
without the sounding of an alarm by the Boston Fire Alarm 
System, the three companies responding to the alarms given 
by the Automatic Fire Alarm System being able to cope with 
the small fires owing to their early discovery. In most cases 
where an alarm was given by the regular Fire Alarm System 
in addition to the one given by the automatic, it was as a 
precautionary measure; the additional apparatus summoned 
rarely being needed or used. ‘The number of buildings con- 
nected with this system is 495, among which are the follow- 
ing:

A large number of the mercantile, manufacturing, and other 
establishments in this city are equipped witb automatic sprink- 
lers. These are valves kept closed by a solder that has a low 
melting point (185 Fahrenheit) which is melted by any ex- 
cessive heat, such as fires occurring in any portion of the 
building, when water is freely distributed thereon, and in a 
very large percentage of cases the fire is extinguished with- 
out human agency. These sprinklers are usually supplied 
with water from two sources; a large tank on the roof and 
the high pressure water mains in the street. Where build- 
ings are equipped with both automatic sprinklers and _ther- 
mostats, immediate notice is given of the fire, and the 
sprinklers proceed to extinguish it, and when they have com- 
pleted that work the firemen who are summond proceed to 
shut the water off, thus preventing excessive water damage ; 
but where buildings are equipped with sprinklers alone the 
damage by water when sprinklers are opened by fire or acci- 
dent might be very great — much greater than that by fire ; 
for while excessive heat will open automatic sprinklers only, 
human agency will close them. When one or more sprinklers 
in a building open accidentally or otherwise, the pressure in 
the water pipes immediately falls ; this by means of a special 
pressure valve closes an electrical circuit which sends a 
special call— not for fire, but for a fall of water pressure 
denoting a leak from an open sprinkler or broken water pipe. 
But in order to accomplish this result either underground or 
overhead wires must be provided. 

The Electric Protective System affords protection against 
those who do not hesitate to break the seventh command- 
ment — the knights of the dark lantern and jimmy. But to 
be complete, this system must be connected electrically with 
those under its protection by means of overhead or under- 
ground conductors, and some very important establishments 
are connected therewith which cannot be readily reached by 
underground conductors. ‘There are included in this system 
a total of about three hundred and fifty subscribers. In that 
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number are included nearly every bank and financial institu- 
tion in the city, besides business houses, steamship offices, 
etc. 

Most of the wires for this system are underground, and 
those that are permitted to remain overhead are cabled or 
walled around under the eaves of buildings so as to offer very 
little obstruction to the Fire Department or other persons. 

There are two District Messenger Companies whose busi- 
ness consists of furnishing messengers for various purposes, 
principally for delivering to and receiving from their cus- 
tomers telegraph messages for which purposes the telephone 
is not considered reliable. These messengers are furnished 
for hundreds of purposes other than that of handling tele- 
eraph messages, and in order to call them the call-boxes must 
be placed on an electric circuit, the conductors for which 
must be overhead or underground. Out of the 4,000 eall- 
boxes in use by one, and the 3,819 in use by the other, many 
located in very large establishments may have to be dis- 
continued if they are not permitted to use some overhead 
conductors. ‘These call-boxes are located in hotel offices, 
city department stores, theatres, public halls and private 
houses, and are considered by many indispensable. 

It is not the intention of this department to permit these 
low tension electric wires to remain overhead in any of the 
principal streets, squares or avenues, or in any of the streets 
where the bare trolley wire of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company is maintained; but it may be advisable to permit 
those engaged in the transmission of low tension electrical 
energy to cross some of the narrow and unfrequented streets 
in order to serve the public. But in no case will single bare 
uninsulated wire be permitted to cross our streets; where 
several can be cabled together at one point the crossing of 
unimportant streets may be tolerated. 

There are others besides those here mentioned who are 
engaged in the transmission of intelligence through low ten- 
sion electric currents; the most important outside the tele- 
eraph companies are those furnishing stock and market quo- 
tations to brokers’ offices and business houses by means of 
“tickers.” We also have the sporting “tickers” that fur- 
nish sporting news to hotels, saloons, private offices, etc., all 
of which require electrical conductors. 

The underground district prescribed by chapter 454, Acts 
of 1894, contained forty-six million four hundred and fifteen 
thousand (46,415,000) square feet. Total amount of under- 
ground duct four million two hundred and _ thirty-two thou- 
sand six hundred and forty-seven (4,282,647) feet, or over 
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eight hundred and one and six-tenths (801.6) miles. Total 
number of Edison solid tube, four hundred and thirteen 
thousand seven hundred and fifty-two (418,752) feet, or 
about seventy-eight and four-tenths (78.4) miles: 

There is a total of seven million thirty-five thousand five 
hundred and thirty-seven (7,085,537) feet of underground 
cable, or over one thousand three hundred thirty-two and 
one-half (1,332.5) miles. 

There is one million four hundred and ninety-six thousand 
three hundred and seventy-five (1,496,375) feet of conductors 
in the Edison tubes, or over two hundred eighty-three and 
four-tenths (283.4) miles. 

The total amount of single conductors in the underground 
cables is two hundred eight million nine hundred forty-one 
thousand two hundred and ninety (208,941,290) feet. 

The amount of single insulated wires, not in cables but in 
the underground ducts, is one hundred twenty-one thousand 
nine hundred and sixty-two (121,962) feet, or over twenty- 
three miles.

WorK DONE OUTSIDE THE PRESCRIBED DISTRICT. 


The amount of underground duct that has been built out- 
side the district prescribed by chapter 454, Acts of the year 
of 1894, is one million nine hundred seventy thousand five 
hundred and eighty-five (1,970,585) feet, or over three hun- 
dred and seventy-three miles, or forty-six and five-tenths 
(46.5) per cént. of the whole amount built since the organi- 
zation of the Wire Department. The amount of underground 
cable is two million five hundred one thousand one hundred 
and twenty-four (2,501,124) feet, or four hundred seventy- 
three and seven-tenths (473.7) miles, or thirty-five and six- 
tenths (85.6) per cent. of the whole. 

The number of service connections made is one thousand 
two hundred and seventy (1,270), or twenty-six and four- 
tenths (26.4) per cent. of the whole. 

The number of manholes built is twelve hundred and 
ninety-five (1,295), or about forty-one (41) per cent. of the 
whole. 

It can be seen from the foregoing figures that those en- 
gaged in the transmission of electrical energy are fully alive 
to the value of underground wires, partic ular ly i in this climate. 
It will be only a question of time when the overhead wires 
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will be the exception rather than the rule, not only in this 
city, but in all the principal cities in the country. 

The new Central Power Station built by the Boston Elec- 
tric Light Company, at L street, South Boston, is in full 
operation, and is now furnishing nearly all the electrical 
energy for street and commercial lighting, and power re- 
quired by that company that was formerly generated by the 
Gilbert place, Ferdinand street, and the Boston street 
(South Boston) stations. The Ferdinand-street station is 
now used as a distribution plant for electrical energy sup- 
plied to electric motors. Three phase alternating currents 
are brought to rotary transformers at a pressure of two 
thousand (2,000) volts, which is converted into a direct cur- 
rent which is distributed over the power circuits at a pres- 
sure of five hundred (500) volts. 

The trunk lines from the new power house (two in num- 
ber) are all placed underground in 2 twenty-four duct con- 
duits, one of which crosses ‘the reserve channel at the 
L-street bridge, and the Fort Point channel at the Congress- 
street bridge; the other crosses Fort Point Channel at the 
Dover-street bridge. This is accomplished by means of 
twenty-four wooden conduits resting on the bottom of the 
channel through which the lead-covered cables are drawn. 
This plan was adopted in order to afford mechanical protec- 
tion to the lead-covered cables, as when so protected they 
are far superior to the ordinary armored sub-marine cables, 
the insulation of which fails in a short time at a point where 
the tide rises and falls. 

It has been the policy of this department to discourage 
the placing of transformers within the walls of buildings, or 
in any position where they could be readily reached by per- 
sons other than the employés of the electric lighting com- 
panies owning them. In complance with this rule or 
policy, the Boston Electric Light Company have placed one 
hundred and thirty-four (184) transformers, having a 
capacity of two hundred, four hundred, and six hundred 
lights (200, 400, and 600) respectively, in their manholes in 
the underground district, thus removing a very large number 
of small transformers from the roofs and walls of buildings. 

In order to prevent the ignition of illuminating gas when 
present in manholes, enclosed safety fuses are used, and they 
in turn are enclosed in an air-tight box into which gas can- 
not gain an entrance. The only way in which gas can be 
ignited by reason of the presence of these transformers is, 
when the insulation fails and takes fire, but this has not yet 
happened in a single instance. 
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GAS IN MANHOLES. 


Gas is still found quite frequently in the manholes of the 
underground electric system, but owing to the rigid inspec- 
tion of the same, and the prompt action of the gas light com- 
pany, accidents have been'rather infrequent. I cannot com- 
mend too highly the prompt manner in which Mr. Addicks 
and his assistants seek, find, and stop all leaks that occur in 
the vicinity of the manholes, when they are notified of 
the presence of gas therein. No matter at what hour of the 
day or night gas leaks are reported to the office of the 
(gas) company, immediate attention is given thereto, and 
the trouble found and remedied. Some of these leaks the 
company cannot be held responsible for, as they are due to 
the carelessness, recklessness, or ignorance of those who are 
permitted to make excavations in our streets. 

The New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, in 
addition to a large amount of underground work, both inside 
and outside of the underground district, have been obliged to 
add very largely to their old conduits on account of the in- 
creased demand on their system. During the year 1899 the 
Massachusetts Telephone and Telegraph Company, a new cor- 
poration, built a little less than nine (9) miles of underground 
duct and twenty-four (24) manholes, but as yet have drawn 
no cables into the same. Nearly all of the conductors of the 
Edison Electric Lluminating Company (this company has no 
overhead wires) are what is known as the solid system, but 
hey have now a large amount of cable on the drawing-in 
system that is used for feeders; their three power stations 
and two storage battery stations being connected together by 
underground cables. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company have built a sixty- 
eight (68) duct conduit, with twin manholes, from their 
Central Power Station on Albany street through Harrison 
avenue and Rollins street to Washington street, where these 
underground cables will connect with those that are to be 
carried on the Elevated Railroad structure. 

While the greatest care is necessary in the construction of 
underground electrical conduits, and the laying of Edison 
tubes, to keep them as great a distance as is possible from gas, 
water, sewer, steam, and other pipes, and with which due care 
is exercised by those engaged in underground electrical con- 
struction, and by this department as well, apparently no such 
care is taken by other parties when engaged in making exca- 
vations in our streets for nearly all other purposes. 

The practice of excavating under and around Edison 
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tubes has in the past, and no doubt will in the future cause 
serious trouble and in some cases threatened serious loss by 
fire. These tubes are carefully laid in the ground and carefully 
covered, and once in place, if left undisturbed, give very little 
trouble; but when the supporting earth is removed from 
under and around them and they are not properly supported 
and their proper alignment maintained, trouble is pretty sure 
to follow, or when careless workmen strike the wrought-iron 
tubes with the point of a pick or crow-bar it does not improve 
the condition of the system. The weakness caused by such 
reckless carelessness does not always develop while the trench 
is open, consequently when trouble does occur the street has 
to be reopened to remedy the damage primarily due to causes 
that are avoidable. 

But the most serious feature of this practice is the danger 
to which the lives and property of citizens of Boston are ex- 
posed thereby. 

Since the organization of the Wire Department there have 
been eight fires, some of which resulted in a considerable loss, 
caused by electric currents entering buildings through the 
medium of the gas service-pipes, passing from thence to 
water, Sewer, or steam pipes, destructive ares resulting there- 
from and in some cases igniting the gas; in others burning 
holes in the water or sewer pipes; and in others setting fire 
to the inflammable material in the immediate vicinity. 

While this department can and does exercise the greatest 
care in the supervision of the construction of underground 
electrical conduits so as to avoid the possibility of accidents of 
this kind, it has no control over those engaged in excavating 
the streets for other purposes; they disregarding all the safe- 
guards that should be thrown around all classes of under 
eround conduits and conductors. Some measure of protec- 
tion should be taken against this seeming indifference, care- 
lessness, or ignorance on the part of nearly all of those who 
make openings in the streets. If this cannot be done, archi- 
tects, builders, steam and gasfitters must in future see that 
pipes of different kinds in the interior of buildings be kept as 
widely separated as possible. 


OVERHEAD DIVISION. 


Owing to the large amount of overhead wires removed 
from the prescribed district the work of this division has 
considerably decreased, and a corresponding decrease in the 
force employed therein has been made, but so long as any 
overhead wires remain, a certain amount of supervision must 
be exercised over them. The law requiring fuses to be 
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inserted in such wires must be enforced, a strict watch kept 
over abandoned wires, and the latter removed. After the 
right to set poles in the streets has been granted by the 
Board of Aldermen, the best and least objectionable locations 
must be selected therefor by the men of this division. Dan- 
gerous poles must be examined, and their removal insisted 
on; high potential wires in dangerous proximity to low 
potential wires must be removed in order to prevent fires and | 
accidents, and a close watch kept on the tramp wires whose 
power for mischief cannot be estimated by any one. 

While in other cities loss of life has resulted from contact 
between persons and high potential arc lamps suspended over 
the sidewalk, fortunately no lives have been lost in this city. 
Beleving that accidents could not be prevented by the regu- 
lation of the height of such lamps, insulation of that portion 
of the frames that are exposed to contact with metal-handled 
umbrellas and other metal substances in the hands of pedes- 
trians, is now insisted on. 

The iron arc lamp pole for street lighting that in the past 
has caused the death and injury of so many men have all 
been removed and replaced by wooden ones. During the 
year 1899 none of the men engaged in trimming and inspect- 
ing these lamps have been injured, owing largely no doubt 
to this change.

In addition to this it is found that many corrections have 
been made of which this department was not notified.

From the above figures it can be seen that the supervision 
of overhead wires in the city of Boston was undertaken none 
too soon, as the possibilities of serious trouble from this 
large amount of “dead” and abandoned wire cannot be even 
estimated, had it been permitted to remain. 

Reinspections made on the roofs of buildings within the 
prescribed district bring to light a large amount of abandoned 
wires, some of which is on fixtures, while much more is left 
lying either in coils or loosely on the roofs, a serious obstruc- 
tion to the Fire Department. So long as iron wire after a 
few years use is not worth the cost of the labor of taking it 
down, so long must this department remove it. 

Many abandoned fixtures are also found within the pre- 
scribed and underground districts, and without the support 
given them by the wires that have been removed many of 
them are positively dangerous. When the consent of the 
owners can be obtained to do so, these latter are removed by 
this department, but without the owners consent this cannot 
be done. 

WoRK OF THE INTERIOR DIVISION. 


As I have often stated before, the work of this division is 
the most important of all that is performed by this depart- 
ment. While the work performed by the other divisions is 
erowing less by reason of the large amount of overhead 
wires that have been placed underground and the limited 
amount of underground work those owning overhead wires 
will be obliged to do, under chapter 249, Acts of 1898, 
the work of this division is steadily increasmg. Owing to this 
increase, I regret to say, that it has not been possible for 
some time for this division to comply strictly with the law 
creating this department. The inspection of new work has 
required nearly the whole time of the force employed in this 
division. The inspection of work that has been done in 
years past which is equally as important and in many respects 
more so, has to be neglected. Our experience in large depart- 
ment stores, large mercantile establishments and theatres, 
in which frequent inspections are made, demonstrates the 
necessity of frequent inspections of electric wires, lights and 
appliances, no matter where they may be installed. 
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With the reduction that has been made in the overhead 
division it would be well to add somewhat to this one, in 
order that it can perform all the duties that the law pre- 
scribes. The very best men that can be procured for this 
division, owing to the peculiar and important character of the 
work they are called upon to perform, require a certain 
amount of education before they are good inspectors. For 
that reason the number of men really needed cannot be 
employed at once, but immediate steps should be taken 
to make a beginning in the necessary increase that must be 
made if the department is to perform the work for which it 
was created. 

The condemnation of worthless material and appliances 
that are made to sell regardless of the serious consequences 
resulting from their use is still going on relentlessly, and 
will continue so long as they are manufactured and offered 
for sale in Boston. 

The passage of chapter 268 of the Acts of 1898 has 
done a great deal to strengthen the hands of this department, 
and has saved it a great deal of unnecessary labor, and elec- 
trical contractors and owners of buildings a great deal of 
unnecessary expense. 

While the extreme measures authorized by the third sec- 
tion is rarely resorted to, it has the effect of preventing the 
use of any wires, fixtures or appliances that would in any 
way endanger life or property. A simple request to discon- 
tinue the use of anything considered unsafe is nearly always 
complied with, and defects at once remedied. 

The following is a summary of the work of the interior 
division for the year ending January 31, 1900:

The number of fires due to electrical causes during the 
year 1899 was 47, a decrease of 30 from the year 1898. 
Most of them were of a trivial nature, no loss resulting 
therefrom. 

No attempt has been made to ascertain the number of 
fires that occurred on the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company cars, and only those that have been reported by the 
Fire and Police Departments have been recorded. As this 
department does not supervise the electric equipment of the 
cars of this company, and as many of these fires, such as the 
burning out of the insulation of motors is in a measure 
unavoidable, the time spent in investigating these fires could 
be much’ more profitably spent in other directions. 

There have been three deaths from electrical causes this 
year, and fifteen persons have been injured, most of them 
slightly. 

There have been four fires in the interior of buildings 
caused by the passage of electric current from the under- 
ground system of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
by means of gas service pipes and from thence to water, 
waste and sewer pipes. 

Through the carelessness of some workmen nails were 
driven through the lead covered cables of a 2000 volt alter- 
nating and a 500 volt power circuit which were contained in 
a wooden box; these nails electrically connected both 
cables and the 2000 volt current was directed to the power 
circuit which resulted in burning out 65 electric motors with 
a total of 2974 horse power. ‘These motors belonged to 63 
different owners. It was very fortunate that neither injury, 
loss of life nor serious fires resulted from this seemingly 
inexcusable piece of carlessness.

FIRES. 


January 31,1899. 175 Dartmouth street, Trinity court, slight fire 
about 5.55 P.M., cause of which was abnormal current of electricity 
on electric bell circuit, due to cross between same and the grounded 
electric lighting system of the building. Engine 22 called on a still 
alarm. 

February 3. Nos. 19 and 25 Summer street, store of Jordan, 

Marsh & Company. Fire in one of their show windows at about 
4,20 A.M., cause of which was poor contact of commutator brushes 
of a small motor which operated the switching mechanism of .an 
electric illuminated advertising sign; this caused the motor to stop 
with all the lamps of the sign in circuit and burning. Continued 
radiation of heat from the lamps caused woodwork of this device to 
ignite. 
” February 12. 126 Dorchester street, John C. Neal & Company. 
About 6.15 P.M., members of Engine Company No. 1 were called 
On a still alarm on account of flashing at back of hanger-board of an 
arc lamp. The cause of this was that a rat made simultaneous con- 
tacts with a gas pipe and the chimney of this lamp, this chimney 
being electrically charged as a result of carbon dust collecting and 
making electrical connection between chimney and the live portion 
of lamp. 

While examining for signs of fire, Lieutenant Mitchell of Engine 
No. 1 received quite a severe shock, and had two fingers of one of 
his hands burned from coming in contact with the live portions of 
this lamp. 

February 21. 88 Boylston street, H. F. Miller & Sons. Fire 
occurred at 7.45 P.M., the cause being grounding of a No. 0000 set 
of electric mains which were contained in an iron pipe. A hole was 
blown through the side of this pipe, and the sparks and hot metal 
flying into inflammable material underneath, ignited the same. 
Alarm from box 55. 

March 3. About 3.15 P.M., explosions in three manholes as 
follows: 

On State street, opposite Merchants row, Merchants row opposite 
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Chatham street and on Chatham street opposite No. 35. Cause of 
these explosions being the accumulation of illuminating gas in the 
first named manhole, which was ignited by the burning out of an 
electric light cable in the same. Covers were blown from the 
tops of these manholes, but no damage resulted therefrom. 

March 5. 47 Green street, at 9.30 P.M., premises of E. Stahle & 
Company. Slight fire occurred here, caused by the grounding of an 
arc light circuit of the Boston Electric Light Company at an arc 
lamp suspended from an outrigger over the sidewalk. Damage 
small. Still alarm. 

March 10. 20 Dock square. <A large volume of electric current 
entered into the basement of this building from an underground ser- 
vice over gas pipe, an arc being established thereby between water 
and gas pipe with which the latter was in contact. 

March 13. At6.37 P.M. Fire occurred in cable house of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company situated in the inward baggage 
room of the Northern Union Station. Probable cause of this fire 
was the crossing of one of the wires of this company with a high 
potential wire somewhere beyond the boundaries of this city. 
Alarm was given from box 445. 

March 19. 102 State street, at 4.20 A.M. Fire occurred in the 
office of the Commercial Cable Company, whose switchboard was 
practically destroyed by fire caused by a cross between the wires of 
this company and unknown high potential wires somewhere in or 
beyond the city of Hartford, Conn. 3 

April15. 853 Washington street. An alarm was given at 11.29 
A.M., from Box 64 for a fire in the show window of the establish- 
ment of Boyle Brothers, caused by a short circuit in temporary 
wiring which had been installed there without the consent or knowl- 
edge of this department. The insurance loss by this fire was $1,630. 

April 19. 568 Washington street. About 9 A.M., arc light cable 
just above standpipe on the wall of building grounded on lead 
sheath of same. Damage slight. Oause; probable damage to in- 
sulation when the cable was installed. Engine 26 called on a still 
alarm. 

April 25. 95 Friend street. About 5 P.M.,a slight fire occurred, 
caused by the grounding and the leakage between wires having a 
difference of potential of 220 volts which were connected to a motor 
circuit. This was due to wires being run in wood cleats in a damp 
basement... Hook and Ladder No. 1 called on a still alarm. 

April 26. Summer street extension and Gilbert place 7.50 P.M. 
An alarm was given from Box 48 for a fire in cable boxing on the 
outside wall of the Boston Electric Light Company station. Cause 
of this fire was failure of the insulation of an underground cable, 
establishing an arc between copper conductor and lead sheath of 
same, burning the insulation on this and nearly all the other cables 
contained in this box. 

April 29. 33 Haverhill street. A hole was melted ina 14-inch 
gas pipe, and also in conduit tubes of the Edison Electric Illumi- 
nating Company with which it was in contact. Cause of the melt- 
ing of these pipes was the passage of a stray current of electricity 
from one to the other. 

May 1. Opposite 16 Centre street, at 9.55 P.M. Fire occurred in 
tree, caused by the grounding of high potential are wires of the 
Boston Electric Light Company on the limbs of same. Members of 
Engine 14 called on a still alarm. 
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May 1. Opposite 30 Mount Pleasant avenue, at 9.48 P.M. Fire 
in tree, caused by the grounding of a primary alternating circuit of 
the Boston Electric Light Company on limbs of this tree. Hook 
and Ladder 4 called ona still alarm. 

May 1. Northern Union Station, at 9.05 P.M. Fire occurred in 
the Western Union Telegraph Company cable house in the inward. 
baggage room. Same probably caused by lightning discharge pass- 
ing over the wires, or possibly by a cross between the telegraph and 
high potential wires. Owing to the damage done to this cable house 
it was nearly impossible to determine just “what the cause of the fire 
was. Alarm was given from box 445. 

June 6. No. 200 Huntington avenue, in building occupied by the 
American Legion of Honor. Fire occurred at 12.40 P.M. Burn- 
outs took place at nearly every electrical fixture in the building, and 
insulation was burned off many of the wires in various portions 
of the same. Cause of same being current from a 2000 volt 
primary circuit entering the building over the secondary coil in the 
transformer and the secondary wires throughout the building. The 
two circuits, primary and secondary, were in electrical contact asa 
result of the burning out of the insulation of the transformer. This 
was due no doubt to the large amount of leakage frem the wires, 
fixtures, etc., throughout the building, 

June 7. Opposite 478 Shawmut avenue about 9.30 P.M. Fire in 
tree, caused by grounding of live wires of an arc light circuit of the 
Boston Electric Light Company on limbs of tree. Damage slight. 

June 7. At 7.30 P.M. a slight fire occurred on Congress-street 
bridge, due to the defective insulation on an overhead alternating 
circuit of the Boston Electric Light Company. Engine 39 called on 
a still alarm. 

June 18 Fire at 147 Tremont street in premises occupied by 
Shreve, Crump & Low. This fire occurred between 5 and 6 P.M., 
and was due to the overheating of an arc lamp rheostat caused by 
the grounding of same by chains suspending the shade of the lamp. 
No damage done. Members of Engine 26 were notified as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 

June 21. Fire occurred on a pole belonging to the Boston Elec- 
tric Light Company about 7.30 P.M., at Blake street, corner Dor- 
chester avenue, caused by the crossing of high tension wires of the 
above-named company with low tension wires of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. About one foot of the cross- 
arms was burned away. 

June 26. Slight fire occurred about 4.30 A.M., at 176 Boylston 
street, on premises occupied by George Burwell. This fire was the 
result of electrolytic action of a wire used fer electric lighting pur- 
poses, it being corroded to such an extent that an are was formed 
between the two separated ends, igniting the insulation of the wire, 
which in turn communicated fire to the neighboring woodwork. 
Damage slight. Engine 26 and Chemical 2 called on a still alarm. 

July 5. “Alarm was given at 8.01 P.M., from box 41, for a slight 
fire at No. 12 Milk street. This fire was caused by water which 
dripped down into a low potential arc lamp, as a result of which an 
excessive flow of current passed through the lamp and meter, burn- 
ing out the same. No other damage resulted therefrom. 

July 13. About 10 A.M., at No. 4 Tremont row, a slight fire 
occurred at a hanger board of a high potential are lamp, due to the 
improper operation of the switch on same. No alarm given. 
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July 13. About 9.30 A.M. a slight fire-occurred at 159 Tremont 
street, caused by a short circuit of electric light wires in moulding. 
No damage except to wires and moulding. No alarm given. 

August 9. An alarm was given from Box 67, about 9.30 P.M., for 
a fire at 694 Washington street, occupied by Browning, King & 
Company. This fire was caused by a short circuit between the 
neutral and outside wires of a 3-wire setof mains. The short circuit 
was due to defective workmanship of the party who connected a 
2-wire tap to these mains. This work was evidently done by some 
inexperienced person. No damage other than that to the moulding 
and wiring. ‘This is an isolated plant. 

August 22.. A slight fire occurred about 8.35 P.M., at 1089 Wash- 
ington street, due to an arc light wire belonging to the Suburban 
Light & Power Company being in contact with and grounding ona 
lamp support in front of this building. Ladder Company 13 called 
on a still alarm. 

September 8. Opposite 91 Leverett street, about 11.50 A.M., flame 
burst through the sidewalk in front of this building asa result of a 
burnout in the Edison underground service cable, the primary cause 
for this burnout being a pick driven into the cable on the day pre- 
vious by a laborer engaged in excavating the street at this point. 

September 9. Slight fire occurred at 620 Washington street, about 
9.56 P.M., due to short circuit of a pair of wires, the insulation of 
which was mechanically injured by the brass armor of a conduit tube 
containing them. This brass armor cut through the insulation of 
the wires, causing an electrical connection between the two. Dam- 
age small. 

October 2. While men were making repairs to a door-frame in 
the archway passage at 373 Tremont street, about 8 A.M., they drove 
nails into a casing or box containing !ead-covered cables of a 2000- 
volt alternating and a 500-volt direct current circuit. One nail was 
driven through the lead sheathing and rubber insulation of one of 
the 2000-volt wires and in contact with the wire itself; this same 
thing occurred to one of the 500-volt cables by a nail being driven 
into the same. This established electrical connection between the 
two circuits, as a result of which the 2000-volt alternating current 
passed over the 500-volt circuit, causing the burnout of a large 
number of motors on this latter circuit; motors being located in 
various sections of the city. The estimated number of motors 
burned out, after careful investigation, was found to be 65; total 
horse-power, 2973; number of owners, 63. 

October 9. About 3 P.M. members of Engine 26 were called as 
a precautionary measure to 32 West street on account of overheat- 
ing of a rheostat, due to a defect in same. This rheostat was used 
in connection with a 4-horse power electric motor at this place. No 
damage resulted. 

October 16. About 11.40 P.M. a serious burnout occurred in the 
underground cables of the Boston Elevated Railway Company at 
Albany, near Kneeland streets. It is said that the cover of one 
manhole was blown several feet in the air. If such was the case it 
must have been due to the accumulation of gas generated from the 
burning insulation. This burnout was caused by the failure of the 
insulation, causing an electrical connection between the copper of 
the cable and the lead covering. Timothy Sweeney, of No. 65 
Albany street, and Frank Fitzpatrick, of No. 92 Oak street, were re- 
ported to have been knocked down by the force of the explosion and 
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slightly injured. This burnout caused a suspension of the street 
railway traffic in the business district for about two and one-half 
hours. ; 

October 21. About 5.25 P.M. a short circuit occurred at a lamp 
socket on a fixture which was decorated with crépe paper flowers, 
etc., at 474 Washington street. These decorations were quickly 
ignited. ‘The short circuit was caused by wires upon which these 
decorations were formed coming in contact with the butts of the 
lamps projecting from the lamp sockets. This fire was extinguished 
by the employees. 

November 2. About 5.30 P.M. fire occutred on Suburban Light 
& Power Company fixture on reof of the Prang building, Roxbury 
street, due to a defective fuse box of the General Electric pattern. 
No damage was done other than to the fuse box and a slight scorch- 
ing of arm of the fixture. 

November 2. About 6.45 P.M., on Kingston street, between 
Bedford and Summer streets, trouble occurred in two underground 
cables of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, due to the break- 
ing down of the insulation of one of these cables. Cars were 
delayed in the down-town sections for about fifteen minutes. 

November 5. About 5.30 P.M., at 7 Tremont row, a slight fire 
occurred in hanger-board of a street lamp, due to a defective con- 
tact in switch on same. No other damage. 

November 11. At 8.45 P.M., on Parker, near Ruggles street, a 
slight fire occurred in tree, due‘to an electric light arc wire ground- 
ing on same. 

November 23. Between 5 and 6.30 P.M. a burnout occurred in 
the mains of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company running 
beneath the Columbus-avenue bridge and over and across the tracks 
of the Boston & Albany and New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 

November 24. At 10.40 A.M. fire occurred in an upholstery 
shop at 59 Branch street. An employee was running about 60 
pounds of hair through a picker operated by a $-horse power electric 
motor. Some of the hair fell upon this motor and became entangled 
in the brushes and commutator, and the arc resulting from the same 
ignited the hair, fire in the meantime spreading rapidly. 

December 2. At 7.27 P.M. fire occurred in the show window of 
the store of Houghton & Dutton, on Tremont street, side of the 
building; reported to be due to electrical causes. No evidence 
could be found that such was the case, but there was every indica- 
tion that this fire was due to some other cause. 

December 13. <A slight fire occurred at 291 Commercial street at 
1 P.M., caused by the hot metal from a blown fuse falling into a 
barrel of loaded cartridges, and causing a number of the cartridges 
to explode. An alarm of fire was given from Box 14; but the ser- 
vices of the Fire Department were not needed. 

December 14. A slight fire occurred at 1135 Washington street. 
This fire was caused by an arc lamp at this place which depended 
upon hook connections for its electrical contact wih the circuit. An 
occupant of the store attempted to start this lamp by using a broom 
handle, and in doing so unhooked the lamp on one side. An are 
resulted from open circuit at this point, and continued until lamp 
was replaced in its original position. No damage. 

December 26. <A slight fire occurred at 17 and 19 Temple place at 
11.25 P.M. Same caused by a leak in the hydraulic elevator appa- 
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ratus, which permitted water to come through the ceiling, wetting 
wires and ceiling rosettes and resulting in arcing. The current was 
cut off the circuit and damage averted. Fire Department called on 
a still alarm, but their services were not needed. 

January 8,1900. <A slight fire occurred at the store of Iver John- 
son Sporting Goods Company, 408 Washington street, due to an.are 
established between the two ends of a broken wire, the wire being 
broken at a point where it took a sharp bend and entered switch. 
No alarm, and but very little damage. 

January 5. Alarm was given from Box 43 for a fire at 500 Wash- 
ington street, about 8.47 A.M. This fire occurred on the fifth floor 
behind a marble fuse and tablet board from which the lights on 
this floor were controlled. It was due to the grounding of an elec- 
tric light main wire on the edge of pipe containing same. 

January 15. An electric fire was reported on Broadway, near B 
street, South Boston, about 6 P.M. This was caused by the glass 
insulators attached to hood of a street lamp being broken, allowing 
wires to come in contact with the same. No damage. 

January 17. At 42 Congress street a hole was burned in service 
gas pipe for this building, at a point where it passed under and was 
in contact with a tube of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
in the street. This was caused by a current of electricity passing 
from one pipe to the other, source of the same being the Edison 
system; a burnout having occurred in their underground tube at 
this point. 

January 18. <A slight fire occurred at 12 Commercial street, for 
which an alarm was given from Box 37 at 3.05 P.M., being caused 
by a stray current of electricity passing over pipes and gas meter in 
the basement of this building. Ata point where the gas meter was 
in contact with a soil-pipe,a hole was melted in the meter and 
escaping gas from the same was ignited. Damage was confined to 
the meter, and a slight scorching of the overhead floortimbers. The 
source of this current was probably the Edison Underground System, 
as a burnout occurred at the same time in Chatham street, opposite 
No. 19. 

January 20. Analarm was given from Box 21, at 9.46 A.M.,for a 
slight fire on the second floor of 114 Sudbury street. This fire oc- 
curred at the gas meter. With the exception of slight burning in 
the vicinity, damage was confined to meterand pipes entering same. 
In an adjoining room, where a steam and gas pipe were in contact, 
both of them were slightly fused. The fire and the fusing of these 
pipes was evidently due to the passage of currents of electricity over 
the pipes. Source of the same was probably the system of the Edi- 
son Electric Illuminating Company, as a burnout occurred in their 
system of feeders in Hawkins street, near the corner of Sudbury 
street, at the same time this fire occurred. Pipes in the basement of 
109 to 115 Court street were also charged, and holes melted in them 
at the same time, and undoubtedly from the same cause as the fire 
at 114 Sudbury street. 

January 27. 129 Portland street. At 7.30 P.M. a slight fire 
occurred in the basement of this building at the main cutout for 
electric light wires of the building. Fire was discovered by an 
employee on the premises, who extinguished same by opening the 
service switch and the use of a pail of water. The cutout was 
destroyed, insulation of the wires burned for several feet, and one 
side of cabinet containing the service switch was somewhat charred. 
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No alarm was given for this fire. The cause was evidently an arc, 
which started at the cutout, either as a result of moisture or of a 
loose connection. 

January 27. About 6.38 P.M. a burnout occurred in a lead 
cable entering the basement of 4 Tremont row. This cable was 
connected to the underground electrical service in the street. No 
damage except that done to the cable. Chemical Engine 1 called 
on a still alarm. 


ACCIDENTS. 


February 12,1899. While attending aslight fire at 126 Dorchester 
street, on the premises of John C. Neal & Company, about 6.15 P.M., 
Lieutenant Mitchell of Engine Company No.1 received a shock, 
and had two fingers of one hand burned on account of coming in 
contact with the live portion of an are lamp, which was the cause of 
the fire. 

May 24. A pair of horses attached to a hack received a shock of 
electricity at the Federal-street bridge, causing them to fall to the 
ground. The cause of this accident was that the ground wire for 
the rail on the drawbridge became broken, and asa result the rail 
was insulated wholly or partially from the ground. The rail became 
charged from the trolley wire through motor wiring of a car, and 
when the fore feet of the horses about to cross the bridge came in 
contact with the rails, their hind feet being in contact with the 
street, a path was afforded the current from the rail through the 
horses to the ground. 

June 1. On Humboldt avenue, near Crawford street, an accident 
occurred to lineman William Hubbard of the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, while pulling up wires on a pole at 
the above location. This was caused by his permitting these wires 
to come in contact with a 2000 volt alternating circuit of the Subur- 
ban Light and Power Company. Mr. Hubbard received severe 
shocks, also slight burns on the thumb and forefinger of his left 
hand. 

June 24. About 4.30 P.M., at41 Decatur street, William Thomas, 
twelve years of age, ascended to the coping at 43 Decatur street for 
the purpose of procuring a baseball which had lodged there, so it is 
said. Inattempting to descend to the sidewalk, a distance of about 
twelve feet, he came in contact with a live primary alternating wire 
of the Boston Electric Light Company, which dropped to a converter 
on side wall of the building 41 Decatur street. He received a severe 
shock, and also burns on the palms of both hands. 

July 14. About 11.45 A.M., on Atlantic avenue, near India street, 
accidental breaking of a trolley wire of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company caused several horses in that vicinity to receive severe 
shocks, most of them being thrown to the ground. 

August 4. James T. Corrigan, residing at 852 Fourth street, 
South Boston, an employee of the Boston Electric Light Company, 
was instantly killed at the Gilbert-place station of this company 
while removing dead wires from the ceiling of the engine room on 
the first floor of this station while the latter was in process of being 
dismantled, previous to its abandonment by this company. Mr. 
Corrigan was alone at the time, and it is presumed that while 
engaged at his work his hand or some portion of his body came in 
contact with the live portion of an are lamp that was in circuit at 
the time. He was standing on a staging at the time this accident 
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happened, and was found by his fellow workmen on the floor lifeless 
or nearly so. There being trouble on the circuit on which this lamp 
was located shortly after the accident, it is presumed that he came 
in contact with the lamp and a steam pipe, and the shock was suffi- 
cient to throw him to the ground. The staging fell with him. 
Whether death was caused by the shock or by the fall has never 
been determined. 

August 22. In frent of 764 Washington street an accident 
occurred to William Russell, a laborer, who was in the employ of the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company. It is presumed 
that a short circuit in a T box of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company due to Mr. Russell falling against the tube of the Edison 
Company, was the cause of this accident. .Smoke and flame burst 
forth from the box where it was connected to the tube, burning this 
man badly. 

August 22. On South, near East streets, about 10 A.M., an acci- 
dent occurred to Cornelius Liston, a teamster in the employ of F. 
M. Babcock. A trolley wire of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany fell on the horse that he was driving, throwing it to the ground. 
This in turn threw Liston to the ground, and he was badly injured, 
as was also the horse. 

August 25. On Dorchester avenue, near Parkman street, at about 
4.10 P.M., an accident occurred to Fred W. Pushee, a lineman in 
the employ of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
While engaged in removing dead wires belonging to this company 
the same became entangled, and Pushee climbed the pole to release 
them. While doing so he came in contact with a day circuit of the 
Boston Electric Light Company. He received a shock which threw 
him off the pole. His clothes caught in a pole step and held him 
there suspended; a fellow workman went to his assistance, and in 
trying to take him off the pole, no other assistance being at hand, 
he was obliged to drop him.’ Pushee was taken in an unconscious 
condition to the hospital. 

September 5. On the roof, in the rear of 2189 Washington street, 
John F. Cameron, an employee of the Suburban Light and Power 
Company, received a severe shock while-attempting to connect a 
jumper on the wires of a circuit of the above company. He fell 
from a ladder on which he was working tothe roof, a distance of 
about 15 feet. Both of his hands were badly burned, and his back 
and shoulders severely injured, as a result of the fall. 

September 16. At the corner of Dorchester and Eighth streets, 
South Boston, Thomas A. Quinn received injuries to his left hand, 
caused by feed wire connections of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company falling and striking him. 

September 20. At the Old Court House, Alonzo D. Dodge, while 
oiling the elevator machinery and using an incandescent pendant 
lamp for light at the time, received electrical shocks. His injuries 
were slight. Cause: The lamp cord was in contact with shell of the 
socket, and one pole of the wiring of the building was grounded; 
Mr. Dodge was holding the lamp socket in his hand and was in con- 
tact with grounded metal work of elevator car, thus affording a path 
for current through his body to ground. 

September 22. At the Ferdinand-street station of the Boston 
Electric Light Company, Clarence Hamf, an employee of the above- 
mentioned company, received severe injuries as a result of his back 
coming in contact with the live portions of a potential regulating 
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device on the face of a transformer, used in connection with a rotary 
transformer, at that station. Mr. Hamf was standing on a fresh-laid 
cement floor atthe time. He received severe burns to his back, just 
above the hips, also injuries to his feet. 

October 20. At 24 Dock square, about3 to 5 P.M.,a large number 
of fish in a show window became electrically charged, and the sales- 
men or others touching same received electrical shocks. The cause 
of this was a burnout on the underground electric service entering 
the building, and a leakage from same to the trough in which these 
fish were stored. 

November 2. About 7.20 A.M., at the L-street station of the 
Boston Electric Light Company, J. E. Antoine and Jacob Theom- 
mel, employees of the above-named company, were at work in the 
rear of the transfer switchboard installing wood partitions or barriers 
between the transfer switches and bus-bars of a 2200 volt alternat- 
ing system. Their work was nearly completed, and they were in- 
stalling a top or cap board, usingan angle-brace to bore holes through 
same and into the partitions for the screws which were to fasten 
them together. While attempting to remove the angle-brace, after 
having bored a hole, the chuck of brace came in contact with one 
bus-bar, while sweep of brace came in contact with another bus-bar 
of opposite polarity; and as a result of short circuit thns made both 
men were severely burned about the face and hands. 

November 6. About 12 M., at the corner of Broadway and Dor- 
chester street, South Boston, William Hatch, an employee of the 
Boston Electric Light Company, while standing on a ladder resting 
against a distribution pole and working on a 2000 volt alternating 
circuit, grasped with his left hand the lead sheath of cable to steady 
it while ‘he cut the ends of same with a knife held in his right hand. 
The blade of the knife passed through lead sheath and insulation of 
cable and came in contact with the copper conducter, thus putting 
Mr. Hatch in circuit between it and sheath of cable, as a result of 
which he received fatal shocks and was instantly killed. 

December 8. Atthe corner of Pearl and High streets, at 5.50 A.M., 
an explosion of illuminating gas occurred in a manhole of the Edi- 
son Electric Illuminating Company. The gas was ignited by a 
lighted lantern in the hands of Charles L. Kessler, who was attempt- 
ing to look into the manhole at the time. He was thrown down by 
the force of the explosion and badly burned about the face and arms. 

January, 1900. At 307 Washington street Adam Lowe was some- 
what burned about the face, as a result of short circuit on electric 
wires, caused by an oil-can which he held in his hands coming in 
contact with wires.

The following is a descriptive report of the underground

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Photographs have been taken of many things met with in 
the prosecution of the work of the department, and serve as 
a valuable record of the difficulties met with and overcome 
in the construction of the electrical conduits; the condition 
of our streets before the removal of the poles and overhead 
wires, and the dangers to which the firemen in the performance 
of their duties and the lives and property of the citizens of 
Boston were exposed, owing to the unrestrained operations of 
those who were and of others who were not responsible for 
their action in the construction of overhead electric lines of 
all kinds; and the hazard to which property of all kinds was 
and is even now sometimes exposed, owing to the work of 
the amateur, so-called or would-be electricians, self-styled 
contractors, and others without skill or capital, who presume 
to engage in interior electrical construction. To these may 
be added those who know what to use and how to use it in 
this character of work, but for the sake of unholy gain will 
not do either unless compelled to do so by this department. 

A tew of these photographs are here reproduced. 

Plate No. 1 shows a combination gas and electric light 
wall bracket with the canopy removed, showing where the 
wire was burned off, a hole melted in the canopy and another 
in the lamp socket. 

Plate No. 2 shows a group consisting of insulating joints, 
cutouts, canopies, lamp cords and sockets, which were taken 
out of the same building from which the bracket shown in 
Plate No. 1 was taken. All of these show the effects of high 
tension currents when they get beyond control. Owing to 
the failure of the insulation in this building the transformer 
was over-taxed, and as a result, the primary current, having a 
difference of potential of 2000 volts, passed over these 
fixtures, which were designed for a pressure of 104 volts, 
with the results as shown. Fortunately no one was handling 
these appliances at the time this occurred, and it was also 
fortunate that the building in which they were located was 
so-called fireproof. 

Plate No. 3 shows the effect of an electric lighting 
current on an ordinary call bell. The insulation of the 
magnet coils was burned off, the cover placed over the coils 
badly charred, and the push button made to resemble an 
over-ripe blackberry. These appliances were taken from a 
building which contained its own electric lighting plant. 
The bell circuit was “ grounded,” as was the electric lighting 
circuit also; the wires of both were in some way electrically 
connected, and it was quite evident that the little bell circuit 
could not carry the load intended for its “big brother,” the 
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lighting circuit. To permit the latter to remain “ grounded ” 
was criminal negligence. 

Platz No. 4 shows a gas-pipe under the surface of the 
street in which a hole was burned by being in contact with a 
tube containing copper conductors of the Edison system, the 
insulation on which failing caused current to flow to the gas- 
pipe in sufficient quantities to melt the same, permit the gas 
to escape and to ignite. 

Plate No. 5 shows a 6-duct conduit in process of con- 
struction, Showing some of the obstructions met with in the 
prosecution of this class of underground work. 

Plate No. 6 shows an open trench for an Edison service 
in Dock square; a gas main and service, together with a 
large water main crossing the same, shows how little space 
remains unoccupied under the surface of our streets. 

Plate No. 7 shows a double conduit composed of vitrified 
clay ducts constructed by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company in Harrison avenue. A large water-pipe crosses 
the trench diagonally, also a conduit of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

Plate No. 8 shows the method of enlarging the old conduit 
of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company in 
Chauncy street. On the left is the old wooden ducts with 
the cables of the Telephone Company and those of the Police 
and Fire Alarm signal systems protruding therefrom. 

Plate No. 9 shows the method of constructing a 24-duct 
conduit across Broadway bridge, South Boston. 

Plate No. 10 shows the Edison tubes at the station of that 
company on Atlantic avenue crossing the trerch opened for 
the reception of the conduits of the Massachusetts Telephone 
and ‘Telegraph Company. 

Plate No. 11 shows the excavation 10 feet in depth for the 
manhole and conduits of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company at the junction of Water and Congress streets. 
The ducts of the Low Tension Wire Association, together 
with gas and water pipes, cross the trench at different depths. 

Plate No. 12 shows sections of cement-lined sheet-iron 
underground ducts taken from the conduit in Albany street, 
between Beach and Harvard streets, where, owing to the 
failure of one of the underground feeder cables, current 
passed from the copper conductor to the lead covering, 
thence to the lead covering of the other cables, quickly de- 
stroying the insulation on all of them (18 in number); the 
excessive amount of current thus set free generated a sufh- 
cient amount of heat to melt the lead covering, the copper 
conductors, the iron and cement which compose the ducts,

and even the concrete in which they were imbedded. The 
end view of the shortest piece shows a mass of copper welded 
to the iron ring, which is one-half of the joint where the 
lengths or sections of ducts are connected, thus forming a 
continuous duct for the reception of the cables. 

Plate No. 13 shows a temporary structure erected by the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company at the corner of Albany 
street and Broadway Extension, for the purpose of support- 
ing their feeder cables that were underground at this point, 
but which were removed during the construction of the 
Albany-street bridge over the railroad tracks leading to and 
from the South Union Station. In addition to the cables of 
this company this structure supported cables of the Boston 
Electric Light Company and those of the Edison Electric 
luminating Company, which were underground at this 
point before the construction of this bridge began. All these 
cables are now underground again. 

Plate No 14 is a view of the new L-street station of the 
Boston Electric Light Company, built on the latest and most 
approved plans. On the extreme right is the switchboard 
through which the circuits and generators are connected. 
Next comes the are light dynamos of 115 lhghts capacity, 
each pair of which is driven by a 150 K. W. synchronous 
motor. There are 22 of these motors now installed driving 
44 arc light dynamos, or a total capacity of 5,060 are lights. 
There is also one 150 K. W. motor drivinga 150 K. W. 
power generator, and two 150 K. W. motors to drive 2 gen- 
erators for exciting the fields of the large generators; there 
are four of these connected direct to four 2,250 horse power 
cross connected upright compound engines seen on the left- 
hand side of the picture. 

All the electricity required for light, heat and power, nec- 
essary for the business of this company, is generated in this 
plant, with the exception of East Boston, where they still 
maintain an electric lighting station. 

Plate No. 15 shows one of the 2,250 horse-power engines 
with one of the 1,500 K. W. generators connected thereto ; 
the high-pressure engine being on the left of the plate, the 
low-pressure engine on the right, and the 1,500 K. W. gener- 
ator between them. ! 

Plate No. 16 shows the interior of the third station of the 
Edison Electric Iuminating Company, situated on Atlantic 
avenue. In this station there are four upright direct con- 
nected compound condensing engines of 640 horse power each, 
connected to two 200 K. W. generators; one direct connected 
compound condensing engine, 1,200 horse power, connected 
to two 400 K. W. generators; and two 1,200 horse power 
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direct connected compound condensing engines, each of 
which is connected to an 800 Kk. W. generator. 

The total capacity of engines is 6,200 horse power, and the 
total capacity of generators is 5,560 K. W. | 

Plate No. 17 gives an end view of one of the 400 K. W. 
generators. 

Plate No. 1S is an interior view of the generating station 
of the Boston Elevated:Railway Company, located on Albany 
street. In this station there are six 1,600 horse power, and 
two 2,000 horse-power engines, also six 1,200 K. W. and two 
1,500 K. W. generators. 

Plate No. 19 shows a 4,200 horse power upright cross 
compound condensing engine and a 2,700 Kk. W. generator 
in course of erection in this station of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

Plate No. 20 shows a portion of the switchboard from 
which the current is sent out over the entire system of 
feeders that extend to all points both in and out of the 
city to which the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company extend. On this are the switches and circuit 
breakers controlling the feeders, voltmeters for indicating 
the electrical pressure, ammeters for indicating the amount 
of current, and wattmeters for indicating the kilowatts or 
electrical horse power sent out over the feeders to the trolley 
wires and motors. 

Plate No. 21 shows what is known as the auxiliary station 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company in connection with 
their main power station on Albany street. This station con- 
tains ten 350 horse-power engines, and thirty-eight 50 Kk. W. 
generators which are not connected directly to the engines, 
but are belt driven from countershafts. 

Plate No. 22 shows the interior of the distributing station 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, located in the 
subway, at the Boylston-street station. Here is located the | 
switchboard from which is controlled the light and feeder 
cables for supplying current to the cars in the subway, and 
calls are received and sent out from here to different points 
along the line of track. 

Plate No. 25 shows the interior of one of the.emergency 
stations that are maintained by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company at several points throughout the city. Two wagons 
and two crews of men are maintained at this station, ready to 
respond to any of the large number of calls for their services 
that are made from that portion of the lines of the company 
which these men are supposed to care for. Calls to mend 
and care for broken or displaced trolley, guard and span 
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wires and feeder cables are the most frequent; but they also 
respond to alarms for fire in the business portion of the city 
that are given from points along the line of the street car 
tracks, in order to cut the current out of the trolley wires 
that are in close proximity to the scene of the fire, or to 
remove them and the feed cables if necessary, when they 
obstruct or retard the operations of the Fire Department. As 
these men are subject to the orders of the officer in command 
of the force engaged in subduing the fire, they are frequently 
ordered to remove electric wires not owned or controlled by 
the street railway company; and as these wagons are equipped 
with swinging harnesses and quick hitches, and men being on 
duty at all times, they can and do render valuable services to 
the Fire Department i in the performance of its duty.
